All  the  details  will  be  found  in  printed  Senate  (Execu- 
tive) boc.  No.  16,  of  the  34th  Congress,  3d  session,  pages  302  to  337. 
At  the  date  of  that  report  the  harbor  was  still  open,  and  navigation 
was  going  on.  ^ 

Notwithstanding  the  boisterous  weather  of  that  season,  navigators 
were  cheered  by  the  facilities  for  entering  the  harbor,  which  had  been 

Produced  by  means  of  the  dredging  done  during  that  year  under  the 
irection  of  this  office ;  and  although  some  serious  disasters  occurred 
to  shipping  off  the  harbor,  arising  from  violent  gales,  the  number 
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would  have  been  far  greater  and  more  dreadful  but  for  tbe  channel  at 
the  harbor  entrance  secured  by  the  dredging,  a  full  account  of  which 
will  be  found  in  the  above  mentioned  document,  from  page  303  to 
page  308,  aod  by  reference  to  maps  G,  Nos.  38,  43  and  44.  Unfortu- 
nately, the  same  operation  could  not  be  repeated  during  the  season  of 
the  present  year  for  want  of  appropriations  of  tbe  necessary  funds. 

As  early  as  the  3d  of  December,  1856,  there  was  much  ice  floating 
in  the  river ;  and  on  the  fith  the  river  was  frozen  over  at  the  foot  of 
Bush  street,  so  as  to  enable  people  to  pass  over,  on  foot,  in  safety.  At 
this  time  navigation  was  so  far  obstructed  as  to  prevent  vessels  from 
entering  the  river  beyond  its  mouth,  near  the  north  pier  head.  It 
remained  so  until  December  the  11th,  when  the  river  was  again  open, 
and  navigation  was  resumed  and  continued  until  the  14th,  when  the 
schooner  Pilot,  the  last  vessel  of  the  season,  entered. — (See  the  re- 
marks in  the  accompanying  table,  marked  A  4.) 

From  the  15th  of  December,  1856,  until  the  18th  of  March,  1857, 
the  shipping  was  laid  up4in  the  harbor  and  navigation  suspended. 
This  winter  was  not  so  cold  as  the  preceding  one.  The  lowest  range 
of  the  thermometer  during  the  winter  of  1856-7,  was  eighteen  degrees 
below  zero — 18°  of  Fahrenheit — which  occurred  on  the  morning  of 
the  23d  of  January,  1857.  Early  in  February  there  was  a  general 
thaw.  On  the  7th  of  that  month  there  came  a  rain  which  melted  the 
snow,  and  produced  a  general  freshet  in  the  West.  It  did  much 
damage  in  many  parts  of  the  country.  On  that  day  the  ice  started, 
and  was  floating  down  Chicago  river  for  two  days  in  large  quantities. 
It  began  to  accumulate  in  so  large  a  mass  in  the  river,  within  the 
city  of  Chicago,  as  to  threaten  a  damming  up  of  the  waters  and  a  con> 
sequent  overflow  in  the  city.  This  was  probably  prevented  by  the 
turning  out.  of  a  large  force  of  men,  who  cut  away  a  free  passage  for 
the  ice,  so  that  it  could  find  an  outlet  into  Lake  Michigan. 

On  the  8th  of  March  the  river  was'again  frozen  over  from  the  foot  of 
Bush  street  to  the  harbor  entrance,  and  so  remained  until  the  middle 
of  that  month.  On  the  18th,  the  schooner  Liberty  arrived  in  the  har- 
bor, which  was  then  open  for  the  season. — (See  remarks  in  table  A  4.) 

The  scour  of  the  river  current,  produced  by  the  freshet  of  this 
season,  was  so  great  as  to  cut  out  a  channel  through  the  bar  off  the 
harbor  entrance  twelve  feet  deep,  or  more. 

In  order  to  show  the  effect  of  this  freshet  on  the  character  of  the 
harbor,  a  new  survey  of  it  was  made  at  the  earliest  practicable  period. 
It  was  commenced  on  the  9th  of  April,  and  the  soundings  on  the  bar 
and  the  harbor  entrance  were  completed  on  the  24th  of  that  month. 

The  accompanying  map,  marked  G  No.  62,  shows  the  condition  of 
the  bar  and  harbor  entrance,  as  projected  from  this  survey.  It  shows 
a  narrow  channel  of  12^  feet  deep  over  the  bar  near  the  north  pier- 
head, which  is  very  unusual  after  the  winter  deposit  of  sand. 

We  were  not  enabled  to  dredge  this  harbor  the  present  season  for 
want  of  the  necessary  funds  to  defray  the  expenses.  No  appropria- 
tion has  been  made  for  this  harbor  since  the  year  1852. 

The  registry  of  the  heights  of  the  lake  surface,  by  daily  observations 
on  the  permanent  tide-gauge  fixed  on  the  north  pier  head,  (s^e  maps 
G,  Nos.  43,  44,  and  52,)  has  been  continued  to  the  present  time.   The 
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accompanying  table,  marked  A  4,  shows  the  result  of  these  observa- 
tions, beginning  on  the  17th  of  November,  1856,  and  continued  to  in- 
clude the  30th  of  September,  185*7.  I  continue  to  regret  the  want  of 
a  proper  set  of  meteorological  instruments,  to  be  observed  in  con- 
nexion with  this  tide-gauge.  Observations  on  the  temperature  of  the 
external  atmoaphere  are  added  after  the  7th  of  December,  1856.  The 
hours  of  these  observations  are  not  the  best  for  accurate  deductions 
respecting  the  climate^  but,  not  being  allowed  a  separate  meteorologi- 
cal observer,  I  was  not  enabled  to  have  these  thermometrical  records 
made,  except  at  hours  which  were  convenient  to  an  assistant  whose 
chief  occupation  was  of  a  very  different  kind. 

Such  as  they  are,  however,  they  will  afford  some  interest  in  rela- 
tion to  the  climate  of  Chicago. 

I  present,  also,  another  table,  marked  A  5,  containing  a  daily 
registry  of  the  height  and  fluctuations  of  the  surface  of  Chicago  river, 
as  observed  upon  a  permanent  tide-gauge,  fixed  at  the  south  landing 
of  the  **Free  Perry,"  opposite  to  the  termination  of  Bush  street. 
(See  maps  GI-,  Nos.  38,  43,  and  44. )  The  zero,  (0)  or  plane  of  reference 
of  this  tide-gauge,  was  fixed  with  the  levelling  instrument  to  corres- 
pond with  that  of  the  tide-gauge  on  the  north  pier-head. 

This  registry  includes  the  period  between  the  1st  of  April,  1856^ 
and  the  30th  of  September,  1857. 

I  give  below  the  monthly  averages  of  the  readings  of  the  tide- 
gauge  on  the  north  pier-head,  from  the  1st  of  September,  1854,  to 
the  30th  of  September,  1857,  a  period  of  three  years  and  one  month. 

The  daily  observations  from  which  these  monthly  averages  are 
derived,  from  September  1, 1854,  to  December  31, 1855,  will  be  found 
from  page  85  to  page  96  of  the  printed  Senate  Ex.  Doc.  No.  16  of  the 
34th  Congress,  3d  session.  Those  from  January  1,  1856,  to  Novem- 
ber 17,  1856,  will  be  found  from  page  321  to  page  328  of  the  same 
document. 

Those  from  November  18,  1856,  to  September  30,  1857,  are  con- 
tained in  the  table  A  4,  accompanying  this  report.

The  summer  of  1857  was  one  of  unusually  mild  temperature,  and 
the  evaporation  from  the  surfaces  of  the  great  lakes  was  much  less 
than  in  the  average  of  summers.  This  may  account  for  the  increased 
elevation  of  the  surface  of  Lake  Michigan  the  past  season. 

In  order  that  the  horizontal  plane  of  reference,  or  zero  (0)  of  com- 
parison, of  our  two  tide-gauges  may  he  easily  hereafter  restored,  should 
they  ever  he  lost,  I  will  repeat  here  the  elevations  of  the  following 
permanent  objects  above  the  same  zero  or  horizontal  plane,  which 
have  been  carefully  obtained  with  a  levelling  instrument.  They  are 
as  follows,  viz : 

1.  The  surface  of  the  stone  base  on  which  rest  the  stone  pilasters  of 
the  stone  masonry  basement  at  the  northwest  corner  of  the  United 
States  marine  hospital  situated  at  the  foot  of  Michigan  avenue,  12.83 
feet. 

2.  The  upper  surface  of  the  stone  sills  of  the  west  basement  windows 
of  this  hospital,  13.92  feet. 

3.  The  top  surface  of  the  stone  basement  wall  on  which  the  iron 
railing  rests  at  the  northwest  angle  of  the  hospital  enclosure,  14.83 
feet.

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Without  permanent  reference  objects  like  these,  there  is  ^reat  un- 
certainty attending  any  attempt  to  reduce  different  series  of  observa- 
tions, made  at  intervals  of  several  years  apart,  into  one  general  table. 
To  do  so  may  risk  a  vitiation  of  the  whole. 

The  penal  bond  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company,  pursuant 
to  the  permission  granted  by  the  War  Department  to  said  company, 
under  certain  specified  conditions  and  restrictions,"^  to  make  a  second 
opening  in  the  United  States  south  pier  of  Chicago  harbor,  to  commu- 
nicate, from  the  harbor,  with  the  company's  second  ship  basin, f  has 
been  drawn,  and  would  have  been  executed  and  forwarded  to  the 
Topographical  Bureau  before  this  time,  but  for  the  absence  of  the 
president  of  the  company  in  Europe.  This  will  now,  however,  be  im- 
mediately attended  to. 

Application  has  recently  been  made  by  the  *^  Chicago  Dock  and 
Canal  Company"  for  the  grant,  from  the  War  Department,  of  a  like 
privilege  to  make  an  opening  through  the  United  States  north  pier, 
to  communicate,  from  this  harbor,  with  ship  basins  and  canals  which 
the  said  company  propose  to  construct  within  certain  grounds  owned 
by  it  immediately  north  of,  and  adjacent  to,  the  said  pier. 

The  accompanying  papers,  marked  A  6,  A  7,  and  A  8,  including 
a  copy  of  the  act  of  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  approvea 
the  12th  of  February,  1857,  incorporating  the  said  company,  will  ex- 
plain the  whole  subject. 

Another  application  was  at  the  same  time  made  by  the  same  com- 
pany for  permission  to  rebuild  and  keep  in  repair,  free  of  expense  to 
the  United  States,  a  portion  of  the  said  United  States  north  pier,  lying 
adjacent  to  the  aforesaid  lands  of  said  company,  on  condition  that  the 
company  be  allowed  to  use  the  pier  thus  repaired  as  a  dock  front  to 
its  property  for  landing  such  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  and  chattels 
as  may  be  desired  to  be  landed.  The  papers  relating  to  this  applica- 
tion are  hereto  attached,  marked  A  9  and  A  10. 

[P.  S.  The  decision  of  the  War  Department  upon  both  these  appli- 
cations having  been  received  at  this  oflSce  since  the  date  of  this  report, 
it  is  thought  proper  to  add  it,  in  order  to  show  the  disposition  which 
has  been  made  of  them. 

The  decision  is  accordingly  hereto  attached,  marked  A  12. 

In  pursuance  of  this  decision,  the  requisite  penal  bonds  binding  the 
company  to  observe  and  comply  with  the  conditions  specified  will 
be  drawn  and  forwarded  to  the  Topographical  Bureau  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable ] 

Repair  of  Chicago  harbor  piers.         • 

The  necessity  of  speedily  repairing  these  piers,  in  order  to  save  the 
harbor  from  destruction,  was  fully  set  forth  in  my  annual  reports,  both 
for  1855  and  1856.  Tho  remarks  then  presented  on  this  subject  will 
be  found  in  printed  Senate  (Ex.)  Document  No.  16,  of  the  34th  Con- 

•S«e  papers  marked  A  17,  18,  and  19,  at  pp.  329  to  331  of  Senate  (Executive)  Doc.  No. 
16,  of  the  34th  Congress,  3d  session, 
t  See  map  G,  No.  43,  now  in  the  Topographieal  Bareaa. 
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gress,  3d  session,  at  pp.  29  to  32,  and  again  at  pp.  308  to  311.  The 
continued  decay  of  the  pier  timbers  above  the  water  level  renders  this 
measure  still  more  imperative  now  than  ever  before.  The  small 
amount  of  funds  which  were  in  hand  at  the  time  of  my  last  annual 
report  has  been  expended  in  endeavoring  to  patch  up  the  most  de- 
cayed parts,  where  breaches  had  actually  occurred,  but  it  was  quite 
inadequate  to  cure  all  the  cases  that  have  demanded  attention.  I  have 
therefore  sold  all  the  remnants  of  moveable  property  belonging  to  this 
harbor,  under  the  rules  of  the  War  Department,  in  order  to  raise  a 
small  fund  to  be  applied  to  this  object.  I  feel  confident,  however, 
that  it  is  quite  inadequate  to  save  the  harbor  from  ruin,  unless  a  speedy 
appropriation  be  made  in  aid  of  this  very  important  work. 

The  timbers  are  now  in  so  rotten  a  condition  as  to  crumble  in  sev- 
eral places  with  their  own  weight ;  and  there  are  several  places  where 
a  vessel  carried  against  them  in  a  strong  wind  would  make  a  breach, 
and  thus  allow  the  sand  in  high  winds  to  be  blown  into  the  river,  and 
also  to  be  driven  in  by  the  lake  swash,  and  thus  ruin  the  harbor. 
Such  a  catastrophe  would  prove  a  deadly  blow  to  the  commerce  of  this 
port  as  well  as  a  serious  injury  to  many  other  lake  ports  which  are  in 
brisk  trade  with  Chicago.* 

I  recommend  the  same  mode  of  repair  which  I  have  heretofore  done, 
and  that  is  to  tear  away  the  rotten  timber  work  to  a  depth  of  one  foot 
below  the  low  water  level  of  the  lake,  and  then  to  rebuild,  generally 
with  stone  masonry,  to  a  height  of  five  feet  above  the  same  low  water 
level. — (See  the  sheet  G,  No.  24,  now  in  the  topographical  bureau.) 

There  are  some  parts,  described  in  my  report  of  last  year,  which 
may  be  rebuilt  with  good  oak  timber,  I  refer  to  that  report  for  special 
information  regarding  the  cost  of  the  repairs  of  the  several  sections 
therein  described. 

I  have  been  again  compelled,  by  public  advertisements,  to  call  atten- 
tion to  the  regulations  forbidding  the  piling  of  lumber  and  other 
heavy^articles  upon  the  harbor  piers. — (See  the  paper  hereto  attached, 
marked  A  11.) 

Unless  some  penal  law  be  passed  by  Congress  on  this  subject,  it  will 
be  very  diflScult  to  protect  the  piers  built  at  the  expense  of  the  United 
States  for  the  preservation  of  the  lake  harbors  generally  from  constant 
and  serious  injury.  An  oflScer  in  charge  of  these  harbor  works  has 
no  means  of  enforcing  the  regulations  of  the  War  Department  made 
for  their  preservation,  except  through  the  civil  courts  upon  an  action 
for  trespass,  and  the  penalty,  if  any  were  awarded,  would  have  to  be 
assessed  by  a  jury,  often  totally  unacquainted  with  the  actual  cost  of 
keeping  these  works  in  repair.  A  law  defining  the  penalty  in  such 
cases  would  ifeem  to  be  the  surest  means  of  putting  a  stop  to  this  evil. 

*M)vember  7, 1857.— A  vessel  was  this  morning  carried,  in  a  strong  gale  of  wind,  against 
the  river  face  of  the  north  pier,  nearly  opposite  the  line  of  the  lake  shore,  and  so  rotten  were 
the  timbers  that  she  made  a  clear  breach  through  them,  meeting  in  the  collision  with  a  verj 
slight  resistance.  It  will  require  immediate  attention  and  the  greater  part  of  the  funds  in 
band  to  repair  this  breach,  even  in  a  temporary  manner. 
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Fxtendon  of  the  south  harbor  pier. 

In  relation  to  this  proposed  pier  extension,  I  ask  a  reference  to  the 
accompanying  map  of  Chicago  harhor,  marked  G,  No.  52,  projected 
from  surveys  made  in  April  last,  on  a  scale  of  3-rWj  ^^  200  feet  to  one 
inch  ;  and  also  to  maps  G,  Nos.  43  and  44,  of  the  same  harhor,  upon 
the  same  scale,  projected  from  surveys  made  respectively  in  September 
and  November,  1856.  They  show  that  a  bar  is  in  progress  of  forma- 
tion immediately  off  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company's  break- 
water, and  to  the  east  of  the  extremity  of  the  south  harbor  pier,  which, 
if  not  checked,  must  soon  extend  into  the  mouth  of  the  river^  to  the 
great  injury  of  the  harbor. 

This  subject  was  brought  to  your  notice  in  my  annual  report  of  last 
year. 

For  the  purpose  of  preventing  this  evil  to  the  harbor,  I  would 
again  recommend  that  the  south  pier  be  extended  480  feet  lake  ward, 
by  crib  work,  to  be  constructed  in  the  manner  there  given  in  full 
detail.  This  will  require  fifteen  cribs,  each  32  feet  long,  20  feet 
wide,  and  20  feet  high  from  top  to  bottom,  or  15  feet  high  from  the 
bottom  to  the  water  level.  Sheet  G,  No.  20,  will  show  the  proposed 
mode  of  construction. 

The  dredging  of  Chicago  harbor. 

The  importance  of  this  department  of  our  work,  and  the  success 
which  attended  it,  at  an  expense  very  small  in  comparison  with  its 
benefits,  has  been  fully  dwelt  upon  in  my  previous  reports,  to  which 
I  would  now  refer  for  full  information  under  this  head. 

By  constant  dredging  during  the  season  most  favorable  for  it,  I 
feel  well  assured  that  Chicago  bar  can  be  kept  subdued,  and  the 
harbor  kept  open,  so  as  always  to  ensure  the  safe  entrance  and  depar- 
ture of  vessels  drawing  full  thirteen  feet  of  water,  and  all  at  a  very 
small  annual  expense. 

A  steam  dredge,  to  be  applied  exclusively  to  this  object,  is,  how- 
ever, essential  to  insure  its  accomplishment. 

For  these  several  objects,  and  to  meet  the  necessary  contingent  ex- 
penses, such  as  office  rent  and  fuel,  stationery,  commutation  for  quar- 
ters and  fuel  of  the  superintending  engineer,  pay  of  assistants,  &c.,  I 
beg  leave  to  refer  to  my  estimates  of  last  year,  which  will  be  found  in 
full  detail  at  pages  331  to  337  of  printed  Senate  (Ex.)  Document  No. 
16,  of  the  34th  Congress,  3d  session.  They  are  marked  in  that 
printed  document  A  20  and  A  21.

Although  the  deterioration  in  the  condition  of  the  harbor  piers  is 
greater  now  than  last  year,  and  will  require  more  work  and  materials 
now  than  would  then  have  been  needed,  yet  the  prices  of  labor  and 
materials  have  diminished  in  about  the  same  ratio,  owing  to  the 
monetary  depression  of  the  present  time,  and  hence  the  estimates  for 
last  year  may  very  justly  be  assumed  as  sufficiently  accurate  for  the 
present  year  for  this  and  some  other  harbors. 

I  was  in  hopes  of  being  able  to  give  the  statistics  and  value  of  the 
commerce  of  this  and  the  other  lake  harbors  under  my  direction  for 
this  year  in  the  same  manner  as  they  were  given  in  my  reports  for 
1855  and  1856  ;  but  the  small  remnants  of  appropriations  on  hand 
had  to  be  reserved  for  necessary  repairs  under  pressing  circumstances, 
and  hence  I  had  not  the  means  to  collect  the  statistics.  Should  fur- 
ther appropriations  be  made,  this  very  desirable  information  can  be 
obtained  next  year. 

The  population  of  the  city  of  Chicago  is  estimated  at  this  time  to 
be  from  110,000  to  120,000  souls.  No  actual  census  has  recently  been 
taken^  however. 

Determination  of  the  Longitude  of  Chicago, 

The  determination  of  the  longitude  of  some  cardinal  point  on  Lake 
Michigan  is  a  desiratum  which  has  been  long  neglected.  Not  having 
been  supplied  with  the  proper  instruments  for  such  a  determination, 
it  has  not  been  in  my  power  to  present,  in  my  previous  reports,  any 
observations  in  reference  to  this  subject. 

The  geographical  charts  of  no  country  can  be  received  as  entirely 
reliable  unless  they  are  based  on  the  accurate  determination  of  the 
latitudes  and  longitudes  of  a  certain  number  of  important  points  within 
the  area  which  they  embrace. 

For  the  means  afforded  for  presenting  the  following  astronomical 
observations,  showing  a  co-operation  between  Lieutenant  E.  D.  Ashe, 
of  the  British  navy,  and  myself,  for  obtaining  the  difference  of  longi- 
tude between  Quebec  and  Chicago,  I  am  partly  indebted  to  that  gen- 
tleman. Lieutenant  Ashe  is  the  director  of  the  British  observatory 
lately  establiehed  at  Quebec.  Sir  William  Logan,  who  is  engaged 
upon  a  geological  map  of  the  Canadas  and  the  adjacent  frontiers,  was 
desirous  to  have  its  geographical  accuracy  improved  by  the  determina- 
tion, from  astronomical  observations,  of  the  latitudes  and  longitudes 
of  some  principal  points  within  its  area.  Chicago  was  inciuded  as  an 
important  frontier  position.  Its  determination  was  equally  important 
for  our  own  charts. 

In  April  last  Lieutenant  Ashe  arrived  here  from  Quebec,  and  re- 
quested my  co-operation  with  him  in  obtaining  the  difference  of  longi- 
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tude  between  the  two  places.  He  requested  me  to  take  charge  of  the 
instruments  and  observations  at  this  end  of  the  line,  and  he  very 
kindly  placed  at  my  disposal  a  portable  transit,  which  he  had  brought 
with  him,  of  twenty- three  inches  (23  inches)  focal  length  of  telescope, 
and  1 J  inch  (one  and  three-fourth  inch)  aperture,  or  diameter  of  ob- 
ject glass.  This  instrument  was  made  by  John  Newman,  of  122 
Regent  street,  London.  The  object  glass  defines  uncommonly  well 
lor  its  size,  and  is  very  satisfactory  to  the  observer.  The  diaphragm 
of  the  telescope  has  one  horozontal  and  five  vertical  spider  lines  or 
wires.  The  equatorial  intervals  of  the  wires  were  determined  by 
seventy -three  observed  transits  of  stars  of  various  north  and  south 
declinations,  as  shown  in  detail  in  the  accompanying  paper,  marked 
A  13. 

The  values  of  the  divisions  on  the  scale  of  the  level  to  the  transit 
axis  were  determined  by  careful  observations  in  the  manner  shown  in 
the  accompanying  paper,  marked  A  14. 

All  the  observations  at  this  end  of  the  line  were  reduced  to  the 
middle  wire,  and  then  again  to  the  true  meridian.  The  diflerence 
between  this  last  result  and  the  star's  apparent  right  ascension,  taken 
from  the  table  given  in  the  British  Nautical  Almanac  for  the  year 
1857,  gave  the  chronometer  error. 

After  the  transit  was  mounted  and  adjusted  in  the  meridian,  and 
the  necessary  preliminary  arrangements  made  with  the  telegraph 
companies  for  transmitting  signals,*  a  continued  series  of  bad  nights 
for  this  operation  ensued,  which  prevented  the  working  of  the  wires 
throughout  this  long  line. 

On  the  night  of  the  15th  of  May  the  weather  was  clear  at  both 
stations,  and  very  favorable  to  the  observations,  and  to  the  transmis- 
sion of  the  electric  signals  along  the  telegraphic  wires.  This  was 
done  by  one  entire  current  from  either  end  of  the  line  to  the  other, 
and  without  any  intermediate  repetition.  The  route  by  the  wires, 
'beginning  at  Chicago,  was  via  Toledo,  Cleveland,  Buffalo,  Toronto, 
and  Montreal,  to  Quebec,  and  vice  versa  when  the  signals  were  sent 
from  Quebec  to  Chicago.  The  distance  between  the  two  observing 
stations,  measured  along  the  wires,  is  twelve  hundred  and  ten  (1,210) 
miles,  and  yet  the  signals  made  at  either  end  of  this  long  line  were 
recognized  with  perfect  distinctness  at  the  other  end. 

Lieutenant  Ashe's  reductions  of  his  transit  observations  are  to  a 
mean  of  his  wires. 

The  following  are  the  observations  male  to  determine  the  local  time 
at  the  two  stations,  viz :

It  will  be  observed  that  a  mean  solar  chronometer  was  used  at  Chi- 
cago, and  a  sidereal  clock  at  Quebec. 

After  my  last  observation  in  my  first  complete  set  for  the  time  at 
Chicag),  which  was  on  7]  (Eta)  Ureas  Majores  at  \0h.  06m.  41.7 «., 
I  carried  my  chronometer,  in  hand,  from  my  observing  station  to  the 
telegraphic  office,  a  distance  of  one  mile,  by  the  streets. 

This  was  unavoidable,  because  I  had  no  means  of  bringing  the  wires 
to  the  station.  Then,  after  completing  the  interchange  of  signals  with 
Lieutenant  Ashe,  at  Quebec,  I  brought  my  chronometer  back,  in  hand, 
to  the  observing  station,  and  made  a  second  complete  set  of  observa- 
tions for  the  time  ;  the  last  observation  of  this  set  being  on  d  (Delta) 
AquilaB,  at  3A.  42m.  08.4«.  past  midnight.  Fortunately,  the  night 
remained  perfectly  clear  throughout,  thus  favoring  a  strong  desire  I 
had  to  ascertain  from  actual  observation  whatefiect  this  transportation 
of  the  chronometer,  by  hand,  from  the  observing  station  to  the  tele- 
graphic office  and  back  again,  would  have  upon  its  rate.  It  will  be 
seen,  by  the  record  of  the  observations,  that  the  effect  on  the  rate  was 
quite  inappreciable,  being  only,  as  shown  by  the  computations,  .026 
of  a  second ;  thai  is  to  say,  toI^tj  ^^  ^^^  of*  second  of  time. 
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It  will  also  be  seen  that  Lieutenant  Ashe's  observations  for  the  time, 
at  Quebec,  embraced  a  complete  series  both  before  and  after  the  period 
occupied  by  the  interchange  of  signals. 

It  would  seem,  from  a  close  inspection  of  the  observations,  that 
the  determination  of  the  time  at  each  end  of  this  long  line  was  as 
satisfactory  as  it  could  have  been  under  any  circumstances  ;  so  much 
so  that  I  conceive  the  chief  source  of  error,  whatever  it  may  be,  in  our 
joint  result,  to  arise  from  any  slight  want  of  a  perfect  coincidence  in 
time  between  the  beat  of  the  chronometer  or  clock  and  the  click  pro- 
duced by  pressing  the  telegraph  key. 

The  whole  number  of  signals  successfully  interchanged  was  twenty- 
eight,  (28.)  In  the  first  place,  seven  signals  were  given  at  Chicago, 
at  a  common  interval  of  one  minute,  mean  time,  and  were  noted  at 
both  stations  by  our  respective  c'  ronometers  or  clocks ;  then  seven 
were  given  at  Quebec  at  a  common  interval  of  one  minute  of  sidereal 
time,  and  were  noted  in  the  same  manner.  This  operation  was  then 
repeated  both  ways  at  a  common  interval  of  half  a  minute. 

In  this  way  ibur  coincident  beats  of  the  mean  solar  chronometer  at 
one  station  and  the  sidereal  clock  at  the  other  were  obtained,  which 
gave  a  more  exact  comparison  of  the  local  time  for  the  two  stations 
than  could  have  been  obtained  from  estimating  by  the  ear  the  fractions 
of  a  second  of  time  between  the  beat  of  the  chronometer,  or  clock,  and 
the  click  of  the  telegraph  key. 

It  is  for  this  reason  that,  out  of  the  twenty-eight  signals  inter- 
changed and  recorded,  only  the  four  which  correspond  to  the  coincident 
beats  of  the  timepieces  at  the  two  stations  are  used  for  obtaining  the 
difiereuce  of  longitude. 

The  ioUowing  statement  will  show  the  whole  operation  and  the 
result,  viz :

From  which  it  appears  that  the  electric  fluid  was  transmitted  along 
the  wires  between  Chicago  and  Quebec,  a  distance  of  twelve  hundred 
and  ten  miles,  in  eight-one  hundredths  (rlir)  ^^  &  second  of  time.  At 
this  rate  it  would  be  only  one  and  two-thirds  (If)  second  of  time  in 
being  transmitted  around  the  circumference  of  the  earth. 

I  will  now  proceed  to  a  deduction  of  the  longitude  of  Chicago,  west 
of  the  meridian  of  Greenwich,  by  combining  the  above  result  with  a 
determination  of  the  longitude  of  Quebec,  made  by  myself  in  the  year 
1842,  while  serving  as  a  commissioner  and  astronomer  on  the  part  of  the 
United  States  for  ascertaining  our  northeastern  boundary  under  the 
treaty  of  Washington,  of  that  year.

That  is  to  say,  in  time,  five  hours  fifty  minutes  thirty-two  and 
eight- hundredths  seconds;

The  transit  was  mounted  on  an  oak  pillar,  sixteen  inches  square, 
inserted  four  feet  in  the  ground  and  the  earth  rammed  firmly  around 
it.  A  flooring  was  then  laid  on  sleepers,  which  rested  at  their  out- 
ward ends  on  two  parallel  cross  timbers,  one  foot  square,  so  that  any 
jar  produced  by  walking  on  the  floor  had  to  be  communicated  to  these 
outward  cross  timbers,  and  then  vibrated  back  through  the  ground 
before  its  effect  could  reach  the  instrument  stand.  There  was  no 
contact  between  the  floor  and  the  oak  pillar,  or  instrument  stand. 
They  were  separated  by  a  space  of  half  an  inch  cut  out  of  the  flooring 
all  round.  These  ariangements  gave  a  very  steady  support  for  the 
transit. 

It  is  very  important  in  observations  of  this  kind  with  portable  in- 
struments, that  the  level  of  the  transit  axis  should,  be  frequently 
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tested  by  actual  observations  of  tbe  level.  Also  that  the  azimuthal 
direction  of  the  axis  of  the  telescope  should  be  verified  as  often  as 
practicable  in  the  course  of  a  night's  observations,  by  bringing  into 
the  series  such  circumpolar  stars,  or  pairs  of  stars,  either  north  or 
south,  differing  not  much  in  right  dscenaion,  but  a  good  deal  (say 
forty  degrees,  or  more)  in  polar  distance y  as  are  suitable  for  computing 
the  asimuthal  error,  at  various  periods  of  the  night. 

The  accompanying  table,  marked  A  15,  contains  the  observations 
and  the  results  for  the  corrections  of  the  level  errors.  They  are  given 
in  the  right  hand  column  in  equatorial  time,  and  were  reduced  ac- 
cording to  the  star's  declinations. 

The  table  marked  A  16  contains  the  stars  that  were  used  for  com- 
puting the  azimuthal  deviation  at  the  several  periods  of  the  night 
indicated. 

The  error  of  collimation  of  the  middle  wire  of  the  transit  telescope 
was  during  the  night's  observations  as  follows,  viz: 

1.  With  Illumination  East:  For  stars  ob- 
served above  the  pole — 0.2  of  equatorial  time.

Sir:  The  accompaning  letter,  (see  A  7,)  addressed,  under  date  of 
the  8th  of  Jane  last,  to  the  honorable  the  Secretary  of  War,  by  Messrs. 
William  B.  Ogden,  Edwin  H.  Sheldon,  Stantley  H.  Fleetwood,  and 
Van  H.  Higgins,  of  Chicago,  was,  about  the  time  of  this  date,  placed 
open  in  my  hands,  with  a  request  that  I  would  peruse  it,  and  then 
forward  it  with  such  remarks  as  a  due  regard  for  the  public  interests, 
as  well  as  for  those  of  the  corporators  therein  named  might  seem  to 
require,  for  the  consideration  and  decision  of  the  War  Department. 
This  I  expected  to  be  able  to  do  before  this  time,  but  have  been  pre- 
yented  by  the  current  duties  of  my  office,  and  the  time  it  has  neces- 
sarily taken  to  examine  the  subject  in  its  bearings  upon  the  interests 
of  the  general  commerce,  for  whose  benefit  these  harbor  works  have 
been  constructed  by  the  United  States. 

The  act  of  incorporation  granted  to  the  company  composed  of  the 
above  named  gentlemen  by  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  on 
the  12th  of  February  last,  is  hereto  attached,  marked  A  8.  A  perusal 
of  it  will  best  explain  the  object  of  the  company  in  making  the  request 
contained  in  the  letters  of  the  8th  of  June  to  the  Secretary  of  War. 

For  a  more  full  understanding  of  the  subject,  I  beg  leave  to  refer 
to  the  map  of  Chicago  harbor  and  bar,  marked  G.,  No.  43,  lately 
forwarded  from  this  office  to  the  Bureau  of  Topographical  Engineers. 
The  area  proposed  to  be  improved  is  bounded  on  the  west  by  the 
dotted  line  on  the  aforesaid  map,  marked  '^  Lake  Shore  of  «833,  as  per 
the  map  of  Kinzie's  addition,"  and  on  the  east  by  the  present  lake 
shore  or  such  breakwater  as  the  company  may  choose  to  erect  to  the 
east  thereof,  under  the  conditions  specified  in  the  4th  section  of  their 
charter.  The  whole  improvement  is  to  be  on  the  north  side  of  Chicago 
river,  and  adjacent  to  the  United  States  north  pier  of  Chicago  harbor. 

The  hydraulic  principles  which  apply,  as  tending  to  affect  the 
character  of  the  river  for  navigation,  are  the  same  in  this  case  as  those 
which  are  expressed  in  my  report  No.  34,  to  the  Topographical  Bureau 
of  the  4th  of  September,  1854.  This  report  will  be  found  in  the  paper 
marked  A  15,  in  the  print.ed  Senate  (Executive)  Document  No.  16,  of 
the  34th  Congress,  3d  session,  now  in  the  library  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment.— (See  pages  51  to  53.) 

After  careful  observations  which  I  have  again  made  upon  the  direc- 
tion and  force  of  the  river  current,  I  cannot  perceive  that  the  granting 
of  the  request  of  the  Chicago  Dock  and  Canal  Company  to  be  permitted 
to  make  an  opening  through  the  United  States  north  pier  of  Chicago 
harbor,  in  the  manner  proposed  in  the  letter  of  the  8th  of  June  last, 
can  be  in  any  way  detrimental  to  the  harbor  or  to  the  public  interests, 
provided  it  be  done  under  similar  conditions  and  limitations  to  those 
which  were  specified  and  agreed  to  in  the  case  of  a  like  permission 
granted  in  1855  to  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company. 

These  conditions  and  limitations  will  be  found  printed  in  the  afore- 
said Senate  document,  in  the  paper  marked  A  16,  pages  58  to  62.     It 
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should  be  farther  prorided  that  no  ship  basin,  harbor,  or  canal,  which 
maj  have  a  water  communication  through  the  proposed  opening  in 
the  north  pier,  with  the  Chicago  river,  shall,  at  any  time,  or  under 
any  circumstances  whatever,  have  any  other  water  communication 
with  the  said  river,  nor  with  Lake  Michigan,  without  the  express  con- 
sent, previously  obtained  in  writing,  from  the  War  Department  of  the 
United  States,  upon  such  further  conditions  as  may  be  mutually 
assented  to  and  agreed  upon. 

Also,  that  any  basin,  harbor,  or  canal  that  may  be  made  to  com* 
municate,  through  the  said  opening  in  the  north  pier,  with  the  Chicago 
river  or  Lake  Michigan,  shall  be  rendered  water  tight  at  all  other 
points  than  at  the  said  opening,  by  means  of  such  substantial  crib 
work  or  close  piling  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Topographical 
Bureau  and  sanctioned  by  the  War  Department  of  the  United  States, 
the  parapets  or  coping  of  which  should  rise  from  five  to  seven  feet 
above  the  level  of  the  lake  surface  at  its  high  water  stage,  according 
to  the  proximity  of  said  works  to  the  shore  of  Lake  Michigan. 

Also,  that  no  works  constructed  by  the  said  company  shall  interfere 
with  or  encroach  upon  the  position  which,  previous  to  the  charter 
granted  by  the  State  of  Illinois  to  said  company,  was  chosen  and 
adopted  by  the  Light-house  Board  of  the  United  States  for  the  erection 
of  the  new  light-house  for  Chicago  harbor,  the  said  position  being  in 
Lake  Michigan,  adjacent  to  and  on  the  north  side  of  the  east  extremity 
of  the  United  States  north  pier  of  Chicago  harbor. 

The  said  position  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  map  G,  Nos.  9  and  43, 
filed  in  the  Bureau  of  Topographical  Engineers,  and  sheet  marked  G, 
No.  39,  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Light-house  Board,  at  Washington, 
with  a  report  from  Lieutenant  Colonel  J.  D.  Graham,  upon  the  posi- 
tion and  construction  of  the  said  light- house,  and  its  piers  of  defence 
against  the  action  of  the  lake-sea,  dated  July  26,  1866,  and  approved 
by  the  board  on  the  25th  of  October,  1856. 

Also,  that  before  proceeding  to  make  the  proposed  opening  in  the 
north  pier,  the  particular  point  chosen  for  it  shall  be  reported  to  the 
Bureau  of  Topographical  Engineers,  and  approved  by  the  War  De- 
partment. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  application 
of  the  company  be  granted  upon  their  executing  a  bond  to  the  United 
States,  in  the  penal  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  observe 
and  comply  with  the  conditions  and  limitations  herein  above  referred 
to  and  described. 

I  have  here  to  repeat  what  was  expressed  in  my  report,  No.  159,  to 
the  bureau,  dated  August  28,  1856,  that  ''  slips  or  ship  basins,  if 
carefully  planned,  so  as  not  to  impair  the  navigation  of  the  river  nor 
the  entrance  of  the  harbor,  will  prove  great  aids  to  the  general  com- 
merce of  the  port  of  Chicago."

Sir  :  Being  the  owners  of  the  tract  of  land  formed  hy  accretions 
lying  immediately  north  of  and  adjoining  the  north  pier  of  Chicago 
harbor,  and  having  recently  procured  from  the  legislature  of  tms 
State  a  charter  authorizing  the  construction  of  docks  and  canals  in 
the  lake  and  on  said  tract  of  land,  and  entrances  to  the  same  from  the 
Chicago  harbor  and  river,  and  designing  to  improve  the  said  lands,  as 
authorized  by  the  terms  of  the  charter,  and  desirous  to  do  so  in  a 
manner  that  shall  be  acceptable  and  agreeable  to  the  general  govern- 
ment, by  whom  the  said  pier  was  erected,  and  in  a  manner  that  will 
not  interfere  with  the  plans  of  the  general  government  for  the 
improvement  of  said  harbor,  we  have  addressed  this  letter  to  you, 
with  the  view  to  get  permission  to  cut  through  the  north  pier  an 
entrance  to  our  harbor  and  canals  at  such  point  east  of  the  west 
entrance  to  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  harbor,  not  exceeding  sixteen 
hundred  feet  east  of  said  entrance,  and  also  an  entrance  opposite  the 
east  entrance  of  said  railroad  harbor  as  shall  be  approved  by  Colonel 
Graham,  or  such  other  officer  of  the  general  government  as  they  shall 
direct. 

Similar  permission  has  already  been  given  to  the  Illinois  Central 
Railroad  Company  to  cut  through  the  south  pier,  and  both  improve- 
ments are  required  to  accommodate  the  rapidly  increasing  commercial 
interests  of  our  city  ;  and,  as  was  justly  said  by  the  Illinois  Central 
Kailroad  Company  in  applying  for  permission,  ^Hhis  improvement 
will,  we  think,  in  no  way  impair  the  objects  of  the  general  govern- 
ment in  the  construction  of  the  pier,  for  the  buildings,  which  will  be 
erected  at  an  early  day  outside  of  this  basin,  must  be  placed  upon  solid 
foundations ;  thus  forming,  without  further  expense  to  the  govern- 
ment, a  permanent  protection  to  the  river,  which  was  the  original 
object  of  the  pier."  Upon  application  to  Colonel  Q-raham,  he  has 
reierred  us  to  the  War  Department,  and  it  will  be  esteemed  a  favor  if 
you  will,  at  your  convenience,  request  Colonel  Graham's  report  upon 
the  subject,  as  our  company  desire  to  take  immediate  measures  to 
complete  the  canals  and  docks  so  much  needed  in  this  city,  and  which 
our  legislature  have  expressly  authorized.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  a  company  for  the  improvement  by  canals  and  harbors  of  the  east 
part  of  Kinzie's  addition  to  the  city  of  Chica^. 

Sbcthon  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  thepecple  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  rmre- 
sented  in  the  general  assembly,  That  William  B.  Ogden,  Van  H.  Hig- 
gins,  Edwin  H.  Sheldon  and  8.  U.  Fleetwood  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  to  be  called  the  *' Chicago 
Dock  and  Canal  Company,"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual 
succession,  with  power  to  sue  and  to  be  sued,  plead  and  to  be  im- 
pleaded, in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity  in  this  State. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  a  president,  a 
secretary,  a  treasurer,  and  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven 
directors  ;  all  of  said  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  stock- 
holders of  said  company,  and  at  such  election  each  stockholder  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  vote  lor  every  share  owned  by  him  or  her. 

8bc.  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  divided  into 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  may  consist  of  any  number 
of  shares  not  exceeding  thirty  thousand  ;  said  company  may  be  organ- 
ized as  soon  as  five  thousand  shares  shall  be  subscribed  for ;  and 
the  further  subscription  to  the  capitol  stock  of  said  company  may 
be  received  from  time  to  time  as  the  board  of  directors .  may  order 
and  appoint :  Providedy  That  the  entire  stock  of  said  company  shalL 
not  at  any  time  exceed  the  thirty  thousand  shares  above  stated. 

Sec.  4.  Said  company  shall  have  the  power  to  enclose,  make  and 
protect,  and  also  to  erect  and  construct,  on  their  own  lands,  and  on 
the  shore,  and  in  the  navigable  waters  of  Lake  Michigan,  so  that 
they  do  not  in  any  manner  obstruct  or  prevent  the  free  navigation  of 
the  same  in  front  of  their  own  lands  and  premises,  and  in  front  of 
the  premises  of  such  person  or  persons  as  may  assent  -  to  the  same, 
wharves,  docks,  moles,  piers,  breakwaters,  and  such  other  erections, 
protections,  improvements  and  conveniences  for  the  safety  and  accom- 
modation of  boats  and  vessels,  and  the  security  and  advantageous  use 
of  their  own  property,  wharves  and  docks,  or  for  the  purposes  of  con- 
venience in  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  said  property  by  the  said  com- 
pany, as  the  board  of  directors  of  said  company  may  deem  necessary 
and  proper. 

Sec.  5.  Said  company  shall  also  have  power  to  excavate,  maintain,. 
preserve,  and  keep  open  canals,  basins,  slips,  and  such  other  ways, 
with  their  embankments,  supporters,  and  appurtenances,  for  the 
entrance  of  boais  and  vessels  of  all  kinds  from  the  lake,  and  also 
from  the  Chicago  harbor  and  river,  to  every  part  of  their  property, 
lands,  and  premises  as  may  by  the  board  of  directors  of  said  company 
be  considered  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  profitable  use  and 
enjoyment  of  said  property,  and  for  the  interests  of  said  company. 

Sec.  6.  Said  company  shall  also  have  power  to  buy  at  private  or 
public  sale,  and  to  take  and  hold  perpetually,  any  and  all  lands  that 
may  be  necessary  for  the  use  and  purpose  of  said  company,  and  tlie- 
H.  Ex  Doc  23 4  r^         , 
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complete  execution  of  the  powers  hereby  conferred  upon  said  company: 
Provided f  The  same  shall  ]ie  and  be  situated  in  Kinzie's  addition 
to  the  citj  of  Chicago,  and  shall  not  exceed  in  all  fifty  acres  of  land, 
exclusive  of  the  land  covered  by  water. 

Sbc.  7.  For  the  purpose  of  better  enabling  said  company  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  said 
company,  by  their  agents  and  servants,  to  enter  upon,  take  possession 
of,  and  hold  and  use  any  such  lots,  pieces,  or  parcels  of  land  in  said 
Kinzie's  addition,  or  adjacent  thereto,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
completion  of  the  improvement  hereby  contemplated,  and  for  the  com- 
plete exercise  of  the  powers  herein  conferred,  and  to  take  therefrom 
any  materials  which  may  be  found  thereon  for  the  erection  and  con- 
struction of  such  improvements :  Provided^  Said  company  shall  pay 
the  owners  of  lands  so  occupied  by  them  as  aforesaid,  or  from  which 
such  materials  may  be  taken  as  aforesaid,  the  value  of  the  land  so 
occupied  or  materials  so  taken,  or  the  damages  done  thereto ;  and 
when  the  said  company  and  the  owners  of  said  land  or  materials  shall 
be  unable  to  agree  as  to  the  price  and  value  of  said  lands  or  materials 
so  taken,  or  damages  done,  said  value  shall  be  ascertained,  or  damages 
assessed,  and  compensation  made  in  same  manner  as  is  now  provided 
by  law  for  assessing  damages,  &c.,  in  case  of  public  highways. 

Sec.  8.  The  president,  secretary,  and  treasurer  of  said  company 
shall  be  ex  officio  directors  of  said  company,  and  together  with  the 
directors  chosen  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  constitute  a  board  of 
directors,  Vho  are  hereby  vested  with  all  the  corporate  powers  of  said 
company,  and  are  authorized  to  make  and  establish  all  such  by-laws, 
rules,  and  regulations  for  the  management  and  direction  of  the  affairs 
of  said  company,  and  the  prosecution  and  completion  of  the  work  con- 
templated by  this  act  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  proper. 

Sec  9  Tne  corporators  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  are 
hereby  authorized,  at  any  time  within  two  years  from  the  final  passage 
of  this  act,  by  publishing  a  notice  of  their  intention  so  to  do  in  any 
newspaper  printed  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  to  open  books  for  subscrip- 
tions to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  at  such  place  as  they  shall 
in  said  notice  appoint ;  and  when  five  thousand  shares  of  said  stock 
shall  have  been  subscribed  said  corporators  shall,  by  like  notice,  ap- 
point a  time  and  place  for  the  election  of  officers  of  said  company. 

Sec.  10.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
which  may  occur  in  said  board  by  death,  resignation,  removal,  or 
other  cause  whatsoever ;  and  shall,  at  least  four  weeks  prior  to  the 
expiration  of  their  term  of  office,  give  notice  to  the  stockholders  of 
said  company,  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  prescribe  in  the  by-laws 
of  said  company,  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  next  annual 
election  of  officers  for  said  company. 

Sec.  11.  Said  company  shall  have  power  to  lease  their  lands  for  such 
time  and  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  said  com- 
pany and  its  leasers,  to  levy  a  tax,  or  charge,  or  toll  upon  all  boats  or 
vessels  passing  through  their  canals  or  slips,  or  lying  in  their  basins 
or  harbors,  or  tying  to,  laying  alongside  of  their  docks  or  piers,  or  in 
.any  manner  using  or  occupying  the  property  of  said  company. 

Sec.  12.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  vacate  the  streets 
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wbich  pass  through  their  own  lands^  and  shall  have  power  to  use  and 
the  right  to  appropriate,  for  their  canals  and  other  purposes,  so  much 
of  the*  east  end  of  the  several  streets  passing  through  so  much  of 
Kinzie's  addition  to  the  city  of  Chicago  as  lies  between  the  lake  shore 
and  the  west  line  of  the  land  formed  by  the  accretion  in  said  addition, 
and  known  as  the  ''Sands:"  Provided j  Said  corporation  shall  first 
purchase  all  the  lands  on  each  side  of  any  street,  so  far  as  they  may 
use  or  appropriate  the  same. 

Sec.  13  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

Sir:  The  accompanying  communication,  marked  A  10,  was  re- 
ceived in  June  last  from  the  Chicago  Dock  and  Canal  Company.  The 
request  it  contains  is,  that  the  general  government  will  permit  the 
said  company  to  repair  that  portion  of  the  United  States  north  pier 
of  Chicago  harbor  which  lies  adjacent  to  their  grounds,  in  Kinzie's 
addition  to  the  city  of  Chicago,  on  the  north  side  of  the  harbor,  con- 
structed by  the  United  States  government,  and  to  keep  the  same  in 
repair,  free  of  expense  to  the  United  States,  and  in  a  manner  satisfac- 
tory to  the  government  officers,  on  condition  that  the  said  company 
be  permitted  to  use  the  said  pier,  when  so  repaired,  as  a  dock  to  their 
lots  for  landing  their  property,  and  such  goods,  warer,  merchandise, 
aod  chatties  as  may  be  desired  to  be  landed. 

When  I  was  assigned  to  duty  here  in  April,  1854,  I  found  that  the 
harbor  piers  had  been  much  injured  by  the  practice  of  using  them  as 
landing  ducks,  and  piling  upon  them  heavy  loads  of  lumber,  bricks, 
railroad  and  pig  iron,  coal,  cord  wood,  &c.  It  is  true  that  the  chief 
cause  of  their  dilapidation  was  the  effect  of  time,  in  causing^  a  decay 
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of  the  timbers  above  the  water  surface ;  but  it  was  evident  that  the 
injury  had  been  much  augmented  bj  the  practice  above  mentioned. 

On  examining  the  files  of  this  office,  I  found  these  practices  prohi- 
bited by  your  instructions  to  my  predecessors,  dated  as  far  back  as 
May  29,  1847,  and  August  31  and  September  3,  1849. 

They  will  be  found  printed  in  Senate  Ex.  Document  No.  16,  34th 
Congress,  third  session,  in  papers  marked  A  18,  19,  and  20,  at  pages 
67  and  68.  The  duty  clearly  devolved  on  me,  then,  of  requiring 
attention  to  those  regulations. 

This  I  endeavored  to  do  in  a  manner  that  would  protect  the  public 
piers  from  injury  and  at  the  same  time  afford  reasonable  facilities  for 
crossing  them,  by  all  persons  whose  actual  business  occupations 
seemed  to  call  for  reasonable  consideration  and  accommodation  in  this 
respect.  I  accordingly  issued  the  regulation  to  be  found,  marked 
A  7,  at  page  47  of  the  same  document.  The  whole  subject  will  be 
found  presented  in  my  annual  report  of  December  31, 1855,  (No.  116,) 
at  pages  31-38  of  the  above  mentioned  printed  Senate  document. 

More  recently  I  have  been  obliged  to  call  attention,  through  the 
newspapers  and  by  printed  posters,  to  the  regulation  against  loading 
the  piers,  in  the  manner  shown  in  the  accompanying  paper,  marked 
All. 

From  continued  decay  and  the  want  of  appropriations  for  repairing 
the  piers,  they  have  fallen  into  a  much  worse  condition  than  they 
were  in  at  the  time  of  my  last  annual  report. — (See  pp.  308  to  312  of 
the  same  Senate  document. 

I  am  acquainted  with  all  the  gentlemen  whose  names  are  signed  to 
the  paper  A  10,  and  who  are  the  corporators  under  the  act  of  the 
legislature  of  this  State  of  February  12th  last,  a  copy  of  which  was 
forwarded  with  my  communication,  marked  No.  188,  of  the  19th  in- 
stant.* They  are  all  citizens  of  the  highest  respectability  here.  The 
enterprize  in  which  they  are*  now  about  to  engage  under  the  State 
charter,  while  it  will  no  doubt  prove  very  profitable  to  them  will,  at 
the  same  time,  if  judiciously  managed,  prove  to  be  a  great  aid  to  the 
general  commerce  carried  on  between  the  numerous  lake  ports  and  the 
port  of  Chicago. 

The  contemplated  improvement  will,  when  carried  out,  afford  great 
relief  to  the  over-crowded  shipping  which  is  constantly  arriving  at 
and  departing  from  this  port.  It  would  seem,  then,  I  would  respect- 
fully submit,  desirable  to  afford  to  incorporated  companies,  as  well  as 
to  individuals  engaged  in  such  improvements  as  this,  every  facility 
consistent  with  the  preservation  of  the  public  piers  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  general  government,  for  the  especial  purposes  for  which 
they  were  constructed. 

To  transfer  them  as  property  either  to  incorporated  companies  or 
to  individualgTwould  not  be  consistent  with  this  principle.  If  it  were 
done  in  this  instance,  numerous  applications  would  no  doubt  be  made 
for  the  granting  of  similar  requests  at  all  the  important  lake  ports 
where  public  piers  have  been  constructed  for  the  oenefit  of  general 
commerce  and  navigation. 

*  See  document  A  8,  hereto  attaehed.-*J.  D.  G. 
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The  most,  therefore,  which  I  feel  jastified  in  recommendiag  is,  that 
the  company  be  permitted,  if  they  choose,  to  repair  the  north  pier 
opposite  to  their  lots  and  grounds  by  famishing  the  necessary  means ; 
provid&dy  that  the  work  shall  be  done  under  the  direction  and  super- 
vision of  the  officer  of  United  States  engineers  in  charge  of  said  harbor 
improvement,  or  such  other  officer  as  the  War  Department  may  direct, 
and  in  accordance  with  such  plan  and  specifications  as  shall  be  appro- 
ved by  the  Bureau  of  Topographical  Engineers,  and  sanctioned  by  the 
War  Department ;  the  funds  of  the  company  to  be  disbursed  by  an 
agent  of  their  own,  and  not  to  be  in  any  manner  under  the  custody  of 
the  said  officer  of  United  States  engineers. 

This  arrangement,  while  it  would  preserve  the  character  of  the  pier 
as  adopted  by  the  War  Department,  seems  to  be  in  accordance  with 
the  tenor  and  spi^'it  of  the  War  Department  regulation  of  June  4, 
1853,  which  will  be  found  printed  in  the  aforesaid  Senate  document, 
No.  16,  at  page  251,  under  the  heading  ^^  E  44."  If  these  conditions 
be  accepted  by  the  company,  the  War  Department  might,  without 
injury  to  the  piers  or  inconvenience  to  the  public  interests,  extend 
the  facilities  for  communicating  across  them  between  the  river  and  the 
company's  lots  and  grounds,  by  such  specific  regulations  as  it  might 
choose  to  adopt,  and  thus  the  company  would  be  remunerated  for  the 
expense  of  the  repairs. 

in  the  present  condition  of  the  piers,  however,  I  do  not  think  that 
the  facilities  provided  for  by  the  regulation  contained  in  the  accom- 
nying  paner  marked  ^^  A  11 "  should  be  changed. 

With  these  views  I  respectfully  submit  for  the  decision  of  the  de- 
partment the  company's  application,  marked  ^^  A  10."

Sir  :  Being  the  owners  of  the  tract  of  land  formed  by  accretions 9 
and  lying  immediately  north  of  and  adjoining  the  north  pier  of  the 
Chicago  harbor,  and  having  leased  several  hundred  feet  of  our  said 
property  to  various  persons,  to  be  used  for  lumber  yards  and  other 
purposes,  and  the  pier  being  out  of  repair  and  in  a  state  of  decay 
above  the  water's  cage,  and  not  suitable  either  for  a  pier  or  docks,  we 
desire  permission  (under  the  directions  of  the  general  government 
officer,  if  required)  to  rebuild  the  same  above  the  water's  edge^  and 
permission  to  use  the  same  as  a  dock  front  for  our  property.  This 
will  be  of  great  service  to  our  newly-formed  company,  and  a  great 
public  benefit  to  the  commerce  of  our  city. 

This  improvement  will  strengthen  and  render  more  secure  the  pien 
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and  harbor  of  Chicago.  We  are  willing  to  do  it  in  snch  a  manner  as 
shall  be  satisfactory  to  ihe  government  officers,  and  in  no  way  hinder 
or  obstruct  or  impair  the  objects  of  the  general  government  in  the 
construction  of  the  pier,  the  original  object  of  which  was  protection  to 
the  river. 

We  are  willing  to  put  in  new  timbers  above  the  water  where  they 
are  decayed,  and  also  to  keep  the  same  in  repair,  as  required,  free  of 
expense  to  the  government,  if  we  can  be  allowed  to  use  the  pier  as  a 
dock  to  our  lots  for  landing  our  property  and  such  goods,  wares,  mer- 
chandise^ and  chattels  as  may  be  desired  to  be  landed. 

It  is  believed  that  no  valid  objection  can  exist  to  granting  our 
request,  and  that  nothing  is  asked  inconsistent  with  the  interests  of  the 
United  States. 

As  we  cannot  use  the  property  in  its  present  condition,  and  as  the 
officers  under  you  have  refused  to  allow  us  to  interfere  with  the  pier 
in  any  way,  we  have  addressed  this  letter  to  you,  hoping  you  mfay 
find  it  consistent  with  the  interests  of  the  United  States  government 
to  grant  us  the  permission  desired,  or  if  not  in  your  own  immediate 
power,  that  the  proper  consent  through  you  may  be  obtained  from  the 
War  Department.     It  will  be  esteemed  a  very  great  favor  if  you  will 
give  this  matter  attention  at  your  earliest  convenience.

The  piers  for  the  protection  of  Chicago  harbor  having  been  much 
injured  by  depositing  upon  them  lumber,  wood,  stone^  iron,  and  other 
articles,  notice  is  hereby  given  that  it  is  contrary  to  the  government 
rules  to  do  so. 

All  persons  are  therefore  prohibited  from  doing  the  like  in  future. 

All  persons  possessing  property  of  any  description  piled  upon  the 
harbor  piers  will  please  cause  it  to  be  removed  therefrom  without  delay. 

In  cases  where  it  may  be  absolutely  necessary  to  cross  the  piers  with 
materials,  in  order  to  reach  points  where  they  are  actually  to  be  used 
in  building,  &c.,  proper  and  reasonable  facilities  will,  upon  special 
application  at  this  office,  be  granted  for  so  doing,  by  passing  them 
over  in  parcels,  by  hand  in  the  case  of  lumber  or  timber,  and  in 
wheelbarrows  or  light  hand-carts,  running  upon  plank  ways,  in  the 
case  of  stone,  iron,  and  other  heavy  materials ;  the  articles  in  all  cases 
to  be  crossed  clear  over,  and  not  deposited  upon  the  piers. 
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It  ifl  made  the  duty  of  the  inspector  of  the  piers  and  watchman  of 
the  public  property  to  visit  them  daily,  to  see  that  the  rule  is  observed 
by  all  concerned,

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2.   WAUKBGAN  BRBAEWATBR,  ILLINOIS. 

My  annual  report  (No.  116)  for  the  year  1855  contains  my  views,  in 
full  detail,  in  regard  to  the  importance  of  this  work,  together  with  an 
estimate  of  its  cost,  amounting  to  $137,966  10. — (See  estimate  marked 
B  3,  at  page  135  of  Senate  (Ex.)  Doc.  No.  16,  of  the  34th  Congress,  3d 
session.)  A  statement  of  the  commerce  and  tonnage  of  Waukegan  for 
the  year  1855  was  presented  with  that  report,  and  will  be  found  in  the 
above  mentioned  document.  The  whole  was  accompanied  by  an  illus- 
trative map,  showing  the  position  and  dimensions  of  the  proposed 
work,  and  the  depth  of  water  it  was  designed  to  occupy.  This  map 
is  in  the  Topographical  Bureau,  and  is  marked  G,  No.  29.  Ibeg 
leave  to  refer  to  the  said  report  and  map  as  embodying  all  that  I 
would  present  in  relation  to  this  work. 

The  funds  formerly  appropriated  for  this  harbor  are  exhausted. 


3.    KENOSHA  HARBOR,    WISCONSIN. 

In  regard  to  this  harbor  I  ask  a  reference  to  the  accompanying  map, 
marked  G,  No.  53,  which  is  presented  in  duplicate.  It  shows  the  con- 
dition of  Kenosha  harbor  and  bar  as  derived  from  surveys  made  in 
May,  1857.  The  scale  of  this  map  is  yrVirj  or  200  feet  to  I  inch.  It 
should  be  printed  on  this  scale. 

The  former  appropriations  made  for  this  harbor  having  been  ex- 
hausted in  the  year  1855,  no  work  has  been  done  there  by  the  United 
States  since  that  period,  except  a  survey  made  in  May  last. 

The  importance  of  this  harbor  to  the  commerce  of  the  lakes  gener- 
ally, as  a  port  of  refuge,  and  the  great  facilities  aflforded  for  extend- 
ing its  capacity,  together  with  statistics  showing  the  amount  of  its 
commerce  and  tonnage  in  the  year  1855,  and  estimates  of  the  cost  of 
completing  it,  were  all  given  in  full  detail  in  my  annual  report  (No. 
116)  for  that  year.  It  will  be  found  printed  in  Senate  (Ex.)  Doc.  No. 
16,  of  the  34th  Congress,  3d  session,  from  page  140  to  page  180. 

The  amount  now  required  to  be  appropriated  to  complete  this  har- 
bor is  the  same  as  was  then  estimated — that  is  to  say,  $58,047  24. — 
(See  page  151  of  the  same  document  ) 

I  still  entertain  the  same  opinions  as  were  given  in  that  report  re- 
specting this  harbor. 

I  would  also  refer  to  the  remarks  contained  in  my  annual  report 
(No.  161)  tor  the  year  1856,  to  be  found  in  the  above  mentioned  doc- 
ument, at  pages  338  and  339. 

I  ask  particular  attention  to  the  last  paragraph  but  one,  respecting 
the  curtailment,  in  length,  of  the  mercantile  pile  wharfs  alluded  to 
in  that  and  in  my  annual  report  for  1855. 
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4.   BAGOnra  HARBOR,   WISOONHIN. 

No  work  has  been  done  bj  the  United  States  at  this  harbor  since 
the  year  1864.  During  that  year  the  small  balance  of  the  former  ap- 
propriation appertaining  to  this  work  was  expended  in  making 
extension  of  the  north  pier  by  adding  two  cribs,  each  32  feet  long  by 
20  feet  wide,  and  in  dredging  the  channel  between  the  piers. 

No  appropriation  having  been  made  by  Congress  in  1855  for  the 
completion  of  this  harbor,  the  citizens  of  the  place  determined  in  1856 
to  push  the  work  forward  with  their  own  means.  During  that  year 
the  south  harbor  pier  was  extended  two  hundred  and  twenty  (220) 
feet  by  the  addition  of  seven  cribs.  Six  of  these  are  each  32  feet  long 
by  sixteen  feet  wide ;  the  seventh  or  lakeward  crib  is  30  feet  long  by 
20  feet  wide.  These  cribs  are  not  equal  in  quality  to  those  added  by 
the  United  States  the  year  previous  to  the  north  pier.  Those  added 
in  1S56  by  the  citizens  were  constructed  in  great  part  with  hemlock 
timber,  and  although  the  bottoms  were  lattic^  by  cross  timbers,  some- 
what after  our  model,  the  open  spaces  thus  formed  were  too  small  to 
admit  a  passage  of  the  ballast  stone  through  them  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  washing  away  of  the  soil  under  the  cribs,  by  the  force 
of  the  river  current,  or  that  of  the  lake  sea.  The  consequence  was  just 
what  long  experience  has  uniformly  shown  must  take  place.  The 
cribs  tilted  inward,  more  or  less,  and  some  of  them  so  much  that  they 
are  much  deteriorated  in  strength  for  durability,  and  for  that  which 
ought  to  be  secured  with  a  view  to  a  stone  superstructure  above  the 
water  level  at  a  future  day.  The  tilting  is  now  hidden  by  the  build- 
ing up  perpendicular  above  the  water  surface. 

During  the  present  season  of  1857,  the  north  p«er  has  been  likewise 
extended  two  hundred  and  twenty  (220)  feet  lakeward,  by  adding 
seven  cribs  20  feet  wide,  corresponding  to  the  width  of  the  cribs  added 
to  this  pier  by  the  United  States  in  1854.  The  allignment  of  this 
new  work,  has  not  been  preserved  to  correspond  with  that  of  the  United 
States'  work.  There  is  a  considerable  jog  to  the  north  in  the  new 
work  at  the  junction,  and  from  thence  there  is  a  uniform  inclination 
of  the  new  work  inward  or  towards  the  river  channel,  so  that  the 
width  between  the  extremities  of  the  two  piers  is  contracted  about 
eighteen  or  twenty  (18  or  20)  feet.  This  new  pier  work  is  filled  with 
ballast  stone  to  the  water  level,  and  in  some  places  two  feet  higher. 
This  is  sufficient,  considering  the  depth  of  water  the  cribs  occupy. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  north  pier  be  extended  ninety-six  feet, 
and  the  south  pier  one  hundred  and  ninety-two  feet,  requiring  for  the 
former  three  cribs,  and  for  the  latter  six  cribs,  each  32  feet  long,  20 
ieet  wide,  and  of  an  average  height  of  nineteen  feet  from  the  soil  at 
bottom  to  the  flooring  at  lop. 

I  recommend  that  they  be  constructed  in  the  manner  suggested  in 
my  former  report,  to  be  be  found  specified  in  the  estimate  marked  D 
4,  at  pages  190  and  191  of  Senate  (Ex.)  Doc.  No.  16  of  the  34th  Con- 
gress, 3d  session. 
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The  cost  of  each  crib,  by  that  estimate  will  be  $1,812  71. 

1.  Then  9  cribs  for  the  two  piers,  at  $1,812  Tl  each,  will 

cost $16,314  39 

2.  For  cheveaux-de-frise  sand  fender,  as  per  estimate  D  6, 

at  page  192  of  same  document 630  00 

3.  For  meteorological  instruments,  as  per  estimate  D  7 ,  same 

page  of  said  document 232  50 

4.  For  surveys  of  the  harbor,  (see  estimate  D  8,  wt  page 

193,  same  document) 245  84 

Amount  required  for  Racine  harbor,  Wisconsin 17,422  73 

I  recommend  that  this  sum  be  granted  in  one  appropriation. 

The  corporate  authorities  of  Racine,  in  addition  to  the  pier  exten- 
sions described,  have  caused  a  large  amount  of  dredging  to  be  done  in 
the  harbor  and  (fc  the  outer  bar,  which  has  greatly  improved  this 
harbor. 

There  are  now  fourteen  (14)  feet  depth  of  water  on  the  outer  bar, 
and  not  less  than  twelve  feet  inside,  between  the  piers.  In  the  river 
west  of  the  piers  the  depth  in  the  channel  is  still  greater. 

For  a  full  account  of  this  harbor,  its  tonnage  and  commerce,  in  the 
year  1855, 1  would  refer  to  my  report  of  that  year,  to  be  found  printed 
at  pages  180  to  199  of  the  aforesaid  Senate  document. 


5.   MILWAUKIE  HARBOR,   WISCONSIN. 

1.  The  new  harbor  at  the''  North  Cut." 

In  my  last  annual  report,  (No.  161,)  of  November  15,  1856,*  the 
progress  made  in  the  construction  of  this  harbor  was  fully  reported. 
It  was  therein  stated  that  forty-three  cribs,  each  thirty-two  feet  long 
and  twenty  feet  wide,  had  been  completed  and  sunk  in  position  ;  and 
that  260  feet  of  pier  work,  ten  feet  wide,  had  been  put  down  and  se- 
cured for  the  support  and  protection  of  the  sides  of  the  cut  to  form 
this  new  connexion  between  Milwaukee  river  and  Lake  Michigan. 

The  length  of  pier  work  thus  formed  was,  then : 

1.  For  the  north  pier,  (including  the  260  feet  of  protection, 

ten  feet  wide  at  the  sides  of  the  cut) 932  feet 

2.  For  the  south  pier 704  feet 

There  had  then  been  removed,  by  dredging,  from  the  cut  and  be- 
tween the  piers  about  45,000  cubic  yards  of  earth. 

After  the  date  of  my  last  report,  and  before  the  season  for  work  in 
1856  closed,  an  additional  crib,  thirty-two  feet  long  and  twenty  feet 
wide,  was  added  to  the  south  pier,t  thus  making  the  south  pier  736 
feet  long. 

\Sec  Senate  Ex.)  Doc  No.  Itf,  of  the  34th  CongresA,  Sd  sesttion,  pugfM  S40  to  342. 
fin  my  report  for  1856  it  was  stated  that  it  would  be  added  to  the  north  pier,  but 
mfttrrwards  it  w.is  decided  to  add  it  to  the  south  pier. 
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All  the  above  work  was  done  by  the  city  of  Milwaukee,  and  at  the 
expense  of  a  fund  raised  by  the  corporation.  It  was,  however,  done 
under  the  general  direction  of  this  office,  and  under  the  immediate  in- 
spection and  supervision  of  H.  W.  Gunnison,  esq.,  United  States 
harbor  agent  at  Milwaukee.  The  cribs  were  all  modelled  and  bolted, 
in  conformity  with  the  plans  and  specifications  shown  on  the  sheet  of 
drawings  marked  G,  No.  20,  and  in  my  annual  report  (No.  116)  of 
December  31,  1855,*  both  of  which  are  in  the  Topographical  Bureau. 

Active  operations  were  resumed  at  this  harbor  on  the  1st  of  May, 
1857,  and  the  work  has  been  pushed  forward  with  zeal  during  the 
whole  season.  The  Ist,  2d  and  3d  sections  of  the  work  had  been 
completed,  except  the  dredging,  when  the  last  crib  was  sunk  in  posi- 
tion in  November,  1856.  The  time  had  therefore  arrived  with  the 
opening  of  the  season  of  1857,  in  accordance  with  previous  arrange- 
ments given  in  my  annual  report  for  1855,  for  the  United  States  to 
lay  down  the  4th  or  lakeward  section  of  the  pier  work. 

Accordingly,  5  cribs  of  32  feet  in  length  andl20  feet  wide  were 
added  by  the  United  States  to  the  south  pier.  This  was,  however, 
only  one-fourth  part  of  the  work  necessary  for  completing  the  4th 
section  of  the  pier-work,  because  that  section  is,  under  the  original 
division,  320  feet  long,  and  required  20  cribs — that  is  to  say,  10  for 
each  pier  An  estimate  was  submitted,  with  both  my  annual  reports 
for  1855  and  1856,  of  funds  necessary  for  the  completion  of  this  4th 
section  by  the  United  States,  amounting  to  $24,266  75. 

No  appropriation  was,  however,  made  for  this  object  by  Congress. 
The  corporate  authorities  of  the  city  of  Milwaukee,  therefore,  deter- 
mined that  this  valuable  work,  which  had  already  progressed  so  far 
towards  completion,  should  not  fall  short  for  want  of  the  necessary 
means,  and,  with  a  laudable  energy,  that  body  raised  an  additional 
sum  for  the  completion  of  this  work.  With  the  means  thus  raised 
by  the  city  of  Milwaukee,  23^  cribs,  each  32  feet  long  and  20  feet 
wide,  have  been  added  to  the  two  piers  this  season,  besides  the  5 
which  were  added  by  the  United  States;  also,  240  feet,  lineal,  of 
crib  work,  10  feet  wide,  have  been  put  down  the  present  season  for  the 
support  and  protection  of  the  sides  of  the  cut  between  the  river  and 
the  lake. 

The  aggregate  of  work  which  has  been  done  both  by  the  United 
States  and  the  city  authorities  of  Milwaukie  for  the  formation  of  this 
new  harbor,  from  the  commencement,  in  1854,  up  to  this  time,  is  as 
follows,  viz: 

1.  Thirty-four  (34)  cribs,  each  32  feet  long  by  20  feet  wide,  have 
been  put  down  to  form  the  north  pier,  making  the  length  of  the 
north  pier  1,088  feet. 

2.  Thirty- three  (33)  cribs  of  like  dimensions  have  been  put  down  to 
form  the  south  pier,  making  its  length  1,056  feet. 

The  direction  of  the  harbor  thus  formed  is  north  81  degrees  east, 
(magnetic^  in  Maj/y  1854,)  and  the  actual  width  of  channel  way  be- 
tween the  interior  faces  oi  the  piers  is  260  feet.

BesideB  the  aboye  mentioned  pier  work,  which  is  all  situated  lake* 
ward  of  the  original  lake  shore  line,  300  feet  lineal  of  pier  work  10 
feet  wide  haye  been  put  down  for  the  support  and  protection  of  the 
north  side  of  the  cut,  and  240  feet  lineal  of  similar  pier  work  have 
been  put  down  for  the  protection  of  the  south  side  of  the  cut. 

The  quantity  of  earth  removed  from  the  channel  and  the  thorough 
cut  from  the  commencement  of  the  work  to  the  present  time  is  75,966 
cubic  yards.  Of  this  quantity  43,662  cubic  yards  have  been  removed 
with  scoop  dredging  machines,  at  the  expense  of  the  city. 

The  United  States  steam-dredee  for  Lake  Michigan  has  never  been 
employed  at  Milwaukie  until  nie  present  season.  She  commenced 
working  for  the  harbor  there  on  the  26th  of  June,  1867*  Between 
that  date  and  September  30,  1857,  inclusive,  she  has  done  the  follow- 
ing work,  viz : 

1.  Quantity  of  earth  excavated  and  removed  from 

the  channel  between  the  piers  of  the  new 

harbor  at  the  '^  north  cut" 14,260  cubic  yards. 

2.  Quantity  of  earth  excavated  and  removed  from 

the  middle  ground  in  the  river  west  of  the 

"north  cut" 18,144         " 

Total  number  of  cubic  yards  excavated  and 
removed  foom  the  new  habor  at  Milwaukie 
between  the  26th  of  June  and  the  30th  of 
September,  1867 32,404 


Whenever  the  weather  was  too  rough  to  dredge  between  the  piers 
the  machine  was  employed  on  the  middle  ground  in  the  river.  A 
detailed  account  of  each  day's  work  is  hereto  attached,  marked  B  2. 
.  An  effort  is  being  made  to  complete  the  dredging  between  the  piers 
the  present  season.  That  upon  the  bar  off  the  entrance  to  this  harbor 
must  be  done  next  year. 

It  is  due  to  Agent  H.  W.  Gunnison  to  state  that  he  has  carried  out 
faithfully^  and  with  zeal  and  ability^  the  instructions  of  this  office  in 
regard  to  the  mode  of  constructing  the  piers  for  this  new  harbor. 
Being  himself  a  civil  engineer  of  fiU)ility,  he  readily  appreciated  the 
importance  of  doing  the  work  thoroughly,  as  the  best  means  of  in- 
suring durability,  and  hence  I  found  him  a  valuable  coadjutor. 

These  piers  have  been  constructed  throughout  in  strict  accordance 
with  the  plan  described  from  page  8  to  page  18  of  my  report  for  1%55| 
as  it  is  printed  in  Senate  Ex.  Doc.  No.  16,  of  the  34th  Congress,  3d  ses- 
sion, and  as  illustrated  by  the  drawings  in  sheet  G,  No.  20,  now  in  the 
Topographical  Bureau.  It  is  the  only  fair  opportunity  I  have  had  of 
constructing  piers  for  a  harbor  throughout  according  to  this  plan.  It 
will  be  for  time  to  show  how  far  this  plan  is  calculated  to  insure  dura- 
bility for  a  work  composed  of  a  combination  of  timber,  iron,  and  bal- 
last stone.  The  open  grillage  or  latticed  bottoms  for  the  cribs  origi- 
nated with  the  Topographical  Bureau  and  the  late  Board  of  Engineers 
for  Western  Rivers  and  Lake  Harbors,  but  no  instructions  were  ever 

^Bee  instructions  to  the  captain  of  the  steam-dredge,  dated  July  1,  1867,  hereto 
Attached,  marked  B  1. 
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giren  in  regard  to  the  particulM*  mode  of  combining  the  timhers  to 
K>rm  them.  This  is^  however,  a  detail  that  can  be  modified  according 
to  circumstanoes,  such  as  the  strength  required  to  resist  a  greater  or 
less  force  of  the  sea,  &o. 

The  advaatage  of  these  open  latticed  bottoms  is  beautiiiilly  illus- 
trated in  this  long  doable  line  of  pier  work.  The  number  of  cribs 
composing  it  is  aixty-seven,  (67,)  each  32  feet  long,  and  20  feet  wide, 
reaching  out  into  the  lake  to  a  depth  of  16  feet  of  water.  Of  the 
whole  Bixtj-seven  there  are  only  two  which  do  not  set  vertical  in  the 
water,  showing  the  streaks,  between  the  longitudinal  timbers,  parallel 
with  the  water  line ;  of  these  two  exceptions  there  is  not  one  whose 
inclination,  at  the  top  timber,  is  more  than  fourteen  (14)  inches  from 
a  vertical  plane  rising  from  the  bottom  timber — the  cribs  being  in  16 
feet  depth  of  water.  8o  slight  an  inclination  is  scarcely  a  detriment^ 
when  it  is  considered  thai  the  neighboring  cribs  are  not  disturbed  by 
it,  because  they  are  not  interlocked,  one  with  another,  at  their  ends."*" 
-  In  describing  the  settling  and  slight  tilting  of  these  two  cribs, 
Agent  Gunnison,  in  his  monthly  report  to  this  office  of  September  1, 
1857,  says:  "The  twenty-eighth  and  twenty-ninth  cribs  oi  the  south 
pier — sunk  during  the  month  of  July  last,  and  filled  with  stone  above 
the  water  level — after  remaining  well  in  place  nearly  three  weeks, 
commenced  settling  down  and  tilting  inward,  and  continued  to  do  so, 
in  spite  of  the  efforts  of  the  contractors,  until  they  had  sunk  down 
some  two  feet,  and  were  fourteen  (14)  inches  out  of  the  perpendicular. 
The  stones  in  the  inner  compartments  of  the  cribs,  in  the  meantime, 
settled  considerably  through  the  latticed  bottoms.  This  settlement 
indicates  a  substratum  of  light  alluvial  soil  at  this  point,  similar  to 
what  was  experienced  last  summer  (1856)  in  placing  a  crib  on  the 
north  side,  nearer  in  to  the  shore,  where  some  twenty-five  or  thirty 
26  or  30)  cords  of  stone  were  lost  through  the  bottom  of  the  crib  be- 
'ore  a  solid  foundation  could  be  obtained." 

I  will  add  that  a  solid  foundation  was,  however,  obtained,  and  this 
crib  brought  to  a  level  position  at  an  additional  expense  of,  say,  thirty 
cords  of  stone,  which  cost  two  hundred  and  forty  dollars,  (|240.)  It 
was  certainly  far  better  to  encounter  this  additional  expense  in  the 
beginning  than  to  allow  the  crib  to  settle  permanently  out  of  allign- 
ment  or  adjustment,  because  it  would  then  have  constituted  a  weak 
point  in  the  pier,  and  would  have  given  rise  to  great  trouble,  besides 
a  much  greater  expense,  in  after  years,  to  keep  the  pier  in  proper  re- 
pair'at  this  point. 

The  quantity  of  wrought  iron  used  in  bolting  together  the  timbers 
of  these  cribs  hcks  been,  in  accordance  with  the  rule  given  in  the  table 
marked  "T  2,"  at  pages  16  and  17  of  the  above  mentioned  document, 
and  in  the  drawings  in  sheet  Gj  No.  20.  It  is  as  follows,  depending 
on  the  depth  of  the  water  or  height  of  the  crib,  viz : 

1.  For  a  crib  in  10  feet  depth  of  water 2,322  lbs. 

2.  For  a  crib  in  12  feet      ''  " 2,660  " 

3.  For  a  crib  in  15  feet      ''  " 3,167  " 

4.  For  a  crib  in  16  feet      "  " 3,336  '' 

5.  For  a  crib  in  17  feet      "  " 3,606  "

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Some  persons  may  think  this  a  great  extravagance  in  iron  for  bolts, 
but  I  hold  that  experience  has  proved  it  a  good  economy  in  this  sort 
of  pier  work,  exposed  as  it  is,  from  its  locality,  to  the  violent  action 
of  the  lake  sea,  and  hence  requiring  a  correspondiqg  degree  of 
strength. 

This  bolt  iron  costs,  on  an  average,  four  cents  (4  cents)  per  pound, 
delivered  anywhere  on  the  lakes. 

By  estimate  marked  E  31,  at  pages  236  and  237  of  the  above  men- 
tioned printed  document,  it  appears  that  one  of  these  cribs,  built  in 

ten  feet  (10  feet)  depth  of  water,  costs $1,578  45 

The  iron  for  its  bolts,  2,660  lbs.  cost  only 106  40 

The  cost  of  a  crib  suited  to  a  depth  of  17  feet  of  water 
would  be,  under  the  same  prices  for  materials  and 

workmanship 2,048  71 

The  iron  for  its  bolts  would  be  3,505  lbs.,  which,  at  4  cents 
per  lb.,  is 140  20 

^  So  that,  notwithstang  this  liberal  use  of  iron  for  bolts,  its  cost,  as 
given  above,  is  only  six  and  three-fourths  (6f )  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
cost  of  the  crib.  It  would  seem,  then,  very  injudicious  to  diminish 
in  anywise  the  strength  of  the  work  for  the  sake  of  any  reduction  in 
this  very  small  item  of  expense  for  the  iron  bolts. 

It  is  due  to  Messrs.  Hasbrouck  &  Oonro,  contractors  with  the 
corporate  authorities  of  the  city  of  Milwaukie,  for  supplying  the 
materials  and  performing  the  work  in  the  construction  of  this  harbor, 
under  the  city  appropriations,  to  say  that  they  have  zealously  and 
faithfully  carried  out  the  plans  of  construction  furnished  by  this  office, 
and  enjoined  by  the  resolution  of  the  common  council  of  the  city, 
passed  on  the  6th  of  August,  1855,*  and  they  have  always  fully  per- 
formed the  work  to  the  satisfaction  of  this  office.  The  former  contrac- 
tor, Mr.  0.  D.  Barton,  having  died  soon  after  he  took  the  contract,  it 
was  given  by  the  city  to  Messrs.  Hasbrouck  &  Conro,  who  entered 
actively  upon  their  duties  in  the  spring  of  1856,  and  in  two  working 
seasons  have  very  nearly  completed  the  whole  in  a  faithful^  durable, 
and  highly  creditable  manner. 

The  old  harbor  <U  the  mouth  of  Milwaukie  river. 

The  importance  of  keeping  open  the  entrance  to  Milwaukie  river  at 
its  natural  mouth,  and  of  keeping  the  piers  erected  there  in  good 
order,  is  fully  explained  in  my  annual  report  for  1855.  Entertaining 
the  same  opinions  now  which  were  expressed  in  that  report  upon  this 
subject,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  it,t  and  to  the  illustrative  map 
submitted  with  it,  marked  G,  No.  16. 

The  piers  forming  the  harbor  at  the  mouth  of  this  river,  so  import- 
ant as  a  port  of  refuge  and  anchorage  to  the  commerce  of  the  lakes 
generally,  are  in  a  state  of  dreadful  dilapidation.  If  appropriations 
be  not  soon  granted  for  their  repair  they  must  go  to  entire  destruc-

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tion,  lind  in  that  case,  the  mouth  of  the  river  that  is  to  say,  its 
natural  outlet,  will  become  stopped  up  by  the  formation  of  a  permar 
nent  bar  across  it.  Already  a  large  amount  of  dredging  is  necessary, 
in  addition  to  the  repair  of  the  piers,  in  order  to  save  the  harbor  at 
this  point.  In  my  report  of  last  year  (No.  161)  I  submitted  an 
estimate  of  funds  then  required  for  these  purposes,  amounting  to 
$23,784  26.  No  appropriation  was,  however,  granted  for  this  work, 
and  now  the  piers  are  in  a  condition  requiring  a  much  larger  sum  to 
repair  them. 

For  these  repairs  I  herewith  submit  an  estimate  (marked 

B  3)  amounting  to  the  sum  of. |28,630  41 

I  also  submit  an  estimate  (marked  B  4)  for  the  dredging 
out  of  this  old  harbor,  amounting  to 11,710  86 

Making  a  total  required  for  the  repairs  and  dredging  of 
the  old  harbor  at  Milwaukieof. 40,341  26 


In  order  to  the  timely  operations  necessary  to  save  this  harbor,  I 
would  recommend  the  granting  of  the  above  amount  in  one  appro- 
priation.

Sir  :  You  are  appointed  captain  and  engineer  of  the  United  States 
steam-dredge  now  employed  m  dredging  the  channel  at  the  straight 
cut  of  Milwaukie  harbor 

Your  duty  will  be  to  work  and  manage  the  dredge  boat  and  her 
machinery,  and  also  her  four  sand  scows,  with  the  same  system  which 
has  heretofore  been  observed  in  dredging  other  harbors.  While  it  is 
desirable  that  the  dredge  boat  and  her  scows  should  be  so  managed  as 
to  accomplish  the  greatest  quantity  of  work  that  can  be  judiciously 
done  without  injuring  them,  it  is  at  the  same  time  essential  that  nei- 
ther should  be  overworked,  or  put  to  such  a  power  of  steam  as  would 
injure  the  buckets  of  the  dredge  boat,  or  cause  the  scows,  while  being 
towed  by  the  steam-tug,  to  leak  ;  and  much  care  should  be  taken  to 
avoid  collisions  with  other  vessels,  and  with  wharves  and  docks. 

You  are  held  responsible  to  this  office  for  a  due  regard  to  these  in- 
structions. 

You  will  reside  on  board  the  dredge  boat  as  heretofore.  The  watch- 
man and  four  careful,  sober,  and  reliable  men,  to  be  selected  from  the 
crew,  will  also  reside  on  board,  in  order  to  be  at  hand  to  render  assist- 
ance in  case  of  fire,  storms,  or  any  other  event  requiring  it. 

The  fire  buckets  belonging  to  the  boat  must  be  constantly  kept  on 
the  deck,  filled  with  water  day  and  night,  so  as  to  be  ready  to  extin- 
guish fire,  if  needed.     This  rule  must  be  very  faithfully  observed. 

It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  watchman  to  be  always  on  the  alert  at 
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nighty  and  to  look  to  the  safety  of  the  yessel,  especially  again^  acci- 
dents from  fire.  In  cases  of  apprehended  danger  of  any  kind,  he  will 
call  you  and  the  crew  up,  so  that  you  may  direct  the  proper  steps  for 
the  safety  of  the  dredge  and  her  scows.  He  must,  therefore,  he  allowed 
to  rest  during  the  day.  Smoking  must  not  he  allowed  on  hoard  the 
dredge. 

Should  the  contractors  choose  to  employ  a  cook  and  hoard  the  crew, 
so  far  as  their  meals  are  concerned,  it  may  he  done.  In  this  case  you 
will  frequently  inspect  the  cooking  stove  to  see  that  there  is  due  cau- 
tion observed  about  the  fire,  and  you  will  always  see  that  the  fire  of 
this  stove  is  thoroughly  extinguished  immediately  after  the  serving  of 
each  meal. 

You  and  all  the  crew  will  be  paid  every  Saturday  evening  by  the 
contractors,  to  whom  you  and  all  the  orew  are  to  look  for  your  pay, 
and  for  which  they  alone  are  responsible. 

You  will  make  as  soon  as  possible,  and  also  on  the  30th  September 
next,  a  return  to  this  office  of  all  the  rigging,  tools,  and  other  appur- 
tenances belonging  to  the  dredge,  setting  forth  their  condition,  accord- 
ing to  the  forms  furnished  you  in  blank. 

You  will  also,  on  the  first  and  fifteenth  of  every  month,  make  a  re* 
port  in  writing  to  this  office  of  the  operations,  stating  the  condition  of 
the  vessel  and  her  machinery,  and  scows,  and  how  she  works,  the 
number  of  cubic  yards  removed  from  the  channel,  and  from  the  shoal 
in  the  river  when  it  is  reached,  the  nature  of  the  soil  excavated,  and 
any  other  circumstances  important  to  the  dredging. 

The  dredge  must  never  be  left  at  any  time  without  either  yourself 
or  the  watchman  being  on  board.

6.   SHBBOTOAN  HARBOR,   WISCONSIN. 

I  beg  leave  to  refer,  in  explanation  of  this  harbor,  to  map  G,  No. 
45,  on  a  scale  of  two  hundred  feet  to  1  inch,  or  ytVirj  projected  from 
a  survey  of  the  harbor^  made  under  the  direction  of  this  o£Sce,  in 
August,  1856.  It  has  been  transmitted,  in  duplicate^  to  the  Topo- 
graphical Bureau. 

To  put  this  harbor  in  proper  condition,  and  to  complete  it,  will 
require  the  amount  contained  in  my  estimate,  which  accompanied  my 
annual  report  (No.  116)  for  the  year  1855. 

The  estimate,  together  with  statements  showing  the  amount  of 
tonnage  and  the  extent  of  the  commerce  of  this  port  for  that  year, 
will  he  found  in  Senate  (Ex.)  Document  No.  16,  of  the  34th  Con- 
gress, 3d  session,  at  pp.  282  to  288. 

The  estimate,  given  in  detail,  for  completing  the  harbor  (pp.  282 
and  283  of  that  document)  amounts  to  |36,614  55.  I  o£fer  it  as  my 
estimate  for  this  year. 


7.   MANITOWOC  HAtlBOR,  WISCONSIN. 

The  appropriations  for  this  harbor  were  exhausted  by  the  work  done 
in  the  year  1854,  under  the  direction  of  this  office,  and  in  making  a 
survey  of  the  harbor  in  August,  1856. 

The  accompanying  map,  marked  G,  No.  46,  on  a  scale  of  y^^o,  or 
200  feet  to  one  inch,  rendered  to  the  Topographical  Bureau  in  dupli- 
cate, is  projected  from  that  survey.  It  shows  the  proposed  extension 
of  the  piers  for  completing  this  harbor. 

To  a  full  understanding  of  the  importance  of  constructing  these 
piers,  the  tonnage  and  extent  of  commerce  of  this  port,  and  the  esti- 
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mated  cost  of  completing  the  harbor,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  to  my  re- 
ports for  the  years  1855  and  1856.  They  are  printed  in  Senate 
^Executive)  Document  No.  16,  of  the  34th  Congress,  3d  session, 
from  page  288  to  300,  inclusive,  and  at  pages  343  and  344. 

The  estimates  for  completing  this  harbor,  which  I  now  renew,  will 
be  found  at  pp.  296  to  298,  in  minute  detail. 

The  amounts  required  are  as  follows,  viz :

2.  For  dredging 2,678  50

8.    MIGHiaAK  dTT  BREAKWATER,  INDIANA. 

No  work  has  been  carried  on  for  this  breakwater,  for  want  of  an 
appropriation,  since  my  last  annual  report. 

I  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  that  report  for  the  views  then  expressed 
in  relation  to  the  national  importance  of  such  a  work  on  Lake  Michi- 
gan, the  amount  and  value  of  the  commerce  and  navigation  interested 
in  it,  and  its  estimated  cost. 

The  report  is  contained  in  the  printed  Senate  (Executive)  Document 
No.  16,  of  the  34th  Congress,  3d  session,  from  pages  344  to  374. 

The  estimate  of  the  cost  of  this  work  will  be  found  at  pages  352  to 
353,  amounting  to  $384,376  50.  That  sum  is  again  presented  as 
necessary  for  the  construction  of  this  breakwater  ,on  the  original  plan 
of  the  Board  of  Engineers. 

9.   NEW  BUFFALO  HARBOR,  MICHIOAN. 

For  full  information  in  regard  to  the  condition  of  this  work,  I  beg 
leave  to  refer  to  my  annual  report  of  last  year.  It  will  be  found 
printed  in  Senate  (Executive)  Doc.  No.  16,  of  the  34th  Congress,  3d 
session,  at  pages  375  to  378.  The  small  balance  of  the  former  appro- 
priation then  on  hand  has  since  been  expended,  as  was  therein  stated 
it  would  be,  in  making  a  new  survey  which  became  absolutely  neces* 
sary  as  the  basis  of  a  reliable  estimate  of  the  cost  of  constructing  a 
harbor  here. 

The  result  of  this  new  survey  is 'shown  on  the  accompanying  map, 
marked  G,  No.  54,  projected  on  a  scale  of  yyVrj  ^^  200  feet  to  one  inch. 
The  survey  was  completed  the  30th  of  September,  1857. 

The  map  shows  the  serpentine  course  of  Galien  river  through  the 
soft  marshy  soil  of  an  old  inland  lake  bed,  for  a  mile  before  it  enters 
lake  Michigan  from  an  east  northeast  direction.  This  lake  bed  has  an 
average  width  for  that  distance  of  about  one-third  (J)  of  a  mile.  It 
consists  of  soft  mud  and  is  covered  with  a  growth  of  the  marsh  grass 
usual  to  this  climate.  It  has  still  a  depth  of  from  3  to  5  feet  of  water 
resting  upon  this  soft  muddy  bottom^  all  over  the  surface  embraced  in 
the  map. 
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The  depth  of  water  in  Galien  river  is  generally  ten  teet'  or  more, 
asd  agrees  closely  with  that  represented  on  the  map  of  Lieutenant 
John  M.  Berrien,  of  the  United  States  army^  projected  from  a  survey 
made  by  him,  assisted  by  Lieutenant  E.  Bose,  United  States  army,  in 
the  year  1836.* 

The  place  of  the  outlet  of  this  stream  into  lake  Michigan  is  now, 
however,  full  fourteen  hundred  (l,4Cft))  feet  to  the  southwest  of  what 
it  was  then.  It  was  then  nearly  on  the  prolongation  of  Smith  street, 
of  the  town  of  New  Buffalo.  It  is  now  on  the  prolongation  of  Lem- 
mon  street,  as  will  be  seen  by  a  oomparison  of  Lieutenant  Berrien's 
map  with  our  own. 

No  soundings  are  given  in  the  old  or  interior  lake  on  Berrien's  map. 
The  surface  of  Lake  Michigan  may,  however,  have  been  then  so  much 
lower  than  now  as  not  to  have  shown  any. 

The  course  of  the  shore  of  lake  Michigan  is  here  northeast  and 
southwest.  It  is  separated  from  this  interior  lake  bed  by  a  narrow 
strip  of  sandy  land  of  an  average  width  of  about  four  hundred  and 
fifty  (450)  feet. 

In  order  to  ascertain  accurately  the  mass  and  strength  of  this  nat- 
ural barrier  between  the  waves  of  lake  Michigan  and  this  old  lake  bed 
or  basin,  contour  lines  were  traced  with  a  level  at  every  three  (3)  feet 
of  perpendicular  elevation,  all  over  its  surface,  for  a  mile  and  a  half 
(1|  mile)  parallel  with  the  shore  of  lake  Michigan. 

A  reference  to  the  map  (G,  No.  64)  will  show  its  topography  thus 
minutely  obtained. 

Its  surface  is  very  irregular,  presenting  hills  which  rise  in  peaks  to 
heights  of  fifteen,  twenty,  thirty,  forty,  and  fifty  feet  above  the  level 
of  the  surface  of  th#lake.  The  peak,  situated  148  feet  to  the  south- 
east from  the  light-house,  is  ninety-three  (93)  feet  above  the  level  of 
the  lake  surface.  The  base  of  the  light-house  is  forty-seven  (47)  feet 
above  the  same  level. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  map  is  based  upon  an  accurate  triangula- 
lation  spread  over  the  whole  surface  embraced,  both  by  land  and  water. 
The  soundings  are  carried  out  to  a  depth  of  twenty-one  to  twenty-three 
(21  to  23)  feet,  covering  the  whole  extent  of  the  lake  shore  included 
in  the  map. 

The  position  of  the  proposed  piers  to  form  a  harbor  is  shown  upon 
the  map  in  dotted  lines.  It  is  at  a  favorable  place  for  making  a 
thorough  cut  acroBs  the  sand  barrier  to  communicate  with  the  old  Lake 
Pottowotto'mee,t  which  may,  at  a  very  small  expense  in  dredging,  be 
easily  converted  into  a  roadstead  of  sufScient  area  and  depth  to  ac- 
commodate any  amount  of  shipping  that  would  ever  require  a  safe 
shelter  here. 

The  plan  presented  by  the  Board  of  Engineers  for  this  harbor|  was 
confined  to  a  commencement  of  the  work,  reserving  its  final  opinion

for  consideration.  It  admitted  that  the  piers  should  extend  out  to  ten 
feet  water,  and  should  be  700  feet  long  each,  and  300  feet  apart.  By 
our  map  ten  feet  water  will  be  reached  by  piers  600  feet  long. 

A  plan  thus  limited  would  perhaps  accommodate  the  local  commerce 
of  this  place,  and  the  smaller  class  of  vessels  engaged  in  the  lake  com- 
merce generally  might  find  a  refijge  from  storms  in  such  a  harbor  here. 
Under  this  limited  view,  as  a  preliminary  step,  I  herewith  present  an 
estimate,  marked  C  1,  amounting  to  $98,113  47. 

It  will  be  seen  by  an  inspection  of  a  map  of  Lake  Michigan  that  this 
position  is  much  sheltered,  by  the  east  shore  of  the  lake,  from  the  di- 
rect force  of  easterly  and  northeasterly  winds.  At  the  same  time  a 
^ood  harbor  here  would  be  accessible  to  vessels  navigating  the  lake, 
m  northeast,  north,  or  northwest  winds.  This  would  give  it  great 
value  as  a  place  of  refuge  in  the  worst  winds  which  prevail  on  this 
lake.  To  subserve  such  a  purpose,  however,  for  the  general  commerce 
of  the  lakes,  it  would  be  necessary  to  give  it  a  greater  capacity  than  is 
contemplated  in  the  estimate  marked  0  1. 

I  therefore  present  another  estimate,  marked  C  2,  of  the  cost  of 
constructing  here  such  a  harbor  as  would  accommodate  the  largest 
class  of  vessels  navigating  the  lakes,  and  serve  them  as  a  safe  and  ac- 
cessible port  of  refuge  in  heavy  gales  of  wind.  The  plan  contemplated 
in  this  estimate  is  to  project  the  piers  far  enough  out  to  reach  16  feet 
of  water  in  the  lake,  the  width  between  them  being  300  feet,  and  to 
make  the  thorough  cut  to  communicate  from  Lake  Michigan  to  the 
interior  lake  deep  enough  to  carry  thirteen  (13)  feet  through  by  300 
feet  wide.  An  inspection  of  the  map  will  show  that  the  length  of  this 
cut,  through  the  land  strip,  will  be  four  hundred  and  sixty  (460)  feet 
long.  f 

The  next  feature  in  the  plan  is  to  dredge  out  a  basin  in  the  inland 
lake  bed  two  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty  (2,450)  feet  long  by 
seven  hundred  (700)  feet  wide  and  thirteen  (13)  feet  deep,  to  be  bounded 
by  the  dotted  lines  E  F,  F  G,  G  H,  H  E,  with  a  water  passage  at  X, 
as  drawn  upon  the  map.  The  area  of  such  a  basin  would  be  190,555 
square  yards,  or  thirty-nine  and  one-third  (39J)  acres.  It  covers  the 
town  front  between  Smith  street  and  Norton  avenue,  inclusive.  It 
would  serve  as  a  safe  roadstead  for  the  commercial  marine  of  the  lakes, 
and  for  our  armed  ships  in  time  of  war.  For  the  latter  object  it  would 
only  be  necessary  to  increase  the  depth  of  water  between  the  piers,  in 
the  thorough  cut,  and  in  the  basin,  to  20  feet,  which  the  plan  admits 
of  by  additional  dredging  alone,  which  could  be  done  in  a  few  weeks. 

The  cost  of  the  work  under  this  more  liberal  and  far  more  useful  plan 
would  be,  as  shown  in  estimate  0  2,  $167,607  79. 

The  necessity  of  a  capacious  and  accessible  port  of  refuge  to  the 
leward  of  the  prevalent  and  most  violent  storms  on  Lake  Michigan  is 
evident.  It  is  also  evident  that  an  armed  fleet  could  not  be  main- 
tained on  this  lake,  in  time  of  war,  without  such  a  port  of  refuge 
easily  reached  in  those  storms. 

The  value  of  the  commerce  and  tonnage  actually  afloat  on  Lake 
Michigan  during  the  season  of  navigation  in  the  year  1855,  requiring  a 
safe  and  accessible  harbor  of  refuge  to  leward  of  these  violent  storms,  was 
shown  in  my  annual  report  for  last  year  to  have  been  $218,297,348  78 — 
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that  is  to  say,  two  hundred  and  eighteen  millions  two  hundred 
and  ninety-seven  thousand  three  hundred  and  forty-eight  dollars  and 
seventy -eight  cents.*  This  important  fact  was  presented  while  treating 
of  the  proposed  breakwater  at  Michigan  city,  Indiana. 

The  erection  of  a  national  work  somewhere  on  this  part  of  the  coast 
of  Lake  Michigan^  of  a  capacity  suitable  for  these  great  purposes,  is 
certainly  a  desideratum  calling  for  the  earnest  attention  of  the  gov- 
ernment. 

In  order  to  dispose  effectually  of  all  rival  claims  to  preference  for 
the  actual  position  of  such  a  work,  I  would  recommend  that  a  special 
board  of  engineers  be  appointed  by  the  government  to  make  the  best 
selection,  regardless  of  all  except  the  public  interests  involved,  and 
to  report  accordingly  to  the  proper  department.  Such  a  work,  to  be 
efficient,  must  be  more  permanent  and  more  costly  than  the  harbor 
improvements  generally  on  the  lake  coasts.

of  Senate  Executive  Doc.  No.  16,  of  the  34th  Congress,  3d  session.

5.   FOR  DREDGING  A  BASIN  IN  POTTAWATTAMIE  LAKE. 

For  a  harbor  on  the  scale  above  described,  a  basin  1,429  feet  long, 
by  700  feet  wide,  limited  by  the  dotted  lines  AB,  BC,  CD,  DA,  drawn 
upon  G,  No.  54,  if  dredged  to  a  depth  of  12  feet  below  the  present 
lake  surface,  would  suffice.  The  area  of  such  a  basin  would  be  1 10,444 
square  yards,  or  228  acres. 

The  average  depth  of  water  now  existing  here  is  four  feet,  but  the 
lake  is  now  about  3^  feet  higher  than  its  low  water  stage. 

The  depth  of  excavation  in  the  soil  would  then  be  eight  feet,  and 
the  quantity  of  soil  to  be  removed  294,518  cubic  yards. 

It  is  stated  in  the  report  of  Mr.  Berrien,  before  alluded  to,  that  this 
soil  is  so  soft  that  it  can  be  removed  by  a  dredging  machine,  at  a  cost  of 
three  (3)  cents  per  cubic  yard. 

Our  own  survey,  made  in  September,  1857,  corroborates  this  state- 
ment as  correct. 

5.  Then  294,518  cubic  yards,  at  3  cents  per  yard,  is  $8,835  54. 

The  owners  of  lots  fronting  on  this  basin  would  erect  lines  of  sheath 
piling  on  its  borders  at  their  own  expense,  within  which  they  would 
be  glad  to  receive  the  excavated  stuff  for  filling  up  to  required  grades, 
and  thus  it  would  be  secured  against  being  carried  back  into  the  basin.

Estimate  of  the  cost  of  constructing  a  harbor  at  New  BuffdOy  Michigan, 
suitable  for  the  accommodation^  as  a  harbor  of  refuge^  of  the  largest 
class  of  mercantile  vessels  navigating  Lake  Michigan, 

For  such  a  harbor  the  piers  should  reach  to  a  depth  of  sixteen  (16) 
feet  of  water  in  Lake  Michigan,  and  the  west  pier  would,  in  that  case, 
be  eight  hundred  and  ten  (810)  feet  long,  and  the  last  pier  would  be 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  (750)  feet  long,  and  their  interior  faces  would 
be  three  hundred  feet  apart.  It  is  proposed  to  construct  these  piers 
in  accordance  with  the  drawings  in  sheet  G  No.  21,  and  the  specifica- 
tions in  table  T  3,  contained  in  my  report  No.  116,  of  December  31, 
1856,  to  be  found  at  pages  18  to  21  of  Senate  Doc.  No.  16,  of  the  34th 
Congress,  3d  session,  the  depth  of  water  between  the  piers  to  be 
thirteen  feet. 

The  thorough  cut,  to  communicate  with  Pottawattomie  lake,  will  be 
the  same  as  in  estimate  C  1,  except  that  the  depth  of  its  water  prism 
should  be  thirteen  feet  instead  of  ten  feet. 

The  interior  basin  in  Pottawattomie  lake  should  be  2,450  feet  long, 
by  700  feet  wide,  corresponding  to  the  figure  E  F  G  H,  drawn  in 
dotted  lines  on  the  map  G  No.  54,  and  it  should  be  thirteen  feet  deep.

This  basin  should  be  of  sufficient  capacity  to  accommodate,  as  a 
harbor  of  refuge,  the  general  mercantile  marine  of  Lake  Michigan^ 
and  also  our  national  armed  ships  in  time  of  war.  The  depth  for  the 
mercantile  marine  need  not  be  greater  than  thirteen  feet,  and  our 
estimate  is  therefore  based  on  that  depth.  It  may  easily,  and  in  a 
few  weeks,  be  increased  to  twenty  feet  of  depth  to  accommodate  ships 
of  war.  The  depth  between  the  piers  would,  in  such  an  event,  have 
to  be  similarly  increased  by  dredging.  The  dredging  would  be  done 
by  the  steam  dredge  belonging  to  Lake  Michigan.

10. — ST.    JOSEPH'S   harbor,   MICHIOAN. 

For  a  description  of  this  harbor,  its  importance  to  the  commerce  of 
the  lakes,  and  the  condition  of  thepiers  on  the  15th  of  November,  1856, 
I  beg  leave  to  refer  to  my  annual  report  of  that  date,  which  is  printed 
at  pp.  379  to  385,  in  Senate  (Executive)  Doc.  No.  16,  of  the  34th 
Congress,  3d  session.  I  would  also  refer,  for  explanation,  to  map  G, 
No.  47,  projected  on  a  scale  of  y^o  o>  or  200  feet  to  1  inch  from  a  sur- 
vey of  this  harbor,  made  under  the  direction  of  this  office  in  August, 
1856 

In  that  report  the  dilapidated  condition  of  the  piers  and  the  neces* 
sity  for  a  renewal  of  a  great  portion  of  them  was  fully  described.  No 
appropriation  having  been  made,  however,  for  this  purpose,  the  work 
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of  decay  has  been  going  rapidly  on,  and  the  piers  are  now  in  a  much 
worse  condition  than  at  that  time. 

There  is  now  a  thorough  breach  in  the  south  pier  from  its  angle  op- 
posite to  the  end  of  Morrison's  pile  wharf,  for  a  distance  of  one  hun- 
dred and  forty  (140)  feet  lakeward  from  that  angle.  Through  this 
breach  the  lake  sea  now  sweeps,  and  all  communication  with  the  har- 
bor beacon  light,  along  that  pier,  is  now  cut  off.  This  is  a  serious 
disaster  to  navigators,  because  it  not  only  deprives  them  of  the  benefit 
of  this  light,  but  the  lake  waves  which  are  driven  in  by  westerly 
winds,  force  in  the  sand  and  the  depth  of  water  in  the  channel  is  thus 
becoming  seriously  diminished. 

I  recommend  that  as  little  time  as  possible  be  lost  in  renewing  the 
south  pier  in  the  manner  described  in  my  annual  report  of  last  year. 

The  breach  in  the  north  pier  has  also  been  much  increased  since  the 
date  of  my  annual  report  for  1856.  Beginning  at  a  point  thirty-five 
(35)  feet  eastward  of  the  lake  shore,  the  breach  extends  thence  a  dis- 
tance of  three  hundred  and  twenty-four  (324)  feet  southeasterly  along 
the  line  of  that  pier. 

Through  this  wide  gap  the  sea  flows  unchecked  in  strong  westerly 
winds,  making  a  clear  sweep  across  the  harbor  channel,  and  if  not 
soon  checked  it  will  wash  a  passage  through  to  the  lake  shore  on  the 
north  east  side  of  this  pier,  and  thus  make  an  island,  cutting  off  all 
communication  between  the  harbor  and  the  northwest  or  sound  por- 
tion of  the  north  pier. 

^  The  portion  of  this  pier  which  extends  three  hundred  and  seventy- 
six  (376)  feet  southeast  of  this  great  gap,  is  now  in  a  more  rotten 
condition  than  was  reported  last  year.  I  have  therefore  to  renew  the 
recommendation  then  made,  that  seven  hundred  (700)  feet  of  this 
north  pier  be  rebuilt  anew. 

The  new  pier  work  required  for  this  harbor  is,  therefore,  as  fol- 
lows, viz: 

For  the  north  pier 700  feet. 

For  the  south  pier 670  feet. 

Total  length  of  new  pier  work  required 1,370  feet. 

An  estimate,  in  detail,  of  the  cost  of  this  was  given  in  my  last 
year's  report,  (see  pp.  381  and  382  of  the  above  mentioned  printed 
Senate  document,)  amounting  to $87^202  21 

To  which  I  now  add,  as  follows :

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While  the  estimate  for  dredging  is  |2,059  20  greater  than  it  was 
last  year,  owing  to  the  quantity  of  sand  which  has  washed  into  the 
harhor  through  the  increased  breaches  in  the  piers,  that  for  tearing 
away  and  removing  portions  of  the  old  rotten  pier  work,  is  $13,968 
less,  owing  to  the  large  portion  of  it  which,  since  last  year,  has  been 
entirely  swept  away  by  the  action  of  the  sea. 

I  beg  leave  to  repeat  here  the  conclusion  of  my  report  of  last  year 
in  regard  to  the  importance  of  keeping  up  this  harbor,  viz  : 

^^The  harbor  of  St.  Joseph  is,  from  its  position  on  the  lake  coast, 
one  of  the  easiest  for  vesselH,  caught  in  northerly  or  northeasterly 
ffales,  to  enter,  from  either  the  eastern  or  western  coast  of  Lake 
Michigan. 

^'  Its  works  ought  not  to  be  allowed  to  go  to  decay,  for  the  whole 
commerce,  as  well  as  the  farmers  of  the  counties  in  Michigan  and  In- 
diana, before  enumerated,  are  deeply  interested  in  its  preservation." 

I  present  herewith  an  additional  map,  marked  G,  55,  of  a  portion 
of  St.  Joseph's  harbor,  showing  the  portions  of  the  piers  which  are  de- 
stroyed or  injured  by  the  action  of  the  sea,  owing  to  their  rotten  con- 
dition. 

11. — BLACK  LAKE  HARBOR,  MICHIGAN. 

In  explanation  of  the  nature  of  the  nature  of  the  improvement 
proposed  for  this  harbor,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  to  the  accompanying 
map,  O,  No.  48,  which  has  been  transmitted  in  duplicate  to  the  Topo* 
^aphical  Bureau.  It  is  drawn  on  a  scale  of  ^hbj  o^^  200  feet  to  one 
men,  from  survey  made  under  the  direction  of  this  office  in  September, 
1866.  The  topography  is  shown  in  minute  detail,  aided  by  contour 
lines  obtained  with  the  levelling  instrument,  and  drawn  at  every  five  (5) 
feet  of  perpendicular  elevation.  The  soundings  in  Lake  Michigan  are 
carried  out  to  a  depth  of  twenty  (20)  feet. 

Black  lake  is  laid  down  for  nearly  half  a  mile  above  the  com- 
mencement of  the  narrow  and  crooked  channel  through  which  its  waters 
reach  Lake  Michigan.  This  narrow  channel  is  also  laid  down,  and  the 
soundings,  throughout  both,  are  minutely  given  in  feet  and  decimals. 

The  original  design  for  a  harbor  at  this  place  was  presented  by 
Agent  John  B.  Bowes  in  the  year  1849.  It  consisted  of  a  proposed 
thorough  cut  1,090  feet  long,  such  as  to  give  a  channel  10  feet  deep 
and  275  feet  wide  throughout  that  length,  by  which  the  waters  of 
Black  lake  were  to  be  discharged  into  Lake  Michigan. 

This  cut  was  to  be  followed  at  its  western  extremity  by  two  parallel 
piers,  2*76  feet  apart,  and  of  a  sufficient  length  to  reach  a  depth  of 
twenty  (20)  feet  of  water  in  Lake  Michigan. 

Mr.  Bowes'  report  and  map  will  be  found  printed  in  Senate  (Execu- 
tive) Doc.,  No.  20,  of  the  Slst  Congress,  1st  session.  By  measure- 
ment^ according  to  the  scale  of  that  map,  as  printed,  the  direction  of 
the  thorough  cut  (CD  on  his  map)  was  proposed  to  be  S.  74°  W. 
(magnetic  in  the  year  1849  ;)  and  the  direction  and  length  of  the 
piers  proposed  by  him  were  to  be  N.  86°  15'  W.  (magnetic  in  1849,) 
and  1,283  feet  long,  each. 

His  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  work  was  $105,225  78. — (See  pp.  167 
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and  168  of  part  3  of  documents  accompanying  the  President's  Mes* 
sage  to  Congress  of  December,  1863.) 

This  general  plan  was  approred  by  the  board  of  engineers  on  the 
9th  of  May,  1863.  The  board  afterwards,  however,  apparently  with 
the  view  of  diminishing  the  expense  of  construction,  modified  the 
plan  so  as  to  limit  the  length  of  the  piers  to  what  was  necessary  to 
carry  them  out  to  ten  (10)  feet  water  in  hake  Michigan  ;  that  is  to 
say,  to  a  depth  equal  to  that  proposed  for  the  channel  m  the  thorough 
cut. — (See  pp.  211  and  21 2  of  the  same  volume  and  document.)  This 
would,  according  to  Mr.  Bowes'  map,  limit  the  length  of  the  piers  to 
670  fe^t  each. 

The  only  appropriation  ever  made  for  this  work  was  for  eight 
thousand  (8,000)  dollars,  granted  in  1862.  It  was  inadequate  even 
to  an  advantageous  beginning.  It  was  all  expended  in  an  attempt  to 
build  out  into  Lake  Michigan  a  line  of  pile  wharfing,  which  was  de- 
signed to  cover  and  protect  the  construction  of  the  solid  work  for  the 
south  pier,  whenever  Confess  should  grant  the  additional  sum  neces- 
sary for  this  principal  and  more  costly  structure. 

Had  the  expected  additional  appropriations  been  granted  at  the  next 
session  of  Congress  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  solid  structure  could 
have  been  made  to  follow  up  the  temporary  pile  wharfing,  as  the  latter 
progressed,  and  the  expenses  which  were  actually  incurred  have  been 
'  made  useful.  But  such  was  not  the  case.  The  preliminary  work  was 
'  so  long  left  to  bear  the  brunt  of  the  heavy  lake  sea  on  this  exposed 
part  of  the  coast,  that^  by  the  action  of  the  storms  of  three  winters, 
a  large  portion  of  the  work  which  had  been  done  has  been  destroyed. 
For  an  account  of  this  I  would  refer  to  my  general  report.  No.  73,  of 
the  29th  of  April,  1866,  to  be  found  at  pages  426  and  427  of  part  2 
of  the  Senate  Document,  No.  1,  (Ex.)  of  the  34th  Congress,  Ist  session. 

According  to  map  G,  No.  48,  the  direction  of  this  thorough  cut  will 
8.  74°  13*  W .  compared  with  the  true  meridian,  and  it  will  be  998J 
feet  long,  measured  on  the  axis  of  the  cutting. 

According  to  the  same  map,  the  direction  of  the  piers  will  be 
'N.  79°  26'  W.,  and  to  reach  to  10  feet  of  water  in  Lake  Michigan  they 
must  be  660  feet  long  each.  To  reach  to  12  feet  they  must  be,  each, 
672  feet  long,  which  would  require  for  each  pier  21  cribs,  or  for  both 
piers  42  cribs,  each  32  feet  long^  20  wide,  and  of  an  average  height  of 
12  feet  from  the  bottom  to  the  water  surface,  or  17  feet  from  the  bottom 
to  the  flooring  at  top.  The  width  of  channel  between  the  piers  is  sup- 
posed to  be  continued  at  276  feet 

In  regard  to  the  channel  through  the  thorough  cut,  I  would  recom- 
mend that  its  width  bo  reduced  from  276  to  260  feet,  for  the  following 
reasons : 

The  greater  width  between  the  piers  adds  much  to  the  facility  of- 
fered to  vessels  for  entering  the  harbor  and  reaching  a  safe  anchorage. 
For  this  reason,  it  is  suggested  that  the  width  of  276  feet  be,  in  this 
respect,  adhered  to.  But,  when  once  vessels  have  got  safely  in  between 
the  piers,  a  width  of  260  feet  in  the  canal  will  be  quite  sufficient  to 
enable  any  crowd  of  them  to  proceed  with  ease  into  Black  lake.  The 
excavation,  supposing  we  have  a  depth  of  12  feet  in  the  channel,  will 
be  226,846  cubic  yards  for  a  width  of  260  feet ;  and  248,487  cubic 
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yarda  for  a  width  of  276  feet.    The  difference  is  21,642  cubic  yards^ 
which,  at  16  cents  per  cubic  yard,  will  anotount  to  a  saving  of  $3,462  72. 

The  slopes  for  the  sides,  assumed  in  the  computation,  is  3  base  to  2 
perpendicular.  A  reference  to  the  contour  lines  on  our  map  will  show 
that  the  steep  sides  of  the  highest  and  most  abrupt  hills  have  about 
that  proportion  of  elevation  to  base,  and  hence  we  infer  it  to  be  proper 
for  the  sides  of  the  cut,  which  must  be  cultivated  in  grass. 

The  sides  of  the  canal  will  require  to  be  defended  from  abrasion  by 
close-piling  similar  to  that  which  is  provided  for  in  item  four  of  the 
estimate,  marked  C  1,  for  New  Buffalo  harbor,  which  amounts,  in 
,  cost,  to  five  dollars  and  ninety-six  cents  ($5  96)  per  lineal  foot. 

In  the  case  of  Black  lake  harbor  there  will  be  2,250  feet  (two 
thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet)  of  this  close-piling  to  defend 
both  sides  of  the  cut  as  represented  on  map  G,  No.  48,  and  to  reach 
to  twelve  (12)  feet  water  in  Black  lake. 

Bein^  deprived,  in  the  case  before  us,  of  a  stream  or  inlet  in  which 
to  build  the  cribs  and  then  float  them  to  their  proper  positions  for  the 
pier  alignment,  the  mode  adopted  by  Agent  Bowes,  of  first  construct- 
ing a  pile  wharf  of  greater  width  than  the  intended  piers  within 
which  to  build  the  cribs^  appears  judicious  and  even  indispensable. 
In  reference  to  this  point  I  beg  leave  here  to  quote  from  my  general 
report.  No.  73,  of  April  29,  1855,  as  follows; 

'^  The  bridge  pier  is  intended  as  a  mere  auxiliary  in  constructing 
the  permanent  work,  and  as  a  depository  of  materials  while  the  pier 
work  shall  be  carried  on.  It  seems  to  be  a  very  judicious  mode  of 
proceeding  at  an  exposed  position  like  this,  where  the  force  of  the 
waves  of  the  open  lake  have  to  be  encountered  unless  some  such 
defence  against  them  be  provided. 

^^  It  appears  to  me,  however,  that  it  would  be  better  that  the  lines 
of  both  the  intended  permanent  piers  should  be  thus  simultaneously 
occupied,  and  that  on  reaching  a  depth  of  five  or  six  feet  of  water, 
sufficient  to  fioat  small  vessels  loaded  with  materials,  both  the  bridge 
work  and  the  permanent  work  should  go  on  and  progress  pari  passu, 
until  a  channel  between  the  permanent  piers  be  formed  of  sufficient 
length  and  depth,  of  itself,  to  protect  the  further  building  of  the  per- 
manent cribs.  After  thus  attaining  a  certain  length  of  chann^  it 
would  be  quite  practicable  to  defend  the  building  up  of  additional 
cribs  within  this  channel  against  the  action  of  the  lake  waves,  by 
temporarily  aligning  a  certain  number  of  the  cribs  transversely  of  the 
channel-way,  to  be  pushed  further  and  further  out  as  the  work  pro- 
gresses. This  would  not  leave  the  weaker  work  (the  bridge  pier) 
Bable  to  be  destroyed  by  the  great  power  of  the  lake  waves  in  a  storm 
before  reaping  the  advantage  tor  which  they  were  designed." 

I  herewith  present  an  estimate,  marked  D,  of  the  cost  of  a  harbor 
thus  constructed,  the  piers  to  reach  to  twelve  feet  water  in  Lake  Michi- 
gan^ and  the  close-piling  to  reach  to  the  same  depth  in  Black  lake, 
with  a  depth  of  channel  throughout  of  twelve  (12)  feet. 

This  estimate  D  amounts  to  the  sum  of  |128,343  02. 

Our  map  G,  No.  48,  and  Mr.  Bowes'  map,  of  1849,  both  show  Black 
lake  to  be  one  of  the  deepest  and  most  capacious  inland  roadsteads  to 
be  found  on  the  whole  coast  of  Lake  Michigan. 
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At  present  there  is  bat  little  trade  from  the  country  immediately 
aK^und  and  back  of  this  lake,  for  the  reason,  chiefly,  that  it  is  bat 
sparsely  settled;  and  its  resources,  therefore,  are  not  developed. 
Besides  this,  the  stream  which  forms  its  outlet  into  Lake  Michigan  is 
too  shallow  to  admit  the  passage  of  any  but  the  smallest  class  of  ves- 
sels through  it. 

If  there  were  a  harbor  work  affording  a  good  water  communication 
between  the  two  lakes,  Black  lake  would  be  one  of  the  best  roadsteads 
on  the  great  western  lake  border,  and  would  be  highly  valuable  to  our 
navy  in  time  of  war. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  amount  in  the  estimate  be  granted  in 
three  equal  annual  appropriations,  each,  of  $42,780.

12. —GRAND  RIVER  HARBOR,  MICHIGAN. 

This  harbor  is  situated  at  the  mouth  of  Grand  river,  two-thirds  of  a 
mile  below  the  thriving  town  of  Grand  Haven.  It  is  intended  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  trade  of  the  extensive  and  fertile  back  country, 
bordering  on  Grand  river,  which  must  have  an  outlet  here  in  order  to 
reach  a  market. 

Grand  river  is  navigable  for  steamboats  as  high  up  as  Grand 
Kapids,  a  distance  of  fifty  (50)  miles  from  its  mouth,  and  for  batteaux 
one  hundred  (100)  miles.  It  is  one  of  the  best  streams,  for  the  trans- 
portation of  produce  in  the  interior  of  the  State  of  Michigan  ;  it  flows 
through  the  fertile  counties  of  Ottowa,  Rent,  Ionia,  and  Clinton, 
whose  agricultural  and  manufacturing  products  would  always  find  a 
sure  and  ready  market,  if  the  egress  and  entrance  at  the  mouth  of  the 
river  were  improved.  It  possesses  one  rare  advantage,  which  would 
r-reatly  aid  an  artificial  debouche  between  parallel  piers  at  its  mouth, 
'which  is  that  the  force  of  the  current  during  times  of  high  water  is 
strong  enough  to  keep  a  channel  so  formed  well  scoured  of  sandy  de- 
posits.    The  freshet  of  the  last  spring  fully  demonstrated  this. 

Since  the  period  of  the  original  project  for  the  improvement  of  this 
harbor,  which  was  in  the  year  1849,  its  importance  has  greatly  in- 
creased in  consequence  of  the  great  increase  of  agricultural  production 
in  the  surrounding  country  and  the  consequent  extension  of  com- 
mercial business. 

Grand  Haven  is  one  of  the  termini  of  the  railroad  from  Detroit 
which^  in  connexion  with  a  line  of  steam  packets,  forms  the  great 
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transportation  line  between  Detroit,  in  Michigan,  and  Milwaukee,  in 
Wisconsin.  For  information  in  regard  to  the  commercial  importance 
of  this  line,  and  the  value  of  the  proposed  improvement  here,  in  con- 
nexion with  it,  I  beg  to  refer  to  my  annual  reports  for  the  years  1855 
and  1856,  to  be  found  printed  in  Senate  (Executive)  Document  No. 
16,  of  the  34tb  Congress,  3d  session,  from  pages  207  to  209,  243  to 
251,  and  388  to  394. 

For  a  full  understanding  of  the  character  of  the  channel  of  Grand 
river,  from  its  mouth  to  a  point  half  a  mile  above  the  town  of  Grand 
Haven,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  to  the  accompanying  map,  G,  No.  49, 
projected  from  an  accurate  trigonometrical  survey,  made  under  the 
direction  of  this  office  in  October,  1856.  It  will  there  be  seen  that 
a  depth  of  full  twelve  (12)  feet  of  water  is  carried  out  for  a  distance 
of  one  thousand  (1,000)  feet  lakeward  from  the  mouth  of  the  river. 
Beyond  this  distance,  full  ten  (10)  feet  are  carried  into  the  lake,  with 
the  exception  of  a  narrow  sand  spit  or  shoal  two  hundred  and 
twenty-five  (225)  feet  wide,  upon  which  there  are  only  nine  (9)  feet 
of  water. 

The  great  object  in  view  is  to  deepen  this  outlet  to  full  twelve  (12) 
feet  throughout,  in  order  to  give  the  requisite  facilities  for  the  com- 
merce and  navigation  of  this  important  port. 

In  considering  this  subject,  reference  has  been  made  to  the  original 
project  presented  for  this  improvement  by  John  B.  Bowes,  esq  , 
United  States  civil  agent,  in  the  year  1849,  as  mentioned  in  a  subse- 
quent report  from  him  to  the  Topographical  Bureau,  of  September  19, 
1853,  to  be  found  printed  in  Senate  (Executive)  Doc.  No.  1 ,  of  the 
33d  Congress,  1st  session,  at  pages  168  and  16T,  of  part  3. 

We  have  also  had  access  to  his  map  which  accompanied  that  report, 
a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  in  this  office.*  It  differs  from  our  own  in 
orientation  three  degrees  and  forty  minutes  (3°  40')  by  a  comparison 
of  our  true  meridians  as  they  are  shown  on  the  respective  maps. 

In  regard  to  the  direction  of  the  streets  of  the  town  of  Grand 
Haven,  there  is  a  still  greater  difference  of  ten  degrees  and  thirty 
minutes  (10°  30'.)  The  direction  of  the  streets  compared  with  the  true 
meridian  are  by  our  survey  and  map,  N.  23°  20'  E.,  intersected  at  right 
angles  by  the  cross  streets  whose  direction  is  S.  66°  40'  E.  On  Mr. 
Bowes'  map  the  streets  are  laid  down  with  the  directions,  in  compari- 
son with  the  true  meridian,  obtained  by  applying  the  magnetic  varia- 
tion given  by  him  in  1849,  of  5°  22'  east  of  north,  to  his  magnetic 
meridian  of  N.  33°  5^  E.,  and  the  cross  streets  S.  56°  10'  E.  This 
discrepency  is  to  be  regretted,  because  it  deprives  us  of  the  means  of 
making  such  comparisons  as  would  otherwise  show  what  changes 
have  taken  place  between  the  two  periods  of  these  surveys,  at  points 
which  are  important  in  the  discussions  necessary  for  arriving  at  the 
best  mode  of  improvement. 

Mr.  Bowes'  suggestion  of  first  defending  the  concave  bend  in  the 
southern  shore  of  the  river  below  the  town  from  the  abrasion  of  the 
current  which  impinges  against  it,  has  already  been  approved  by  the 
board  of  engineers. — (See  pages  210  and  211,  of  part  3  of  Senate 

^Mr.  Bowes'  report  and  map  were,  I  understand,  printed  in  Senate  (Ex.)  Doc.  No.  20, 
of  the  Slat  Congrees,  Ist  session.     I  hare  not  been  able  to  obtiun  a  copy  of  the  report. 
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(Ek.)  Doc.  No.  1,  of  the  33d  Congress^  Ist  session.)  This  was  pro- 
posed to  be  done  by  strong  sheath  piling,  and  an  estimate  was  given 
for  2,361  lineal  feet  of  sach  pilings  at  a  cost  of  $21,960. 

Fronot  the  best  comparison  we  can  make  of  the  aspects  at  this  point, 
as  shown  by  the  two  maps,  we  infer  that  the  concavity  has  increased 
on  the  versed  sine  of  the  curve  at  least  eighty  (80)^  feet  in  seven 
years. 

This  would  seem  to  prove  the  necessity  of  the  sheath  piling  as 
recommended.  We  estimate,  however,  that  1,600  feet  in  length 
along  the  shore  of  this  piling  will  now  su£Sce. — (See  map  0-,  No.  49.) 
The  town  docking  will  cover  the  remaining  portion  included  in  Mr. 
Bowes'  estimate. 

The  next  most  important  step  to  be  taken,  I  would  suggest,  is  to 
construct  two  parallel  piers,  four  hundred  (400)  feet  apart,  and  twenty 
(20)  feet  wide,  to  project  out  into  the  lake  in  prolongation  of  the  direc- 
tion of  the  river  channel,  just  above  its  mouth,  of  such  length  as  to 
reach  the  termination  of  the  present  12  feet  continuous  curve  from  the 
river.  This  will  require  the  south  pier  to  be  1,312  feet  long,  and  the 
north  pier  to  be  1,216  feet  long.  The  south  pier  will,  in  this  case,  be 
composed  of  41  cribs,  each  32  feet  long,  and  the  north  pier  of  38  cribs, 
each  32  feet  long.  Total,  for  both  piers,  seventy-nine  (79)  cribs,  each 
32  feet  long,  20  feet  wide,  and  12  feet  high,  from  the  soil  at  bottom  to 
the  water  level,  or  17  feet  high  from  the  soil  at  bottom  to  the  flooring 
at  top,  to  be  constructed  according  to  the  drawings  in  sheet  G, 
No.  20^  or  case  2  of  crib  work,  and  the  specifications  given  in  table 
T  2,  to  be  found  at  pages  16  to  18  of  my  annual  report  of  1866,  as  it 
is  printed  in  Senate  (Executive)  Doc.  No.  16,  of  the  34th  Congress, 
3d  session. 

It  appears  evident  that  by  thus  prolonging,  artificially,  the  channel 
of  the  river,  the  force  of  its  current  would  extend  the  scour  to  a  depth 
of  twelve  (12)  feet,  as  far  beyond  the  artificial  mouth  as  it  now  exists 
beyond  the  present  natural  mouth  of  the  river.  This  would,  we  think, 
insure  a  depth  of  twelve  feet  throughout,  until  that  depth  were  reached 
in  Lake  Michigan. 

Since  we  were  first  required,  in  the  year  1864^  to  give  attention  to 
the  general  character  of  the  rivers  emptying  into  Lake  Michigan,  we 
have  entertained,  decidedly,  the  opinion  that  habitual  dredging  must 
constitute  an  important  part  of  any  system  that  can  be  devised  for 
keeping  down  the  shoals  or  bars  which  an  immutable  law  of  nature  is 
constantly  tending  to  form,  more  or  less,  opposite  to  their  outlets  into 
the  lake.  .This  tendency  will,  of  course,  be  the  less  in  proportion  as  the 
downward  current  of  the  river  is  greater  than  that  of  the  littoral  lake 
current  which  sweeps  along  parallel  to  its  coast. 

In  all  cases,  however,  partial  dredging  is  necessary. 

In  the  case  before  us,  nature  has  furnished,  in  the  force  of  the  river 
current,  an  unusual  auxiliary  in  keeping  down  the  shoals  opposite  to 
its  mouth.  They  should,  however,  be  thoroughly  cleared  out  as  one 
of  the  important  steps  in  these  improvements,  and  the  cost  of  this  op- 
eration is  included  in  the  estimate  herewith  presented. 

As  we  have  elsewhere  before  stated,  there  will  be  economy  in  pro- 
viding a  certain  number  of  good  dredging  machines,  to  be  constantly 
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employed  on  our  lake  coasts  in  keeping  open  the  mouths  of  our  prin* 
<dpal  commercial  rivers,  so  as  to  insure  an  easy  and  safe  communica- 
tion with  the  lakes. 

The  curved  line  for  the  proposed  close-piling,  to  defend  the  concave 
portion  of  the  southern  shore  of  the  river  helow  the  town  of  G-rand 
Haven,  and  the  position  of  the  proposed  piers,  to  extend  out  from 
the  mouth  of  the  river,  are  projected  in  red  dotted  lines  on  map  O, 
No.  49. 

The  estimated  cost  of  these  works,  and  of  the  necessary  dredging  off 
the  western  extremity  of  the  proposed  pier  work,  is  herewith  presented 
in  the  estimate  marked  E,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $160,185  60. 

The  items  are  shown  as  follows,  viz: 

1.  For  close-piling $18,360  56 

2.  For  the  two  piers 134,047  20 

3.  For  dredging 7,T7T  84 

Total  to  complete  the  work  as  ahove 160,185  60 


I  would  recommend  that  this  sum  be  granted  by  three  equal  annual 
appropriations  of  $63,395  20  each. 

The  direction  we  have  given  to  the  piers  on  the  map  is  S.  69^  49 
W.,  compared  with  the  true  meridian. 

This  direction  seems  evidently  to  be  indicated  by  nature  as  the  proper 
one^  because  it  is  that  of  the  channel  which  has  been  scoured  out  by 
the  force  of  the  river  current  to  a  depth  of  12  feet,  for  a  distance  of 
one  thousand  (1,000)  feet  into  the  lake  beyond  the  mouth  of  the  river. 

The  entrance  here  is  protected  by  the  east  shore  of  Lake  Michigan 
from  the  effects  of  easterly  and  northeasterly  winds.  The  winds 
which  operate  with  greatest  effect  here  are  those  from  the  northwest 
and  west,  but  especially  the  former,  as  they  are  more  frequent  and  of 
greater  force. 

The  only  appropriation  ever  made  for  this  harbor  was  of  two 
thousand  dollars,'*'  ($2,000)  granted  in  1852.  It  has  been  expended  in 
making  the  survey  and  preparing  the  map  marked  G,  No.  49,  and  in 
digesting  plans  for  the  improvememt  here  submitted. 

The  topography  of  the  land  surface  included  in  our  map  is  repre- 
sented by  horizontal  curves,  or  contour  lines  obtained  by  aid  of  the 
levelling  instrument  and  drawn  at  every  five  (5)  feet  of  prependicular 
elevation  above  the  level  of  the  surface  of  Lake  Michigan,  at  the  time 
of  the  survey,  namely,  in  October,  1856. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  elevations  above  the  level  of  the  lake  surface, 
at  that  date,  of  some  of  the  principal  points^  are  as  follows,  viz  : 

The  base  of  the  light-house 52.1  feet. 

A  point  450  feet  S.  62°  E.  of  light-house 1J5.4    '' 

A  point  1,083  feet  S.  74°  15'  E.  of  light-house 205.3    **

The  map  will  show  the  positions  of  other  points  on  the  north  side  of 
the  river,  122.7,  139.3,  154.5,  215.2,  and  118  feet  above  the  level  of 
the  lake  surface.

Estimate  of  the  cost  of  improving  the  Grand  river  harbor ,  at  the  mouth 
of  Grand  river,  Michigan,  according  to  the  project  shown  on  map  G, 
M.  49. 

1.    FOR  THB  CLOSB-PILINQ  ON  THE  LINE  A  B. 

This  is  a  curved  line  whose  versed  sine  on  the  cord  A  B  is  115  feet. 
The  length  of  the  arc  is  1,600  feet.  The  versed  sine  of  the  arc  of  the 
shore,  as  it  now  exists,  between  the  points  A  and  B,  is  320  feet. 

The  depth  of  water  to  be  occupied  hy  our  arc  of  close-piling  averages 
16  feet.     The  greatest  depth  is  21  feet. 

We  propose  that  this  close-piling  shall  consist  of  strong  white  oak 

Siles  one  foot  square,  placed  in  close  contact  one  with  another,  to  be 
riven  eight  feet  into  the  soil  at  the  bottom  of  the  river,  and  to  pro- 
ject six  feet  above  the  water  level.  This  will  require  these  piles  to 
be  of  an  average  length  of  30  feet ;  that  they  be  connected  at  top  by 
caps  of  white  oak  one  foot  square,  and  one  foot  above  the  water  sur- 
face by  white  oak  stringers  on  each  side,  one  foot  wide  by  six  inches 
thick ;  that  the  caps  be  fastened  to  each  pile-head  by  a  wrought  iron 
bolt  one  inch  square  and  twenty  inched  long ;  that  the  stringers  on 
each  side  of  the  piles  be  bolted  to  them  by  a  bolt  of  one  inch  square 
wrought  iron,  two  feet  long,  to  be  driven  through  at  each  alternate 
pile. 

Then,  that  there  be  another  row  of  similar  oak  piles  driven  twelve 
feet  apart,  and  fourteen  feet  nearer  to  the  shore,  and  parallel  to  the 
first  line  of  piling ;  that  they  be  connected  one  with  another  by  caps 
and  stringers,  and  similarly  bolted  at  every  pile.  Then,  that  the 
two  TOWS  be  tied  together  by  cross- ties  of  white  oak,  one  foot  square 
and  twenty  feet  long,  connecting  at  the  caps  by  dove-tailed  nothches 
and  tenons,  and  bolts  of  wrought  iron  one  inch  square  and  eighteen 
inches  long.  Finally,  that  the  intermediate  space  between  this  work 
and  the  shore  be  filled  in  with  the  earth  which  is  being  removed  for 
grading  in  extending  the  streets  of  the  town.

These  will  consist  of  79  cribs,  each  32  feet  long,  20  feet  wide,  and 
12  feet  high,  from  the  soil  at  bottom  to  the  water  level,  or  17  feet 
high  from  the  bottom  to  the  flooring  at  top.  It  is  proposed  to  con- 
struct them  in  accordance  with  the  drawings  in  sheet  G,  No.  20,  now 
in  Topographical  Bureau,  and  the  specifications  in  table  T  2,  at  pages 
16  to  18  of  Senate  (Ex.)  Doc.  No.  16  of  the  34th  Congress,  3d  session.

This  is  required  to  prodace  a  channel  twelve  feet  deep,  and,  say, 
five  hundred  (500)  feet  wide,  in  prolongation  of  the  channel  between 
the  proposed  piers,  until  that  depth  is  reached  in  the  lake. 

When  once  dredged  out  it  will  require  but  little  current  dredging 
in  addition  to  the  scour  from  the  current  of  the  river  to  keep  it  open. 

We  assume  five  hundred  feet  for  the  width  of  this  dredging  to  afford 
the  desired  facilities  to  vessels  in  making  the  channel  between  the 
piers  in  rough  weather.

OTHER  HARBORS  ON  LAKE  BHOHiaAN. 

Under  the  instructions  hereto  attached,  marked  F  1  and  F  2, 
surveys  were  made  under  the  direction  of  this  office,  in  August  and 
September,  1856,  of  the  entrances  of  South  Black  river  and  Kalamazoo 
river,  in  the  State  of  Michigan. 

It  ifi  to  be  regretted  that  the  resolutions  of  the  United  States  Senate 
of  the  4th  of  August,  1856,  marked  F  2,  were  not  followed  up  hj  an 
appropriation  to  bear  the  expenses  of  making  the  necessary  examina* 
tions  and  surveys  for  obtaining  accurately  the  information  they  call 
for.  Had  such  means  been  provided,  a  full  report  could  have  been 
made  of  all  that  was  applicable  to  the  duties  of  this  office,  under  the 
several  heads  enumerated.  But,  for  the  want  of  such  means,  I  am 
not  at  present  able  to  present  anything  more  in  regard  to  the  several 
subjects  than  the  results  of  the  surveys  above  mentioned. 

That  in  relation  to  South  Black  river,  Michigan,  is  shown  on  the 
accompanying  map,  marked  G,  No.  50,  drawn  on  a  scale  of  y^i^,  or 
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200  feet  to  1  inch.  The  survey  at  this  place  was  made  in  August, 
1866,  by  my  assistant,  Mr.  John  B.  Mayer,  when  en  route  between  the 
harbors  of  St.  Joseph  and  Black  lake. 

That  in  relation  to  Kalamazoo  river,  Michigan,  is  shown  on  the 
accompanying  map  marked  G,  No.  61,  drawn  on  the  same  scale  as 
the  other.  The  survey  here  was  also  made  by  the  same  gentleman, 
between  the  2d  and  10th  of  September,  1866,  when  on  the  same  expe- 
dition. 

There  are  several  other  harbors  and  inlets  on  the  coast  of  Lake 
Michigan  which  merit  the  attention  of  particular  examinations  and 
surveys  in  order  to  show  their  respective  characters,  the  nietture  and 
extent  of  their  commerce  and  navigation,  and  their  susceptibility  of 
improvement  for  the  purposes  enumerated  in  the  resolutions.  Among 
them  I  may  be  allowed  to  mention  the  following,  viz: 

1.  Calumet,  Illinois,  on  the  southwestern  coast  of  Lake  Michigan. 

2.  Muskegan  river  and  lake,  on  the  east  coast  of  Lake  Michigan. 

3.  White  river  inlet,  on  the  east  coast  of  Lake  Michigan. 

4.  Marquette  inlet,  on  the  east  coast  of  Lake  Michigan. 

6.  Biviereau  Sable,  (Sandy  river,)  on  theeastcoastof  Lake  Michigan. 

6.  Maniskee  river  and  lake,  on  the  east  coast  of  Lake  Michigan. 

7.  Portage  lake  inlet,  on  the  east  coast  of  Lake  Michigan. 

8.  Lac  aux  bee  scis,  (or  saw  bill  lake,)  on  the  northeast  coast  of 
Lake  Michigan. 

9.  Flatte  river,  on  the  northeast  coast  of  Lake  Michigan. 
10.  Bear  lake  inlet,  on  the  northeast  coast  of  Lake  Michigan. 

11  and  12.  Grand  and  Little  Traverse  bays  and  their  estuaries,  on 
the  northeast  coast  of  Lake  Michigan. 

There  are  also  others  near  the  entrance  to  Green  bay  which  are  well 
worthy  of  examination. 

Four  well  organized  surveying  parties  would  be  enabled,  in  a  single 
ieason,  to  make  the  requisite  examinations  and  surveys  of  all  these 
places,  so  that  maps  sufficiently  minute  could  be  rendered,  showing 
their  characters,  their  susceptibility  of  improvement,  and  their  prob- 
able cost ;  also,  the  amount  and  value  of  the  lake  tonnage  and  com- 
merce that  would  be  benefitted  thereby. 

It  is  only  by  actual  statistics,  to  be  derived  from  mercantile  and  ware- 
house books,  that  this  latter  species  of  information  can  be  obtained  in  a 
reliable  manner. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  ten  thou- 
sand dollars  ($10,000)  be  asked  for,  to  be  applied  to  making  the 
necessary  examinations  and  surveys  at  these  several  places,  with  a 
view  to  furnishing  the  information  required  the  ensuing  season,  so 
far  as  regards  the  harbors  and  inlets  on  the  coast  of  Lake  Michigan.

RESOLUTIONS. 

In  thb  Sbnatb  of  the  United  States,  August  4,  1856. 

Besolvedy  That  the  President  be  requested  to  inform  the  Senate 
whether  any  general  survey  or  other  examination  of  the  shores  and 
islands  of  Lakes  Superior,  Michigan,  Huron,  St.  Clair,  Erie,  Ontario, 
and  Ghamplain,  have  been  made  with  a  view  to  the  location  and  erection 
of  light-houses,  buoys,  harbors  of  refuge,  or  other  improvements  for  the 
protection  of  vessels  engaged  in  the  navigation  of  those  waters  ;  and 
if  so,  to  communicate  the  results  of  such  survey  or  other  examination. 

Besolvedy  That  the  President  be  required  to  communicate,  also 
whatever  information  can  be  derived  from  any  of  the  departments  in 
reference  to  the  following  points  : 

1.  The  number  and  general  description  of  the  vessels  engaged  in 
the  navigation  of  each  lake ;  the  number  of  passengers  and  value  of 
the  property  so  transported,  year  by  year,  for  the  last  eleven  years ; 
and  the  amount  of  duties  paid  at  each  port  during  the  same  period,  or 
which  would  have  been  payable  but  for  the  provisions  of  the  late 
treaty  of  reciprocity  with  the  British  American  possessions. 

2.  The  number  and  location  of  the  light-houses,  buoys,  harbors, 
and  other  improvements  established  by  the  government  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  amount  expended  for  each  improvement,  (with  the 
particular  charges  of  expenditure,)  during  the  last  eleven  years. 

[3.]  That  the  President  be  requested  to  inform  the  Senate,  also, 
what  additional  improvements  (whether  light-houses,  buoys,  harbors 
of  refuge,  or  of  any  other  description)  are  necessary,  in  his  opinion,  to 
protect  the  navigation  of  the  lakes  above  mentioned  ;  at  what  places 
they  ought  to  be  erected,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  what  should  be  th« 
particular  description  and  expense  of  each  improvement.

I  will  BOW  proceed  to  describe  the  outlets  of  South  Black  river  and 
Kalamazoo  river. 

13.   SOUTH  BLACK  RIVER,  MIOHIGAK. 

This  river  enters  Lake  Michigan  twenty-five  (25)  miles  north  of  St. 
Joseph,  on  the  eastern  coast.  It  has  three  principal  branches,  and 
waters  a  considerable  tract  of  country  productive  in  agricultural  arti- 
cles and  in  lumber.  The  inhabitants  of  the  counties  Van  Buren  and 
Allegan  would  be  much  benefitted  if  the  outlet  of  this  river  could  be 
improved  so  as  to  allow  the  easy  entrance  of  vessels  drawing  eight  feet 
of  water.  At  present,  as  the  inap  will  show,  the  mouth  of  the  river  is 
nearly  closed  for  want  of  protection  against  the  northwest  winds. 

The  piers  shown  upon  the  map  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  are  mere 
bridge-wharves,  resting  on  piles  for  the  landing  of  lumber  and  other 
merchandise,  and  not  solid  piers. 

Two  parallel  piers,  the  north  one  544  feet  long,  and  the  south  one 
448  feet  long,  and  each  20  feet  wide  and  eight  feet  high  from  the  bot- 
tom to  the  water  level,  or  13  feet  high  from  the  bottom  to  the  flooring 
at  top,  placed,  say  180  feet  apart,  would  suffice  for  this  place. 

The  two  piers,  having  a  total  length  of  992  feet,  would  require  31 
cribs,  each  32  feet  lon^.  It  would  be  applicable  to  this  case  to  con- 
struct these  cribs  according  to  the  drawings  on  sheet  G,  No.  19,  now 
in  the  Topographical  Bureau,  and  the  specifications  in  the  table 
marked  T  1,  to  be  found  at  pp.  12  to  16  of  Senate  (Ex.)  Doc.  No.  16, 
of  the  34th  Congress,  3d  session. 

Each  crib  thus  constructed  will  cost,  by  an  estimate  I 
have  made,  $1,153  81 ;  and  at  this  rate  the  31  cribs 
will  cost ,     135,768  11 

To  which,  add  for  dredging  27,300  cubic  yards  of  sand 
to  make  a  channel  8  feet  deep  from  where  that  depth 
now  exists  in  the  river  above  its  mouth,  and  the  same

14.  KALAMAZOO  RIVEB,  MICHIGAN. 

This  river  enters  Lake  Michigan  nineteen  (19)  miles  north  of  the 
mouth  of  South  Black  river,  ana  nine  (9)  miles  south  of  the  mouth  of 
Black  river  proper. — (See  the  11th  harbor,  anie.) 

As  any  map  of  the  State  of  Michigan  will  show,  this  river  is  about^ 
two  hundred  miles  long,  following  its  sinuosities.  It  has  ita^  source  in* 
Hillsdale  county,  Michigan,  and  its  generali  course  ia  about  W. 
TS,  W.  Its  general  depth  for  eight  miles  from  its  mouth  is  eighth 
(8)  to  tvrelve  (12)  feet. 

It  is  navigable  at  all  seasons  for  boats  of  BO  to  60  tons  as  high  tip«^ 
Allegan,  a  distance  of  about  fbrtv  (40^  miles. 

It  lowtt  through  the  eoiinties  of  HiUadlil«i  Jaokson,  CUhouni  Ela^ 
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amazoo^  and  Allegan.  There  is  great  water  power  for  manufacturing 
establishments  on  this  river,  and  a  rich  surrounding  country  for  agri- 
culture. 

The  great  impediment  to  business  in  the  navigation  is  the  shoal 
at  its  mouthy  which  prevents  the  passage  between  the  river  and  Lake 
Michigan  of  vessels  drawing  more  than  five  feet  of  water. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  a  depth  of  full  eight  (8)  feet  should  be  se- 
cured over  or  through  this  shoal  at  all  times. 

For  this  purpose  two  rows  of  close  piling  of  piles  1  foot  square  and 
ten  feet  apart,  with  the  intermediate  spaces  filled  with  plank  piles  of 
white  oak  four  (4)  inches  thick,  and  the  whole  bound  together  by 
longitudinal  caps  and  stringers,  to  be  placed  just  above  the  mouth  of 
(he  river,  as  is  drawn  in  red  dotted  lines  upon  the  map,  and  two 
parallel  piers  j^rojecting  fron»  the  mouth  of  the  river  into  the  lake,  as 
la  aifo  drawn  m  red  dotted  lines  upon  the  map,  with  a  channel-way 
between  them  two  hundred  and  fifty  (260)  feet  wide,  would^  I  would 
suggest,  be  sufficient. 

The  channel,  being  thus  confined  to  a  uniform  bed  of  the  width  rep- 
resented, would  afford  scour  enough  to  keep  down  the  shoals  when 
once  dredged  away,  at  least  with  the  aid  of  a  moderate  degree  of 
annual  dredging. 

Here  the  piers  are  drawn  of  equal  length,  being  each  '786  feet  long, 
requiring  for  each  pier  23  cribs,  or  for  both  piers  46  cribs,  each  32 
feet  long,  20  feet  wide,  and  8  feet  high  from  the  bottom  to  the  water 
surface,  or  13  feet  high  from  the  bottom  to  the  flooring  at  top.  These 
cribs  will  be  similar  in  all  respects  as  those  proposed  in  the  preced- 
ing case  for  South  Black  river,  which  were  estimated  to  cost  $1,153  81.

16.      MOUTH  OF  CLINTON  RIVER  MICHIGAN. 

I  ask  a  reference  to  my  annual  report  (No.  161)  of  last  year  as  con- 
taining the  chief  information  I  would  now  present  in  relation  to  this 
improvement.  It  is  printed  in  Senate  (Ex.)  Doc.  No.  16,  of  the  34th 
Congress,  3d  session,  at  pp.  468  to  471. 

The  partial  work  done  here  in  1866  has  had  a  beneficial  effect  on 
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the  harbor  entrance.  When  completed  in  accordance  with  the  ap- 
proved plan  under  which  it  was  commenced,  it  is  believed  that  all  the 
benefits  which  were  contemplated  will  be  realized.  The  small  balance 
of  the  former  appropriation  remaining  on  hand  did  not  allow  of  active 
operations,  in  construction,  the  past  season. 

I  beg  leave  to  renew  the  estimate  of  the  cost  of  completing  this 
work  which  was  presented  last  year.  It  will  be  found  at  page  470  of 
th0  above  mentioned  printed  document.

m.   LAKE  ERIE  HABBOB  W0BK8. 
16.   MONROE  HARBOR,   laCHIGAH. 

This  harbor  is  at  the  mouth  of  the  River  Baisin,  about  2^  miles  be- 
low the  town  of  Monroe. 

The  river  has  its  source  in  Hillsdale  county,  Michigan,  and  flows 
for  about  125  miles,  measured  by  its  channel,  on  a  course  generally 
easterly,  through  a  very  fertile  and  productive  country.  It  is  very 
important  to  the  people  of  this  back  country  that  this  harbor  should 
be  kept  in  good  condition.  No  appropriations  have  been  made  for  it 
since  the  year  1852,  when  there  was  one  of  |14,000.  This  has  been 
expended  in  extending  the  south  pier,  and  in  rebuilding  a  portion  of 
the  north  pier  above  the  water  level,  so  that  there  have  been  no  funds 
appertaining  to  this  harbor  for  the  last  two  years.  The  works  have, 
in  consequence,  deteriorated,  as  they  always  must  under  similar  cir- 
cumstances, and  a  larger  amount  is  now  required  than  was  two  years 
ago  for  putting  the  harbor  in  proper  condition. 

For  this  purpose  I  herewith  present  an  estimate  maked  G,  amount- 
ing to  |23,857  90. 

Owing  to  the  bad  condition  of  this  harbor  and  the  great  liability  to 
further  injury  from  the  lake  storms  the  present  autumn  and  winter,  I 
think  it  very  important  that  the  above  amount  should  be  granted  in 
one  appropriation. 
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Esiwiate  of  funds  r^uired  for  the  repair  of  Monroe  harbor^  Michigan^ 
ana  for  the  extension  of  both  piers  160  feet  lakeward. 

1.  The  extonirion  of  the  harhor  piers. 

This  will  require  for  each  pier  five  (6)  crihs.  each  S2  feet  long  hj 
20  feet  wide,  and  12  feet  average  height  from  the  soil  at  bottom  to  the 
water  surface,  or  17  feet  high  from  the  bottom  to  the  flooring  at  top. 

For  both  piers  there  will  be  required  ten  (10)  such  cribs. 

It  is  proposed  to  construct  them  in  accordance  with  the  drawings  in 
sheet  G,  No.  20,  now  in  the  Topographical  Bureau,  and  the  specifi- 
cations in  table  T  2,  at  pp.  16  to  18  of  Senate  (Ex.)  Doc.  No.  16,  of 
the  34th  Oongress,  3d  session.

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17.   SAHBUSKT  HABBOB,  OHIO« 

No  appropriation  has  been  made  for  this  harbor  since  the  year  1853, 
An  appropriation  of  $16,000  was  granted  that  year,  which  was  all 
expended  two  years  ago  in  making  important  improvements. 

I  cannot  better  present  the  importance  of  this  harbor,  and  the  prer 
sent  demands  for  its  security  than  by  referring  to  the  last  annual 
report  of  Captain  Stansbury,  of  the  corps  of  Topographical  EDgineers, 
dated  Octoli^r  6,  1866.  Captain  Stansbury  was  then  in  charge  of 
this  and  other  works  on  Lake  ESrie.  His  report  is  hereto  attached, 
marked  H. 

I  will  also  renew  his  estimate^  presented  at  the  same  time,  of  the 
fands  required  for  this  harbor,  it  amounts,  as  will  be  seen,  to  the 
sum  of  111  2,117. 

I  would  recommend  that  it  be  granted  in  two  equal  annual  appror 
priations  of  |66,068  60  each.

States  Topographioal  Engineer  corps^  to  Colonel  J.  J.  Abert,  Chief 
Topographical  Engineer ^  dated  October  6,  1866. 

HARBOR  OF  SANDUSET,  OHIO. 

The  amount  appropriated  for  the  improvement  of  this  harbor  was 
f  16,000,  the  whole  of  which  has  been  expended. 

The  improvement  consists  of  a  line  of  rough  cribs  constructed  along 
the  crest  or  axis  of  Peninsula  Point,  a  long,  narrow  spit  of  sand  ex- 
tending from  a  small  island  near  the  main  shore  to  a  point  opposite 
to  Cedar  Point,  and  intervening  between  the  lake  and  Sandusky  bay, 
of  which  latter  it  forms  the  northern  boundary,  and  by  which  aione  it 
is  separated  from  the  lake.  This  spit,  or  sand  beach,  had  been  grad- 
ually washing  away,  under  the  repeated  assaults  of  northerly  ^ales, 
the  effect  of  which,  if  continued,  would  have  been  to  destroy  it  en- 
tirely, and  thus  to  throw  open  the  whole  of  this  magnificent  sheet  of 
water  to  the  lake,  chaDging  its  character  from  that  of  a  well  sheltered 
bay  to  that  of  an  open  roadstead,  exposed  to  all  the  fury  of  northern, 
northeastern,  and  northwestern  storms. 

The  consequences  could  not  but  prove  disastrous  to  the  prosperity 
of  the  flourishing  city  of  Sandusky,  situated  upon  its  southern  bank, 
by  throwing  open  its  whole  water  front  to  the  full  rake  of  the  lake 
storms,  renaering  its  docks  and  wharves  useless,  filling  up  the  chan- 
nel in  its  front,  and  utterly  destroying  its  harbor. 

To  prevent  the  destruction  of  this  spit,  this  line  of  cribs  was  con- 
structed upon  the  surface  of  the  sand,  with  the  expectation  that  the 
weight  of  stone  with  which  they  should  be  filled  would  gradually 
sink  them  until  they  should  attain  such  a  depth  as  would  not  only 
serve  as  a  barrier  against  the  sea,  but  would  also  form  a  nucleus  for  a 
new  beach,  which,  thus  protected,-  would  not  be  liable  to  wash  away 
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again.  As  heretofore  reported,  the  experiment  has  proved  completely 
successful.  A  new  and  extensive  beach  has  formed  on  both  sides  of 
the  line  of  cribs,  which  is  becoming  covered  with  bashes,  which,  by 
their  spreading  roots,  will  materially  assist  in  giving  cohesion  and 
stability  to  their  new  formation. 

The  whole  length  of  the  spit  is  7,600  feet,  of  which  3,357  feet  have 
been  protected  in  the  manner  described,  leaving  rather  more  than 
4,000  feet  yet  to  be  constructed  to  render  it  secure  its  whole  length. 
Similar  crib  work  will  be  required  across  the  small  island  above  men- 
tioned, which,  although  covered  with  trees,  is,  like  the  spit,  rapidly 
washing  away,  and,  unless  protected  in  like  manner,  will,  ere  long, 
entirely  disappear,  or  be  converted  into  a  bed  of  shifting  sand. 

The  distance  across  the  island  is  450  feet. 

From  the  island  to  the  main  shore,  a  distance  of  nearly  3,000  feet, 
a  breach  exists  which  was  made  many  years  agO|  through  which  the 
water  flows  from  the  lake  into  the  bay,  and  out  again  into  the  lake, 
with  every  shift  of  wind.  During  the  prevalence  of  northerly  gales, 
the  water  rushes  through  this  cut  with  great  force  and  velocity.  The 
depth  is  from  four  to  six  feet. 

The  existence  of  this  breach  has  a  very  material  influence  upon  the 
depth  of  water  at  the  entrance  of  the  bay,  for  such  a  large  volume  of 
water  discharging  itself  into  the  lake  by  the  cut  cannot  but  sensibly 
diminish  the  amount  that  would  otherwise  pass  out  by  the  mouth  of 
the  harbor,  and  consequently  seriously  afiect  the  entrance  of  large  or 
heavily  laden  vessels. 

To  complete  the  improvement  of  this  harbor,  it  is  proposed  to  close 
this  breach  entirely  upon  the  line  indicated  upon  the  chart  by  a  pier 
or  breakwater  of  crib  work,  which,  in  connexion  with  that  proposed 
across  the  island  and  along  the  crest  of  the  spit,  will  form  a  continu- 
ous and  permanent  barrier  against  the  lake,  irom  the  main  land  to 
the  termination  of  Peninsula  Point  at  the  mouth  of  the  bay.  The 
efiect  will  be  to  force  all  the  water  to  pass  out  of  the  bay  between  the 
two  }.K>ints  at  its  mouth,  and  thus  to  keep  open  and  deepen  the  water 
in  the  channel. 

The  work  already  done  toward  this  end  has  been  inspected  the 
present  season,  and  found  to  stand  as  perfectly  as  was  expected. 

The  cribbing  put  down  along  the  spit  has  sunk  in  the  sand,  the 
tops  of  the  cribs  being  in  some  instances  two  or  three  feet  below  the 
surface  of  the  new  beach,  and  should  be  built  upon  until  they  reach 
the  clay  or  rock  beneath,  when  no  further  attention  to  them  will  be 
necessary.  The  width  and  height  of  the  new  beach  has  materially 
increased  since  last  year^  and  the  complete  success  of  the  improvement 
is  clearly  demonstrated. 

Estimates  for  the  completion  of  the  improvement  upon  the  plan 
proposed,  were  submitted  in  1864  and  1865,  and  are  now  renewed ;  aa 
was  remarked  at  that  time,  the  appropriation  for  closing  the  breach, 
if  made  at  all,  should  cover  the  whole  estimated  cost  at  once,  that 
there  may  be  no  delay  for  want  of  funds,  as  was  the  case  in  a  previous 
attempt  to  close  this  same  breach.  The  work  was  commenced,  but 
owing  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  appropriation,  it  was^  of  necessity,  left 
unfinished.     The  waves  from  the  lake  rushing  through  the  partially 
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filled  gap,  soon  demolished  what  had  heen  done,  and  there  remains 
now  but  the  ri^in  of  one  single  crib  to  show  that  such  a  structure  was 
ever  contemplated. 

Estimaie  of  funds  required  to  continue  the  improvement  of  the  harbor  of 

Sa/ndushy — renewed:

18.   HURON  HARBOR^  OHIO. 


For  a  description  of  this  harbor,  and  an  understanding  of  its  im- 
portance as  aVefuge  from  the  lake  storms,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  to  the 
report  of  Captain  Stansbury,  as  printed  in  part  2d  of  Senate  (Ex.) 
Doc,  No.  1,  of  the  34th  Congress,  1st  session,  at  pp.  395  and  396. 

Captain  Stansbury' s  estimate  of  funds  required  for  improvements 
and  repairs  of  this  harbor,  on  the  30th  of  September,  1856,  and 
renewed  in  his  report  of  October  6^  1856,  amounted  to  |36,303  02 
Which  I  would  adopt  by  adding  for  damage  done  by 

the  late  storm,  10  percent., 3,630  30 

And  an  estimate  for  dredging • 1,250  00 

Amount  required  for  Huron  harbor,  Ohio 41,183  32 


No  work  has  been  done  for  this  harbor  for  two  years  for  the  want 
of  appropriations.  The  last  made  was  for  $10,000,  in  1862,  which 
was  expended. 

I  would  recommend  that  thirty  thousand  dollars  (|30,000)  of  the 
above  estimate  be  granted  at  once,  and  the  balance  of  $11,183  32  in 
the  year  1859. 


19.   VBRMILUON  HARBOR,   OHIO. 

I  beg  leave  to  renew  the  estimate  made  by  Captain  Stansbury, 
United  States  Corps  of  Topographical  Engineers,  for  this  harbor,  in 
bis  report  to  the  Topographical  Bureau  of  Sept.  30,  1865.  i^hich  will 
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be  found  printed  in  Senate  (Ex.)  Doc.,  No.  1,  of  the  34th  OongreaSj 
lat  Besaion,  ^t  pp.  393  and  394^  of  part  2d. 
The  estimate  amounts  to  |42,866  61. 

I  would  recommend  the  granting  of  that  sum  in  two  equal  annual 
appropriations,  of  $21,428  30  each. 


20,    BLACK  RIVER  HARBOR,  OHIO. 

The  last  appropriation  made  for  this  work  was  $5,000^  which  was 
expended  upon  it  in  the  year  1864.  It  was,  however,  insufficient, 
and  left  the  work  still  in  a  very  dilapidated  condition. 

Captain  Stansburj's  last  estimate  for  the  repairs  of  this  work  will 
be  found  printed  at  pp.  392  and  393,  of  the  last  mentioned  Senate 
document. 

The  items  are  given  in  detail,  and  amount  to |30,801  76 

For  increased  dilapidation,  I  would  add  10  per  cent 3,080  17 

Amount  required • 33,881  93 


I  would  recommend  that  it  be  granted  in  two  equal  annual  appro- 
priations, of  |16,940  96. 


21.   CLBAVELAND  HARBOR,  OHIO. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  important  harbors  on  our  lake  coast,  and  it 
is  highly  important  to  the  commerce  of  the  lakes  that  it  should  be 
kept  in  good  condition. 

In  regard  to  the  work  which  was  accomplished  with  the  last  appro- 
priation, I  would  refer  to  the  reportp  of  Captain  Stansbury  of  the  30th 
of  September,  1856,  and  the  6th  of  October,  1856,  when  it  was  under 
his  charge.  The  first  will  be  found  printed  at  pp.  388  to  392  of  the 
above  mentioned  Senate  document,  and  a  copy  of  the  last  is  herewith 
presented,  marked  I.  It  will  be  seen  that  his  estimate  for  completing 
the  improvement  is  |44,767  87. 

No  appropriation  has  been  granted  for  this  work  since  1862. 

I  would  adopt  the  estimate  as  given  in  detail  by  Captain  Stansbury, 
and  would  recommend,  with  a  view  to  the  timely  collection  of  the  re- 
quisite materials,  that  the  above  sum  be  granted  in  one  appropriation 
of  144,767  87.

The  balance  available  for  this  work,  as  reported  in  185^j  was 
|5,000. 

Daring  the  present  season  the  pier-head  at  the  end  of  the  west  pier, 
64  feet  wide,  has  been  laid  down  in  14  feet  water  and  carried  up  eight 
feet  above  the  surface.  One  hundred  and  ten  feet  of  new  pier  has  been 
built  (inside)  in  a  depth  of  12  feet  water,  partly  on  the  foundation  of 
the  old  work,  and  the  whole  has  been  fillea  with  stone. 

The  new  pier,  800  feet  in  length,  continues  to  answer  the  expecta- 
tion formed  of  it  as  to  solidity  and  alignment,  and  has  resisted  the 
severe  storms  of  the  past  winter  without  the  slightest  appearance  of 
settling  or  displacement. 

The  dilapidation  of  the  outer  end  of  the  east  pier  (stone)  continues 
gradually  to  increase  under  the  action  of  the  elements,  and  the  necesr 
9itj  for  its  repair  becomes  greater  from  day  to  day.  The  removal  of  a 
portion  of  the  parapet  wcdl  the  past  season  by  order  of  the  bureau 
will  furnish  material  su£Scient  for  that,  with  the  exception  of  a  facing^ 
which  should  be  of  a  stone  of  a  harder  and  more  enduring  character.

22.   GRAND  RIVER  HARBOR,  FAHUPORT,  OHIO. 

There  are  no  funds  remaining  of  the  appropriation  of  ten  thousand 
dollars  (|10,000)  made  for  this  harbor  in  1862.  This  sum  was  all 
expended  more  than  two  years  ago  in  making  the  repairs  that  were 
most  needed,  but  it  was  inadequate  for  all  the  work  which  was  then 
required  here. 

Besides  certain  repairs  that  are  still  necessary,  I  would  recommend 
that  the  two  barber  piers  be  at  once  extended  ;  the  east  pier  to  be  pro- 
longed a  distance  of  416  feet  in  its  present  direction,  and  the  west 
pier  320  feet  parallel  with  the  other^  beginning  at  the  point  which 
was  suggested  in  the  report  of  Mr.  J.  A.  Potter,  the  former  agent 
here,  of  September,  1853.  Unless  an  extension  of  this  sort  be  made, 
it  will  be  diflScult  to  keep  the  harbor  entrance  clear.  Some  dredging 
will  also  be  required  here. 

For  these  several  objects  I  herewith  present  as  estimate,  marked  K, 
amounting  to  |41,498  94. 

As  it  is  very  important  that  the  work  should  be  completed  as  soon 
as  possible,  I  would  recommend  this  sum  be  granted  in  one  appropri- 
ation.

The  last  appropriation  made  for  this  harbor  was  ten  thonsand  dol- 
lars, ($10,000,)  granted  in  1852.  The  whole  of  it  wasexpended  by 
the  end  of  the  year  1855,  in  making  repairs  and  in  extending  the 
harbor  piers  according  to  the  approved  plans.  Fnll  reports  have  been 
tnade  by  my  predecessors  in  charge  of  tne  work  done. 

To  complete  this  harbor,  the  windward  pier  should  be  extended  out 
416  feet,  and  the  leward  pier,  say  288  feet.

same  per  crib  as  in  estimate  G,  presented  under  the  head  of  Monroe 
harbor,  Michigan — that  is  to  say,  |1,426  98  per  crib.

24.  CONKBAUT  HARBOR^  OHIO. 


The  last  appropriation  for  this  harbor  was  t&n  thousand  dollars, 
(|10,000,)  granted  in  the  year  1852. 

Captain  Stansbury,  my  predecessor  in  charge^  states  in  his  annual 
report  to  the  Topographical  Bureau  of  the  30th  of  September,  1856, 
that  with  this  sum  ^^  eight  hundred  and  ninety  ^890)  feet  of  pier 
have  been  entirely  rebuilt  upon  the  foundation  of  the  old  work ;  one 
hundred  and  twenty  (120)  feet  thoroughly  repaired ;  a  new  crane 
scow  built,  and  a  complete  survey  and  chart  of  the  harbor  made  and 
transmitted  to  the  bureau. 

A  new  appropriation  is  now  needed  to  complete  the  piers  of  this 
harbor.  They  do  not  at  present  extend  to  12  feet  depth  of  water. 
To  do  this  will  require  that  the  west  pier  be  prolonged  352  feet,  and 
the  east  pier  288  feet.  The  first  will  require  an  edition  of  eleven 
(11)  cribs,  and  the  second  an  addition  of  nine  (9)  cribs,  each  32  feet 
long  ;  total  for  both  piers  20  cribs,  similar,  and  costing  the  same  per 
crib  as  is  stated  in  detail  in  estimate  G,  presented  under  the  head  of 
Monroe  harbor,  Michigan — that  is  to  say,  $1,426  98,  including  super- 
intendence, workmanship,  and  all  contingencies. 
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Then  20  cribs,  at  $1,426  98  each,  give  for  the  cost  of

25.    SRHS  HARBOR,   PENNSTLVAITIA. 

The  whole  of  the  last  appropriation  made  by  Congress  fbr  this  har- 
bor has  been  expended  upon  it,  and  it  has  been  a  matter  of  gfeat 
regret  that  there  have  not  been  means  in  hand  for  making  certain 
repairs  that  are  greatly  needed  here. 

The  north  channel  pier  is  in  bad  condition  at  several  points  where, 
in  consequence  df  breaches^  a  portion  of  the  stone  ballast  has  been 
washed  out,  and  the  ties  have  given  way. 

The  north  breakwater  pier  is  also  in  bad  condition  from  similar 
causes.  The  action  of  the  sea  in  every  gale  of  wind  increases  these 
damages ;  and  if  they  be  not  soon  repaired,  the  harbor  must  be  seriously 
injured.  Buch  a  catastrophe  would  be  very  injurious  to  the  commer- 
cial interests  of  Erie,  and  to  those  of  the  other  lake  ports  in  trade  with 
Erie. 

The  south  channel  pier  is,  generally,  in  good  condition,  though 
even  here  some  slight  repairs  are  necessary. 

Dredging  to  the  amount  of  seventeen  thousand  (17,000)  cubic  yards 
on  the  inner  bar,  and  ten  thousand  (10,000)  cubic  yards  on  the  outer 
bar,  is  necessary  to  enable  vessels  drawing  as  much  as  nine  (9)  feet  to 
enter  and  depart  without  difficulty.  For  these  several  objects,  I  here- 
with present  an  estimate,  marked  L  1,  amounting  to  |8,638. 

I  would  recommend  that  this  sum  be  granted  in  one  appropriation, 
and  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  because  the  longer  tne  breaches  in 
the  piers  are  allowed  to  remain  unattended  to,  the  more  costly  it  will 
be  to  repair  them. 

I  gather  from  the  last  year's  annual  report  of  Brevet  Colonel  Turn- 
bull,  of  the  corps  of  Topographical  Engineers,  my  predecessor  in  charge 
of  this  and  the  other  lake  harbor  works  eastward  of  this  point,  that 
*Hhe  measures  recommended  by  the  board  of  engineers  as  necessary 
to  give  full  value  to  the  natural  advantages  of  this  harbor  are— ^ 

1.  The  modifications,  repair,  and  extension  of  the  present  piers  at 
the  eastern  entrance,  to  secure  the  proper  depths  of  water  between  the 
lake  and  the  bay,  or  harbor,  within. 

2.  The  oonftroction  of  channel  piers  to  form  a  western  entrance  at 
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or  near  the  breach  in  Peninsular  Point,  and  the  security  of  the  beach 
on  either  hand. 

3.  The  checking  of  the  abrasion,  and  restoring  of  the  original  water 
line  of  the  island  as  far  as  this  may  be  practicable. 

The  board  recommended  that  the  eastern  entrance  be  increased  to 
five  hundred  (500)  feet  in  width,  by  building  a  new  south  pier  and 
removing  the  old  one,  and,  also,  to  extend  the  north  pier  into  twelve 
(12)  leet  water.  They  also  recommended  the  construction  of  piers  and 
breakwaters  to  form  an  entrance  at  the  west  end  of  the  bay  ;  to  close 
the  present  breach  in  the  peninsula,  and  to  prevent  the  abrasion  of 
the  beach  by  brush  work.  It  is  also  suggested  by  them  that  the 
small  balance  of  the  appropriation  on  hand  (at  that  time)  be  applied 
to  the  latter  object,  as  a  measure  of  pressing  necessity  in  view  of  the 
safety  of  this  valuable  harbor." 

Colonel  TurnbuU's  report,*  dated  September  1,  1856,  goes  on  to 
state  that  his  operations  in  the  years  1855  and  1856  were  confined  to 
this  latter  object,  namely,  the  closing  of  the  breach  in  the  peninsula, 
and  the  protection  of  the  beach  or  shore  by  brush  wood,  and  that  his 
experiments  proved  successful. 

1  will  here  add  that  the  good  effects  of  this  measure  continue  to  be 
apparent. 

The  estimate  of  the  board  of  engineers  of  the  cost  of  completing 
this  harbor  in  a  permanent  manner,  according  to  their  plan  as  above 
detailed,  was  as  follows,  viz :  (See  page  385,  of  part  2d  of  Senate 
(Ex.)  Doc.  No.  1,  of  the  34th  Congress,  1st  session.) 

1.  For  the  eastern  entrance |56,760  00 

2.  For  the  western  entrance 212,345  37 

Total 269,105  37 


For  the  new  pier  work  to  form  the  breakwater  and  piers  contem* 
plated  in  the  plan,  the  board  assumes  eight  hundred  dollars  ($800)  for 
the  cost  of  a  single  crib  to  be  placed  in  twelve  feet  depth  of  water,  and 
to  be  thirty  feet  long,  twenty  feet  wide,  and  seventeen  feet  high  from 
the  bottom  to  the  flooring  at  top.  This  price  must  have  been,  we 
think,  founded  on  prices  for  materials  and  labor  which  are  not  now 
applicable.  There  is  no  case  of  pier  work  for  a  harbor  requiring  more 
strength  in  the  structures,  in  order  to  resist  the  force  of  the  lake  sea, 
than  that  here  contemplated.  Under  this  impression  we  have  felt  it 
to  be  due  to  the  subject  to  present,  for  consideration,  a  new  estimate 
for  this  work.  It  is  hereto  attached,  marked  L  2,  amounting  to  the 
sum  of  1417,499  96. 

In  arriving  at  this  result  we  have  estimated  no  higher  for  the  sev- 
eral items  of  cost  and  labor  than  what  we  have  ascertained  to  be 
actual  business  prices. 

Our  estimate  of  the  cost  of  a  single  crib,  thirty-two  feet  lon^,  twenty- 
feet  wide,  to  be  exposed  to  the  action  of  a  strong  lake  sea  m  severe 
storms,  in  twelve  feet  water,  is  |1,525  16.     We  do  not  think  it  can 

*Iii  mtnQscript  in  the  Topofnphical  Bunaui  at  Waafaiogton. 
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with  safety  be  reduced.  It  ia  less  than  we  haye,  in  several  oases, 
estimated  for  a  crib  of  the  same  dimensions  for  works  of  a  similar 
character  on  Lake  Michigan. 

In  the  cases  of  Black  lake  and  Grand  river,  on  Lake  Michigan, 
(see  estimate  D  and  E,  antey)  where  the  crib  is  of  the  same  dimensions 
as  in  the  present  case,  the  estimate  is  |1,696  80  per  crib. 

In  view  of  the  great  importance  of  this  harbor,  and  the  extent  and 
value  of  its  commerce,  we  would  recommend  that  our  estimate  for  its 
completion,  in  acordance  with  the  plan  of  the  board  of  engineers, 
namely,  four  hundred  and  seventeen  thousand  four  hundred  and 
ninety-nine  dollars  and  ninety-five  cents  (1417,499  96)  be  granted  in 
four  equal  annual  appropriations,  each  of  1104,374  99.  The  first 
vear's  appropriation  to  be  augmented  by  the  amount  of  estimate  L  1, 
being  for  repairs  required  immediately,  viz :  $8,638 ;  which  would 
make  the  first  year's  appropriation  |113,012  99  ;  that  is  to  say,  one 
hundred  and  thirteen  thousand  and  twelve  dollars  and  ninety-nine 
cents  for  the  first  year.  This  would  conduce  to  economy  in  allowing 
materials  to  be  procured  in  advance. 

No  work  could  be  carried  on  at  this  harbor  by  the  United  States  the 
past  season,  because  the  last  appropriation  was  exhausted. 

In  February  last  a  number  of  the  citizens,  ship  owners  and  others, 
of  Erie,  applied  for  the  use  of  the  United  States  steam  dredge  lying  at 
that  place,  for  the  purpose  of  dredging  the  channel.  A  favorable 
action  was  taken  upon  the  application,  which  was  approved  by  the 
Topographical  Bureau  and  the  War  Department; ;  and  the  parties  were 
informed  that  the  dredge  could  be  used  for  the  purpose  desired,  under 
the  control  of  this  office,  and  in  accordance  with  the  established  rules 
of  the  government  in  such  cases,  with  which  they  were  made  ac- 
quainted. After  a  considerable  portion  of  the  season  had  elapsed, 
however,  they  declined  the  use  of  this  machine,  and  no  dredging  was 
done.  The  papers  hereto  attached,  marked  from  L  3  to  L  7,  relate  to 
this  subiect.

dredging,  and  which  are  therefore  interested  in  the  preservation  of  the 
dredge  boat  and  her  scows.

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26.   DUNKIBK  HARBOR,   NEW  YORK. 

No  work  has  been  done  at  this  harbor  the  present  season,  for  want 
of  an  appropriation.  The  small  balance  of  $337  77  (three  hundred 
and  thirty-seven  dollars  and  seventy-seven  cents,)  remaining  from  the 
last  appropriation,  will  have  to  be  immediately  applied,  together  with 
a  portion  of  the  small  balance  appertaining  to  Buffalo  harbor,  in  re- 
pairing  the  United  States  steam  dredge  boat,  on  lake  Erie.*  Con- 
gress failed  to  make  appropriations  for  the  current  expenses  and  re- 
pairs of  the  steam  dredges  on  the  lakes  ;  consequently,  these  expenses 
nave  to  be  borne  out  of  the  appropriations  made  directly  for  the  har- 
bor improvements,  wherever  dredging  is  included  in  the  plan  of 
improvement. 

The  lake  gales  of  last  winter  and  spring,  and  of  the  present 
autumn,  have  caused  the  works  here  to  be  damaged  to  the  extent  of 
the  estimate  herewith  presented,  marked  M,  amounting  to  the  sum 
of  |5,299  96. 

I  would  recommend  an  immediate  appropriation  of  that  sum  to  be 
applied  with  as  little  delay  as  possible  to  the  repairing  of  these  dam- 
ages.    If  neglected  they  will  go  on  to  increase  with  every  gale. 

For  full  information  in  regard  to  the  plan  projected  by  the  board  of 
engineers,  and  approved  by  the  War  Department,  for  the  protection  of 
this  harbor,  I  beg  to  refer  to  the  annual  report  of  Brevet  Colonel  Wil- 
liam TurnbuU,  of  the  corps  of  Topographical  Engineers,  of  September 
1,  1855,  to  be  found  printed  at  pp.  382  to  384  of  part  2d  of  Senate 
(Ex.)  Doc.  No.  1  of  the  34th  Congress,  1st  session. 

The  importance  of  the  harbor  is  greatly  increased  from  its  being 
the  terminus,  on  lake  Erie,  of  the  New  York  and  Erie  Railroad.  This 
places  it  in  the  category  of  harbors  which  are  of  great  importance  to 
the  lake  commerce  generally.  In  addition  to  the  information  therein 
contained,  Colonel  Turnbull  adds,  in  his  annual  report  for  the  year 
1856,*  as  follows,  viz  : 

''  Eight  (8)  cribs  of  thirty  feet  in  length,  and  in  an  average  depth 
of  nineteen  (19)  feet,  were  placed  in  the  west  breakwater,  but  boister- 
ous weather  set  in  unusually  early  in  the  fall,  and  the  work  was  neces- 
sarily left  in  an  unfinished  state,  and  the  remarkably  rigorous  winter 
caused  great  destruction  of  the  work. 

**  Five  of  the  eight  cribs  were  wrecked  by  the  ice.  Crib  No.  8 
was  carried  off  entirely,  and  the  others  were  cut  down  to  various  depths 
below  the  surface  of  the  water.  The  work  was  resumed  this  season 
[that  is  in  1856]  on  the  17th  May,  but  has  been  very  much  retarded 
in  consequence  of  having  to  build  on  the  debris  of  the  old  work,  much 
of  which  had  to  be  removed,  and  the  new  work  fitted  to  the  old. 
Although  the  season  has  been  rather  boisterous  for  work,  yet  very  good 
progress  has  been  made.  The  part  wrecked  last  winter  has  been  re- 
built, and  some  addition  will  be  made  to  the  length  of  the  breakwater 
before  the  season  closes." 

The  estimate  of  the  board  of  engineers  for  completing  this  work  will 
be  found  printed  at  pages  383  and  384x>f  the  last  mentioned  document. 
The  amount  of  the  estimate  is  |192,600  81.

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Here  we  are  again  compelled  to  present  a  new  estimate  of  the  ooet 
of  constructing  this  work  in  accordance  with  the  plan  of  the  board. 
The  plan,  we  may  he  permitted  to  say,  is  able,  and  well  adopted  to 
the  wants  of  commerce,  if  the  work  he  constructed  in  a  manner  to  ren- 
der it  permanent  in  its  character  ;  otherwise  constructed,  it  would  soon 
become  useless  for  the  purposes  intended  to  be  subserved  by  it. 

For  a  work  like  this  to  be  founded  in  a  depth  of  eighteen  (IS)  feet 
of  water,  and  subject,  as  it  will  be,  to  be  battered  in  every  gale  by  a 
powerful  action  of  the  lake  sea,  the  strength  appertaining  to  the  plan 
of  construction  shown  by  the  drawings  in  sheet  G,  No.  21,  or  our 
case  3d  of  crib  work  now  in  the  Topographical  Bureau,  and  corres- 
ponding to  the  specifications  to  be  found  in  the  table  T  3,  at  pp.  18 
to  21  of  Senate  (Ex.)  Doc.  No.  16  of  the  34th  Congress,  3d  hession, 
ought  at  least,  I  would  suggest,  to  be  insured  to  it. 

According  to  this  rule,  the  cribs  for  the  breakwater  will  be,  each, 
30  feet  long,  23  feet  high  from  the  soil  at  bottom  to  the  flooring 
at  top,  and  they  will  be  25  feet  wide. 

The  cost  of  such  a  crib,  according  to  the  accompanying  estimate, 
marked  M  2,  will  be  |2,466  28.

That  is  to  say,  four  hundred  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighteen  dollars  and  sixty-six  cents  for  4,655  feet,  lineal,  of  break- 
water pier  work.* 

Such  a  harbor,  constructed  upon  principles  to  render  it  durable  and 
.reliable  as  a  port  of  refuge  in  times  of  severe  storms,  would  not  only 
^be  a  valuable  acquisition  to  the  general  navigation  and  commerce 
•carried  on  through  the  chain  of  our  great  lakes,  but  is  absolutely 

*  Thia  ii  at  the  rate  of  186  33,  iie«riy,  per  lineal  foot  for  a  depth  of  18  feet  of  water. 
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Decessary  for  our  navy  in  times  of  war.  Taken  in  connexion  with 
this  view  of  the  subject,  the  cost,  as  above  presented,  is  surely  not  an 
objection.  It  is  not  more  than  might  ensue  from  the  disasters  of  a 
single  season  to  an  armed  fleet,  if  deprived  of  such  a  port  of  refuge  on 
this  lake. 

Colonel  TurnbuU,  in  his  annual  report  for  the  year  1855,*  states 
the  annual  amount  of  tonnage  arriving  at  and  departing  from  this 
place  to  be  three  hundred  thousand  (300,000)  tons. 

In  his  report  for  the  year  1854, f  he  states  the  amount  of  the  com- 
merce of  this  port  to  have  been,  for  the  year  ending  August  31,  1854, 
as  follows,  viz :

I  would  recommend  that  the  amount  of  our  estimate  for  completing 
this  work  (|401,818  66)  be  granted  in  five  equal  annual  appropria- 
tions of  $80,363  73.  This  sum,  increased  hy  the  amount  of  estimate 
M  1  ($5,299  96)  required  for  immediate  repairs,  will  increase  the 
amount  required  the  first  year  to  the  sum  of  $85,663  69.

27.    BUFFALO  HARBOR,   NEW  TORK. 

No  work  has  been  done  at  this  harbor  the  present  season  for  want 
of  means. 

A  portion  of  the  protection  wall  is  injured,  and  ought  to  be  repaired 
mmed  lately. 

I  agree  with  Colonel  TurnbuU  in  recommending  the  rebuilding  the 
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wall  about  the  light-house.  From  its  present  defective  condition  that 
important  structure  is  in  danger.  I  also  agree  with  him  in  recom- 
mending a  renewal  of  the  tow-path  in  a  manner  to  correspond  in 
character  with  the  wall.  Its  condition  is  now  very  bad,  even  worse 
than  it  was  at  the  time  of  Colonel  Tu^nbuirs  last  report,  dated  Sep- 
tember 1,  1856,  to  be  found  in  the  Topographical  Bureau  in  manu- 
script. It  should  have  immediate  attention,  or  the  consequences  to 
the  harbor  will  be  serious. 

For  the  cost  of  these  improvements  I  beg  leave  to  refer  to,  and  pre- 
sent again,  the  estimates  given  in  detail  by  Colonel  TnrnbuU,  which 
will  be  found  printed  in  Senate  (Ex.)  Doc.  No.  1,  of  the  34th  Congress, 
first  session,  part  2,  at  pp.  381  and  382.  The  same  estimates  were 
again  presented  by  him  in  September,  1856,  for  these  items,  as  fol- 
lows, viz: 

For  the  repair  of  the  tow-path  of  the  south  pier |18,620  85 

For  rebuilding  the  wall  in  front  of  the  light-house 1,589  00 

To  this  last  item  I  must  now  add  50  per  cent,  for  dete- 
rioration of  the  wall  since 794  50 

Also  for  dredging  (now  required)   10,850  cubic  yards 
along  the  south  pier  and  off  the  pier  head,  at  50  cents 

per  cubic  yard 5,425  00 

And  for  contingencies,  such  as  repairs  of  steam  dredge,

In  view  of  the  great  importance  of  this  work,  and  the  preservation 
of  the  harbor  in  good  condition,  for  the  sake  of  the  general  lake  com- 
merce, I  would  most  respectfully  and  urgently  recommend  that  the 
above  sum  of  twenty-seven  thousand  six  hundred  and  seventy-nine 
dollars  and  thirty-five  cents  be  granted  in  one  appropriation,  and  at 
an  early  period. 


AN  ABDITIOKAL  STEAM  BREDOK  BOAT  FOR  LAKE  ERIE. 

I  beg  leave  respectfully  to  recommend  the  immediate  building  of 
another  steam  dredge  with  six  drop-bottom  mud  scows  for  Lake  Erie. 
At  present  there  is  but  one  dredge  boat  with  four  mud  scows  on  this 
lake.  They  are  entirely  inadequate  to  the  performance  of  half  the 
work  required  in  aid  of  the  harbor  improvements  now  going  on  upon 
this  lake,  and  often  while  they  are  at  work  for  one  harbor,  others  are 
suffering  great  iojury  for  want  of  similar  services. 

Owing  to  the  sandy  nature  of  our  lake  coasts  dredging  is,  and  must 
always  be,  an  essential  element  in  the  improvement  and  preservation 
of  their  harbors.  Fortunately,  experience  has  fully  shown  that  this 
necessary  operation,  although  in  many  cases  it  must  be  an  habitual 
yearly  one,  is  the  least  expensive  mode  of  keeping  these  harbors  open 
to  navigation  and  free  of  daogerous  shoals. 
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For  an  additional  dredge  boat  and  six  mud  soows  for 
Lake  Erie,  and  for  two  additional  mnd  scows  to  attend 
the  dredge  boat  now  on  this  lake,  I  herewith  present 
an  estimate  marked  N  1,  amounting  to $19,232  0 

I  also  present  another  estimate,, marked  N  2,  for  the  re- 
pair of  the  present  dredge  boat  on  this  lake,  and  her 
scows,  amounting  to 1,950  00

28.   OAK  OBCHARD  HABBOR,  NBW  YORK. 

The  balance  of  the  former  appropriation  which  remained  on  hand 
for  this  work  when  I  took  charge  of  it  has  been  expended  the  present 
season  in  dredging  the  harbor. 

The  work  was  commenced  on  the  29th  of  July  and  continued  to  the 
1 6th  of  September,  inclusive,  1 857.  Within  thattimeeleven  thousand  one 
hundred  and  sixteen  (11,116)  cubic  yards  were  excavated  and  removed. 

When  the  dredging  was  commenced  no  more  than  five  and  a  half 
leet  could  be  carried  into  the  harbi>r. 

It  was  deepened  by  the  operation  to  full  eight  feet  through,  and 
but  for  a  few  intervening  lumps  there  would  be  nine  feet.  The  in- 
habitants of  this  place  and  its  vicinity,  stimulated  by  the  good  effects 
of  the  dredging,  raised  the  sum  of  $1,000,  which  was  expended  in 
continuing  the  operation  after  the  balance  of  the  United  States  appro- 
priation was  exhausted.  The  custody  and  direction  of  the  Unitetl 
States  dredge  boat  was  continued,  however,  as  before,  by  this  office, 
and  the  work  directed  by  it  according  to  the  established  government 
rate  in  such  cases.  For  full  information  on  this  point  I  refer  to  the 
accompanying  documents,  marked  S  6  to  S  10,  under  the  head  of  Os- 
wego harbor,  and  O  1  to  0  12,  under  the  present  head 

The  statement  marked  0  3  shows  the  number  of  scow  loads  and 
cubic  yards  that  were  excavated  and  removed  each  day,  Sunda}s  ex- 
cepted, from  the  28th  of  July  to  the  16th  of  September,  inclusive,  1857. 

There  is  water  enough  in  the  channel  of  this  harbor  now  to  enable 
vessels  drawing  eight  (8)  feet  to  enter,  and  a  beacon-light  should  be 
erected  for  their  benefit 

About  408  feet  of  the  harbor  pier  is  in  bad  condition,  and  requires 
repairs. 

The  whole  of  the  east  pier,  735  feet  long,  is  in  a  state  of  great 
decay,  and  ought  to  be  immediately  .repaired.  For  these  objects  I 
herewith  present  an  estimate,  marked  0  13,  amounting  to  |9,736  65. 

I  would  recommend  the  granting  of  this  sum  without  delay,  in 
order  to  prevent  a  rapid  increase  in  the  dilapidation. 

The  plan  of  the  board  of  engineers  for  completing  this  harbor  is  to 
extend  the  piers  out  to  15  feet  depth  of  water  in  Lake  Ontario.  This 
will  require  for  the  west  pier  an  extension  of  608  feet,  or  say  VJ 
cribs,  each  32  feet  long,  and  for  the  east  pier  an  extension  of  544  feet, 
equal  to  17  cribs  of  the  same  length,  making  a  total  of  36  cribs,  each 
32  feet  longr,  20  feet  wide,  and  of  an  average  height  of  18  feet  from 
the  soil  at  bottom  to  the  flooring  at  top  ;  the  average  depth  of  water 
they  will  occupy  being  thirteen  (13)  feet. 

For  thus  completing  the  piers,  and  for  the  necessary  dredging,  I 
herewith  present  an  estimate,  marked  0  14,  amounting  to  $51,701  90. 

I  would  recommend  that  this  sum  be  granted  in  three

Sir  :  I  arrived  here  yesterday  with  the  United  States  dredge,  and 
three  scows,  having  lost  one  by  the  ring  bolts  all  pulling  out.  The 
wind  was  fair  and  the  sea  high.  The  other  three  are  much  braised 
by  collision  with  each  other  in  towing,  and  we  had  much  difficulty 
in  saving  them. 

There  is  no  wood  here,  except  that  which  can  be  obtained  from  the 
farmers,  and  I  have  made  arrangement  with  several  parties  to  have 
it  delivered  next  week. 

The  water  here  is  quite  shoal,  and  we  can  only  dredge  when  it  is 
very  smooth. 

The  nearest  village,  or  post  office,  is  called  Carlton,  a  mile  from 
here,  to  which  place  you  will  please  address  your  letters  to  me. 
Rochester  is  next  harbor  to  this,  thirty-six  miles  distant. 
A  tug,  in  comiug  here,  would  have  been  of  no  service,  as  she  could 
not  have  entered  the  creek  for  want  of  water,  and  the  sea  breaks  all 
the  way  across  the  mouth.

Sir  :  You  will  please  receive  enclosed  the  voucher  ot'Erastus  Rogers 
for  work  at  Sodus  Point.     I  trust  you  have  received  all  the  vouchers 
for  accounts  made  against  the  dredge  to  the  21st  of  July. 

The  inhabitants  in  this  vicinity  have  raised  one  thousand  dollars, 
(|1,000,)  to  be  expended  under  your  direction  in  deepening  the  chan- 
nel to  this  harbor  ;  and  they  hope  that  their  application  to  you,  to  have 
the  dredge  work  out  this  fund,  will  meet  your  approval,  and  they  are 
now  awaiting  with  much  interest  a  favorable  response. 

Our  work  progresses  as  favorably  as  could  be  desired.  In  operating 
in  the  gravel,  we  raise  from  500  to  600  yards  per  day  ;  in  the  clay  and 
stone,  from  300  to  400  yards  per  day. 

The  lake  winds  come  up  so  suddenly  now  that  it  will  not  be  pru- 
dent to  attempt  to  get  to  Oswego  without  a  tug,  and  the  expense  will 
probably  be  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($150.)

Sir:  I  am  very  glad  the  inhabitants  of  Oak  Orchard  harbor 
and  its  vicinity  have  determined  to  contribute  a  sum  of  money  for 
continuing  the  dredging  of  that  harbor.  You  are  authorized  to 
continue  the  dred^ng  of  it  as  long  as  you  can  work  the  present  season, 
provided  they  keep  you  supplied  with  ten  days'  advance  of  funds  ^  to 
cover  your  own  pay,  the  pay  of  the  engineer,  foreman,  and  all  the 
crew,  and  all  expense  of  working  the  dredge,  including  fuel,  oil,  and 
all  repairs  to  keep  the  dredge  and  her  scows  in  good  working  order, 
under  your  direction,  acting  under  the  orders  of  this  office.  On  no 
other  conditions  am  I  authorized  to  assent  to  their  proposition  ;  and, 
in  case  the  inhabitants  comply  with  this  rule,  you  will  have  it  dis- 
tinctly understood  by  them,  the  crew  of  the  vessel,  and  all  persons 
with  whom  you  deal,  that  neither  the  United  States,  nor  the  dredge 
boat,  nor  the  scows,  nor  their  appurtenances,  are  responsible  or  liable 
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for  any  expense  of  continuing  the  dredging,  after  the  amount  of  United 
States  funds,  above  mentioned,  shall  be  exhausted;  but  that  the  said 
inhabitants  are  solely  liable  and  responsible  after  that  period.  I  am 
compelled,  by  the  rigid  rule  of  the  department,  to  enter  nere  into  these 
particulars. 

On  the  first  failure  to  keep  you  thus  in  advance  with  funds  to  meet 
ten  days'  full  expenses,  you  will  proceed  with  the  dredgeboat  and  her 
scows  to  Oswego  to  lay  up  for  the  winter.  But  if  the  said  advance  of 
funds  is  kept  steadily  up  without  any  omission,  you  can  continue  the 
dredging  to  the  end  of  the  present  season  ;  and,  indeed,  in  that  case 
I  shall  be  disposed  to  reward  the  laudable  enterprise  of  the  inhabit- 
ants, by  allowing  the  dredge  to  be  laid  up  the  coming  winter  at  Oak 
Orchard,  provided  there  is  a  safe  place  for  mooring  her  where  she  will 
not  be  injured  by  ice  or  storms. 

You  will  please  give  me  an  immediate  answer  on  this  point,  it  being

Sir  :  In  relation  to  the  laying  up  the  United  States  dredge  at  this 
place,  I  do  not  consider  it  a  safe  place.  In  the  spring  the  current  is 
strong  ;  there  is  no  dock  of  any  kind  that  she  can  be  moored  to,  and  I 
would  not  lay  up  one  of  my  own  here.  When  at  Oswego,  I  found  that 
the  lowest  price  she  could  be  towed  to  Oswego  for  was  $130  ;  and  I 
intend,  if  possible,  to  save  enough  from  the  funds  of  the  inhabitants 
to  take  her  to  Oswego,  and  have  told  these  persons  so  here.  I  expect 
to  leave  here  about  Sie  20th  inst.,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  you,  as 
after  that  time  the  weather  will  become  too  stormy  to  operate  to 
advantage,  or  to  be  safe  for  the  scows  and  dredge. 

While  at  Oswego,  one  of  the  directors  of  the  Little  Sodus  and 
Auburn  railroad  informed  me  that  the  company  had  made  application 
to  the  War  Department  for  the  dredge  to  operate  at  that  place. 

She  can  operate  to  better  advantage  there,  for  the  reason  that  the 
gravel  can  be  deposited  in  the  bay  when  the  lake  is  rough. 

In  relation  to  the  number  of  yards  that  the  scows  hold,  I  will  send 
their  dimensions  to  morrow,  together  with  more  vouchers.

Sir  :  I  have  measnred  the  scows  under  your  orders  of  the  27th 
of  August.  They  are  as  follows,  viz :  Well  or  box,  length  at  top, 
21}§^feet;  well  or  box,  length  at  bottom,  21  |f  feet;  well  or  box, 
width  at  top,  9  feet ;  well  or  box,  width  at  bottom,  2iV  feet ;  well  or 
box,  perpendicular^  S^V  ^^^^'t  whole  length  of  the  scows,  40  feet;

You  will  please  receive  enclosed  two  plans  of  the  harbor  of  Big 
Sodus.  It  was  my  intention  to  have  operated  entirely  on  the  centre 
of  the  channel,  but  the  quicksand  prevented.  The  piers  there  are 
4*70  feet  apart. 

B^  the  1st  of  November  it  will  be  found  difficult  to  carry  in  the 
channel  of  Big  Sodus  a  greater  draught  than  9}  feet  of  250  wide,  as 
the  water  of  Lake  Ontario  is  unusually  high  now,  and  will  fall  over 
two  feet. 

I  shall  be  more  particular  with  the  soundings  of  this  harbor,  and 
measure  with  a  line  stretched  from  '^  pier  to  pier." 

An  arrangement  has  been  made  with  the  committee  of  the  citizens 
who  raised  the  $1,000  that  money  enough  is  to  be  held  in  my  hands 
to  defray  the  expense  of  taking  the  dredge  to  Oswego  or  Little  Sodus, 
as  you  shall  deem  most  proper.  She  would  be  wintered  or  laid  up 
more  safely  at  Little  Sodus  than  at  Oswego,  and  there  could  be  no 
danger  from  fire  or  freshet  in  the  spring. 

This  fund  will  probably  be  exhaust^  by  the  20th,  when  I.  shall 
telegraph  to  Oswego  for  a  tug,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  you. 

You  will  please  receive  enclosed  the  vouchereL  of  Jefferson  Edmonds 
for  wood,  and  of  J.  Murray  &  Sons  for  iron,  &c.  You  will  observe 
that  nothing  is  charged  to  the  United  States  fund  after  the  date  of 
your  order  of  the  18th  of  August,  giving  the  use  of  the  dredge  to  the 
citizens. 

I  shall  endeavor  to  put  the  scows  and  dredge  in  good  order  before 
leaving  here.  Trusting  what  has  been  accomplished  will  meet  your

In  order  to  reach  15  feet  of  water  in  the  lake,  the  west  pier  must  be 
extended  608  feet,  and  the  east  pier  544  feet. 

The  average  depth  occupied  by  these  piers  will  be  13  feet. 

There  will,  therefore,  be  required  for  the  west  pier  19  cribs,  and  for 
the  east  pier  17  cribs — total,  36  cribs— each  32  feet  long,  20  feet  wide, 
and  18  feet  high  from  the  soil  at  bottom  to  the  flooring  at  top,  and  13 
feet  high  from  the  bottom  to  the  water  level.  It  is  recommended  that 
these  cribs  be  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  drawings  in  sheet 
marked  G,  No.  20,  now  in  the  Topographical  Bureau,  and  the  speci- 
fications contained  in  table  T  2,  at  pp.  16  to  18  of  Senate  (Ex.)  Doc*

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29.   GENESEE  RIYEB  HARBOR,  NEW  TORE. 

This  harbor  is  at  the  mouth  of  Genesee  river.  It  is  sometimes  called 
Charlotte  harbor.  The  last  appropriation  made  by  Congress  for  it 
was  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,000)  in  1852.  It  was  nearly  all  ex- 
pended the  following  year,  under  the  direction  of  Colonel  Tarnbull, 
in  repairing  the  west  pier,  which  is  1,943  feet  long. 

The  east  pier,  2,034  feet  long,  was  reported  by  Col.  Turnbull,  as 
long  ago  as  September,  1853,  to  be  in  a  much  decayed  condition,  and 
an  appropriation  of  $21,530  was  recommended  by  him  for  its  repair, 
but  it  was  never  granted.  It  must  now  be  entirely  rebuilt  from  two 
feet  below  the  water  level  to  five  feet  above.  There  are  also  portions 
that  are  dilapidated  to  a  great  depth  below  the  water  surface,  and,  as 
Col.  Turnbull  justly  states,  in  his  two  last  annual  reports,  "  in  mod- 
erate gales  of  wind  it  is  entirely  submerged,  which  renders  the  ap- 
proach of  vessels  to  the  entrance  of  the  river  very  dangerous." 

For  this  object,  including  the  tearing  away  and  removal  of  the  de- 
cayed portion,  I  herewith  present  an  estimate  marked  P,  amounting 
to  $41,084  34. 

I  would  recommend,  in  order  to  prevent  the  ruin  of  the  harbor,  that 
this  appropriation  be  immediately  granted  in  one  appropriation.

30.   SODUS  BAY  HARBOR,  WAYNE  COUNTY,  NEW  YORK. 

There  has  heen  no  appropriation  for  this  harbor  since  that  granted  in 
1862,  which  amounted  to  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  ($10,000.) 
This  was  entirely  inadequate  to  the  repairs  of  the  piers  then  needed. 
It  was  nearly  all  expended  in  1853,  under  the  direction  of  Colonel 
TurnbuU,  in  repairing  the  east  channel  pier,  and  a  part  of  the  east 
harbor  pier. 

The  remainder  of  the  east  harbor  pier,  and  also  the  entire  west 
pier  from  the  beacon-light  to  the  beach,  is  entirely  rotten,  and  both 
must  be  rebuilt  from  two  feet  below  the  water  level  to  five  feet  above 
that  level. 

Unfortunately  these  repairs  have,  for  want  of  means,  been  so  long 
put  o£f  that  the  beacon-light  must  be  overthrown  by  the  failing  of  the 
timbers  in  the  first  severe  storm  that  shall  occur.* 

For  these  repairs  and  for  dredging  I  herewith  submit  an  estimate, 
marked  Q  1,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $40,806. 

I  recommend  that  it  be  granted  in  one  appropriation,  in  order  to 
save  the  harbor  from  ruin. 

I  cannot  better  present  the  importance  of  this  harbor  than  by  the 
following  extract  irom  the  last  annual  report  of  Colonel  TurnbuU, 
dated  September  1,  1856,  which  is  in  the  Topographical  Bureau,  in 
manuscript.     He  says : 

"  The  Sodus  Point  and  Southern  Railroad  Company,  organized  in 
1852  under  the  general  railroad  law  of  the  State  of  New  York,  pro- 

Cto  construct  a  railroad  on  the  broad  gauge,  from  Great  Sodus 
^ ,  on  Lake  Ontario,  by  the  shortest  route  practicable,  to  form  a 
connexion — through  a  portion  of  the  Canandaigua  and  Elmira  rail- 
road— with  the  New  York  and  Erie  railroad,  at  the  village  of  Elmira, 
This  road  is  already  begun »  and  only  about  thirty-five  (35)  miles  of 
road  remain  to  be  built  to  effect  this  connexion. 


*P.  8.  This  has  happened  since  the  above  was  written. 
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'^  This  road,  when  completed,  will  no  doubt  attract  a  good  propor- 
tion of  trade  to  this  bay,  which  is  peculiarly  well  adapted  to  accom- 
modate it  in  regard  to  space,  depth  of  water,  facilities  for  wharfing, 
and  perfect  security  in  storms.  As  a  harbor  of  refuge,  it  is  of  great 
importance  to  the  commerce  of  the  lakes." 

There  is  a  coast  light  on  the  west  bank  at  the  entrance  to  this  bay. 

The  small  balance  of  the  last  appropriation  was  expended  under 
the  direction  of  this  office  the  present  season  in  dredging  this  harbor. 

The  work  was  commenced  on  the  25th  of  June,  and  continued  to 
include  the  20th  of  July,  1857.  Within  that  time  there  were  nine- 
teen (19)  working  days,  and  there  were  excavated  and  removed  from 
the  channel  six  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty-three  (6,233)  cubic 
yards. 

Each  day's  work  is  given  in  the  accompanying  paper,  marked  Q  4. 
For  general  information,  please  refer  to  the  papers  marked  from  Q  1 
to  Q  9.  The  actual  expense  of  this  dredging  (exclusive  of  the  sum  of 
$164  44  expended  in  repairing  the  dredge  boat  and  scows  at  Oswego) 
was  as  follows,  viz :

The  cost  per  cubic  yard  of  this  dredging  was,  therefore,  11.16  cents — 
that  is  to  say,  eleven  cents  and  -/^V  P^r  cubic  yard  ;  and  the  average 
quantity  excavated  and  removed  per  day  wm  three  hundred  and 
twenty-eight  cubic  yards — that  is  to  say,  328  cubic  yards  per  day. 

When  the  dredging  was  commenced,  not  more  than  ten  (10)  feet 
could  be  carried  through  the  channel.  When  it  ended  for  the  season, 
on  the  20th  of  July,  1857,  twelve  (12)  feet  could  be  carried  through 
the  whole  width  for  one-third  the  distance  up  the  channel,  and  for 
half  the  width  (the  west  half)  the  remaining  distance.    This  was  of 
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great  advantage  to  navigation,  as  it  enabled  vessels  bonnd  coastwise 
to  take  refage  here  in  some  of  the  violent  autumnal  gales. 

The  completion  of  the  dredging  necessary  to  give  full  twelve  (12) 
feet  depth  entirely  between  the  channel  piers  should  by  all  means  be 
effected  next  season.  <

Sir  :  The  United  States  steam-dredge  for  lake  Ontario  has  been 
applied  for  by  the  inhabitants  to  dredge  the  harbors  of  Sodus  Baj, 
(Wayne  county,)  and  Oak  Orchard  Creek,  The  authorities  of  Oswego 
having  declined  her  use  for  the  present,  under  the  rules  laid  down  by 
the  War  Department,  the  dredge  will  be  employed  under  your  direc- 
tion in  dredging : 

Firsty    at  the  harbor  of  Sodus  Bay,  Wayne  county. 

Secondy   at  the  harbor  of  Oak  Orchard  Creek. 

The  expenses  of  putting  her  in  order  and  prepaf  ing  her  for  work 
will  be  charged  equally  to  the  appropriations  for  improving  these  two 
harbors.  The  current  expenses,  while  she  is  actually  employed,  will 
be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  the  harbor  for  which  she  is  actu- 
ally working. 

You  will  please,  therefore,  as  captain  of  the  dredge,  repair,  with  her 
and  her  scows  properly  manned  and  equipped,  to  Sodus  Bay,  in 
Wayne  county.  New  York,  and  proceed  to  dredge  out  the  entrance  to 
that  harbor  in  conformity  to  the  approved  plan,  with  which  you  are 
no  doubt  acquainted.  Should  you  think  it  necessary  to  employ  a  tow- 
ing steam  vessel  for  the  scows,  or  for  both  dredge  and  her  scows,  you 
are  authorized  to  do  so.  It  is  what  I  am  obliged  to  do  on  this  lake 
when  the  dredge  and  scows  have  to  be  moved  a  considerable  distance, 
in  order  to  insure  their  safety.  You  will  please  ascertain  accurately 
the  cubic  contents  of  the  scows,  and  keep  an  account,  in.  a  note  book, 
of  the  number  of  scow  loads  (and  hence  of  the  number  of  cubic  yards) 
excavated  and  removed  each  day.  Also  an  account  of  the  weather, 
with  reference  to  its  suitableness  for  dredging.  In  this  way  we  shall 
be  enabled  to  state  accurately  the  expense  per  cubic  yard  of  the 
dredging. 

Your  pay  and  emoluments  as  captain  of  the  dredge  will  be  as  here- 
tofore, when  similarly  employed.  The  rate  of  pay  you  propose  for  a 
competent  engineer,  in  your  letter  of  the  20th  ultimo,  viz,  sixty  dol- 
lars ($60)  per  month,  is  approved,  to  commence  from  the  time  of  his 
active  employment  as  such  ;  as  is  also  that  of  the  mate,  or  foreman,  at 
thirty  dollars  ($30)  per  month. 

I  herewith  enclose  to  your  order  a  draft,  on  the  United  States  assist- 
ant treasurer  at  New  York,  for  four  hundred  dollars,  ($400,)  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  the  dredging.  I  will  send  to  you,  by  to-mor- 
row's newspaper  mail,  a  roll  of  blank  vouchers  and  pay-rolls. 

Please  inform  me  does  your  letter  of  appointment  specify  your  full 
pay,  when  employed  as  agent,  to  be  four  dollars  per  day,  or  does  it 
say  $120  per  month?  Whichever  is  expressed,  must  govern  the  ex- 
pressed rate  in  stating  your  pay  accounts. 
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Your  two  packages  of  aocounts  have  been  received,  but  I  have  not 
had  time  jet  to  examine  them.     I  will  do  so  at  the  end  of  this  month,

In  your  letter  of  the 
16th  of  June  (and  I  have  had  none  since,)  you  ask,  does  my  letter  of 
appointment  allow  me  |120  per  month,  or  |4  ^r  day?  I  was  ap- 
pointed by  Col.  Turnbull  captain  of  the  dredge  in  1854.  In  1855, 
on  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Hatch,  I  was  substituted  in  his  stead,  and 
when  employed  upon  the  pier  I  received  $4  per  day,  but  I  never  had 
any  letter  of  appomtment  from  the  department.  In  making  up  the 
aocoimt  for  the  repair  of  the  pier  in  May,  I  charged  nothing  for  my 
services  to  it,  but  simply  my  |100  a  month  as  captain  of  the  dredge.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
the  8th  instant.  Without  being  otherwise  ordered  I  shall  leave  here 
on  the  Ist  of  August  for  Oak  Orchard. 

I  do  not  think  it  necessary  at  this  season  of  the  year  to  employ  a 
tug  to  take  us  there.  In  calm  weather  the  dredge  boat  will  make 
four  miles  an  hour  with  her  scows.  She  has  been  to  Little  Sodus, 
from  Oswego,  in  former  years,  three  times  with  her  scows,  and  each 
time  she  had  forty  cords  of  wood  on  her  and  the  scotos. 

Since  I  last  wrote  you  I  have  taken  from  one  of  my  vessels,  laid  up, 
a  large  anchor  and  chain,  which  will  give  us  additional  security, 
without  being  to  any  cost  on  the  part  of  the  government. 

We  find  here  much  quicksand,  and  a  large  portion  of  it  runs  out  of 
the  buckets  and  scows.  The  chains  have  been  lengthened  out  to  14 
feet,  at  an  expense  of  |12.  The  average  depth  of  the  channel  is  now 
increased  to  about  11^  feet,  and  she  raises,  as  usual,  from  300  to  400 
yards  per  day. 

I  have  placed  a  water  register  on  this  pier  as  a  guide  to  future 
measurements.     It  is  now  3  A  feet  above  low  water  mark.

The  only  appropriation  for  this  work  was  ten  thousand  dollars 
($10,000)  in  1852.  The  work  was  commenced  in  the  year  1854,  and 
with  the  appropriation  then  available,  two  hundred  and  forty  feet 
(240  feet)  in  length  of  the  west  pier  was  built,  and  a  deposit  of  stone 
was  made  to  connect  it  with  the  west  shore  of  the  bay,  in  order  to  the 
formation  of  a  beach.  It  has  had  a  good  e£fect.  A  channel  eight  feet 
deep  was  also  excavated  between  the  lake  and  the  bay.  Since  that 
period  no  further  work  has  been  done,  owing  to  the  want  of  means. 

To  complete  this  harbor,  by  extending  the  piers  to  twelve  feet  water 
in  Lake  Ontario,  will  require  an  addition  to  the  west  pier  of  608  feet, 
and  the  construction  of  an  east  pier  832  feet  long.  This  will  require 
19  cribs  for  the  west  pier  and  26  cribs  for  the  east  pier.  Total,  45 
cribs,  each  32  feet  long,  20  feet  wide,  and  ten  (10)  feet  average  height 
from  the  bottom  to  the  water  level,  or  15  feet  average  height  from  the 
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soil  at  bottom  to  the  flooring  at  top.  For  this  quantity  of  work,  to 
be  done  in  accordance  with  the  drawings  in  sheet  G^  No.  20,  now  in 
the  Topographical  Bureau,  and  also  in  the  archives  of  the  United 
States  Senate,  and  the  specifications  contained  in  the  table  marked  T 
2,  (pp.  16  to  18  Senate  (Ex.J  Doc.  No.  16,  of  the  34th  Congress,  3d 
session,)  and  for  dredging,  I  nerewith  present  an  estimate,  marked  B 
1,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $52,602  18. 

I  would  recommend  that  this  amount  be  divided  into  two  equal 
annual  appropriations,  each  of  $26,301  09. 

This  place  is  fifteen  miles  to  the  west  from  Oswego.  The  bay  is  one 
and  a  half  mile  long  from  north  to  south,  hj  an  average  width  of 
about  three  hundred  yards,  and  it  is  from  30  to  46  feet  deep ;  conse- 
quently, if  a  good  and  safe  entrance  were  secured  to  it  at  this  point,  it 
would  make  one  of  the  best  harbors  of  refuge  practicable  to  be  secured 
on  the  lakes.  The  terminus  of  the  ^'  Lake  Ontario,  Auburn  and  New 
York  railroad"  is  on  this  bay,  and  the  company  contemplate  pushing 
this  work  forward  to  <;ompletion.  When  this  shall  be  accomplished 
the  commerce  and  navigation  of  this  place  must  be  very  great,  pro- 
vided the  piers  be  constructed  to  keep  tne  entrance  open. 

A  company  has  just  been  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  called  **  The  Ontario  Bay  Harbor  Improvement  Associa* 
tion"  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  improvement  of  this  harbor. 
If  an  appropriation  be  granted  by  Ck)ngress,  the  company  would  join 
its  means  to  those  of  the  general  government  for  the  accomplishment 
of  this  very  desirable  object.  The  means  of  the  company  already 
amount  to  about  six  thousand  dollars,  ($6,000.)

The  officer  or  agent  is  to  have  no  connexion  with,  nor  respon- 
sibility ibr,  the  disbursement  of  the  money  so  furnished,  further  than 
that  he  may  give,  from  time  to  time,  in  compliance  with  any  bargain 
or  contract  made  under  such  provision  of  money,  a  statement  of  the 
amount  of  work  done  or  materials  supplied. 

2d.  It  must  be  perfectly  understood  by  the  authorities,  or  persons 
supplying  money  in  every  such  case,  that  the  direction  or  supervision 
by  the  government  officer  or  agent  of  the  operations  so  carried  on  is 
not  to  constitute,  nor  to  imply,  any  claim,  or  shadow  of  claim,  on 
Congress  for  reimbursements ;  nor  is  it  to  be  considered  as  pledging 
the  general  government  to  any  support  of  that  particular  work  or 
improvement  beyond  that  already  given  by  Congress.

Sir:  Your  telegraphic  despatch  was  forwarded  to  me  at  Fair 
Haven.  In  answer  I  would  state,  that  the  Ontario  Bay  Harbor 
Improvement  Association  organized  thifl  month,  under  the  laws  of 
this  State,  with  a  capital  subscribed  of  $6,000,  three*fourths  of  which 
is  subscribed  in  money  and  one-fourth  in  timber  and  labor,  the 
timber  to  be  subjeet  to  the  approval  of  the  government  su|>erinten- 
dent  of  lake  harbors^  and  at  such  prices  as  may  be  approved  and 
allowed  by  him. 

The  association  calculated  that  the  amount  of  $6,000,  thus  far  sub- 
scribed, would  suffice  to  put  in  300  feet  of  new  pier  work,  alike  in 
point  of  material  and  workmanship  to  that  already  constructed  by 
the  general  government.  A  contract  to  that  effect  is  agreed  upon 
between  contractors  and  the  association.  I  beg  respectfully  to  refer 
to  the  following  articles  of  the  association: 

Articlb  II. 

^*  The  object  of  forming  this  association  is  the  accumulating  a  fund* 
material  and  labor,  for  the  improvement  of  the  harbor  of  S^us,  in 
county  of  Cayuga,  and  State  of  New  York,  under  the  direction  of  the 
o£Scers  of  the  government  of  the  United  States  having  charge  of  lake 
harbor  improvements,  in  a  manner  that  shall  be  approved  of  by  the 
officers  of  the  government  of  the  United  States  having  charge  of  that 
department  and  locality.

Sec.  3.  ^^  Parties  fmbscribing  these  articles  who  shall  thereby  agree 
to  furnish  labor  or  materials  are  to  furnish  the  same  from  time  to 
time  when  required  by  the  superintendent  of  said  association,  subject 
to  the  law,  rules,  and  regulation  of  the  *  *  *  government  super* 
intendent,  and  at  such  prices  as  may  be  approved  and  allowed  by  the 
government  superintendent." 

The  association  would  respectfully  submit,  that  in  view  of  the 
present  depressed  state  in  monetary  affairs,  they  would  defer  the 
dredging  until  next  season  ;  but  have  the  timber  for  the  pier  work 
collected,  put  in  sha{>e,  and  the  cribs  made,  so  that  they  could  be  sunk 
in  spring,  as  early  as  the  season  would  permit.  Timber  is  collecting 
now,  suQect  to  your  inspection,  by  the  same  party  who  had  charge  of 
the  government  work  before,  under  Colonel  TurnbuU.

32.   OSWBGO  HARBOB,  NEW  TORK. 

The  works  for  the  protection  of  this  harbor  are  in  a  very  precarious 
condition. 

They  were  constructed  at  a  period  when,  it  would  seem,  there  could 
not  have  been  a  just  appreciation  of  the  force  of  the  lake  sea  which 
they  were  intended  to  resist. 

During  the  present  season  a  portion  of  the  work  has  crumbled, 
which  was  built  only  four  years  ago,  at  the  extremity  of  the  west  pier. 
The  crib  work  has  been  undermined  at  four  different  places,  and  the 
atone  washed  out  by  the  force  of  the  sea.  One  of  these  breaches  is 
within  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  the  light-house.  We  have  en- 
deavored t^  make  temporary  repairs  at  these  places,  in  the  best  manner 
practicable,  with  the  very  small  means  at  our  command  ;  and,  indeed, 
while  writing  this  report  our  attention  has  been  frequently  abstracted 
from  it  under  the  necessity  of  endeavoring  to  save  important  parts  of 
the  work  from  more  serious  injury.  We  have  not,  however,  the  means 
to  do  it  in  the  permanent  manner  required  to  make  it  last. 

I  consider  the  light-house  to  be  in  danger  from  the  storms  which 
must  occur  between  the  present  season  and  the  ensuing  spring. 

The  inner  harbor,  designed  to  be  protected  by  the  works,  is  also 
in  imminent  danger  of  being  seriously  injured,  if  not  altogether  ruined, 
nnless  immediate  appropriations  be  granted  for  the  most  urgent  re- 
pairs required. 
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For  these  repairs  I  herewith  submit  an  estimate,  marked  S 1 ,  amonnlr 
ing  to  $46,391  44. 

I  would  earnestly  recommend  that  this  sum  he  granted  with  as  little 
delay  as  possible,  and  in  a  single  appropriation,  because  it  is  very  im- 
portant that  the  requisite  materials  oe  collected,  and  certain  portions 
of  the  work  be  done  the  ensuing  winter.  The  whole  work  of  repairs 
should  be  in  full  vigor  on  the  opening  of  spring. 

The  harbor  of  Oswego,  whether  considered  in  a  commercial  or  mili- 
tary point  of  view,  is  undoubtedly  the  most  important  on  Lake  On- 
tario. 

By  canals  and  railroads  it  has  a  direct  commercial  connexion  not 
only  with  Syracuse,  Albany,  and  the  city  of  New  York,  but  also  with 
Philadelphia,  to  which  it  is  the  nearest  port  on  the  great  lakes.  The 
value  of  its  internal  and  coastwise  trade  is  not  less  than  sixty  millions 
of  dollars  per  annum,  the  statistics  of  which  I  shall  endeavor  to  pre- 
sent in  detail  in  a  future  report.  It  is  certainlv  the  most  extensive 
wheat  market  in  the  State  of  New  York,  and  its  trade  with  the 
Oanadas  is  greater  than  that  of  all  other  ports  in  the  United  States 
joined  together. 

The  Oswego  river  empties  into  Lake  Ontario  at  this  point.     It  is  a 

Sowerful  stream,  studded  with  falls  and  rapids,  and  the  water  power 
erived  from  it  operates  a  great  number  of  mills  and  other  factories. 

It  brings  into  one  torrent  within  its  channel,  the  waters  of  nearly 
all  the  small  lakes  in  the  western  part  of  the  State  of  New  York.  The 
united  waters  of  the  Canandaigua,  the  Seneca,  the  Cayuga,  Owasco, 
and  the  Oneida,  all  flow  into  it. 

Fort  Ontario  is  situated  on  the  east  side  of  this  harbor,  about  twelve 
hundred  feet  from  the  light-house.  It  overlooks  and  completely  com- 
mands the  harbor  entrance. 

It  is  an  important  work  in  the  chain  of  defences  requisite,  in  times 
of  war,  for  our  northern  frontier,  but  its  importance  would  be  greatly 
diminished  if  the  harbor  were  to  become  deteriorated  for  want  of  the 
requisite  protecting  works. 

Application  was  made  in  March  last,  by  the  corporate  authorities 
of  the  city  of  Oswego,  for  the  use  of  the  United  States  dredge  boat 
belonging  to  Lake  Ontario,  to  be  employed,  at  the  expense  of  tne  city, 
in  dredging  that  harbor.  A  favorable  action  was  taken  on  the  appli- 
cation, and  the  mayor  and  common  council  were  informed  that  die 
dredge  boat  and  her  four  scows  could  be  thus  employed  under  the 
uniform  rule  of  the  government  in  like  cases  ;  and  tne  specific  condi- 
tions contained  in  the  accompanying  paper,  marked  S  7,  were  offered 
and  accepted  by  the  city  authorities. 

Finding  afterwards,  however,  that  a  dredge  boat  more  suitable  to 
their  purposes  could  be  procured  elsewhere,  they  declined  the  use  of 
the  United  States  dredge,  and  she  was  employed,  as  has  already  been 
stated,  in  dredging  the  harbors  of  Sodus  bay,  Wayne  county,  and 
Oak  Orchard,  both  in  the  State  of  New  York, 

The  accompanying  papers,  marked  from  S  2  to  S  28,  are  referred  to 
for  explanation  on  this  subject.

3.  That  the  corporate  authorities  of  the  city  of  Oswego  shall  bear 
the  necessary  expenses  of  putting  the  boat  in  good  working  condition, 
of  keeping  her  in  said  condition  during  the  operations,  and  shall  de» 
liver  her  in  good  order  and  repair  at  the  end  of  the  working  season.

SiB :  Your  letter  of  the  22d  ultimo  is  received.  I  hereidth  enclose 
to  you  a  draft  on  the  assistant  treasurer  at  New  York  for  two  hun- 
dred and  seven  dollars,  being  the  amount  of  your  estimate  for  repair- 
ing the  harbor  piers  at  Oswego.     r|20'7.) 

The  stones  to  be  put  into  the  crios  should  be  the  heaviest  that  can 
be  procured ;  otherwise  they  are  easily  forced  from  their  positions  by 
heavy  seas.  The  timber  to  Be  added  in  the  repairs  should  be  fastened 
by  iron  bolts  at  least  1  inch  square  and  20  to  30  inches  long,  accord- 
ing to  circumstances. 

Please  keep  me  constantly  informed  of  the  condition  of  the  piers^ 
and  of  any  repairs  that  may  be  necessary. 

In  your  letter  of  the  22d  ultimo  you  say  ^'  the  common  council  do 
not  intend  at  present  to  use  the  United  States  dredge ;  and  I  do  not 
think  they  will  operate  it  this  season,  as  they  propose  now  to  work 
the  OiwegOy  or  spoon  dredse,  which  they  consider  better  adapted  for 
excavating  our  cnannel,  which  is  composed  of  large  stone  and  rock 
formation." 

'^  The  city  will  probably  make  use  of  our  scows,  as  the  Osgood 
dredge  is  without  any.'*' 

I  regret  that  I  did  not  know  all  this  in  the  first  instance,  because, 
under  the  circumstances  aboved  quoted,  I  could  not  consistently  have 
awarded  the  use  of  the  United  States  dredge  to  Oswego  when  other 
harbors  on  Lake  Ontario  are  equally  entitled  to  her  services,  and  were 
urgently  applying  for  them.  The  conditions  communicated  to  the 
mayor  of  Oswego  in  my  letter  of  the  7th  ultimo  were  based  upon  the 
understanding  on  my  part  that  the  city  council  would  at  once  proceed 
to  have  the  dredge  and  her  scows  put  in  complete  working  order  under 
your  direction,  and  set  them  all  to  work  in  dredging  the  harbor  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  plan  of  improvement  which  has  been  approved  by 
the  War  Department.  If  the  dredge  is  allowed  to  lay  up  without  the 
usual  repairs  after  a  working  season  she  and  her  machinery  will  de- 
teriorate materially.  Moreover,  it  is  a  principle  from  which  we  cannot 
depart,  that  the  United  States  scows  cannot  be  separated  from  the 
United  States  dredge,  to  which  they  are  essential  appurtenances.  The 
dredge  cannot  be  laid  up  at  Oswego,  because  other  harbors  are  equally 
in  want  of  her  services ;  and  wherever  she  goes  her  scows  must  accom- 
pany her.  You  will  please  explain  this  to  the  mayor  and  council, 
and  assure  them  that,  with  every  disposition  on  the  part  of  this  office 
to  forward  the  improvement  of  their  harbor,  I  am  compelled  to  with- 
draw the  dredge  and  her  scows  under  the  circumstances  reported  by 
you. 

In  the  meanwhile  you  will  lose  no  time  in  having  the  United  States 
scows  thoroughly  recaulked  in  case  they  require  it ;  also  the  machinery 
of  the  dredge  cleaned  up^  and  all  necessary  repairs  attended  to,  and

Sib  :  Your  letter  of  the  25th  ultimo,  with  the  resolution  of  the 
common  council  of  your  city,  passed  on  the  2Ist  ultimo,  accepting  the 
use  and  care  of  the  United  States  dredge  boat,  scows,  and  appurte- 
nances for  and  in  behalf  of  the  city  of  Oswego,  on  the  conditions  and 
stipulations  contained  in  my  letter  to  the  mayor  of  the  7th  ultimo, 
has  been  received.  From  a  letter  which  I  have  since  received  from 
the  United  States  custodian  at  Oswego,  I  fear  there  is  some  misunder- 
standing on  your  part  of  the  third  item  of  those  conditions  under 
which  it  was  intended  that  th^  dredge  should  be  immediately  put  in 
good  working  condition  at  your  expense,  and  then  immediately  put 
to  work  to  dredge  the  harbor. 

Mr.  Malcolm  informs  me  that  your  city  authorities  will  probably 
not  use  the  United  States  dredge,  but  propose  to  use  her  scows  to  tend 
an  Osgood  or  spoon  dredge  in  dredging  your  harbor.  I  beg  leave 
respectAiUy  to  state,  for  the  information  of  the  common  council,  that 
the  United  States  scows  cannot,  under  any  circumstances,  be  separated 
from  the  United  States  dredge  boat,  to  which  they  are  appurtenances. 
Moreover,  that  there  are  several  other  harbors  on  Lake  Ontario  that 
were  applicants  for  the  use  of  the  dredge  and  her  scows  at  the  same 
time  that  your  city  authorities  applied,  that  have  equal  claims  upon 
these  government  machines^  and  that  will  be  glad  to  have  the  use  of 
them  on  the  same  conditions  as  were  communicated  in  my  letter  to 
the  mayor  of  Oswego  of  the  7th  ultimo. 

I  have,  therefore,  been  obliged  to  instruct  Mr.  Malcolm,  the  United 
States  custodian  of  the  dredge  and  her  scows,  to  proceed  at  once  to  put 
them  in  complete  working  condition,  the  expense  to  be  charged 
against  such  harbor  as  these  vessels  shall  go  together  to  work  for 
inien  the  repairs  shall  be  completed.

Sir  :  Enclosed  you  will  please  receive  the  note  from  the  acting 
mayor  declining  the  use  of  the  United  States  steam  dredge. — (SeeS.  21 . ) 

Yesterday  the  city  voted  the  tax  to  raise  |10,000  for  the  purpose  of 
dredging  this  harbor. 

I  have  been  obliged  to  re-cover  the  upper  deck  of  the  dredge  with 
cotton  cloth,  and  have  it  painted  with  fire-proof  paint,  and  have  taken 
out  the  old  friction  rollers  and  journal,  and  have  replaced  them  with 
new  ones.     They  were  entirely  worn  out. 

The  scows  are  all  repaired.  I  have  put  in  them  six  new  cog-wheels 
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One*  of  the  scows  bad  its  end  pressed  in  bj  tbe  ice  last  winter,  and  tbe 
repairs  upon  tbem  have  been  considerable.  If  I  can  have  two  days, 
&ir  weather  this  week  I  shall  send  all  the  vouchers  for  the  repairs  of 
the  pier  and  dredge  on  the  25th  instant. 

I  have  engaged  the  same  engineer  that  we  have  had  for  the  last 
three  years,  and  at  the  same  compensation,  viz :  |60  per  month  ;  the 
mate,  or  foreman,  at  |30  per  month.

The  dredge  and  scows  have  b^n  repaired ;  engine  overhauled 
and  repaired ;  the  dredge  gearing  put  in  order  according  to  your  in- 
structions, and  now  await  your  further  orders. 
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I  have  put  cotton  drilling  on  the  upper  deck ;  it  is  of  the  same  quality 
as  was  originally  used  ;  it  has  been  on  a  week.  I  thought  of  the  sail 
cloth  for  covering,  but  supposed  it  might  take  too  much  paint ;  the 
boiler  has  been  pumped  up,  and  every  arrangement  made  to  start  im- 
mediately after  the  crew  and  stores  are  on  board.

Sir  :  After  the  acceptance  by   the  city  authorities  of  Osweeo,  New 
York,  of  the  use  of  the  United  States  steam  dredge  for  Lake  Ontario, 
for  the  purpose  of  dredging  that  harbor,  in  accordance  with  the  con- 
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ditions  commnnicated  to  the  bureau  in  my  letter,  No.  1T2^  of  April  7 
last,  (see  S  7,  arUe^)  which  were  afterward  approved  by  the  bureau 
and  the  War  Department,  I  received  a  letter  from'  Leander  Babcock, 
esq.,  chairman  of  the  common  council,  (the  mayor  being  then  absent,) 
declining  the  use  of  the  dredge.  A  copy  of  Mr.  Babcock's  letter  on 
the  subject  is  hereto  attached,  (marked  8  21,  arUe,) 

In  the  mean  time  the  dredge  and  her  scows  had  been  put  in  order 
for  active  work.  They  had,  therefore,  to  be  used  somewhere,  and  I 
directed  Captain  William  S.  Malcolm,  who  has  the  immediate  cus- 
tody of  them,  to  proceed  to  dredge  the  harbors  of  Sodus  bay,  Wayne 
county,  New  York,  and  Oak  Orchard  creek.  New  York ;  the  people  of 
these  harbors  being  the  next  applicants  for  her  use.  The  expenses  of 
putting  the  dredge  and  scows  in  working  order  to  be  charged  to  the 
appropriations  for  the  said  harbors,  and  the  actual  expenses  of  work- 
ing them  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  the  harbor  where  the 
work  is  actually  done.

33.    OGDENSBURG  HARBOR,  NEW  YORK. 

This  harbor  is  at  the  mouth  of  the  Oswegatchee  river,  on  the  river 
St.  Lawrence.  It  is  about  sixty  miles  below  the  outlet  of  Lake  Onta- 
rio, but  as  it  is  connected  therewith  by  an  extensive  navigation,  we 
range  it  under  Lake  Ontario  head. 

l%e  town  and  port  of  entry  of  Ogdensburg  is  situated  here.     It  is^ 
the  western  terminus  of  the  Northern  Railroad,  which  extends  to' 
House's  Point  on  Lake  Champlain,  and  has  a  connexion  thence  with 
New  York  and  Boston.    Being  opposite  to  Prescott,  in  Canada  West, 
and  about  130  miles  from  Montreal,  it  has  always  been  an  important 
point  in  our  military  operations  upon  this  frontier. 

A  great  quantity  of  flour,  grain,  and  merchandise  is,  since  the  con- 
struction of  the  railroad,  transhipped  here  both  for  the  interior  and 
coastwise.  Every  requisite  facility  for  this  business  has  already  been 
provided  by  the  Northern  Bailroad  Company.  What  is  now  wanting 
IS  proper  protection  for  vessels  lying  here.  A  survey,  preparatory  to 
the  necessary  plans,  was  made  last  season  under  the  direction  of 
Colonel  Tumbull,  but  I  have  not  been  furnished  by  the  Topographical 
Bureau  with  a  copy  of  the  map  derived  from  this  survey. 

In  the  absence  of  digested  plans  for  this  improvement,  I  would 
recommend  an  appropriation  for  its  commencement,  to  be  expended  in 
conformity  with  a  plan  to  be  first  approved  by  the  War  Department, 
of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  (|20,000.) 

AN  ADDITIONAL  STEAM  DREDGE  FOR  LAKE  ONTARIO. 

For  the  reasons  given  in  the  case  of  an  additional  steam  dredge 
with  appropriate  mud  scows  for  LeJte  Erie,  I  recommend  that  the 
same  be  granted  for  the  Lake  Ontario  harbor  works. 
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One  such  machine  is  entirely  insufficient  to  perform  the  dredging 
annually  required  for  the  harbors  on  this  lake,  and  there  is  now  only 
one. 

The  estimate  marked  N  1  under  the  head  of  **an  additional  steam 
dredge  boat  for  Lake  Erie,"  will  equally  serve  for  the  same  on  Lake 
Ontario.     I  therefore  offer  it  as  follows,  viz: 

1.  For  a  new  steam  dredge  boat,  with  machinery  and 
appurtenances $15,938  00 

2.  For  6  mud  scows  for  same 2,458  00 

3.  For  two  additional  mud  scows  for  the  present  steam 

dredge  on  Lake  Ontario 836  00 

Total  required  for  a  new  steam  dredge  and  8  mud  scows 
for  Lake  Ontario 19,232  00 


v.— LAKE  CHAMPLAIN  HARBOR  WORKS. 
34.    BURLINGTON  BREAKWATER,  VERMONT. 

This  work,  although  not  yet  completed  to  th«  full  length  designed 
to  be  given  to  it,  has  proved  a  most  valuable  protection  in  times  of 
storms,  to  steamboats  and  other  vessels  navigatmg  Lake  Champlain. 
It  is  now  one  thousand  and  sixty-nine  (1,069)  feet  long,  and  is  thirty- 
five  (35)  feet  wide  at  the  top  surface.  It  is  composed  of  wooden  crib 
work  filled  with  stone,  and  is  in  30  feet  water. 

The  last  crib  put  down  was  100  feet  long,  and  was  added  in  the 
year  1853.  It  was  not  entirely  finished  for  the  want  of  a  sufficient 
appropriation,  and  has  suffered  considerably  in  consequence. 

I  agree  with  Colonel  TurnbuU  in  recommending  that  it  be  extended 
so  as  to  bring  the  north  extremity  under  cover  of  the  point  of  land  to 
the  north,  and  thus  afibrd  a  more  complete  shelter  from^  the  north- 
westerly winds.  This  will  require  an  addition  of  two  hundred  (200) 
feet  in  length. 

For  this  purpose,  and  repairs  now  much  needed,  I  herewith  present 
an  estimate  marked  T,  amounting  to  $21,285  31. 

I  would  recommend  that  this  sum  be  granted  in  one  appropriation 
in  order  that  the  work  may  go  on  to  completion  without  further  delay. 
It  would  afibrd  important  protection  to  our  armed  ships  in  time  of 
war,  and  is  therefore  a  valuable  auxiliary  in  our  system  of  military 
defence  of  the  northern  frontier.  Under  this  consideration  alone  I 
would  respectfully  recommend  it  to  the  care  of  the  government. 

The  important  fortification  at  Bouse' s  Pointy  called  Fort  Montgomery, 
is  fifty  miles  from  this  place  ;  and  on  the  south  side  of  the  entrance 
to  Burlington  harbor  there  is  a  light-house  standing  on  Juniper 
island. 
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There  are  now  four  steam  dredge  boats  on  the  lakes  within  the 
district  assigned  to  my  charge,  namely : 

One  on  Lake  Michigan. 

One  on  Lake  Erie. 

One  on  Lake  Ontario. 

One  on  Lake  Champlain. 

It  is  very  important  that  they  should  be  constantly  kept  in  good 
working  condition.  To  do  this  requires  that  there  should  be  a  special 
fund  provided  for  that  object.  I  would  earnestly  recommend,  there- 
fore, that  for  this  purpose  the  sum  of  $2,500  be  appropriated  for  each 
of  these  machines  and  its  appurttnances  including  the  scows  ;  or, 
For  the  four  machines  and  their  appurtenances $10,000

Whilst 
ensaeed  in  drawing  up  this  report^  my  attention  has  been  frequently 
caUea  off  from  it  to  give  the  necessary  directions,  under  the  most 

Sressing  emergencies,  in  order  to  endeavor  to  check  the  work  of  dilapi- 
ation  threatened  by  the  violent  lake  storms  usual  at  this  season  of 
the  vear. 

This  has  unavoidably  delayed  the  report ;  but  I  considered  that  a 
paramount  duty  rested  upon  me  to  give  my  attention,  under  the  emer- 
gencies stated,  to  the  safety  of  the  works  whenever  I  had  the  means 
at  command.

Jabvabt  12,  1858. — Baolved,  That  the  President's  message  and  accompanying  docmnents 
be  printed  and  referred  to  the  Ck>mmittee  on  Foreign  Affairs,  except  so  much  thereof  as 
relates  to  the  conduct  of  Commodore  Paulding,  or  other  officers  of  the  navy,  having 
reference  to  the  Navy  Department,  and  concerning  the  construction  and  obedience  of 
the  orders  of  the  said  department  by  the  said  officers ;  which  is  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Naval  Affairs. 


To  the  House  of  Rqpresentatives : 

I  herewith  transmit  to  the  House  of  Representatives  the  reports  of 
the  Secretaries  of  State,  of  the  Treasury,  of  the  Navy,  ana  of  the 
Attorney  General,  with  the  accompanying  documents,  containing  the 
information  called  for  by  the  resolution  of  the  House  of  the  4th  in- 
stant concerning  ^^  the  late  seizure  of  General  William  Walker  and 
his  followers  in  Nicaragua,"  &c.,  &c.

The  Secretary  of  State,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  of  the 
House  of  Bepresentatives  of  the  4th  instant,  requesting  the  President 
to  communicate  to  that  House,  **  if  not  incompatible  with  the  public 
interest,  all  the  information  in  his  possession  in  relation  to  the  late 
seizure  of  General  William  Walker  and  his  followers  in  Nicaragua, 
together  with  such  instructions  as  may  have  been  given  to  our  naval 
officers  and  other  officials  pertaining  to  the  subject ;"  and  **the  fects 
and  information  which  rendered  it  probable  that  William  Walker  was 
engaged,  during  the  past  summer  and  fall,  in  preparing,  within  the 
limits  of  the  United  States,  in  violation  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  the 
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20th  of  April,  1818,  the  means  for  a  militarf  enterprise  against  the 
people  and  territory  of  Nicaragua ;  also,  copies  of  all  instructions, 
orders,  and  letters  addressed  by  and  to  the  various  officers  of  the  gov- 
ernment in  relation  thereto,  together  with  such  other  measures  as 
may  have  been  adopted  by  the  government  to  arrest  such  unlawAil 
enterprise,  and  to  execute  in  good  faith  the  provisions  of  the  neutral- 
ity laws^  embracing  the  instructions,  if  any,  under  the  authority  of 
which  Captain  Paulding  demanded  and  enforced  within  the  territorial 
limits  of  Nicaragua  the  surrenaer  of  Walker  and  his  command,  to- 
gether with  any  letters,  orders,  and  instructions  since  the  surrender 
of  Walker,  showing  how  far  and  to  what  extent  the  use  of  our  naval 
force  for  this  purpose  by  Captain  Paulding  has  been  approved  or  dis- 
avowed by  the  government  of  the  United  States ;  and,  further,  to 
communicate  to  this  House  whether,  prior  to  said  arrest,  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  had  undertaken  by  treaty  or  other  arrange- 
ment with  the  existing  government  of  Nicaragua  to  protect  said 
government  in  the  peaceable  enjoyment  of  the  transit  route  through 
Nicaragua,  between  the  Carribean  sea  andt  he  Pacific  ocean,  or  otherwise 
to  assume  the  protectorate  over  said  route  by  the  arms  of  the  United 
States,  if  necessary ;"  has  the  honor  to  lay  before  the  President  the 
papers  specified  in  the  subjoined  list,  which  are  all  those  on  record  or 
on  file  in  this  department  called  for  by  the  resolution  ;  and  to  report 
that  no  treaty  between  the  United  States  and  the  republic  of  Nicar- 
agua has  yet  been  ratified  by  the  parties,  and  that  there  is  no  in- 
formation on  that  subject  in  possession  of  this  department  which  it 
would  be  consistent  with  the  public  interest  at  this  time  to  commu- 
nicate.

The  undersigned,  minister  plenipotentiary  of  the  republics  of  Gau- 
temala  and  of  Salvador,  and  the  chargS  d'affaires  of  the  republic  of 
€o8ta  Rica,  have  the  honor  of  bringing  to  the  knowledge  of  his  ex- 
•cellency  the  Secretary  of  State  that  there  is  no  doubt  as  to  the  fietct 
1;hat  there  is  now  in  course  of  preparation,  in  the  southern  section  of 
the  United  States,  an  expedition  under  the  orders  of  Walker,  the 
^venturer ;  which  expedition,  according  to  the  notices  published  in 
the  public  journals,  will  sail  about  the  middle  of  this  month,  or  the 
beginning  of  the  next,  bound  for  Bocas  del  Toro,  where  it  wUl  take 
ihe  armament,  which,  now  ready  in  the  port  of  New  York,  is  to  be 
transferred  to  that  point.  It  is  probable  that  the  collecting  of  the 
members  of  the  expedition  and  of  the  armament,  at  that  point,  have 
for  their  object  the  entrance  of  these  new  invaders  into  Nicaragua 
through  the  port  of  San  Juan  del  Norte^  since  they  can  have  no  other 
point  from  which  they  could  effect  such  entrance. 

The  undersigned  hope  that  the  government  of  the  United  States, 
though  they  may  not  be  able  to  prevent  the  embarkation  of  this  ex- 
pedition, like  former  ones,  so  publicly  and  shamelessly  proclaimed, 
will  direct  that  a  vessel  of  war  of  the  United  States  shall  prevent  the 
debarkation  of  these  aggressors  in  Bocas  del  Toro,  and  give  formal 
orders  to  the  United  States  vessel  that  may  be  stationed  at  San  Juan 
del  Sur  to  repel,  also,  the  landing  of  the  expedition  along  that  coast, 
and  to  turn  them  back  to  the  United  States  as  violators  of  their  laws 
and  as  disturbers  of  the  peace  and  security  of  friendly  nations.

Sir  :  From  information  received  at  this  department,  there  is  reason 
to  believe  that  lawless  persons  are  now  engaged  within  the  limits  of 
the  United  States  in  setting  on  foot  and  preparing  the  means  for  mili- 
tary expeditions  to  be  carried  on  against  the  territories  of  Mexico, 
Nicaragua,  and  Costa  Rica,  republics  with  whom  the  United  States 
are  at  peace,  in  direct  violation  of  the  sixth  section  of  the  act  of  Con- 
gress approved  20th  April,  1818.  And  under  the  eighth  section  of 
said  act  it  is  made  lawful  for  the  President,  or  such  person  as  he  shall 
empower,  to  employ  the  land  and  naval  forces  of  the  United  States, 
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and  the  militia  thereof,  ^^  for  the  purpose  of  preventiDg  the  carrying 
on  of  any  such  expedition  or  enterprise  from  the  territories  or  juris-* 
diction  of  the  United  States."  I  am,  therefore,  directed  by  the  Presi- 
dent to  call  your  attention  to  the  subject,  and  to  urge  you  to  use  all 
due  diligence,  and  to  avail  yourself  of  all  legitimate  means  at  your 
command,  to  enforce  these  and  all  other  provisions  of  the  said  act  of 
20th  April,  1818,  against  those  who  may  be  found  to  be  engaged  in 
setting  on  foot  or  preparing  military  expeditions  against  the  territo- 
ries of  Mexico,  Costa  Rica,  and  Nicaragua,  so  manifestly  prejudicial 
to  the  national  character,  and  so  injurious  to  the  national  interest. 
And  you  are  also  hereby  instructed  promptly  to  communicate  to  this 
department  the  earliest  information  you  may  receive  relative  to  such 
expeditions.

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No.  4.]  Mr.  WiUiam  Walker  to  Mr.  Gasa. 

September  29^  1857. 

Bib:  It  is  correctly  reported  that  the  ministers  of  Costa  Kica  and 
Guatemala  have  asked  lor  the  active  interposition  of  the  United  States 
for  the  purpose  of  preventing  me  and  my  companions  from  returning 
to  Nicaragua.  This  request,  it  is  further  said,  is  hased  on  the  as- 
sumption that  I  have  violated,  or  intend  to  violate,  the  neutrality 
laws  of  the  United  States. 

The  want  of  all  official  intercourse  between  the  government  of  the 
United  States  and  that  of  Nicaragua  will,  I  hope,  be  a  sufficient  ex- 
cuse for  my  addressing  you  on  the  faith  of  a  public  rej^ort.  But  the 
rumor  comes  in  such  a  form  that  I  am  satisfied  the  ministers  of  Costa 
Bica  and  Guatemala  have  attempted  to  dishonor  the  republic  of  Nica- 
ragua in  the  eyes  of  the  United  States ;  and  I  am  further  convinced 
of  this  fact  by  a  decree  of  President  Mora,  dated  at  San  Jose,  on  the 
7th  of  August  last,  and  ordered  to  be  communicated  to  the  diplomatic 
eorps  generally. 

The  ministers  of  Costa  Bica  and  Guatemala  attempt  to  humiliate 
Nicaragua  by  presenting  themselves  to  the  United  States  as  her  pro- 
tectors and  guardians.  In  behalf  of  the  republic  of  which  I  claim  to 
be  rightful  and  lawful  chief  executive,  I  protest  most  earnestly  against 
this  assumption  on  the  part  of  Costa  Bica  and  Guatemala,  and  ask 
that  the  government  of  the  United  States  will  not  permit  itself  to  be 
Mfluenced  by  such  pretensions  on  the  part  of  these  two  Central  Ameri- 
can powers.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  United 
States  will,  by  its  conduct,  assert  and  vindicate  the  independence  of 
its  sister  republic,  the  sovereign  State  of  Nicaragua. 

It  is  my  duty  further  to  say,  that  the  people  of  Nicaragua  have  not 
consented  to  the  military  authority  at  present  exercised  over  them  by 
the  agents  of  Costa  Bica  and  Guatemala,  and  that  they,  therefore, 
cannot  be  held  responsible  for  any  interference  of  these  latter  States 
in  the  administration  of  the  municipal  laws  of  your  government. 
Conceiving  that  the  ministers  of  Costa  Bica  and  Guatemala  cannot 
justify  any  suggestions  they  make  to  the  United  States  concerning  the 
execution  of  its  own  acts  of  Congress,  I  desire  to  relieve  Nicaragua 
from  any  responsibility  for  such  officious  and  intermeddling  sugges- 
tions. 

So  far  as  any  violation  on  my  part  of  the  acts  of  Congress  is  con- 
cerned, I  deny  the  charge  with  scorn  and  indignation.  Having 
been  received  in  the  United  States  when  forced  for  a  time  to  leave 
Nicaragua,  I  have  in  all  respects  been  obedient  to  its  laws.  And 
permit  me  to  assure  you  that  I  shall  not  so  far  forget  my  duty  as  an 
officer  of  Nicaragua  as  to  violate  the  laws  of  the  United  States  while 
enjoying  the  rights  of  hospitality  within  its  limits.

[Tmnslatioii.] 

Washington,  October  8,  1857. 
Sir  :  It  is  the  solemn  duty  of  every  independent  State  to  maintain 
its  national  dignity  as  well  as  to  preserve  its  sovereign  rights ;  but 
there  are  such  crises  in  the  affitirs  of  nations  that  some  of  the  usual 
forms  of  diplomacy,  some  of  those  mere  points  of  etiquette,  may  well 
be  dispensed  with.  In  such  circumstances  the  necessity  of  the  case 
furnishes  the  proper  rule.  Such  a  condition  of  things  now  exists  in 
the  a£fairs  of  Nicaragua  and  the  relations  between  that  republic  and 
this. 
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Nicaragua,  unhappily,  has  heen  the  scene  of  frequent  and  sadden 
revelations.  Her  internal  dissensions  and  strifes  have  produced  her 
national  weakness  and  invited  the  attacks  of  the  corrupt  and  the 
wicked.  From  such  an  attack  upon  her  sovereignty  and  national 
rights  she  has  just  heen  freed.  But  scarcely  had  the  last  one  of  these 
miserable  fiUihusters  heen  expelled  from  her  territory,  when  we  find 
the  same  contemptible  leader — who  only  has  ability  enough  to  perpe- 
trate crime — ready  again  to  invade  our  shores  and  repeat  the  same 
outrages  so  lately  enacted  by  him.  Can  the  United  States  govern- 
ment prevent  this  new  invasion  ?  It  can.  But  not  by  means  of  the 
neutrality  laws,  for  these  are  too  weak,  as  experience  has  repeatedly 
proved,  to  restrain  anybody,  much  less  to  restrain  the  denant  and 
mad  enterprises  of  fiUibusterism,  that  scandal  of  the  age.  But  this 
government  has  the  power  sufficient  to  prevent  the  projected  invasion 
by  the  performance  of  an  act  of  simple  justice  and  comity  towards  a 
weak  but  friendly  and  confiding  people.  It  has  only  to  receive  the 
duly  appointed  minister  of  Nicaragua  in  his  official  character,  enter 
into  a  treaty  of  friendship  and  commerce,  and  to  protect  the  property  of 
its  own  citizens,  securing  to  them  the  transit  across  the  isthmus  with- 
out interruption,  and  fiUibusterism  is  destroyed,  and  a  people  that 
expects  to  have  their  offers  accepted  by  the  United  States  would 
enjoy  peace  and  security.  This  simple  act,  so  just,  so  politic,  and  so 
proper,  would  restore  hope  and  confidence  to  my  country,  content- 
ment and  happiness  to  the  people,  and  at  the  same  time  secure  the 
most  lasting  benefits  and  advantages  to  the  citizens  of  the  United 
States.     Will  this  government  continue  to  refuse  to  accept  this  boon? 

The  great  interests  which  are  involved  in  this  question,  as  well  for 
the  one  party  as  the  other,  has  made  me  waive  the  usual  forms  of 
etiquette,  and  address  myself  to  you,  for  the  last  time,  with  all  the 
frankness  and  clearness  which  the  subject  demands.  If  I  cannot  be 
placed  in  the  proper  position  to  carry  out  the  strong  desires  and 
friendly  purposes  of  my  government,  I  shall  be  compelled  to  leave 
this  city  on  Monday  of  next  week,  with  feelings  of  the  deepest  regret 
for  having  failed  to  secure  the  object  of  my  continued  exertions.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
the  18th  ult.,  upon  the  subject  of  the  enforcement  of  the  act  of  Con- 
gress approved  A]jril  20,  1818,  chapter  88. 

Since  the  reception  of  your  letter,  I  have  caused  to  appear  before  the 
grand  jury,  and  there  rigidly  examined  upon  the  subject  of  the  viola- 
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tion  of  provisions  of  said  act,  sach  persons  as  were  supposed  to  possess 
any  information  upon  the  subject,  and  particularly  the  generally 
acknowledged  friends  of  (General  Walker  here.  Although  sufficient 
information  was  not  elicited  to  authorize  the  filing  of  an  indictment 
against  any  person,  yet,  from  the  testimony  there  elicited,  there  can 
be  no  doubt  that  there  has  recently  been  on  foot  here  a  system  of  en- 
listments for  General  Walker.  The  enlistments  have  been,  however, 
ostensibly  as  emigrants  to  Nicaragua.  According  to  the  testimony 
elicited,  the  16th  of  the  present  month  was  the  time  fixed  for  the  de- 
parture of  the  emigrants ;  and  the  persons  going  were  to  receive  250 
or  300  acres  of  land  in  Nicaragua,  twenty-eight  dollars  per  month, 
and  have  their  passage  paid  from  New  Orleans  to  Nicaragua.  It 
appears,  however,  that  the  rolls  have  been  destroyed,  and  the  object 
of  the  enlistments  entirely  abandoned. 

In  case  any  steps  are  taken  here  with  the  view  of  fitting  out  expedi- 
tions in  violation  of  said  act,  and  the  same  be  brought  to  my  know- 
ledge, I  shall  at  once  communicate  with  you  upon  the  subject.

[Translation.] 

Washington,  November  10,  1857. 

The  undersigned,  minister  plenipotentiary  of  the  republics  of 
Guatemala  and  of  Salvador,  has  the  honor  of  imparting  to  the  Hon. 
Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States  that  he  has  seen,  in  the  public 
papers  printed  in  these  States^  a  letter  addressed  to  his  excellency, 
and  said  to  be  written  by  the  Sonora  and  Nicaragua  adventurer, 
William  Walker,  who  has  unduly  arrogated  the  name  of  president  of 
Nicaragua,  by  which  he  has  never  been  recognized  in  the  States  of 
Central  America,  in  any  of  the  Spanish  American  republics,  in  this 
government  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  other  government  of  the 
world,  and  who  never  could  have  been  president  of  that  republic, 
because  the  Nicaraguan  constitution  excludes  any  one  not  a  native  of 
Central  America  from  the  exercise  of  the  executive  power  of  that 
State. 

Under  the  assumption  that  the  letter  alluded  to  has  actually  been 
addressed  by  said  Walker  to  the  honorable  Secretary  of  State  of  the 
United  States,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  undersigned  to  contradict  the 
assertions  by  which  the  writer  has  endeavored  to  mislead  this  govern- 
ment and  to  continue  deceiving  the  people  of  the  United  States. 

Truly  astonishing  is  the  impudence  with  which  this  adventurer, 
expelled  from  Nicaragua  by  her  forces  and  those  of  all  the  Central 
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Americans,  attempts  to  constitute  himself  the  champion  of  Nicaragua. 
The  man,  whose  course  in  that  country  was  an  exclusive  one  of 
assassination  of  the  defenders  of  that  country — the  burner  of  whole 
villages,  the  spoiler  of  national  property,  the  trampler  on  all  rights, 
the  plunderer  of  churches,  the  leader  of  the  foreign  stipendiaries 
which  he  gathered  under  his  own  banner — alone  could  have  alleged 
his  right  of  citizenship  in  Nicaragua,  and  thereby  held  as  dunces  all 
men  else  on  earth. 

This  same  man,  without  bitter  insult  on  the  common  sense  of  man- 
kind, could  not  have  contrived  a  more  absurd  pretext  under  which  to 
carry  into  effect  the  expedition,  which  he  has  levied  to  recover  a 
treacherously  usurped  authority,  than  this  claim,  that  his  expedition 
is  not  one  hostile  to  the  country,  but  a  peaceful  colonizing  enterprise ! 
He  himself  has^  time  and  again,  and  with  characteristic  impudence, 
published  that  his  projected  expedition  looks  to  a  recuperation  of 
power  in  that  country ;  whilst  in  the  very  letter  attributed  to  him,  and 
addressed  to  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  United  States,  he  claims 
for  himself  the  title  of  ^^Latvful  Executive  Power  of  Nicaragua." 

This  is  ample  to  prove  that  the  expedition,  composed  of  spurious 
colonists,  is,  m  reality,  one  of  soldiers  moving  with  the  design  of  sup- 

S)rting  this  dream-begotten  legitimate  executive  power  of  the  country. 
nt  whatever  may  be  the  character  of  this  colonizer  and  of  those  col- 
onists, under  a  new  patent,  they  cannot  set  foot  on  the  territory  which 
they  are  about  to  invade,  nor  be  there  received^  save  as  real  pirates  ; 
because,  in  Nicaragua  and  in  Costa  Bica,  as  well  as  in  the  other  re- 
publics of  Spanish  America,  Walker  is  held  in  no  (^ther  light  than 
that  of  a  traitor  to  the  party  which  he  went  to  serve  in  Nicaragua,  of 
an  usurper  of  the  sovereignty  of  that  country,  of  a  blood-shedder,  whose 
object  was  to  destroy  the  defenders  of  their  country  ;  whilst  his  satel- 
lites were  nothing  else  than  accomplices  of  his  crimes.  In  proof  of 
this  I  transmit  to  the  Secretary  of  State  the  decree  of  the  Slst  of  Au- 
gust last,  officially  communicated  to  me  by  the  minister  of  foreign 
relations  of  Nicaragua,  by  which  it  will  be  clearly  seen  that  the  expe- 
dition which  Walker  intends  to  lead  into  that  county,  under  the  ap- 
pellation of  colonists,  will  be  received  as  an  expedition  of  pirates ;  m 
view  of  which  communication  through  the  isthmus  has  been  ordered 
to  be  foreclosed. 

Neither  in  Nicaragua,  nor  in  any  republic  of  Central  America,  is 
any  colony  desired,  formed  by  Walker,  or  by  any  other  adventurer, 
who,  like  him,  has  dreamed  of  mastery  over  its  lands,  to  divide  them 
among  his  foreign  followers.  Experience  amply  teaches  there,  as  well 
as  here,  that  the  thousands  of  individuals  shipped  as  colonists  for 
Nicaragua  from  New  York  and  New  Orleans  during  the  course 
of  the  last  two  years  went  there  with  the  exclusive  aim  of  waging 
war  against  the  natives  of  the  land,  under  the  command  of  an  intru- 
sive usurper.  And  if,  with  miserable  cunning,  they  can  baffle  the 
laws  of  the  United  States,  which  forbid  the  citizens  of  those  States  to 
disturb  the  peace  of  friendly  nations,  they  will  certainly  not  deceive 
now,  as  they  never  have  been  able  to  deceive,  the  Central  Americans ; 
and  they  must  not  complain  of  the  fate  that  may  befall  them,  however 
hard  it  may  appear  to  them.    Natural  law  imposes  on  the  Centred 
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Americans  the  duty  of  making  an  example  of  the  incorrigible  violatorH 
of  the  laws  of  all  the  nations. 

Walker  never  was,  nor  can  he  ever  be,  president  of  Nicaragua,  or  a 
citizen  of  that  republic,  from  the  time  that  he  was  declared  to  be  a 
traitor  to  it ;  nor  can  any  men  that  may  be  led  by  him,  or  any  one 
else  in  his  name,  fail  to  be  received  and  treated  in  any  other  manner 
than  that  due  to  bandits  and  pirates,  by  whatever  name  they  may  be 
known,  or  from  whatever  quarter  they  may  come.  This  is  a  fact 
which  grows  out  of  authentic  documents  from  the  trvL^eocecutivepotcer, 
national,  and  not  foreign^  of  Nicaragua  ;  and  to  this  should  the  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States  rivet  their  attention,  so  that  they  may  not 
venture  to  follow  the  private  banner  of  the  adventurer  of  Sonora  and 
of  Nicaragua. 

It  is  of  world-wide  notoriety  that  Walker  was  not  elected  president 
of  Nicaragua,  save  by  a  foreign  soldiery,  which  backed  him  in  the  usur- 
pation of  the  supreme  power  which  could  not  be  vested  ;  and  wonder- 
ful, I  repeat  it,  is  the  impudence  of  the  man  who  pretends  to  vindi- 
cate, as  a  right,  that  which  bears  no  other  character  than  that  of  the 
worst  imaginable  outrage. 

The  undersigned,  as  minister  plenipotentiary  of  Guatemala  anl  of 
Salvador,  and  in  his  appointed  capacity  by  the  government  of  Nicara- 
gua to  represent  her  in  the  United  States,  cannot  but  protest  against 
the  contemplated  expedition  of  colonization  and  peace  to  Nicaragua 
under  the  leadership  of  Walker  ;  declaring  that,  as  it  cannot  be  re- 
ceived in  that  republic  save  as  a  hostile  expedition,  it  shall  be  treated 
by  the  three  States,  Guatemala,  Salvador,  and  Nicaragua,  as  one  of 
real  pirates.  This  the  undersigned  has  deemed  it  his  duty  to  bring 
to  the  knowledge  of  the  government  of  the  United  States. 

The  undersigned  improves  this  opportunity  to  tender  to  the  Hod. 
Secretary  of  State  renewed  assurances  of  his  very  high  consideration.

The  supreme  executive  power  has  been  pleased  to  issue  the  follow- 
ing decree : 

The  supreme  government  of  the  republic  of  Nicaragua  to  its  ior 
habitants : 

Whereas,  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Maritime  Canal  Cfompany  are 
about  to  commence  the  reestablishment  of  the  line  of  transit  from 
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one  sea  to  the  other,  from  San  Juan  del  Norte  to  San  Juan  del  Sur, 
and  vice  veraa^  as  it  is  stipulated  in  the  agreement  of  the  22d  of  Sep- 
tember, 1849,  the  supplementary  one  of  the  11th  of  April,  1850,  and 
in  the  last  of  the  19th  of  June  of  the  present  year,  which  resolves 
the  conditions  of  article  30  of  the  original  contract ;  and — 

Whereas,  said  establishment  is  of  the  highest  interest  to  the  United 
States  of  North  America,  and  for  the  nations  of  the  world  in  general, 
which  advantages  the  government  of  Nicaragua  protects,  so  long  as 
the  freebooters  shall  not  make  attempts  against  the  indei)endence  of 
this  republic,  and  that  of  the  other  States  of  Central  America : 

DECREES. 

Article  1.  Tlie  republic  of  Nicaragua  protests  against  all  and  what- 
ever attempts  which  freebooters  and  pirates,  of  any  denomination  or 
from  any  quarter,  may  make  against  her  independence,  or  against 
that  of  any  other  of  the  States. 

Art.  2.  From  the  moment  that  such  freebooters  may  make  their 
appearance,  and  that  it  shall  be  known  that  they  are  preparing  a  new 
invasion,  or  that  in  effect  they  intend  such  against  the  republic  or 
against  the  other  States  of  Central  America,  the  transit  shall  be  sus- 
pended, as  all  the  effects  of  the  agreement  entered  into  with  the  Mari- 
time Canal  Company  on  the  19th  of  June. 

Art.  3.  Should  such  an  attempt  or  invasion  take  place  after  the 
re-establishment  of  the  transit  by  said  company,  and  the  latter  have 
complied  strictly  with  the  conditions  of  the  contract  relative  to  assist- 
ance to  Nicaragua  in  defending  her  independence,  her  sovereignty  over 
the  isthmus,  and  the  neutrality  of  the  same  ;  or  should  said  company, 
before  the  restoration  of  the  transit,  lend  eflScient  aid  and  co-opera- 
tion in  said  defence,  it  will,  in  the  former  case,  continue  in  operation, 
and  in  the  latter,  ttfe  transit  shall  not  be  closed,  nor  will  any  change 
be  allowed  in  the  exercise  of  the  rights  stipulated  for  the  company  in 
said  contract. 

Art.  4,.  Let  this  be  communicated  to  the  minister  plenipotentiary 
in  Washington,  to  the  president  of  the  company,  and  to  the  ministers 
on  the  diplomatic  list.

Charleston^  November  10,  1857. 

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  circular  of  the  Department  of  State,  of  date 
September  18, 1  beg  to  say,  that  about  a  week  ago  I  received  infor- 
mation that  one  Mackey,  formerly  a  captain  in  Walker's  army,  was 
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engaged  in  recruiting  men  in  this  State  to  go  to  Nicaragua.  On 
quietly  investigating  the  matter  I  find  that  Mackey  is  commissioned 
oy  Walker ;  that  he  has  enlisted  or  procured  one  hundred  men, 
chiefly  from  the  upper  part  of  the  State,  to  go  to  Nicaragua,  ostensibly 
as  emigrants.  As  far  as  I  can  learn  no  arms  or  warlike  implements 
are  to  be  carried  out  by  the  party.  They  will  rendezvous  here,  and 
go  by  steamer  to  Savannah,  there  be  joined  by  another  party  and 

{)roceed  thence  to  the  Balize.     Such  is  all  that  I  have  been  able  to 
earn.     Mackey  is  here ;  the  remainder  of  the  party  will  arrive  about 
the  15th  or  20th  instant. 

I  have  taken  no  proceedings  as  yet,  having  only  been  able  last 
night  to  procure  definite  information  ;  nor  even  now  have  I  testimony 
sufficient  to  obtain  conviction,  if  arrest  were  made.  tJnder  these  cir- 
cumstances it  seemed  to  me  advisable  to  wait  until  the  rendezvous  is 
made,  and  then  arrest  all  whom  I  can  discover  to  be  connected  with 
the  expedition.  To  arrest  Mackey  now  would  only  be  to  give  the 
alarm.  I  will  perfect  the  testimony  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  in  the 
meantime  take  due  care  that  Mackey  does  not  escape.

A  steamer 
sent  without  delay  would  probably  prevent  departure.

Washington,  November  12,  1857. 

Sir  :  On  the  Ist  of  May  last,  in  Nicaragua,  I  was  charged  by  Presi- 
dent Walker  with  negotiating,  drafting  and  subsequently  carrying 
into  execution  the  convention  of  Bivas.  That  negotiation  was  en- 
tered into  and  the  capitulation  was  made  solely  with  a  United  States 
officer.  Captain  Davis,  of  the  United  States  ship  of  war  St.  Mary's, 
under  the  guaranty  of  the  United  States  flag  that  certain  terms 
would  be  observed  by  the  besiegers.  • 

One  of  the  most  important  stipulations  referred  to  the  native 
Nicaraguans  who  had  faithfully  served  with  us  and  who  were  to  be 
left  in  the  country.  All  the  terms  of  that  capitulation  have  been  in  a 
greater  or  a  lesser  decree  violated,  but  most  flagrantly  has  the  clause 
referring  to  those  natives. 

That  agreement  substantially  provides  that  they  shall  be  permitted 
to  reside  unmolested  wherever  they  please  in  Nicaragua.  I  have 
since  learned  at  various  times  with  deep  reget  that  these  men  have 
been  foiced  to  carry  arms,  coerced  to  labor,  and  persecuted  in  various 
ways.  I  am  now  informed,  on  unquestionable  authority,  that  one  of 
them,  General  Pineda,  is  now  working  in  chains  on  the  Segovia 
road. 

General  Pineda^  the  brother  of  a  former  president  of  Nicaragua,  is 
a  brave  and  chivalrous  gentleman,  whose  long  record  of  public  service 
is  without  blemish,  whose  political  and  military  consistency  and 
fidelity  make  him  a  bright  example  to  the  Spanish  race  on  this  conti- 
nent,  and  would  render  him  an  honor  to  any  country. 

General  Pineda  regarded  General  Walker  as  the  legitimate  presi- 
dent of  Nicaragua.  General  Walker,  without  any  possibility  of  in- 
fluencing the  ballot,  was  elected  by  a  larger  majority  than  any  presi- 
dent ever  received  before  or  probably  will  ever  receive  again  in 
Nicaragua,  because  the  only  classes  who  labor  or  produce  had  wit- 
nessed under  his  auspices  the  abolition  of  forced  military  service,  and 
saw  in  his  election  for  the  first  time  in  their  generation  the  prospect 
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of  not  being  coerced  by  ambitious  factionists  to  fight  throagb  inter- 
minable revolutions  for  a  cause  in  which  they  took  no  interest.  When 
the  pressure  of  internal  treachery,  foreign  invasion  and  extraneous 
influence  prevented  him  from  protecting  them  from  conscription,  they 
came  to  regarji  this  as  an  illusion,  and  resigned  themselves,  as  they 
had  done  from  time  immemorial,  to  be  dragged  from  their  peaceM 
avocations  and  driven  to  slaughter  by  leaders  whom  it  was  never  my 
fortune  to  see  or  hear  of  in  the  front  of  battle.  It  is  difficult  for  any 
one  acquainted  with  facts  not  to  have  regarded,  with  Greneral  Pineda, 
or  not  to  continue  to  regard  General  Walker  as  the  legitimate  presi- 
dent of  Nicaragua,  since  no  valid  election  can  take  place  as  long  as 
the  Costa  Bican  foreign  force  occupies  any  part  of  the  territory  of  that 
republic.  It  is  worth  observing  that,  besides  being  still  dejure  president, 
General  Walker  was  de  facto  president  of  Nicaragua  far  beyond  the 
average  term.  In  the  fifteen  changes  of  government  that  have  taken 
place  in  this  respect  within  six  years,  there  is  only  Chamorro,  whose 
term  of  power  exceeded  by  one  month,  and  President  Pineda,  by  fous 
months.  General  Walker's  actual  exercise  of  that  office. 

To  that  legitimate  president's  government,  when  president  de  jure 
and  de  facto ^  General  Pineda  took  oath.  He  adhered  to  it  faithfully 
and  valiantly,  in  good  and  evil  fortune,  and  this,  sir,  is  the  crime  for 
which  this  man,  whose  word,  through  a  long  career,  has  been  invio- 
late, is  persecuted  by  native  and  foreign  leaders,  whose  antecedents 
are  one  tissue  of  perjury  and  deceit. 

I  had  urged  him  to  accompany  us  to  the  United  States,  fearing  not 
a  violation  of  the  capitulation  guarantied  by  the  United  States  flag, 
but 'possible  assassination.  Captain  Davis,  however,  particularly  un- 
dertook to  provide  for  his  safety,  and  that  he  should  pass  to  his  home 
without  molestation ;  whereupon  General  Pineda  expressed  his  determi- 
nation to  remain,  and  evinced  the  same  confidence  in  the  protection  of 
the  flag  of  the  American  Union  which  he  had  always  shown  in  the  Amer- 
icans who  had  identified  themselves  with  the  cause  of  his  country. 

Now,  sir,  so  great  was  the  solicitude  of  President  Walker  with  re- 
gard to  our  Nicaraguan  fellow  soldiers  in  Bivas,  and  so  strong  was 
generally  the  feeling  of  their  American  companions  in  arms,  that  I 
am  only  expressing  the  common  sentiment  when  I  emphatically  de- 
clare, that  if  ever  circumstances  could  have  driven  us  to  capitulate 
with  the  Central  American  invaders  or  insurgents,  I  would  have  run 
all  risks  of  dying  sword  in  hand  sooner  t]ian  have  surrendered  these 
good  and  true  men  on  any  guarantee  less  strong  than  the  obligation 
of  our  opponents  towards  a  powerful  nation. 

They  naturally  looked  to  the  Americans  in  Bivas  efficiently  to  guar- 
antee their  safety.  President  Walker,  who  entrusted  me  with  the  de- 
tails of  that  negotiation,  and  my  companions  in  arms  who  knew  that 
I  was  therewith  intrusted,  look  to  me,  andJI,  sir,  have  the  flag  of  the 
American  Union  to  look  to.  My  duty  towards  the  sufierers,  and  my 
honor  as  a  soldier  oblige  me,  therefore,  respectfully  to  appeal  for  re- 
dress of  this  great  wrong  to  the  chief  magistrate  of  this  republic,  whom 
I  believe  it  is  proper  that  I  should  address  through  you. 

I  feel  compelled,  in  connexion  with  this  matter,  to  call  your  attention 
to  certain  facts  relating  to  that  capitulation  of  Bivas  which  have  been 
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much  misrepresented.  It  had  been  my  intention  some  day  to  have  set 
them  in  their  true  light,  if  no  one  else  undertook  to  do  so.  But  I  had 
deferred  the  task  till  that  auspicious  settlement  of  the  Nicaraguan 
question,  when  American  institutions  and  civilization  will  predomi- 
nate on  the  very  spot  which  was  the  scene  of  unmerited  American  dis- 
aster ;  a  result  I  look  upon  as  eventually  inevitable,  and  which  your 
own  recorded  opinions  assure  me,  General,  that  you  sympathize  with 
me  in  desiring.  I  am  aware  that,  as  you  so  eloquently  state  in  your 
letter  of  the  21st  May,  1856,  you  ^*  are  not  to  be  deterred  from  the  ex- 
pression of  these  feelings  by  sneers  or  reproaches,  or  hard  words/' 

It  is,  however,  necessary  that  I  should  advert  to  those  facts  in  this 
communication,  because  they  tend  to  fix  even  more  strongly  the  re- 
sponsibility of  redress  on  the  government  of  the  United  States  than 
appears  in  the  face  of  the  capitulation. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  to  create  the  impression  that  the  Nicara- 
guan army  at  Bivas  was  in  an  utterly  desperate  position,  from  which 
it  was  relieved  by  the  intervention  of  Captain  Davis,  whose  inter- 
ference is  pretended  to  have  been  only  oflScious,  dictated  solely  by  mo- 
tives of  humanity  and  undertaken  on  his  own  responsibility.        ^ 

Now,  sir,  though  I  do  not  wish  to  impugn  the  motives  of  Captain 
Davis,  and  thougn  we  have  never  done  the  cabinet  at  Washington  the 
injustice  to  believe  that  he  acted  either  upon  its  instructions  or  in  con- 
formity with  its  intentions,  I  must  remark  firstly,  that  Captain  Davis,  as 
commanding  the  only  United  States  forces  there,  represented  for  us  the 
United  States ;  secondly,  that  in  as  far  as  our  position  was  desperate, 
it  was  rendered  so  by  his  own  act ;  and  thirdly,  that  after  the  com- 
mission of  that  act,  our  situation  was  not  desperate  enough  for  us  to 
have  trusted  our  wounded,  or  our  native  companions  in  arms  to  the 
mercy  of  our  opponents  without  a  better  guarantee  than  the  word  they 
had  so  often  violated. 

We  could  not  have  done  so,  remembering  that  in  the  spring  of  1856 
President  Mora  had  preached  a  crusade  of  which  the  avowed  object 
was  the  extermination  of  all  North  Americans  who  took  any  part  in 
the  afiairs  of  a  (to  him)  foreign  country  ;  that  in  March  of  that  year 
he  shot  all  the  stragglers  and  wounded  who  fell  into  his  hands  after 
the  disaster  of  Santa  Bosa ;  that  in  the  following  April  he  put  to 
death  peaceable  American  citizens  in  Virgin  Bay ;  and  that,  being 
attacked  in  Bivas,  in  Nicaragua,  which  he  was  invadine^  by  President 
Walker,  he  (President  Mora)  fled  back  to  Costa  Bica  with  his  brother, 
General  Mora,  leaving  General  Canas  to  bring  back  his  shattered 
forces  ;  that  General  Canas  was  obliged  to  abandon  his  sick  and 
wounded  Costa  Bicans  to  General  Walker's  mercy,  who  had  them 
tended  with  the  same  care  as  his  own.  We  could  not  have  done  so, 
remembering  that  after  this,  in  the  following  October,  peaceful  citi- 
zens were  massacred  at  Granada,  amongst  others  a  minister  of  the 
gospel,  the  Bev.  Mr.  Wheeler,  and  Mr.  Lawless,  a  merchant  long 
resident  in  the  country,  and  the  neutrality  of  both  of  whom  was  beyond 
cavil  or  dispute. 

We  could  not  have  done  so  even  if  treating  with  the  only  invading 
or  insurgent  leaders  whose  personal  character  entitled  them  ta  any 
confidence  or  respect— Generals  Canas  and  Zavala — because  the  one, 
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Qeneral  Canas,  was  subordinate  to  the  Moras,  his  brothers-in-law, 
who,  according  to  the  common  report  of  the  country,  jealous  of  his 
popularity  at  home,  kept  him  abroad  to  bear  the  brunt  of  danger  with 
the  same  intent  as  David  when  he  sent  Uriah  forth  to  battle.  Because 
the  other,  Zavala,  a  Guatemalian  general,  had  evidently  not  influence 
enough  to  restrain  his  colleagues.  At  least,  after  a  letter  written  by 
him  in  October,  1856,  proposing  to  humanize  the  war,  and  requesting 
the  liberation  of  a  favorite  bugler,  (a  request  with  which  President 
Walker  immediately  complied,)  Colonel  Laine,  a  Cuban  in  the  Nicar- 
aguan  army,  taken  prisoner  by  Zavala's  forces,  was  shot  by  order  of 
the  allied  and  insurgent  leaders — an  act  in  which  I  am  loth  to  believe 
that  General  Zavala  either  participated  or  had  the  power  of  pre- 
venting. 

As  to  the  condition  of  the  Nicaraguan  army  under  President  Walker, 
in  Rivas,  the  attempt  to  besiege  that  city  began  on  the  27th  of  Janu- 
ary, 1857,  he  being  at  that  time  cut  off  from  all  communication  with 
the  Atlantic  States  by  the  unlawful  seizure  of  the  transit  steamers. 

By  repeated  and  vigorous  attacks — once  at  Obraje,  four  times  at  San 
Jorge,  on  the  29th  of  January,  3d  and  11th  of  February,  and  the  16th 
of  March,  by  sweeping  the  transit  road,  and  by  various  skirmishes, 
the  invaders  and  insurgents  were  for  seven  weeks  prevented  from  in- 
vesting Rivas.  For  the  remaining  six  weeks,  up  to  the  1st  of  May, 
Rivas  was  more  or  less  closely  invested  by  means  of  four  stronely 
entrenched  camps  with  connecting  lines.  During  the  whole  of  this 
siege,  and  indeed  for  nearly  five  months  preceding  the  Ist  of  May, 
1857,  we  had  received  only  135  men  reinforcement.  The  besiegers, 
who  reached  Obraje,  according  to  their  own  report,  with  2,160  men, 
had  been  during  this  time  reinforced  by  5,000  men,  making  the  total 
iforce  brought  against  us  over  7,000.  After  the  investment  two 
attempts  were  made  to  carry  the  place  by  surprise  and  storm,  viz  :  on 
the  23d  of  March  and  11th  of  April.  On  the  23d  the  besiegers  took 
possession  of  all  the  houses  outside  of  our  works,  but  by  two  o'clock 
p.  m.  were  driven  out  of  them  back  to  their  lines  with  great  loss,  leav- 
ing in  our  hands  one  cannon  and  thirty  prisoners,  including  a  colonel 
of  artillery. 

On  the  11th  of  April,  1857,  led  in  by  a  deserter,  they  succeeded  in 
capturing  one  side  of  the  lower  plaza,  and  attempted  to  storm  on  other 
sides.  In  two  hours  they  were  again  driven  back  with  great  slaughter, 
leaving  in  our  hands  nearly  100  prisoners,  all  those  who  got  within 
our  works  being  killed  or  compelled  to  surrender.  Their  loss  on  that 
occasion  has  been  since  ascertained  to  have  exceeded  800. 

From  that  time  to  the  1st  of  May  they  made  no  further  attack  and 
received  no  )  einforcement  of  any  consequence.  They  had  none  what- 
ever to  expect,  except  one  corps  of  Salvadorians,  whose  advent  and 
fidelity  was  doubtful  and  unimportant,  and  whose  leader  shortly  after 
attempted  a  revolution.  Up  to  the  11th  of  April  the  besiegers  had 
been  under  the  impression  that  they  could  capture  Rivas  if  they  could 
enter  it.  They  were  then  eager  to  get  in.  The  result  of  the  11th 
destroyed  this  illusion,  and  they  were  equally  anxious  to  keep  out. 

On  the  morning  of  the  1st  of  May  the  position  of  the  besieged  and 
of  ^e  besiegers  was  as  follows : 
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Of  the  7,000  men  brought  by  the  allied  foreign  invaders  and  insur- 
gents against  Rivas  (two-thirds  of  which  force  had  consisted  of  foreign 
invaders)  there  remained  600  allies,  and  from  1,000  to  1,200  Nicara- 
guan  insurgents.  Their  entrenched  camps  had  been  much  strength- 
ened, but  they  could  no  longer,  with  this  reduced  force,  man  eflfectively 
the  connecting  lines,  which  were  over  two  miles  in  extent,  and  the 
besieged  sent  scouts  and  messengers  through  them,  who  almost  always 
returned  in  safety.  The  besiegers  were,  besides,  short  of  powder,  and 
threatened  with  cholera  and  the  rainy  season,  both  of  which  had  set 
in  a  fortnight  earlier  the  year  preceding. 

The  besieged,  on  the  other  hand,  were  straitened  for  provisions  and 
encumbered  with  wounded.  For  a  month  they  had  been  living  on 
horse  and  mule  meat,  sugar  and  chocolate.  They  had  been  much 
weakened  by  desertion,  but  desertion  had  nearly  done  its  worst.  Their 
force  consisted  of  260  Americans  and  40  natives  capable  of  bearing 
arms.  They  had  still  left  on  the  1st  of  May  two  or  three  days'  provi- 
sions, viz  :  two  oxen,  two  mules,  three  horses,  and  1,000  pounds  of 
sugar.  They  were  well  supplied  with  ammunition,  half  their  store 
being  in  Bivas.  In  the  harbor  of  San  Juan  del  Sur  they  had  the  war 
schooner  Granada,  which  contained  the  other  half  of  their  ammuni- 
tion, besides  several  hundred  stand  of  small  arms. 

President  Walker  had  remained  thus  long  in  Bivas,  apprehending 
that  Colonel  Lockridge  might  march  round  by  Chontales,  and  because 
there  was  every  reason  to  believe  that  shortly  after  the  action  of  the 
11th  April  the  enemy  would  be  obliged  to  raise  the  siege.  It  was  his 
intention,  after  ordering  the  schooner  Granada  to  sail  for  Bealejo  or 
some  point  northward,  to  evacuate  Bivas  when  he  came  to  his  last 
day's  provision.  He  had  no  doubt,  by  a  night  attack,  of  being  able 
to  force  his  way  through  their  now  weakened  lines  ;  no  thought  of  the 
besiegers  attempting  to  pursue  him  till  after  daybreak,  nor  fear  of 
being  easily  able  to  rout  their  vanguard  with  his  rear  if  they  did. 
There  was  then  nothing  to  impede  his  march  to  Bealejo,  or  other  points 
where  the  schooner  Granada  with  the  ammunition  and  spare  arms 
would  have  met  him.  In  the  adjoining  districts,  where  but  for  the 
necessity  of  protecting  the  transit  he  long  since  would  have  carried 
on  the  war,  his  native  friends  were  anxiously  awaiting  either  till  the 
besiegers  exhausted  their  strength  on  Bivas,  or  till  we  appeared 
amongst  them.  It  is  true  that  the  besieged  would  have  had  to  de- 
stroy the  ammunition  and  heavier  pieces  at  Bivas,  and  would  have 
been  compelled  to  leave  their  wounded  behind  them,  but  they  would 
have  carried  with  them  the  substantial  guarantee  of  100  prisoners  as 


If  it  be  doubted  whether  the  besieged  were  strong  enough  to  break 
through  the  lines  of  the  besiegers,  1  have  only  to  refer  to  many  ex- 
amples in  the  war,  where,  with  a  smaller  force,  ereater  obstacles 
were  overcome.  I  will  cite  only  three :  On  the  lltti  of  November, 
1856,  with  265  men  and  one  gun.  President  Walker  carried  the  en- 
trenched camp  and  all  the  barricades  on  the  transit  route,  held  by 
General  Canas,  with  800  Costa  Bicans,  and  at  least  four  times  stronger 
than  'the  lines  of  investment  at  Bivas.  On  the  17th  of  the  same 
month,  with  260  men  and  three  guns,  he  forced  his  way  into  Mas- 
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Baya>  defeoded  by  2,000  men,  captured  half  the  city,  held  it  for  three 
days,  and  was  hourly  gaining  ground,  though  ninety  of  his  small 
force  were  killed  and  wounded.  On  the  night  of  the  11th  of  Novem- 
ber, 160  men,  landed  by  him  three  miles  from  Granada,  carried  suc- 
cessively four  lines  of  barricades,  and  reported  to  me  at  daybreak  on 
the  12th  at  the  Gaudaloupe  church. 

To  the  schooner  Qranada,  in  the  harbor  of  San  Juan,  there  was  no 
difficulty  in  communicating  orders.  Its  immense  importance  at  this 
juncture  to  the  besieged  is  apparent,  both  as  a  magazine  and  as  a 
means  of  conveying  material  of  war,  which  they  had  no  other  means 
of  transporting. 

Now,  sir,  just  at  this  critical  juncture,  and  before  the  question  of 
capitulation  had  been  discussed,  Captain  Davis  formally  declared  to 
me,  on  the  night  of  the  30th  of  April,  that  he  had  embargoed  the 
schooner  by  leaving  orders  with  the  United  States  force,  which  he 
commanded,  to  prevent  her  from  leaving  the  harbor  of  San  Juan^  and 
he  expressed  his  unalterable  determination  to  take  possession  of  her 
before  he  left  the  harbor.  It  was  this  act  of  intervention  on  the  part 
of  a  United  States  officer  which  alone  caused  President  Walker  to  en- 
tertain the  proposed  terms  of  capitulation.  For  the  act — that  is  to 
say,  the  order  to  prevent  the  Nicaraguan.  schooner  of  war  from  leav- 
ing the  harbor  had  already  been  given  before  he  declared  his  inten- 
tion of  seizing  her. 

The  schooner  Granada,  (whose  commander,  Favssoux,  had  fought 
her  through  as  gallant  an  action  as  any  living  officer  in  any  navy  in 
the  world  nas  fought,)  had  been  lying  for  many  weeks  next  to  the  St. 
Mary's,  their  officers  interchanging  courtesies.  There  c«Duld  be  no 
reason  or  pretext  for  preventing  her  leaving  the  port  or  taking  pos- 
session of  ner  on  the  1st  of  May,  which  had  not  existed  for  many 
weeks  previously.  There  could  be  no  motive  for  so  doing,  except  that 
the  besieged  in  Bivas  had  never  before  been  reduced  to  depend  on  her 
possession,  a  motive  so  base  that  if  Captain  Davis  endeavored  thereby 
to  justify  the  change  in  his  conduct  from  professed  friendship  to  active 
hostility,  which  I  cannot  believe,  I  am  sure  that  neither  the  American 
people  nor  its  Executive  would  hold  this  a  justification. 

The  only  explanation  of  Captain  Davis'  conduct  is  in  the  supposi- 
tion that  he  had  already  pledged  himself  to  give  up  the  Granada  to 
the  besiegers^  and,  in  fact,  we  afterwards  learned  that  when  he  first 
announced  his  action  and  future  determination  with  regard  to  the 
schooner  Granada,  and  proposed  the  outline  of  a  capitulation  to  the 
besieged,  he  had  for  many  days  been  negotiating  it  with  the  enemy, 
a  fact  of  which  the  besieged  were  utterly  ignorant,  and  which  ex- 
plained the  unaccountable  perseverance  of  the  besiegers  in  continuing 
the  siege,  or  their  ability  to  keep  their  forces  together  through  the 
end  of  April,  they  naturally  concluding  that  these  propositions  were 
made  with  our  knowledge  and  concurrence.  By  embargoing  the  Gra- 
nada he  constrained  President  Walker  into  the  acceptance  of  terms 
which  otherwise  he  would  never  have  thought  of.  But  even  after 
Captain  Davis  had  thereby  rendered  our  position  so  precarious,  Presi- 
dent Walker  would  sooner  have  run  the  last  hazard  of  war  than  have 
trusted  his  men,  his  wounded^  or  his  native  fellow-citizens  to  the  faith 
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of  the  iavading  or  insurgent  leaders  without  some  such  solid  guaran- 
tee as  either  hostages  or  the  flag  of  some  powerful  and  civilized  nation. 
Under  circumstances  more  desperate  than  Captain  Davis  had  rendered 
ours  in  Bivas  we  persistently  refused  to  do  so.  On  the  retreat  from 
Granada,  there  were  in  Granada,  or  between  Granada  and  the  lake, 
419  souls.  Of  these  73  were  wounded  men,  70  women  and  children. 
Of  the  276  men  capable  of  bearing  arms,  47  were  cut  oflf  within  ten 
minutes  of  the  first  attack.  Of  the  remaining  229,  75  were  subse- 
quently killed  or  wounded,  besides  those  who  died  of  cholera  and  ty- 
phus^ (amounting  to  120  of  all  sexes  and  ages.)  They  were  exposed 
without  shelter,  night  and  day,  to  rain  and  sunshine  for  seventeen 
days,  living  on  horse  and  mule  meat,  short  of  ammunition,  inces- 
santly fighting,  and  surrounded  by  a  force  larger  than  remained  to 
beleaguer  us  in  Bivas  on  the  first  of  May — yet  surrender  or  capitula- 
tion was  never  contemplated.  At  Bivas,  the  responsibility  of  the 
United  States  flag  was  held  to  be  sufficient  security  for  the  safety  of 
those  whom  we  were  bound  to  protect  at  every  sacrifice.  Captain 
Davis  put  into  execution  his  threat  of  seizing  the  schooner  Granada 
after  we  had  carried  out,  on  our  part,  the  terms  of  the  capitulation, 
in  which  that  vessel  was  not  mentioned. 

He  caused  her  to  be  seized  by  his  first  lieutenant,  who  sprung  upon 
her  the  broadside  of  the  St.  Mary's,  and  started  a  hundred  men  in 
boats  to  board  her.  Captain  Fayssoux,  with  his  crew,  (then  of  seven- 
teen men,)  prepared  for  action,  and  only  surrendered  her  on  the  writ- 
ten order  of  President  Walker,  who  ordered  him  to  yield  to  this 
demonstration  of  overwhelming  force. 

After  taking  possession  of  her,  Captain  Davis  handed  over  this 
Nicaraguan  schooner,  not  to  the  Nicaraguan  insurgents,  but  to  the 
Costa  Bicans,  who  had  no  claim  to  her,  and  who  could  never  have 
taken  her,  for  the  simple  reason  that  they  had  already  lost  in  the 
attempt  their  only  man-of-war,  the  brig  Onse  de  Abril,  which,  of  the 
burden  of  225  tons,  with  four  nine-pounders  and  a  crew  of  118  men, 
was  destroyed  after  a  desperate  action  by  the  little  schooner  Granada, 
of  seventy-five  tons,  with  two  sixes  and  twenty-eight  men  crew.  Her 
gallant  captain  had  the  mortification  of  seeing  her  given  up  by  Cap- 
tain Davis  to  a  Costa  Bica  cajptain,  a  Jamaica  negro,  who  had  for- 
merly been  servant  to  an  American  officer.  Aft«r  this  step,  the  two 
vessels  which  constituted  the  Guatemala  navy,  and  to  which  the 
Granada  had  vainly  ofiered  battle,  put  to  sea,  and  thereby  obtained 
the  opportunity  of  recently  murdering,  for  the  sake  of  his  cargo, 
Christopher  Lilly,  an  American  neutral,  trading  on  the  coast. 

Since,  therefore.  General,  the  fact  and  manner  of  the  inter/erence  of 
a  United  States  officer  probably  alone  prevented  the  raising  of  the 
siege  of  Bivas,  and  reversed  the  issue  of  that  campaign  ;  since  his  un- 
doubted act  at  a  critical  moment,  the  embargoing  of  the  schooner 
Granada,  decisively  altered  our  position ;  dnd  since  it  was  to  the 
guarantee  of  a  United  States  officer  in  command  of  a  United  States 
force  that  we  entrusted  the  fate  of  our  native  born  fellow  soldiers,  I 
am  sure  that  you  will  not  fail  to  perceive  how  directly  responsibility 
attaches  in  this  matter  to  the  government  of  the  United  States  ;  and 
I  ventiire  to  indulge  the  confident  hope  that  I  am  making  now  an 
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effectaal  appeal  for  redress,  through  such  means  as  the  wisdom  of  the 
President  and  his  cabinet  will  suggest,  and  not  merely  placing  upon 
record  a  solemn  protest.

Sir  :  Shortly  after  the  receipt  at  this  office  of  your  general  instruc- 
tions respecting  anticipated  violations  of  the  neutrality  laws,  I  com- 
municated with  General  Smith,  the  deputy  collector,  in  relation 
thereto,  and,  at  his  suggestion,  several  times  with  the  inspector,  who 
seemed  mainly  charged  with  the  business  in  question. 

On  Thursday  morning,  the  12th  instant,  I  received  a  letter  from 
the  district  attorney  at  New  Orleans  advising  me  to  have  the  steam- 
ship Fashion  closely  watched,  in  the  event  she  should  be  released  from 
then  seizure  in  New  Orleans,  and  should  come  to  this  port,  which  he 
thought  likely,  it  being  strongly  suspected  that  she  was  engaged  in 
the  Nicaragua  expedition,  and  tnat  Mobile  or  its  vicinity  was  the  con- 
templated point  of  departure. 

Bielying,  as  I  do,  entirely  upon  the  officers  of  the  customs  for  the 
means  of  such  precautionary  vigilance,  this  letter  was  immediately 
placed,  during  a  personal  interview,  before  the  collector  of  the  port. 
He  told  me  specific  instructions  would  at  once  be  sent  to  the  revenue 
cutter. 

I  heard  nothing  more  of  the  matter  until  the  next  day,  (Saturday,) 
when  Mr.  Sanford  called  upon  me  at  my  office,  at  six  minutes  of 
twelve  o'clock,  and  informed  me  the  Fashion  had  arrived  the  evening 
before,  some  miles  below  the  city ;  that  his  most  efficient  inspector 
was  sent  to  inspect  her  that  morning  at  sunrise,  who  had  recently  re* 
turned  and  reported  that  there  were  270  passengers  on  board,  ap- 

Earently  lawful  emigrants,  &c.,  and  that  when  he  left  her  (several 
ours  before^  she  was  getting  up  steam  to  depart.  It  was  therefore  too 
late  to  consider  whether  the  circumstances  called  for  official  action 
from  me. 

I  am  apprised  this  morning,  for  the  firHt  time,  by  Mr.  Sanford,  of 
a  suspicion  that  General  Walker  is  one  of  the  paascngors  on  said  vessel.

Sir  :  Referring  to  my  communication  of  the  13th  instant,  reporting 
such  steps  as  I  had  deemed  it  my  duty  to  t^ke  in  obedience  to  your  in- 
structions under  date  of  18th  September,  1857,  to  prevent  the  departure 
of  military  expeditions  which  it  was  rumored  were  in  active  prepara- 
tioii,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  following  additional  facts : 

Your  telegraphic  despatch  of  the  13th  instant,  addressed  to  Franklin 
H.  Clack,  esq.,  authorizing  him  to  employ  a  steamer,  if  necessary, 
was  sent  to  my  office,  in  error,  on  the  14th  instant,  at  10^  a.  m.,  but 
was  immediately  called  for  by  an  agent  of  the  telegraphic  office.  At 
2^  p.  m.  on  the  14th  instant,  I  received  your  despatch  of  that  date, 
ana  proceeded  forthwith,  in  person,  in  search  of  the  United  States 
district  attorney  and  United  States  marshal,  with  whom  I  was  able  to 
procure  a  joint  meeting  at  3^  p.  m.  That  was  the  first  moment  the 
United  States  district  attorney  had  been  apprised  of  the  contents  of 
your  despatch  to  him  of  the  13th  instant. 

I  had  already  despatched  several  energetic  and  efficient  officers  to 
the  tow-boat  companies  and  the  other  owners  and  agents  of  steamers 
at  this  port,  and  it  was  ascertained  that  no  good  sea  steamer  could  be 

Srocnred  before  the  morning  of  Monday  the  16th  instant.  On  Sun- 
ay  morning  the  15th  instant,  officer  Murphy  ascertained^  from  reli- 
able authority,  that  the  steamer  Fashion  had  cleared  from  Mobile  on 
the  13th  instant,  with  General  Walker  and  his  men  on  board,  and  pro- 
ceeded directly  to  Nicaragua.  This  was  immediately  reported  to  me, 
but  the  telegraphic  wires  being  down,  I  was  unable  to  ascertain  the 
fact  with  certainty  until  to-day.  But  at  a  meeting  with  the  district 
attorney  and  United  States  marshal,  the  result  of  our  deliberations 
was  the  conclusion  that  the  responsibility  and  expense  of  employing 
a  steamer  to  start  on  the  morning  of  the  16th  instant  should  not  be^ 
incurred  until  it  should  be  ascertained,  by  authentic  inform«^tion,  thai 
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the  said  vessel  had  not  cleared  at  Mobile  on  the  13th  instant,  and  that 
it  would  be  unnecessary  and  futile  to  attempt  to  follow  her  two  and  a 
half  or  three  days  after  her  departure,  if  she  had  so  cleared.  To-day 
I  receiyed,  by  telegraph,  the  following  answer  to  my  despatch  to  the 
collector  at  Mobile.

H.  G.  Humphries  purchased  the  steamer  Fashion  at  New  Orleans^ 
5th  November ;  changed  papers  at  this  office,  and  took  a  register  in 
Humphries'  name  on  the  13th  ;  same  day  cleared  for  Greytown,  with 
cargo  of  merchandise  and  two  hundred  and  seventy  passengers ; 
General  Walker  among  them  ;  went  to  sea  forthwith.

If  in  the  mean  time  I  had  continued  to  regard  it  as  at  all  probable 
that  the  Fashion,  after  her  departure  from  New  Orleans,  had  pro- 
ceeded to  some  island  or  other  point  of  rendezvous,  as  at  one  time 
supposed,  I  should  certainly  have  advised  the  district  attorney  to  em- 
ploy and  despatch  a  steamer  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

Yesterday  at  10  a.  m.  was  the  time  fixed  for  the  examination  of 
General  Walker,  whom  I  had  caused  to  be  arrested  as  reported  in  my 
letter  of  the  13th  instant,  but  I  am  mformed  by  a  communication 
from  the  United  States  district  attorney  that  General  Walker  failed 
to  appear,  and  that  the  argument  for  the  forfeiture  of  his  bond  is 
fixed  for  the  27th  instant. 

I  have  only  to  add,  that  the  officers  whom  I  have  detailed  on  de- 
tective service  have  reported  the  existence  of  small  bodies  of  men 
scattered  through  the  city,  supposed  to  be  destined  for  Nicaragua ; 
but  I  have  learned  nothing  on  which  to  base  any  official  action.

Sir:  Your  despatch  of  the  13th  instant  was  received  on  the  15th. 
I  deemed  it  unnecessary  to  take  any  action  under  it,  as  the  collector 
at  this  port  having,  at  my  request,  telegraphed  to  the  collector  at 
Mohile,  received  intelligence  that  on  the  13  th  instant  the  *' Fashion" 
''cleared  for  Greytown,  with  a  cargo  of  merchandise  and  two  hundred 
and  seventy  passengers,  General  Walker  among  them,  and  went  to 
tiea  on  the  fourteentn/'  It  was  almost  impossible,  up  to  this  time,  to 
receive  any  definite  and  reliable  information,  and  it  was  therefore  I 
had  telegraphed  you  that  it  was  rumored,  and  I  was  so  led  to  believe, 
that  a  rendezvous  was  established  or  intended  between  here  and  Mobile. 

The  history  of  the  action  of  the  officers  of  the  government  here  is 
simply  this  :  I  was  requested  by  the  collector  at  6  p.  m.  of  the  lOth 
instant  to  meet  him  at  his  office,  the  presence  of  the  United  States 
district  judge  having  been  obtained  after  some  delay ;  on  the  affidavit 
by  three  of  the  officers  of  the  customs,  from  information  received,  a 
warrant  was  issued  by  the  judge  to  arrest  General  William  Walker, 
under  section  6,  act  of  April  20,  1818.  The  steamship  "Fashion/' 
then  lying  at  the  levee,  having  been  designated  as  the  vessel  intended 
for  the  expedition,  I  instructed  the  collector  to  seize,  detain,  and  ex- 
amine her,  under  section  11  of  the  same  act,  and  detailed  a  marshal's 
force  for  that  purpose.  The  arrest  and  seizure  were  made  simulta- 
neously about  11  p.  m.  of  the  10th  instant.  General  Walker,  at  his 
request,  was  taken  before  the  United  States  judge,  and  admitted  to 
loail  in  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars.  He  appeared  next  morning 
before  the  court,  and  though  I  requested  the  court  to  raise  the  amount 
of  bail,  the  request  was  denied,  and  he  was  discharged  on  the  same 
bail  to  appear  on  the  19th  instant  for  examination. 

That  afternoon,  as  I  have  been  informed,  General  Walker  left  this 
oity  by  the  Mobile  mail  boat  at  4  p.  m.,  with  a  large  number  of  persons ; 
and  I  have  also  been  informed  tnese  are  the  same  who  left  Mobile  on 
the  "Fashion." 

My  instructions  to  the  collector  were  to  make  a  thorough  examina- 
tion of  the  "Fashion,"  to  ascertain  whether  anything  could  be 
found  on  board  that  would  justify  her  detention,  under  the  eleventh 
section  of  the  act  referred  to,  and  report  to  me.  I  have  been  since 
informed  by  him,  verbally,  that,  after  a  very  strict  and  thorough  ex- 
amination, on  the  11th,  nothing  suspicious  could  be  detected,  and  he 
had  released  her,  and  that  she  had  left  the  same  night  for  Mobile. 

I  am  not  aware  of  any  further  facts  that  I  can  communicate  that 
would  throw  any  light  on  the  occurrences  referred  to.  I  have  delayed 
writing,  trusting  I  might  be  able  to  communicate  some  more  definite 
information  relative  to  this  expedition,  but  I  must  say  that,  notwith- 
standing the  most  strenuous  exertions,  very  little  information  beyond 
public  rumor  can  be  obtained. 

General  Walker,  of  course,  did  not  appear  on  the  19th  instant  to  an- 
swer his  bond,  and  I  moved  for  a  forfeiture  ;  the  security  appeared, 
and  the  counsel  for  General  Walker,  Mr.  Soulfe,  claimed  the  right  to 
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have  the  examination  proceed,  even  in  the  absence  of  General  Walker, 
stating  that  he,  as  his  counsel,  had  the  right  to  represent  him.  I,  of 
course,  resisted,  and  claimed  the  forfeiture;  the  court  assigned  the 
27th  instant  for  the  argument  on  the  forfeiture. 

I  desire  to  be  informed  whether  it  be  the  desire  of  the  government  that 
I  should  present  an  indictment  to  the  grand  jury,  which  is  now  in 
session,  against  General  Walker,  under  the  sixth  section  of  the  act 
of  1818.  I  shall  take  no  further  steps  in  the  matter  until  I  hear  from 
you.

Sir  :  I  have  to  inform  you  that  General  William  Walker,  with 
about  two  hundred  men,  arrived  off  this  harbor  on  the  24th  instant, 
and,  after  landing  forty  men  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  Colorado,  some 
twenty  miles  from  this  port,  returned  and  entered  the  bay,  anchoring 
near  the  company's  buildings  at  Punta  Arenas. 

Walker  and  his  men  are  occupying  some  huts  belonging  to  Indians, 
and  two  or  three  other  buildings,  the  property  of  white  men.  The 
Nicaragua  flag  is  kept  flying  at  the  **  Punta,''  and  Walker  announces 
himself  as  president  of  Nicaragua.  Three  other  vessels  (Walker  came 
in  the  steamer  Fashion,  from  Mobile)  are  daily  expected  with  men  for 
Walker.  The  steamer  Fashion  showed  her  register,  clearance,  &c., 
all  in  proper  order,  from  the  custom-house  at  Mobile. 

From  the  interior  there  is  no  late  news ;  the  mail  from  Costa  Rica 
has  not  yet  arrived,  though  two  days  over  due. 

The  United  States  ship  Saratoga  is  at  anchor  in  our  harbor.

Sir  :  Referring  to  my  letter  of  the  10th  ultimo,  I  have  the  honor 
now  to  inform  you  of  what  has  subsequently  been  done. 

I  laid  information  before  Commissioner  Gilchrist,  and  Captain 
Mackey  was  arrested  on  the  25th  ultimo.  I  was  then  in  attendance 
on  the  United  States  court  at  Columbia,  and  the  examination  was 
postponed  until  my  return.  On  the  3d  instant  the  examination  was 
had,  and  I  enclose  you  a  copy  of  the  testimony  of  the  material  wit- 
ness, who  is  a  young  man  of  high  character  and  intelligence.  Upon 
that  evidence  Mackey  was  committed  to  stand  trial  at  the  January 
term  of  the  district  court.  He  has  sued  out  a  habeas  corpus,  and  will 
be  heard  before  Judge  Magrath  on  Wednesday  next. 

I  expect,  through  the  facts  developed  on  the  examination,  to  pro- 
cure other  and  more  material  witnesses  prior  to  the  trial.

The  chief  difficulty  in  the  prosecution  is  to  show  that  the  expedi- 
tion was  of  a  military  character.  There  is  no  difficulty  in  proving 
that  it  was  an  expedition  in  aid  of,  and  in  co-operation  with  Walker ; 
and  if  I  can  obtain  competent  evidence  showing  the  character  of 
Walker's  expedition,  it  will  establish  the  intent  of  this  expedition.  I, 
therefore,  respectfully  request  to  be  furnished  with  such  evidence,  or 
the  means  of  obtaining  it,  if  in  the  power  of  the  department  to  do  so. 
The  evidence  may  probably  be  had  from  New  Orleans.

Captain  T.  J.  Mackey.  ) 

Douglas B.  DeSaussure  sworn,  says:  About  a  month  ago  Captain 
Mackey  was  in  Columbia,  when  there  was  a  rumor  that  he  was  organ- 
izing an  expedition,  either  of  a  civil  or  military  character,  to  co-operate 
with  General  Walker  against  Nicaragua.     I  had  one  or  two  conversa- 
tions with  him  on  the  subject,  and  partially  engaged  to  go  with  him. 
A  circumstance,  however,  changed  my  intention,  and  I  notified  Cap- 
tain Mackey  in  Charleston  that  I  had  abandoned  my  design  of  going 
with  him.     Captain  Mackey  spoke  to  me  as  one  commissioned  by 
General  Walker  ;  he  did  not  show  his  commission.     The  expedition 
was  of  a  military  character.     Captain  Mackey  told  me  that  there  was 
a  rendezvous  appointed.     He  told  me  that  he  had  about  one  hundred 
men  who  had  embarked  with  him  in  the  expedition.     He  used  this 
language  :  '^  That  there  were  about  one  hunared  men  who  were  under 
his  control  or  command."     He  said  that  he  was  in  command.     They 
were  to  go  as  a  body  together  ;  but  I  do  not  know  if  it  was  his  inten- 
tion to  organize  the  company  in  the  United  States.     Indeed  I  know 
that  it  was  not.  There  were  sub-officers  ;  Mr.  Bellinger  was  one  lieu- 
tenant and  I  was  another.     I  cannot  undertake  to  say  whether  the 
Eayment  was  to  be  in  advance  or  not.     I  think  that  it  was  in  the 
ands  of  Captain  Mackey.     If  the  expenses  were  paid  by  each  indi- 
vidual they  were  to  be  refunded  to  him  by  the  heads  of  the  expedition. 
The  enlistment  was  not  for  any  specified  time ;  I  was  to  go  for  the 
whole  war  ;  that  is,  until  we  had  accomplished  the  object  of  the  expe- 
dition.    The  ultimate  object  of  the  expedition,  as  I  understood  it^  was 
the  taking  possession  of  Nicaragua,     i  have  a  paper  in  writing  from 
Captain  Mackey  ofiering  me  the  first  lieutenancy  in   a  company  of 
which  he  was  to  be  the  captain.     The  paper  is  now  in  my  possession, 
iud  will  be  produced  when  required. 
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Cross-examination . 

It  was  abo\it  a  month  ago  that  Captain  Mackey  was  in  Oolambia. 
I  called  on  him  in  consequence  of  the  rumor  in  Columbia.     He  did  not 
require  me  to  be  armed  or  to  have  any  equipments  as  part  of  the  con- 
dition.    He  did  not  propose  to  me  that  I  should  take  any  part  in 
organizing  the  company  ;  he  appeared  to  have  the  company  all  formed; 
that  is,  that  the  officers  were  distributed,  the  men  numbered,  and  that 
we  were  to  meet  at  a  certain  place  before  embarking.     The  idea  left 
on  my  mind  was  that  it  was  to  be  a  military  expedition,  covered  os- 
tensibly with  the  appearance  of  a  pacific  character.     We  were  to  meet 
either  at  Savannah  or  this  place  ;  indeed  I  know  that  Savannah  was 
to  be  the  point  of  embarkation.     We  had  three  or  four  conversations. 
I  saw  no  commission.     He  said  that  he  was  appointed  by  General 
Walker.     I  recognized  him  as  the  agent  of  General  Walker.     The 
paper  he  gave  me  was  to  the  effect  as  follows :  "By  virtue  of  the 
authority  invested  in  me  by  General  Walker  I  now  offer  you  the  post  of 
second  officer  in  the  corps  under  my  command. ' '     My  impression  is  that 
this  was  signed  simply  as  *'  T.  J.  Mackey."     If  I  had  considered  that 
there  was  anything  wrong  I  do  not  know  that  I  would  have  embarked 
in  the  expedition.     Whether  it  was  or  was  not  against  the  neutrality 
laws  of  the  United  States,  under  existing  circumstances,  I  had  made 
up  my  mind  to  go.     But,  however,  I  declined  the  position  assigned 
me.     I  understood  that  I,  as  an  officer  of  this  company,  would  have, 
in  the  line  of  my  duty,  when  ordered  and  when  necessary,  performed 
military  service.     It  was  at  the  suggestion  of  Captain  Mackey,  after  I 
had  one  interview  with  him,  that  I  wrote  the  letter  soliciting  the  ap- 
pointment.    In  justice  to  Captain  Mackey,  I  would  state  that  the 
paper  he  gave  me  spoke  of  the  expedition  as  "  a  body  of  emigrants/' 
The  intention  was  to  go  to  Nicaragua,  and  to  fight  only  if  it  became 
necessary.     I  had  reason  to  believe,  from  my  conversation  with  Cap- 
tain Mackey,  that  it  was  a  fine  country,  and  presented  a  fine  field  for 
Anglo-American  enterprise.     He  mentioned  that  Walker  was  at  that 
time  the  de  facto  president  of  Nicaragua,  and  had  not  been  expelled 
by  the  inhabitants  of  that  country ;    that  they  were  in  favor  of 
Walker,  and  were  inclined  to  acquiesce  in  Walker's  rule.     I  do  not 
remember  any  conversation  in  relation  to  Castillon.     He  mentioned 
also  that  the  transit  route  was  over  Nicaragua,  and  that,  therefore, 
it  was  a  place  of  vast  importance  to  the  commerce  of  this  country. 
He  said  that  there  was  a  necessity  for  a  stronger  power  than  that 
in  the  neighborhood  of  that  country  to   keep  the  route  open  and 
protect  commerce.     I  believe  that  he  mentioned  that  the  Costa  Bicans 
had  expelled  Walker,  and  the  object  of  this  enterprize  was  to  reinstate 
Walker  in  that  position,  to  which  he  had  a  right ;  that  he  had  been 
elected  president  by  a  large  majority  ;  that  a  deputation  of  influential 
citizens  had  waited  on  Walker  in  California,  and  had  invited  him  to 
assume  the  government  of  that  country.     I  have  seen  in  the  Nicar- 
aguan  papers  invitations  to  emigrants  to  come  over  and  settle  in  that 
country.     Whether  there  was  a  government  in  Nicaragua  or  not, 
Walker  was  going  there  to  regain  his  lost  position.     Captain  Mackey 
did  not  regard  Nicaragua  as  being  under  any  government  at  all.      In 
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speaking  of  this  expedition^  Captain  Mackey  used  the  expression, 
'^body  of  emigrants."  They  were  not  to  be  armed  in  the  United 
States.  We  were  to  be  armed,  in  order  to  be  prepared  for  any  emer- 
gency, before  we  went  to  Nicaragua — at  the  place  of  rendezvous,  per- 
haps. I  am  in  ignorance  whether  there  were  any  arms  in  the  United 
States  for  the  use  of  the  expedition  or  not. 

In  reply  by  district  attorney  : 

The  privates  were  to  receive  two  hundred  and  fifty  acres  of  land, 
and  the  officers  in  proportion.  I  was  to  receive  besides  this  the  post 
of  lieutenant,  and  the  chance  to  rise  in  my  profession  or  in  the  army. 
The  privates  were,  in  addition,  to  receive  $30  a  month,  and  the  officers 
in  proportion.  The  expression,  *'  body  of  emigrants,"  occurred  in  the 
letter  of  appointment.     I  received  one  other  letter  from  him. 

By  defendant's  attorney : 

I  do  not  know  whether  Captain  Mackey  said  ^^  privates"  or  not. 
The  impression  left  on  my  mind  was,  those  who  were  not  officers. 
The  officers  had  never  met  the  men.  I  had  never  seen  one  of  them. 
I  had  received  the  offer  of  the  appointment  of  the  second  post  in  the 
company,  which  I  did  not  accept,  and  therefore  I  was  not  an  officer, 
I  came  here  by  the  process  of  the  court,  and  it  is  at  great  personal  in- 
convenience to  myself  and  reluctance  also.

Sir  :  I  regret  to  say  that  Mackey  has  escaped.  The  examination 
before  the  commissioner  was  commenced  on  the  3d  instant  and  closed 
on  the  7th,  when  I  moved  the  commitment  of  Mackey  and  argued  the 
motion,  which  was  granted  on  the  testimony  I  had  adduced  to  support 
the  charge.  Subsequently,  as  I  learn,  the  commissioner  consented  to 
take  bail  in  $3,000  for  Mackey's  appearance  before  the  court,  in  Jan- 
uary, and  permitted  Mackey  to  leave  his  office  to  procure  the  sureties 
to  the  bond*    Macke  j  ayailed  himself  of  the  opportunity  and  esca]^ed« 

On  learning  of  his  escape,  I  immediately  telegraphed  to  the  United 
States  marshal  at  Savannah  and  Mobile  to  arrest  hi^^3gig|;(as  yet  have 
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heard  nothing.  I  have  also  notified  the  sureties  to  Mackey's  eocami- 
nation  bond  that  I  will  institute  legal  proceedings  against  them  on 
that  clause  of  the  bond  which  stipulates  that  Mackey  '^  shall  not  de- 
part the  district  without  license."  It  was  probably  on  the  faith  of 
that  clause  in  the  bond  that  the  commissioner  permitted  Mackey  to 
leave  his  office  to  procure  bail.

San  Juan  del  Norte,  December  11, 1857. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  on  the  6th  instant  Com- 
modore Paulding  arrived  at  this  port  in  the  United  States  flag  ship 
Wabash,  and  that  the  Unite!  States  steamer  Fulton  reached  here  on 
the  day  following.  On  the  8th  instant,  all  things  being  ready.  Com- 
modore Paulding  took  General  William  Walker  and  all  his  followers 
at  Punta  Arenas,  except  about  fifty  men,  who  had  penetrated  into  the 
interior  as  far  as  Castillo  Rapids,  which  point  beirig  occupied  by  some 
eighty  Costa  Rican  soldiers,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Alvarado, 
most  of  whom  were  sick  or  unfit  for  duty,  fell  into  their  hands.  No 
resistance  was  ofiered  by  the  Costa  Ricans,  notwithstanding  which,  as 
I  learn  from  an  American  physician  holding  a  passport  signed  by  the 
late  Hon.  Wm.  L.  Marcy,  and  who  was  employed  by  the  Costa  Rican 
government  as  surgeon,  the  hospital  was  fired  into,  and  two  men,  who 
were  too  feeble  to  effect  their  escape,  were  killed.  The  party  to  whom 
Castillo  surrendered  was  commanded  by  Colonel  Frank  Anderson  and 
a  man  called  Commodore  De  Brissot,  who,  since  the  surrender  of 
Walker  at  Rivas,  has  been  staying  in  this  town,  much  to  the  disgust 
of  the  inhabitants  generally.  The  arms,  ammunition,  provisions,  &c., 
taken  with  Walker,  as  well  as  a  steamer  called  the  "Charles  Morgan," 
captured  at  Castillo,  and  brought  down  the  river  by  De  Brissot,  have 
all  been  disposed  according  to  the  orders  of  Commodore  Paulding, 
The  steamer  was  formerly  the  property  of  the  '^Nicaragua  Transit 
Company,"  and  has  been  placed  in  my  charge  until  it  shall  be  deter- 
mined to  whom  she  rightfully  belongs.  The  United  States  ship 
Saratoga,  I  am  informed,  is  to  take  Walker  and  his  men  to  the 
United  States,  and  is  now  getting  ready  for  sea. 

The  United  States  ships  Wabash,  Saratoga,  and  Fulton,  and  her 
Britannic  Majesty's  frigate  Brunswick,  are  now  at  this  port.

BrooUyn,  December  13,  1857. 

Excellent  Sir  :  After  giving  notice  to  your  excellency,  by  the 
telegraph,  of  the  landing  of  Walker's  hostile  expedition  on  Punta 
Arenas,  without  the  prevention  of  such  landing  by  the  armed  vessels 
of  the  United  States,  or  even  the  overhauling  of  the  Fashion,  laden 
with  men  and  arms,  I  have  deemed  it  proper  to  call  your  excellency's* 
attention  to  the  fact,  already  long  announced,  that  another  expedi- 
tion is  now  ready  at  Mobile,  and  about  to  sail  thence  to  reinforce  that 
which  has  succeeded  in  landing  on  the  territory  of  Nicaragua ;  and 
that  the  person  called  G-eneral  Henningsen  has  lately  gone  from  New 
York  to  New  Orleans  to  accompany  this  reinforcement. 

I  trust  that  the  government  of  the  United  States  will  take  all  such 
measures  as  may  be  necessary,  to  the  end  that  this  reinforcing  expe- 
dition, as  also  all  others  which  it  may  be  intended  to  set  forward, 
whether  from  California,  or  from  any  other  point  of  the  Union,  may 
be  detained  and  not  be  allowed  to  continue  baffling  the  measures  of 
the  Executive  power.  I  further  trust  that  proceedings  will  be  in- 
stituted against  the  violators  of  the  laws  of  neutrality  with  that 
rigor  which  is  required  for  the  maintenance  of  peace  and  of  fair  un- 
derstanding between  friendly  and  neutral  nations.

Dear  Sir  :  The  American  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Ship  Canal  Com- 
pany, of  which  I  am  the  president,  have  heard  with  great  concern 
that  William  Walker  has  landed  with  his  band  of  ''  fiUibusters"  at 
Panta  Arenas,  in  Nicaragua. 

We  were  abont  sending  three  steamers  from  New  Orleans  for  the 
lake  of  Nicaragua  and  the  river  San  Juan ;  and,  unless  we  send  a  tele- 
graphic despatch  to  our  agent  countermanding  our  order,  these  boats 
will  be  on  tneir  waj  to  San  Juan  within  a  few  days. 

Will  you  be  kind  enough  to  inform  us  whether  they  will  be  pro- 
tected from  General  Walker  in  the  harbor  of  San  Juan,  if  we  permit 
them  to  go  ?  Without  them  we  cannot  properly  open  the  transit 
across  the  isthmus,  and  we  have  advertised  one  of  our  steamers  to 
leave  San  Francisco  on  the  20th  of  January  next.  Another  will  leave 
New  York  on  the  same  day  for  San  Juan. 

Unless  we  are  interrupted  by  fillibusters,  the  entire  line  between 
this  citv  and  California,  via  Nicaragua^  will  be  established  in  about 
thirty  days.  Such  interruption  we  believe  we  have  reason  to  fear, 
from  the  lawless  character  of  Walker,  unless  our  government  inter- 
feres efficiently  for  our  protection.

Sir  :  On  the  14th  instant  I  addressed  a  telegraphic  despatch  to  you, 
directing  you  to  be  vigilant  in  your  endeavors  to  prevent  illegal  expe- 
ditions against  Central  America,  in  prosecuting  offenders,  and  also 
ordering  proceedings  against  the  steamer  Fashion  if  she  should  re- 
turn to  your  district,  and  the  proof  within  your  reach  should  warrant 
this  course.  This  despatch  was  occasioned  by  intelligence  of  the  ar- 
rival of  the  Fashion  at  San  Juan  del  Norte,  and  of  the  landing  of 
Sersons  from  her  at  Punta  Arenas  for  hostile  {purposes.  The  Presi- 
ent's  views  in  regard  to  illegal  military  expeditions  against  countries 
with  which  the  United  States  are  at  peace  are  AiUy  set  forth  in  the 
circular  of  this  department  of  the  18th  September  and  in  his  message 
to  Congress  at  the  opening  of  the  present  session. 

He  expects  that  all  officers  of  the  United  States,  civil,  military  and 
naval,  will  cordially  and  zealously  co-operate  towards  carrying  out 
the  policy  thus  indicated,  with  a  view  to  a  due  execution  of  the  law, 
and  to  avoid  occasion  for  any  reproach  of  delinquency  in  this  respect 
against  this  government.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
16th  instant,  referring  to  your  despatch  by  telegraph  under  date  of 
14th  instant,  directing  me  to  be  vigilant  in  the  endeavor  to  prevent 
"illegal  expeditions  against  Central  America,  in  preventing  prose- 
cuting offenders,  and  ordering  proceedings  against  the  steamer  Fash- 
ion, should  she  return  to  the  district,  &c." 

In  reply,  I  would  respectfully  refer  to  my  letter  of  the  17th  instant, 
acknowledging  the  receipt  of  said  despatch,  and,  in  addition,  state  that 
I  have  furnished  a  copy  of  this  despatch  to  the  naval  officer  and  sur- 
veyor of  this  port,  and  also  to  Captain  J.  G.  Brushwood,  the  com- 
mander of  the  revenue  cutter  Lewis  Cass,  now  stationed  at  the  head 
of  the  passes  of  the  Mississppi  river.  I  have  also  enjoined  vigilance 
on  the  part  of  inspectors  employed  in  detective  service,  and  shall  con- 
tinue the  careful  examination  of  all  vessels  to  which  the  slightest 
suspicion  may  attach,  as  well  as  the  reconnoissance  of  the  citj'  in  order 
to  detect  the  presence  of  any  armed  organizations  contemjilating  an 
expedition  against  Nicaragua  or  Central  America. 

These  precautions,  and  all  others  within  my  power,  shall  be  used  to 
comply  strictly  with  and  accomplish  the  wishes  and  instructions  ol 
the  president,  as  conveyed  in  the  circular  from  your  department  dated 
the  18th  September,  1857. 

Should  the  steamer  Fashion  return  to  this  district,  I  shall  use  every 
effort  to  procure  sufficient  evidence  to  institute  the  proper  legal  pro- 
ceedings againt  her.

The  undersigned,  minister  plenipotentiary  of  the  republic  of 
Nicaragua,  has  the  honor  of  communicating  to  his  excellency  the 
Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States  that,  on  the  15th  of  last 
month,  the  authority  of  the  republic  of  Nicaragua  was  assumed  by 
General  Martinez,  elected  to  the  presidency  by  an  immense  majority 
of  votes,  and  that  one  of  the  first  acts  of  the  [new  head  of  that 
republic  was  to  confirm  the  appointment  made  in  the  person  of  the 
undersigned  by  former  national  governments  as  envoy  extraordinary 
and  minister  plenipotentiary  to  the  government  of  the  United  States. 

The  undersigned  deems  it  also  to  be  his  duty  to  inform  his  excel- 
lency the  Secretary  of  State  that  the  constituent  assembly  of  Nicaragua 
has  approved  and  confirmed  the  contract  made  by  the  undersigned 
with  the  American  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Ship  Canal  Companyj  the 
only  one  vested  with  the  privilege  of  carrying  across  the  isthmus — as 
the  only  one,  also,  which,  for  the  present  and  so  long  as  the  govern- 
ment will  not  have  otherwise  disposed,  has  the  right  to  carry 
emigrants  to  that  country,  under  such  conditions  as  have  been  imposed 
on  said  company.  All  other  emigrants  or  colonizers  whatsoever  that 
may  be  conveyed  to  that  country  will  be  refused  admission,  and  com- 
pelled to  depart  from  the  territory  of  the  republic ;  or  they  will  be 
dealt  with  as  enemies  of  the  republic,  should  they  appear  there  in  the 
character  borne  by  those  lately  introduced  by  the  incorrigible  adven- 
turer William  Walker, 

The  undersigned,  in  the  name  of  the  three  governments  which  he 
represents,  returns  thanks  to  the  government  of  the  United  States  for 
having  taken  away  the  adventurer  William  Walker  and  his  invading 
band  from  the  point  of  which  they  had  taken  possession  on  the  coast 
of  Nicaragua ;  thus  freeing  those  friendly  countries  from  the  evils 
with  which  they  would  have  been  visited  had  these  disturbers  of  the 
peace  of  nations  been  allowed  the  T)088ibility  of  increasing  their  forces 
by  new  recruits.  Those  who,  in  the  service  which  the  government  of 
the  United  States  has  rendered  to  its  friend,  the  republic  of  Nicaragua, 
would  seek  for  a  warrant  to  say  that  the  Nicaraguan  territory  has 
been  violated,  will  hardly  find  it,  from  the  moment  that  the  world 
will  have  learned  that  the  government  of  Nicaragua,  far  from  com- 
plaining of  a  violation  of  her  territory,  looks  upon  that  act  as  an 
assistance,  directed  in  behalf  of  its  inviolability,  which  was  wounded, 
in  eflect,  by  certain  adventurers  from  the  United  States  ;  and  that  it 
considers  such  assistance,  extended  by  this  government,  as  a  conse- 
quence of  the  measures  which,  by  his  note  of  the  14th  of  September 
last,  the  undersigned  had  asked  this  government  to  adopt,  giving 
orders  to  the  navy  of  the  United  States  to  capture  the  violators  of  the 
laws  of  neutrality. 

The  point  from  which  Commodore  Paulding  forced  away  those 
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bandits,  the  violators  of  the  laws  of  all  nations,  and,  as  such,  jostly 
assimilated,  by  the  law  of  nations,  to  pirates  and  foes  of  mankind, 
is  an  almost  desert  one,  on  which  there  exists  no  Nicara^nan 
authorities  that  could  have  managed  the  apprehension  of  those  felons. 
Nicaragua,  therefore,  considers  that  the  proceedings  of  Commodore 
Paulding  against  Walker  and  his  horde  were  entirely  justifiable ; 
for,  as  a  man-of-war  of  any  nation  may  take  up  pirates  from  a  desert 
island,  or  one  so  thinly  peopled  that  they  can  assert  their  dominion 
over  it,  although  that  island  mieht  belong  to  another  sovereign 
nation,  just  so  can  bandits  be  apprehended,  as  enemies  of  the  human 
race,  by  the  armed  vessels  of  a  inendly  nation,  on  a  point  of  a  foreign 
coast,  which  may  be  placed  under  circumstances  like  to  those  of  the 
island  mentioned  by  way  of  illustration. 

Considering  it  highly  important  that  the  tenor  of  this  note — espe- 
cially the  portion  touching  emigration  to  Nicaragua — should  be  made 
public,  the  undersigned  would  entertain  the  hope  that  the  Secretary 
of  State  will  find  no  objection  to  have  its  contents  published. 

The  undersigned,  with  hisrhest  consideration,  has  the  honor  of 
tendering  to  the  Secretary  of  State  the  renewed  assurance  that  he  is 
his  respectful  servant.

Extract  from  a  letter  dated  at  La  Union^  addressed  to  the  United  States 
Consul  at  Panama^  August  29,  1857. 

'^  No  order  has  been  issued  as  yet  for  the  election,  and  probably 
will  not  be  for  some  time.  A  formal  proposition  has  been  made  by 
the  government  of  Costa  Bica  to  that  of  Nicaragua,  to  unite  the  two 
States  under  one  government,  with  a  president  named  by  the  people. 
This  matter  was  m  discussion  while  I  was  in  Nicaragua.  The  idea 
seemed  to  be  received  with  favor  by  the  proprietors  of  the  country. 
In  fact  all  the  people  of  property  are  disposed  to  agree  to  an  arrange- 
ment that  presents  a  prospect  of  successral  resistance  to  fiUibusterism, 
of  which  they  have  the  greatest  fear  and  abhorrence."

Sir  :  The  clearance  from  this  port  of  the  steamer  Fashion  for  Grey- 
town,  and  her  departure  for  that  place  with  a  full  freight  and  a  larffe 
number  of  passengers,  in  view  of  your  circular  instructions  of  the 
18th  September,  makes  necessary  an  explanation  of  the  facts  that 
controUra  my  actions  as  collector  in  granting  the  clearance  and  in 
permitting  the  departure  of  the  vessel. 

A  few  days  ago  Mr.  H.  B.  Humpkins,  a  wealthy  merchant  of  this 
place,  mentioned  to  me  that  he  was  about  to  despatch  a  steamer,  which 
he  had  recently  purchased,  to  Grey  town,  with  an  assorted  cargo  and 
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such  passengers  as  might  choose  to  visit  Central  America;  and  he  de- 
sired to  know  whether  there  would  be  any  objection  to  his  enterprise 
on  the  part  of  the  government  or  its  officers.  To  these  inquiries  I 
replied  by  referring  him  to  the  rumors  that  were  rife  in  regard  to  the 
movement  of  General  Walker,  to  the  revenue  and  neutrality  laws, 
and  to  the  circular  instructions  of  the  State  Department.  I  assured 
him  that  the  laws  of  the  country  and  those  instructions  would  guide 
my  conduct,  and  that  no  infraction  of  them  would  be  permitted. 

A  day  or  two  subsequent  to  this  conversation  he  brought  to  my 
office  invoices,  manifests,  and  bills  of  lading  for  a  large  cargo,  and 
asked  that  his  vessel  might  be  cleared  for  Greytown.  I  subjected  his 
invoices  to  a  very  scrutinizing  examination,  but  found  nothing  in 
them  to  which  exception^  could  be  taken.  The  shipment  consisted  of 
barrels  of  pork,  beef,  flour,  and  sugar,  household  goods,  hardware, 
farming  utensils,  domestic  cotton  goods,  crockery,  medicine,  &c.,  &c., 
of  several  thousand  dollars  value.  With  the  papers  were  his  instruc- 
tions to  his  supercargo,  on  his  arrival  at  Greytown,  to  offer  the  ship- 
ment in  that  market  for  cash,  or  to  exchange  it,  or  any  part  of  it,  for 
the  products  of  the  country,  at  his  discretion.  Whatever  might  have 
been  my  private  impressions  in  regard  to  the  true  object  of  the  voyage, 
I  could  find  nothing  that  would  lawfully  justify  a  detention  of  the 
vessel.  I  therefore  granted  the  necessary  papers  yesterday.  She  went 
to  sea  this  morning. 

After  I  had  issued  the  clearance,  however,  apprehending  the  possi- 
bility that  arms  and  munitions  of  war  might  be  taken  on  board  from 
some  point  below  the  city,  I  despatched  one  of  my  most  intelligent 
and  reliable  officers,  with  written  instructions,  to  repair  on  board  of 
the  steamer,  and  examine  thoroughly  her  cargo  and  equipments,  and, 
in  the  event  of  his  discovering  any  irregularity,  to  report  forthwith 
to  me.  I  enclose  a  copy  of  this  order,  and  a  copy  of  the  officer's 
return.  The  number  of  passengers  was  larger  than  I  had  been  led  to 
suppose,  and  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  Walker  was  among  them. 
Mr.  Humpkins  informs  me  that  it  ia  his  intention  to  establish  a  re- 
gular line  of  steam  communication  between  this  port  and  Greytown, 
and  I  understand  that  another  steamer  is  expected  soon  to  follow  the 
Fashion  in  the  same  business  and  with  the  same  objects,  whatever 
they  may  be. 

I  trust  that  my  action  in  this  matter  may  be  approved  by  the  gov- 
ernment, and  that  if  I  am  expected  hereafter  to  pursue  a  different 
course,  I  may  receive  its  specific  instructions.

Sir:  Agreeably  to  your  instructions  delivered  to  me  last  night, 
dated  Nov.  13,  I  repaired  on  board  the  steamer  Fashion,  lying  about 
six  miles  below  town,  at  daybreak  this  morning,  and  examined  her 
cargo  and  equipments  with  special  reference  to  the  rumors  current 
that  she  is  engaged  in  an  unlawful  voyage,  and  in  derogation  of  the 
neutrality  laws  of  the  United  States. 

In  my  examination  I  did  not  discover  any  arms  or  munitions  of 
war,  nor  did  I  observe  any  indication  of  organization  among  the 
passengers.  In  fact,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  everything  on 
board  agrees  with  the  manifest  deposited  in  the  custom-house  by  the 
captain  in  clearing  the  vessel.  There  were  on  board  about  270 
passengers,  professing,  as  I  learned  from  conversation,  to  be  emi- 
grants. 

I  delayed  the  examination  to  the  last  moment  in  order  to  be  sure  of 
no  further  communication  with  the  shore  from  the  vessel,  and  when  I 
left  steam  was  up,  and  she  ready  to  depart  on  the  return  of  the  boat 
which  the  captain  despatched  to  land  me  ;  every  facility  was  afforded 
by  those  on  board  for  examination.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  add, 
that  the  revenue  cutter  was  in  the  bay,  and  available  in  case  of  need.

Sir:  Your  letter  of  the  14th  instant  to  the  State  Department  has 
been,  by  direction  of  the  President,  referred  to  this  department.  ^ 

From  your  letter  it  appears  that  the  steamer  Fashion  was  permitted 
by  you  to  leave  your  port  under  the  following  circumstances,: 
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She  had  on  board  an  unuBual  number  of  passengers,  so  unusual  as 
to  leave  no  reasonable  doubt  that  she  was  engaged  in  the  rumored 
expedition  against  the  gOTernment  of  Nicaragua.  Among  her  pas- 
sengers was  General  Walker,  who  was  known  to  the  country  as  its 
recognized  leader.  The  character  of  her  freight,  though  not  com- 
posed of  warlike  implements,  was  in  keeping  with  the  published  pro- 
gramme of  this  expedition.  The  destination  of  the  vessel  was  the 
very  country  against  which  the  expedition  was  known  to  be  fitted  out. 
These  facts,  in  connexion  with  the  fitmiliar  and  well  known  rumors 
in  the  country,  seem  to  have  left  no  room  for  doubt  on  the  subject ; 
and  I  infer  from  your  letter  that  such  were  your  "  private  impress 
sions/'  but,  unfortunately,  your  official  acts  have  not  corresponded 
ijrith  these  well  founded  **  private  impressions." 

I  am  instructed  by  the  President  to  say  to  you  that  your  conduct  in 
this  matter  does  not  meet  his  approval.     In  avowing  to  the  world  his 

Surpose,  if  possible,  to  arrest  this  illegal  expedition,  undertaken  in 
efiance  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  ana  in  disregard  of  their 
honor  and  good  faith,  the  President  felt  that  he  was  cuscharging  a 
duty  no  lees  demanded  by  the  requirements  of  the  law  than  by  every 
consideration  which  affects  the  national  honor.  He  expected  the  cor- 
dial co-operation  of  all  the  officers  of  the  government,  and  relets  to 
find  that  his  reasonable  expectations  in  this  regard  have  been  disap- 
pointed. 

As  you  intimate  in  your  letter  that  it  is  proposed  to  make  similar 
efforts  at  your  port  in  aid  of  this  expedition,  I  have  been  directed  to 
communicate  these  views  to  you  that  your  official  action  hereafter 
may  be  in  strict  conformity  to  them.  Upon  a  recurrence  of  a  similar 
state  of  things,  you  will  cause  the  vessel  to  be  detained.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  commu- 
nication of  the  27th  ultimo,  and  hasten  to  inform  you  that^  in  com- 
pliance with  the  instructions  therein  contained,  as  well  as  the  terms 
of  a  telegraphic  despatch  upon  the  same  subject,  previously  trans- 
mitted me  by  the  State  Department,  I  have  directed  the  commander 
of  the  cutter  in  my  charge  to  proceed  at  once  to  Mobile  Point,  where 
the  Fashion  is  hourly  expected  to  arrive,  and  immediately  thereupon 
to  seize  and  bring  her  into  port.  This  course  would  seem  to  be  indi- 
cated equally  by  the  language  of  the  despatch  alluded  to,  which  ex-, 
pressly  affirms  the  liability  of  said  vessel  for  past  misdemeanors,  and 
the  general  tenor  of  your  communication,  wherein  blame  is  imputed 
to  me,  upon  the  ground  that  the  facts  attending  the  former  depar- 
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ture^  which  could  only  have  heen  established  by  subsequent  prosecu- 
tion^  clearly  warranted  her  detention  on  my  part.  I  have  also  apprised 
the  district  attorney  of  the  fact  that  these  orders  have  been  extended 
to  the  cutter,  and  requested  him  to  hold  himself  in  readiness  to  take 
such  action  in  the  case  as  the  laws  of  the  country  require. 

This  statement  will,  I  trust,  sufficiently  attest  my  anxiety  to  exe- 
cute, with  all  practicable  diligence,  the  instructions  forwarded  me  by 
the  8tate  Department  and  your  own,  according  to  my  best  apprehen- 
sion of  them.  But  it  is  due  to  the  claims  of  truth,  and  to  my  own 
sense  of  personal  and  official  integrity,  that  the  state  of  facts  pre- 
sented in  your  letter,  as  authorizing  the  rebuke  which  is  therein 
administered^  should  be  corrected. 

The  allegation  is,  that,  from  my  letter  to  the  State  Department  of 
the  14th  ultimo,  the  following  facts  appear  to  have  been  within  my 
knowledge  at  the  time  when  the  Fashion  was  permitted  to  leave  the 
port,  to  wit : 

Ist.  That  she  had  an  unusual  number  of  passengers  on  board. 

2d.  That  General  Walker  was  one  of  them. 

3d.  That  the  character  of  the  freight  was  in  keeping  with  the  pub- 
lished programme  of  her  suspected  expedition. 

4th.  That  her  destination  was  Grey  town. 

A  single  glance  at  these  specifications  will  suffice  to  show  that 
their  main  elements  as  data  tor  the  conclusions  deduced  from  them 
are  embraced  in  the  1st  and  2d  specifications ;  for  it  will  not  be 
seriously  maintained  that  a  cargo  of  assorted  merchandise,  and  a 
destination  for  Grey  town,  were,  when  connected  with  ^'fiEtmiliar  and 
well  known  rumors  in  the  country,"  constitute  ^'probable  cause'' 
for  so  grave  an  act  of  official  interference  as  the  forcible  seizure  and 
detention  of  a  vessel  against  the  will  of  her  owners.  Nor  must  it  be 
forgotten  that  associated  with  these  circumstances  was  the  vivid  recol- 
lection, on  my  part,  of  the  fact  that  two  years  ago  I  had  seized  the 
barque  Magnolia  for  a  similar  offence,  and  under  similar  instructions ; 
that  after  an  investigation  thereof,  so  convincing  in  the  extent  and 
minuteness  of  its  disclosures,  that  a  hostile  expedition  against  the 
island  of  Cuba  was  not  even  denied  in  discussing  them  ;  yet  I  saw 
that  vessel  heavily  laden  with  cannon,  rifles,  fixed  ammunition,  and 
all  the  appliances  for  a  military  campaign,  not  only  successively  dis- 
charged by  two  different  federal  tribunals  upon  the  admitted  in- 
effectuality  of  the  neutrality  laws  to  reach  such  a  state  of  facts  when 
proven,  but  I  saw  the  judgment  of  those  courts  confirmed  by  the  re- 
fusal of  your  predecessor  to  direct  an  appeal  from  their  decision. 
Unless  it  does  appear,  therefore,  (as  it  is  mistakenly  alleged,)  from 
my  letter  of  the  14th  ult.,  that  the  facts  set  forth  in  the  foregoing 
first  and  second  specifications  were  within  my  knowledge  at  the  time 
of  the  steamer's  departure,  the  strictures  on  my  conduct  must  be  ad- 
mitted to  be  unmerited,  being  based  upon  a  statement  of  facts  of 
which  the  only  important  ones  are  unsustained  by  the  document  cited 
to  support  them.  Now,  I  most  respectfully,  but  emphatically,  deny 
that  my  letter  of  the  14th,  written  hastily,  and  in  the  frankness  of 
conscious  integrity,  warrants  the  conclusion  that  I  knew,  or  even 
suspected,  either  the  unusual  number  of  the  passengers  by  the 
Fashiouj  or  that  Walker  was  one  of  them,  at  the  time  of  |the  vessel's 
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departure.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  therein  distinctly  stated  that  I  was 
not  apprised  of  the  one  or  the  other  until  the  return  of  the  oflficer 
who  was  specially  detailed  to  examine  her,  and  when  the  vessel  had 
finally  departed ;  nor  did  I,  even  then,  have  any  knowledge  of  the 
latter  fact,  beyond  a  mere  suspicion  of  it,  communicated  by  him,  and 
which  had  not  been  verified  by  his  examination.  It  would  seem  from 
the  circumstances,  and  what  has  since  transpired,  that  Walker  had 
been  carefully  secreted  in  the  city,  and  was  thus  enabled  clandestinely 
to  embark  upon  the  vessel. 

The  only  facts,  then,  which  appear  from  my  letter  of  the  14th  as 
having  been  within  my  knowledge  at  the  period  mentioned,  and  which 
could  consequently  alone  have  influenced  my  official  conduct,  are  those 
which  I  have  already  shown  could  not  furnish  a  reasonable  ground 
for  the  detention  of  a  vessel.  By  these  facts,  I  respectfully  submit,  it 
is  my  right  to  be  judged — not  by  others  which  I  did  not  know,  and 
which,  therefore,  could  not  possibly  have  affected  my  action. 

And  now,  permit  me  to  say,  if  I  write  earnestly  it  is  because  I  feel 
keenly  the  rebuke  contained  in  your  letter.  It  has  been  the  ambition 
of  my  life  to  sustain  the  honor  of  the  country  and  to  give  efficiency  to 
its  laws.  Neither  by  word  nor  deed  have  lever  encouraged,  sustained, 
or  justified  the  fiUibustering  spirit  so  prevalent  in  this  part  of  the 
Union.  On  the  contrary,  my  voice  and  pen  have  ever  been  employed 
in  discountenancing  it.  If,  in  my  official  action,  I  have  not  been  able 
to  suppress  it,  the  reason  is  to  be  found  not  in  any  want  of  disposition 
on  my  part,  but  on  the  lack  of  evidence  and  the  inefficiency  of  the 
laws.

violation  ot  the  law.  You  will  learn  from  the  President's  message 
his  firm  purpose  to  have  the  laws  executed  faithfully  and  energetically 
in  this  particular,  and  he  directs  me  to  say  to  you  that  he  fiiUy 
approves  the  steps  you  have  taken  for  the  arrest  and^os^^^ion  of 
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the  Fashion^  and  shall  look  with  confidence  for  your  future  cordial

Sir  :  Application  was  made  to  me  yesterday  by  Mr.  H.  B.  Hum- 
phries, the  owner  of  the  steamer  Fashion,  for  a  clearance  of  the 
schooner  "  Queen  of  the  South"  for  the  port  of  G-reytown,  laden  with 
coal  and  general  merchandise,  and  as  the  movement  can  be  regarded 
in  no  other  light  than  a  supplement  to  the  enterprise  of  the  Fashion, 
in  obedience  to  the  instructions  contained  in  your  letter  of  the  27th 
ultimo,  I  ''detained  the  vessel"  by  refusing  her  a  clearance.  To 
place  me  entirely  at  ease  in  my  position,  I  now  respectfully  ask  the 
special  endorsement  of  my  action  in  this  matter  by  the  department. 
Similar  applications  will  doubtless  be  made  to  me  by  other  parties, 
and  the  only  means  ^.t  o^  command,  by  which  I  can  detain  a  vessel 
about  to  engage  in  this  Walker  enterprise,  is  to  withhold  a  clearance. 
It  would  greatly  relieve  me  to  receive  instructions  that  may  meet 
specifically  the  cases  anticipated. 

The  "Queen  of  the  South"  cannot  be  libelled,  for  she  has  done 
nothing  to  authorize  a  libel,  though  I  have  no  doubt  that  had  she 
been  permitted  to  go  to  sea,  her  decks  would  have  been  covered  by 
armed  men  ere  her  arrival  at  G-reytown.  I  have  no  evidence  that 
she  contemplated  taking  a  single  passenger,  but  it  is  reported  that  a 
band  of  emigrants  arrived  in  this  vicinity  a  few  days  ago  waiting  an 
opportunity  to  embark  for  Greytown.  Not  one  of  them  will  noto  be 
heard  of  as  claiming  any  connexion  with  this  vessel.  The  popular 
sentiment  in  this  city  is  strongly  in  favor  of  Walker.  This  was  indi- 
cated last  night  by  a  public  meeting  of  citizens,  presided  over  by 
ex-Governor  Winston,  and  addressed  by  several  of  the  leading  men  of 
the  State.  The  policy  of  the  government  was  vehemently  criticized, 
and  the  action  of  its  officers  earnestly  deprecated.  I  mention  those 
facts  to  show  you  how  difficult  it  is  to  procure  information  in  regard 
to  the  particular  movements  of  Walker's  sympathizers.  I  addressed 
a  telegraphic  despatch  to  the  department  yesterday,  stating  my  refusal 
to  clear  the  ''  Queen  of  the  South,"  and  asking  its  approval  of  my 
action.  In  addition  to  this  request,  I  have  now  respectfully  to  solicit 
special  instructions  as  much  in  detail  as  to  meet  the  embarrassment 
of  my  position.

Sir:  I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  16th  Instant, 
informing  the  department  of  your  action  in  refusing  to  grant  a  clear- 
ance to  the  schooner  '^  Queen  of  the  South."  The  circumstances  un- 
der which  you  refused  the  clearance  fully  justify  your  course,  and  the 
department  unhesitatingly  approves  it.  In  my  K)rmer  letters  I  hare 
expressed  to  you  the  determination  of  the  President  to  execute  our 
neutrality  laws,  and  you  may  rest  assured  that  you  will  be  fully  sus- 
tained in  every  proper  and  legal  effort  you  may  make  to  carry  out  that 
determination.  It  is  a  duty  we  owe  not  only  to  the  countries  with 
which  we  are  on  terms  of  peace,  but  to  our  national  honor,  to  enforce 
our  laws ;  and  no  eood  citizen  will  complain  of  an  honest  officer  faith- 
fully discharging  his  duty,  and  no  faithful  officer  will  regard  com- 
plaints which  proceed  alone  from  popular  prejudice  and  feeling.  It 
IS  impossible  to  give  specific  instructions,  but  your  prompt  action  in 
the  case  of  the  ''Queen  of  the  South"  satisfies  the  department  that 
your  own  judgment  may  be  relied  upon  to  govern  your  future  action 
under  the  general  instructions  you  have  already  received.

Nicaragua  and  Costa  Bica^  'republics  with  whom  the  United  States  are 
at  peace^  in  direct  violation  of  the  sixth  section  of  the  act  of  Congress, 
approved  20tli  April,  1818.  And  under  the  eighth  section  of  the  said 
act  it  is  made  lawful  for  the  President^  or  such  person  as  he  shall  em- 
power, to  employ  the  land  and  naval  forces  of  the  United  States,  and 
the  militia  thereof,  "for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  carrying  on 
of  any  such  expedition  or  enterprise  from  the  territories  or  jurisdiction 
of  the  United  States."

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or  Bocas  del  Toro,  on  the  coast  of  Costa  Bica,  with  which  I  shall  com- 
ply accordingly. 

These  instructions  are  accompanied  by  a  circular  from  the  State  De- 
partment, and  I  shall  use  my  best  exertions  to  execute  the  spirit  and 
views  of  both  these  papers  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Kavy  Department 
and  of  the  government.

Washington,  October  7,  1847. 

Sir  :  In  regard  to  the  instructions  received  by  me  from  the  Navy 
Department,  dated  the  3d  instant,  I  am  there  referred  for  my  guidance 
to  the  law  enacted  by  Congress,  approved  April  20,  1818,  entitled 
^^An  act  for  the  punishment  of  certain  crimes  aeainst  the  United 
States,"  and  am  also  referred  to  a  circular  issued  by  the  State  De- 
partment, dated  September  18, 1857,Ttddressed  to  various  civil  officers 
of  the  United  States. 

These  directions  to  preserve  the  neutredity  of  the  country  are  very 
plain  for  the  government  of  officers  where  they  are  required  to  act  in 
the  ports  of,  or  in  the  jurisdiction  of,  the  United  States  ;  but  I  must 
confess  that  I  might  find  myself  embarrassed  when  required  to  act  in 
a  foreign  and  neutral  port.  Therefore,  I  must  be  pardoned  for  solicit- 
ing from  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Navy  answers  to  certain 
questions,  and  more  specific  instructions  in  the  premises. 

Suppose,  for  instance,  that,  while  lying  in  a  port  of  Central  Ame- 
rica, an  American  steamer  should  enter  having  on  board  a  large  num- 
ber of  men  whom  I  suspect  of  being  "filibusters" — ^people  intending 
to  land  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  possession  of  the  country,  and  of 
forming  a  government  there.  Must  I  seize  this  vessel  and  bring  her 
into  a  port  of  the  United  States,  or  merely  use  the  force  placed  at  my 
command  to  prevent  their  landing  ? 

It  is  generally  conceded  that  American  citizens  have  a  right  to  tra- 
vel and  go  where  they  please.  Suppose  that  this  suspicious  body  of 
men  inform  me  that  they  are  going  to  travel — ^that  their  intention  is 
to  cross  the  isthmus,  or  intend  to  settle  peaceably  in  the  country  for 
the  purpose  of  developing  its  agricultural  resources ;  indeed,  that  they 
have  been  invited  to  come  and  settle  there  ? 

These  and  other  delicate  points  and  kindred  questions  which  may 
suggest  themselves  to  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  I  deem  it 
necessary  to  be  enlightened  upon  in  order  that  I  may  not  compromise 
the  government,  and  at  the  same  time  be  enabled  to  assert  and  exer- 
cise the  power  entrusted  to  my  hands  with  due  spirit,  dignity,  and 
justice.

Sib  :  In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  7th  instant,  it  is  true  that  Amer- 
ican citizens  nave  a  right  to  travel  and  to  go  where  they  please,  when 
engaged  in  lawM  pursuit,  but  not  to  violate  the  laws  of  their  own  or 
of  any  other  country.  They  have  a  right  to  expatriate  and  to  become 
cituEens  of  any  country  which  is  willing  to  receive  them,  but  not  to 
make  that  right .  a  mere  cloak  and  cover  for  a  warlike  expedition 
against  it  or  its  government.  Your  instructions  do  not  authorize  you 
to  act  arbitrarily,  or  upon  mere  suspicion.  You  will  not  sieze  an 
American  vessel,  or  brins  her  into  port,  or  use  the  force  under  your 
command  to  prevent  her  landing  her  passengers  upon  mere  suspicion. 
You  will  be  careful  not  to  interfere  with  lawful  commerce.  But  where 
you  find  that  an  American  vessel  is  manifestly  engaged  in  carrying 
on  an  expedition  or  enterprise  from  the  territories  or  jurisdiction  of 
the  United  States  against  the  territories  of  Mexico,  Nicaragua^  or 
Oosta  Bica,  contrary  to  the  6th  section  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  April 
20,  1818,  already  referred  to,  you  will  use  the  force  under  your  com- 
mand to  prevent  it,  and  will  not  permit  the  men  or  arms  engaged  in 
it,  or  destined  for  it,  to  be  landed  in  any  part  of  Mexico  or  Central 
America. 

En  route  for  Chiriqui  you  will  touch  at  Mobile  and  New  Orleans, 
and  communicate  with  the  United  States  district  attorney  at  each  of 
those  ports.

Orleans  en  route  to  Chiriqui,  for  the  purpose  of  communicating  with 
the  United  States  district  attorneys  at  those  ports. 

The  Fulton  is  all  ready,  and  I  shall  accordingly  take  my  departure 
Uhday  for  the  nearest  mentioned  port,  which  is  Mobile  ;  then  to  New 
Orleans,  and  then  to  Chiriqui,  reporting  the  movements  of  the  vessel 
to  the  Navy  Department,  or  to  the  flag  officer  of  the  home  squadron, 
according  to  circumstances.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  despatch 
of  the  5th  instant,  accompanying  a  copy  of  the  sailing  orders  of  Com- 
mander Almy,  of  the  "  Fulton,"  and  a  circular  order  from  the  State 
Department,  in  relation  to  our  neutrality  laws. 

The  department  will  not  fail  to  observe  that  my  feelings,  as  com- 
mander-in-chief of  this  squadron,  must  be  very  much  wounded,  when 
I  say  that  the  service  of  the  government  could  have  been  better  per- 
formed if  Commander  Almy  had  been  sent  to  me,  and  some  discretion 
had  been  given  me  by  the  department  for  employing  the  force  nomi- 
nally under  my  command,  instead  of  its  being  assigned  to  duties  at  a 
distance  from  home  by  the  government,  whom  it  is  impossible  should 
so  well  understand  the  localities  and  the  most  proper  measures  to  be 
taken  for  a  given  purpose. 

Now,  sir,  how  would  it  look  if  the  Secretary  of  War  should  direct 
a  general  in  the  field  to  place  himself  on  a  certain  point  and  refinain 
tliere;  then  detach  the  subordinates  and  their  commands,  and  locate 
them  at  points  near  him  without  the  means  of  communication.  (It  is 
an  impassable  wilderness  between  this  and  Chiriqui.)  Could  a  battle 
be  gained,  the  commander-in-chief  be  respected,  or  the  interest  of  our 
country  in  any  manner  advanced?  No,  sir  ;  and  this  is  a  parallel 
case ;  and,  in  my  judgment,  it  would  be  better  for  the  department  to 
supercede  an  officer  whenever  it  wants  confidence  in  his  capacity  for 
command. 

It  is  not  only  in  this  instance,  but  others,  that  I  feel  called  upon  to 
present  to  the  notice  of  the  department  irregularities  which  the  de- 
partment can  alone  redress.  In  the  first  place,  the  ^^Cyane"  has  been 
absent  from  here  at  the  north  for  more  than  three  months  without  my 
having  received  a  report  or  an  official  notice  in  regard  to  her.  It  is 
the  same  with  the  '* Roanoke." 

If  the  "Fulton"  has  taken  one  of  the  "passages,"  as  she  should 
have  done,  her  course  for  "Chiriqui"  was  in  the  direction  of  Aspin- 
wall, and  without  a  material  deviation  she  could  have  passed  within 
sight  of  my  flag.  From  this,  it  will  be  apparent  to  the  department 
that  I  must  feel  that  my  prerogatives,  as  commander-in-chief  of  the 
squadron,  are  turned  aside  with  but  little  consideration,  and  that  my 
presence  here  can  have  but  a  slight  appreciation. 

Without  presuming  to  intrude  discourteously  upon  the  department, 
it  is  proper  that  1  should  present  my  views,  and,  in  doing  so  to  say  that 
the  duties  of  this  command  cannot  be  discharged  in  a  manner  due  to 
the  good  order  and  efficiency  of  the  naval  service  unless  the  depart- 
ment shall  be  observant  and  exact  of  the  officers  a  strict  conformity 
to  its  military  character.

United  States  Steamer  Fulton, 
New  Orleans,  October  29,  1857. 

Sir  :  In  my  last  communication  to  you,  dated  on  the  evening  of  the 
26th  instant,  below  Mobile,  I  announced  the  arrival  of  this  vessel  in 
nine  days  from  the  Capes  of  Virginia  ;  and  that,  in  compliance  with 
your  instructions,  I  was  about  to  proceed  up  to  the  city  to  confer  with 
the  United  States  district  attorney,  A.  J.  Bequier,  esq. 

This  I  did,  having  two  quite  lengthy  and  separate  interviews  with 
him.  After  the  first  interview,  he  called  upon  the  collector  and  other 
officers  connected  with  the  custom-house,  with  whom,  previously,  he 
had  been  in  constant  communication  ;  and  he  stated  to  me  that  beyond 
floating  rumor  there  was  nothing  tangible — nothing  which  would 
warrant  or  authorize  government  officers  to  act,  or  to  commence  a 
prosecution  in  regard  to  the  fitting  out  of  '*  unlawful  military  expedi- 
tions against  territories  with  whom  the  United  States  are  at  peace.'* 
But  still,  he  said,  that  he  could  not  but  help  expressing  the  opinion 
that  public  sentiment  in  Mobile  was  in  favor  of  these  expeditions  to 
Central  America ;  that  it  was  a  frequent  theme  of  conversation  on 
'change  in  the  streets,  and  at  the  hotels;  and  further,  that  there 
seemed  to  be  an  idea  prevailing  in  this  part  of  the  country  that  the 
cabinet  at  Washington  rather  winked  at  the  fitting  out  and  departure 
of  these  expeditions  than  to  be  seriously  disposed  to  prevent  them ; 
but  that  he,  and  other  government  officers,  had  endeavored  to  correct 
public  opinion  upon  that  point.  ^  Being  just  from  Washington,  I  stated 
that  I  knew  that  the  government  was  utterly  opposed  to  any  such  ex- 
peditions, and  had  most  decidedly  set  its  face  against  them. 

The  noTi-recognition  of  the  new  minister  from  Nicaragua  has  given 
a  feeling  of  encouragement  to  these  people,  as  they  view  it  that  the 
United  States  do  not  look  upon  and  acknowledge  Nicaragua  as  an 
independent  republic.  They  speak  of  this  as  in  the  highest  degree 
encouraging  to  prospective  operations,  as  there  seems  to  have  been  no 
explanation  in  the  public  prints  why  this  minister  was  not  received. 

Another  point  which  they  make  and    lay  great  stFess^m^p  is,  as 
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they  allege,  that  General  Cass,  upon  one  occasion,  most  explicitly 
said  that  ^'American  citizens  when  they  emigrate  have  a  right,  at 
all  times,  to  take  their  arms  with  them." 

Although  the  feeling  is  generally  rife  here  in  regard  to  this  matter, 
as  it  has  been  for  a  few  years  past,  yet  it  seems  t©  be  considered  that 
these  contemplated  expeditions  are  not  only  embarrassed  but  crippled 
for  the  want  of  funds,  owing  to  the  financial  pressure  existing  through- 
out the  country. 

I  have  just  arrived  at  the  anchorage  here,  and  am  about  to  proceed 
to  the  city  to  cx)mmunicate  with  the  United  States  district  attorney  in 
regard  to  these  matters,  and  will  inform  the  department  of  the  result 
of  my  visit  to  this  place.

Snt :  In  compliance  with  your  directions,  I  have  communicated  with 
the  United  States  district  attorney  (Franklin  H.  Clack,  esq.,)  at  this 
place,  and  had  long  conversations  with  him  in  regard  to  fitting  out 
of  "unlawful  military  expeditions."  I  also  had  a  long  interview 
with  the  collector  of  customs  (F.  H.  Hatch,  esq.)  These  gentlemen 
seem  to  be  well  informed  in  regard  to  movements,  matters,  and  public 
sentiment  upon  this  point,  and  they  assure  me  that  the  feeling  has  very 
much  subsided  of  late,  owing  to  the  great  financial  pressure  throughout 
the  country,  and  which  is  very  severely  felt  hero.  They  don't  think 
that  the  worst  times  have  yet  come  for  New  Orleans.  The  "  sinews  of 
war"  are  not  only  now  wanting,  but  will  be  for  a  long  time  to  come. 

General  Walker  is  now  in  this  city,  and  comparatively  quiet  at 
present.  There  has  been  no  expedition  that  has  sailed  either  from 
here.  Mobile,  or  any  part  on  the  coast  of  Texas  for  Central  America; 
and  the  prevailing  opinion  in  New  Orleans  now  is,  that  it  will  be 
quite  impossible  for  an  expedition  to  get  oft'  for  a  year  to  come.  There 
are  still  some  violent  filibusters — violent  with  the  tongue  and  pen — 
in  this  part  of  the  country  and  in  Texas,  who  talk  loud  and  boast, 
and  those  seem  to  be  the  ones  who  get  their  names  in  the  public  prints 
and  are  the  cause  of  the  excitement  consequently  produced  at  Wash- 
ington and  the  north  generally. 

There  being  nothing  further  for  me  to  do  here,  I  shall  proceed  at 
once  to  Chiriqui,  in  obedience  to  your  orders. 

It  is  considered  by  the  officials  at  Mobile  and  New  Orleans  that  the 
visit  of  the  Fulton  to  these  places  has  had  a  good  efiect,  conveying 
the  idea  that  the  government  is  in  earnest,  and  exercising  a  watchftu 
eye  over  these  reported  expeditions ;  that  it  will  have  tne  effect  to 
make  the  filibusters  extremely  cautious  in  their  proceedings.

Sib  :  I  am  in  possession  of  your  despatch  No.  133. 

It  was  not  the  intention  of  the  department  to  intimate  any  doubt 
of  yonr  knowledge  or  capacity,  or  of  your  disposition  promptly  to 
discharge  any  duty  assigned  to  you.  But  the  department  will  reserve 
to  itself  the  right,  under  the  immediate  direction  of  the  President,  to 
dispatch  a  vessel  to  any  point,  upon  any  emergency,  under  specific 
instructions  directing  its  commanding  oi&cer  to  report  to  the  flag 
officer  of  any  squadron  subject  to  those  instructions.  In  the  present 
instance  the  Fulton  was  dispatched  from  this  port  by  order  of  the 
President,  to  serve  the  purposes  of  the  government,  upon  a  state  of 
facts  of  which,  from  the  nature  of  the  case,  you  could  not  probably 
have  the  slightest  knowledge. 

If  th()  commanding  offieer  of  the  Boanoke  or  of  the  Cyane  has 
failed  to  make  to  you  the  proper  reports,  you  are  well  aware  of  the 
course  that  may  be  taken.

Sir:  There  is  reason  to  believe  that  unlawful  military  expeditions 
are  preparing  in  certain  parts  of  the  United  States  against  the  territo- 
ries of  Mexico,  Nicaragua,  and  Costa  Bica  ;  and  the  President  has 
received  information  that  a  party  under  William  Walker  has  recently 
left  New  Orleans,  as  it  is  supposed,  to  unite  with  other  parties  at 
some  appointed  place  without  the  United  States  for  the  above  purpose. 
The  President  directs  me  to  transmit  for  your  guidance  the  accom- 
panying circular  (copy)  which  he  has  caused  to  be  issued  from  the 
State  Department  to  various  civil  officers  ;  the  instructions  contained 
in  which  you  will  consider  as  addressed  to  yourself.  To  carry  them 
out  you  will  immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  this  fill  up  with  coal, 
and,  if  necessary,  proceed  to  Pensacola  for  provisions,  and  then  shape 
your  course  to  Cape  Gracios,  Honduras,  skirting  along  the  coast, 
looking  in  at  the  mouth  of  Bluefield  Inlet ;  thence  to  San  Juan  del 
Norte,  Nicaragua,  where  you  will  remain  until  further  orders. 

The  sloop  of  war  Saratoga  will  leave  San  Juan  and  proceed  to  Nor- 
folk, Virginia,  immediately  on  your  arrival  there.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  commu-  ^ 
nication  of  October  26. 

The '*  Northern  Light"  arrived  here  two  days  since  with  twelve 
hundred  passengers  ;  about  twice  as  many  as  I  presume  she  is  allowed 
by  law  to  carry.  This  violation  of  law  is  repeated  in  the  case  of  every 
steamer  arriving  from  New  York  and  departing  from  here,  and  it  is 
a  rational  presumption  that  neither  the  inspecting  officers  nor  the 
superintendent  of  mail  steamers  are  sufficiently  vigilant  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties. 

Lieutenant  Commanding  Almy  arrived  at  Boca  del  Toro  on  the  10th 
instant.  I  have  instructed  him,  by  ineans  of  a  canoe  that  brought 
his  letter^  to  explore  the  shores  of  Chiriqui,  and  ascertain  from  the 
inhabitants  whether  it  is  possible  for  an  invading  force  to  reach  Co<ita 
Bica  from  that  point. 

From  the  information  I  have  received  of  an  intelligent  person  that 
has  resided  there  and  traded  with  the  natives  four  years,  there  is  no 
other  access  to  Costa  Rica  from  Chiriqui  but  by  an  obscure  and  diffi- 
cult foot-path  through  the  mountains,  requiring  the  aid  of  an  expe- 
rienced guide  to  trace  it,  and  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  convey 
munitions  of  war.  Intermediate  between  Chiriqui  and  San  del  Juan 
Norte  is  a  small  river  called  Moyen,  or  Salt  creek,  which  passes 
through  a  populous  country,  and  from  whence  San  JosS  is  but  sixty 
miles  and  easy  of  access.  This  would  be  the  point  at  which  Walker 
would  land  should  he  design  to  invade  Costa  Bica,  and  did  not  ascend 
the  San  Juan  for  that  purpose. 

Lieutenant  Almy  has  communicated  to  the  department  that  an 
attempted  invasion  is  not  likely  to  take  place  at  this  time.  That  we 
may  have  all  the  necessary  information,  I  would  respectfully  suggest 
that  the  orders  of  the  department  be  so  far  modified  as  to  enable  me 
to  have  a  full  examination  of  the  coast  from  Chriqui  to  San  Juan  del 
Norte. 

The  "Fulton"  requires  some  repairs.  I  have  deemed  it  proper  to 
leave  her  at  Chiriqui  until  I  hear  from  the  department  in  respect  to 
her.

Sib  :  Yesterday  the  English  mail  steamer  "  Dee  "  arrived  here  from 
San  Juan  del  Norte,  with  information  that  Walker  and  his  followers 
had  landed  and  taken  possession  of  Point  Arenas.  They  entered  the 
harbor  in  the  steamer  *^  Fashion/'  passed  the  "  Saratoga,"  at  anchor, 
and  were  permitted  to  land  the  men  and  stores. 

Herewith  I  enclose  an  official  letter  from  Captain  Chatard,  marked 
**  A,"  a  private  letter,  marked  "B,"  a  letter  from  Walker,  marked 
"  C,"  and  a  letter  from  an  American  citizen,  named  Samuel  8.  Wood, 
marked  "  D,"  which,  together,  will  explain  the  transaction. 

The  steamer  '^  Fashion,"  in  which  Walker  and  his  followers  were 
conveyed,  arrived  here  yesterday. 

I  shall  get  underway  this  afternoon  and  proceed  to  San  Juan,  and 
take  such  measures  as  may  seem  best,  under  the  circumstances,  that 
may  exist  there.

San  Juan  del  Norte,  November  27,  1857. 
Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  on  the  24th  instant, 
about  2  J),  m.,  a  steamer  aj^peared  oif  the  harbor,  and  then  stood  off 
to  the  eastward,  down  the  coast.  She  came  into  the  harbor  next 
morning  about  7  o'clock.  Her  conduct  of  the  day  before  made  me 
suspect  her ;  but  my  suspicions  were  entirely  lulled  when  she  wa.s 
standing  into  the  harbor ;  not  more  than  fifteen  or  twenty  men  appeared 
on  her  deck.  I  expected  her  to  anchor  ;  but  instead  of  that,  with  a 
full  head  of  steam,  she  ran  right  up  for  the  wharf  of  Scott's  build- 
ings. I,  as  well  as  the  first  lieutenant,  thought  it  was  a  party  sent 
to  open  the  transit  route.  I  immediately  sent  a  boat,  with  a  lieuten- 
ant, to  board  her,  and  to  see  what  she  was,  and  to  examine  her 
papers.  When  he  returned,  he  informed  me  that  it  was  the  steamer 
** Fashion,"  from  Mobile;  papers  all  right,  i)roper  clearance,  cargo, 
&c.,  and  a  number  of  passengers  marked  on  the  bills.  The  passen- 
gers proved  to  be  Walker,  with  one  hundred  and  fifty  men,  who  all 
landed  immediately,  before  my  boat  got  to  them.  Once  landed,  I  felt 
I  could  do  nothing  ;  and  even  if  I  so  determined,  the  vessel's  papers 
were  all  right.  She  had  been  pronounced  all  right  by  the  American 
custom-house  officers,  and  those  people  appeared  as  passengers.  My 
position  was  one  of  much  embarassment.     The  circular  did  not  afibrd 
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me  any  ease  of  mind^  for  as  the  case  stood  I  did  not  feel  authorized  to 
proceed  to  extremities.  I  had  an  interview  with  Walker  on  board  of 
my  ship,  and  told  him,  positively,  he  must  not  occupy  Scott's  build- 
ings, which  I  considered  American  property.  So  he  has  established 
himself  above  Scott's  line.  He  landed  fifty  men  or  more  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Colorado  before  he  came  here  ;  they  went  up  in  boats 
to  surprise  Castillo,  and  to  try  and  take  possession  of  the  steamboats 
there.  I  have  hauled  my  ship  close  up  to  Scott's  buildings.  The 
steamer  I  have  caused  to  haul  off  from  the  wharf.  The  day  he  came 
in  I  had  twenty-five  on  the  sick  list,  and  you  know  how  short  my 
crew  is,  besides  the  debilitated  state  in  which  the  rest  generally  are 
from  frequent  relapses. 

I  would  be  glad,  indeed,  if  you  would  come  here,  and  you  could 
judge  for  yourself.  We  are  informed  by  the  officers  of  the  filibusters 
that  several  more  vessels  are  cleared  from  the  United  States,  and  that 
daily  we  may  look  for  arrivals  ;  they  say  that  from  1,500  to  2,000  are 
expected. 

My  crew,  as  I  told  you,  I  consider  too  inefficient  to  do  anything 
but  use  the  big  guns.  I  might  blow  steamers  and  all  to  pieces,  but  I 
do  not  feel  the  circular  gives  me  the  authority ;  it  is  too  obscure  in  its 
directions  to  admit  of  my  proceeding  to  such  an  extreme — the  only 
way  in  which  I  could  interfere.  The  .vessels  come  properly  cleared 
for  Greytown,  and  pronounced  all  right  before  sailing  from  the  United 
States,  and  I  cannot,  in  my  opinion,  pronounce  them  wrong  and 
legally  act  against  them. 

This  seems  to  be  the  place  designed  for  their  landing,  and  no  doubt 
Walker  will  direct  them  to  do  so,  as  the  cargo  of  the  *'  Fashion  "  has 
all  been  landed  on  shore,  making  a  depot  of  provisions,  &c.  He  has 
hoisted  his  flag  above  and  below  Scott's  grcmnds.  The  soil  he  is  on 
is  not  under  my  jurisdiction  ;  but  I  have  given  him  to  understand, 
very  plainly,  that  any  outrage  by  him  on  American  property  at  that 

flace  or  at  Greytown  will  call  from  me  immediate  punishment,  which 
would  not  hesitate  to  inflict,  because  that  would  be  a  clear  case.  I 
trust  sincerely  I  will  see  you  very  soon.  If  any  vessel  comes  in  with 
irregular  papers,  I  will  detain  cargo  and  passengers  on  board  till  your 
arrival;  but  I  do  not  see  the  authority  even  to  bring  a  ship  too,  with 
shot  and  shell,  in  a  foreign  port  at  the  risk  of  destroying  life  and 
property.  However,  I  will  do  the  best  I  can.  Mr.  Cottrell,  immedi- 
ately on  his  arrival  here,  re-examined  the  *^  Fashion's  "  papers,  and 
having  found  them  to  be  correct,  has  cleared  her  for  New  Orleans, 
and  she  leaves  to  day.         *         *  *         ^r^.         ***

Heabquartebs  of  the  Army  of  Nicaragua, 

Punta  Arenas  J  Hovemher  30,  1867. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  I  landed  at  this  port,  on 
Wednesday  last,  from  the  steamer  Fashion,  bearing  the  United  States 
flag  and  sailing  from  the  port  of  Mobile,  Alabama.  Accompanjring 
me  were  a  number  of  officers  belonging  to  the  Nicaraguan  service,  and 
some  emigrants  from  the  United  States  who  desired  to  become  natu- 
ralized citizens  of  this  republic.  The  steamer  was  regularly  cleared 
at  Mobile  for  the  port  of  San  Juan  de  Nicaragua,  and  it  was  acknow- 
ledged' that  her  voyage  was  a  legal  one.  I  need  not  add  that  the 
President  and  government  of  the  United  States  were  fully  advised  of 
my  intention  to  return  to  Nicaragua. 

We  had  scarcely,  however,  disembarked,  when  the  commander  of 
the  United  States  sloop  ^^  Saratoga"  sent  a  lieutenant  to  inform  me 
I  must  evacuate  certain  property,  now  held  by  one  Joseph  N.  Soott  as 
the  pretended  agent  of  the  Nicaragua  Transportation  Coinpany.  The 
"Fashion,"  too,  had  hauled  alongside  the  schooner  "Chase,"  for- 
merly sailed  under  the  United  States  flt^g,  but  now  without  papers,  as 
she  was  transferred  to  me  by  act  before  the  commercial  agent  for  the 
United  States ;  nevertheless,  the  captain  of  the  "  Fashion  "  was  or- 
dered to  haul  away  from  the  "  Chase,"  and  not  to  land  any  stores  for 
me  from  the  ship  until  I  had  complied  with  the  order  to  evacuate  the 
buildings  now  held  by  Scott.  I  was  informed  by  the  commander  of 
the  "l&ratoga"  that  these  orders  were  given  because  Mr.  Scott 
claimed  protection  for  the  property  as  being  American.  In  all  this, 
Commander  Chatard  acted  ex  partCj  receiving  Scott's  statements  as 
true,  and  announcing  a  decision  on  the  matter  without  hearing  what 
I  had  to  say. 

Now,  I  beg  leave  to  inform  you  that  Mr,  Scott  holds  all  the  prop- 
erty on  the  point  from  the  government  of  Nicaragua,  and  under  an 
order  from  me  as  president  of  the  republic.  Furthermore  he  holds 
the  schooner  "Chase"  as  my  trustee,  and  he  is  now  protected  in 
fraudulently  withholding  her  from  me  by  an  officer  of  the  United 
States  navy.  Scott  also  holds  other  property,  consisting  of  military 
and  other  stores  belonging  to  this  government ;  and  these  he  wrong- 
fully and  illegally  retains  by  the  aid  of  the  guns  of  the  "  Saratoga." 

Notwithstanding  the  injustice  of  the  commander,  I  was  obligra  to 
yield  to  the  orders  of  the  Saratoga.  But  this  did  not  relieve  me 
from  what  I  cannot  but  style  the  impertinence  of  Commander  Chatard. 
Without  alleging  that  there  had  been  any  interference  on  my  part 
with  American  property,  he  sent  a  lieutenant  to  inform  me  that  if  I 
molested  such  prooerty  he  would  regard  my  force  as  hostile  and  pre- 
vent it,  bv  shot  ana  shell,  from  leaving  the  pointi 

Nor  did  this  end  the  injustice  of  Commander  Chatard.  This  morn- 
ing I  received  a  note,  under  seal  of  H.  6.  M.  consul  general  of  Mos- 
quito, couched  in  the  following  terms : 
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"  Unithd  Statbs  Sloop  Saratoga, 
Off  Oreytoum^  November  SO,  186T. 
"  Sir  :  I  have  been  informed,  through  Mr.  Green,  H.  B.  M's.  con- 
sul, that  70U  meditate  seizing  the  English  mail  from  Costa  Bica,  with 
American,  English  and  letters  of  merchants  of  other  nations,  besides 
there  may  be  money.  Now  1  warn  you  not  to  touch  it,  and  to  allow 
it  to  come  safely  at  hand  here.  If  you  do  not,  I  will  proceed  against 
you  without  hesitation  in  the  manner  I  sent  you  word  the  other  day. 
In  a  few  days  the  American  as  well  as  the  English  commodores  will 
be  here,  and  all  your  acts  of  violence  will  then  be  more  particularly 
noticed. 

**Yours,  respectfully, 

*'FBED.  CHATABD,  Commander.'' 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  these  facts  to  you,  and  to  requst  that  you 
wil  cause  Commander  Chatard  to  cease  this  unjust  and  illegal  conduct. 
As  a  native  of  the  United  States,  engaged  in  what  your  government 
admits  to  be  a  lawful  undertaking,  and  asserting  rights  which  cannot 
but  commend  themselves  to  the  sense  of  justice  of  all  civilized  nations, 
I  claim  as  my  due  that  you  shall  not  permit  the  sovereignty  of  Nica- 
ragua to  be  violated  by  the  commander  of  the  Sarat<^a  for  the  pur- 
pose of  gratifying  his  opinions  or  his  prejudices.  With  full  confi- 
dence I  ask  from  your  hands  that  justice  which  it  is  the  proud  boast 
of  your  government  to  award  to  all.

San  Juan,  November  30,  1857. 
Dear  Sir  :  I  regret  to  inform  you  that  a  steamer  passed  San  Juan 
at  mid-day  on  the  24th  instant,  and  landed  some  of  her  soldiers  at 
the  mouth  of  Colorado  river,  and  went  up  with  some  boats  and  men. 
The  next  day,  early  in  the  morning,  she  entered  the  harbor  of  San 
Juan  with  Walker,  Hornsby,  Bogers,  and  others,  mostly  the  same 
persons  who  were  connected  with  him  befbre,  and  landed  his  men  at 
the  Transit  Company  oflSce.  This  was  on  the  25th  day  of  November — 
a  day  memorable  to  the  United  States,  when  the  British  evacuated 
the  city  of  New  York ;  when  all  hearts  rejoiced,  and  gave  true  thanks 
unto  Almighty  God.  What  a  difference  there  is  here,  on  the  same 
day  of  the  month,  in  the  poverty  stricken  inhabitants  on  the  arrival 
of  Walker,  who  are  calling  upon  God  to  save  and  deliveivih^m  from 
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the  bloody  hands  and  footsteps  of  Walker  and  his  confederates^  from 
the  natives  and  citizens  of  every  clime.  I,  the  same  day,  asked  pro- 
tection from  Captain  Chatard,  of  the  sloop-of-war  Saratoga,  for  my 
life  and  property  against  Walker,  who  had  plundered  us  of  our  goods, 
destroyed  our  houses  in  Nicaragua,  and  put  my  son  in  prison,  and  a 
sentinel  at  our  door.  We  have  a  house  here.  I  am  waiting  to  get  a 
fair  price  from  some  person  to  enable  us  to  pay  our  creditors,  which 
is  all  we  have  left  to  them.  Sir,  we  are  American  merchants  here, 
father  and  son,  and  were  doing  a  large  and  extensive  business,  and 
had  two  stores  in  the  city  of  San  Juan,  a  store  and  goods  at  Virgin 
bay,  and  a  hotel  in  Granada  city,  and  one  at  Castillo  rapids,  with  a 
largeamount  of  furniture  and  provisions,  which  was  burnt  at  both  the 
places  by  Walker.  My  family  and  children  still  reside  at  Peekskill, 
where  your  brother  George,  who  was  alderman  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  introduced  you  to  myself  and  family  there  many  years  ago. 
Sir,  the  steamer  leaves  here  for  Aspinwall.  I  hope  you  will  come 
here  without  delay.  We  are  all  waiting  in  suspense  to  see  what  is 
to  be  done  with  Walker.  Trade  is  entirely  destroyed.  Captain  Cha- 
tard has  assured  me  he  will  protect  me  and  our  property  at  all 
hazards.

Sir,  the  agent,  Mr.  Scott,  has  protested  against  Walker's  landing 
at  the  Company's  buildings ;  and  the  Saratoga  has  hauled  close  to 
them  and  their  steamer,  which  has  no  name.  To-day,  the  2'7th,  the 
American  consul  will  arrive  from  Aspinwall,  and  I  hope  he  will  not 
let  Walker  go  on  his  bloody  course  again.  The  captain  of  the  Sara- 
toga has  ordered  General  Walker  from  the  Company's  buildings, 
where  they  were  located.  I  have  just  heard  from  a  person  from  down 
the  river  that  Walker's  men  are  as  far  as  the  senpike,  and  are  going 
into  Costa  Kica  as  soon  as  they  can.

Flag- SHIP  Wabash, 
[No.  140.]  Off  San  Juan  del  Norte,  December  11,  1857. 

Sir  :  I  arrived  here  on  the  6th  instant,  and  on  the  8th,  with  a  force 
from  the  squadron  that  could  not  be  resisted  by  General  Walker,  de- 
manded the  surrender  of  his  arms  and  the  embarkation  of  himself 
and  followers  from  Point  Arenas. 

The  officers  and  men  of  his  organization,  together  with  such  stores 
as  could  be  received,  are  on  board  the  Saratoga,  and  she  will  sail  this 
evening  or  tomorrow  morning  for  Norfolk,  I  shall  direct  Captain 
Chatard  to  report  to  the  department  for  instructions. 

In  the  course  I  have  pursued  I  have  acted  from  my  judgment,  and 
trust  it  may  meet  the  approbation  of  the  President. 

I  inclose  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  General  Walker,  dated  on  the  2d 
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of  Deoember,  marked  A  ;  a  copy  of  my  letter  demanding  his  surren- 
der, marked  B  ;  the  copy  of  a  letter  to  the  United  States  marshal  for 
the  southern  district  of  New  York,  marked  C,  and  a  letter  from  Cap- 
tain Chatard,  with  copies  of  letters  addressed  by  him  to  Walker, 
marked  D. 

As  soon  as  the  Saratoga  sails,  I  shall  leave  for  Aspinwall. 
On  hearing  of  the  landing  of  Walker,  the  Fulton  left  Boca  del 
Toro,  and  arrived  here  on  the  evening  of  the  Tth.     She  will  remain 
here  until  further  orders.

Headquarters  of  the  Army  of  Nicaragua, 
Punta  Arenas^  December  2,  185T. 
Sir  :  Since  addressing  you  on  the  30th  ultimo,  other  events  have 
transpired  to  which  I  am  constrained  to  call  your  attention. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  30th,  a  brig  bearing  Sardinian  colors,  and 
having  the  Nicaraguan  flag  at  the  fore,  entered  this  harbor.  Soon 
after  she  rounded  the  point,  a  number  of  armed  boats  pulled  oflT  from 
the  Saratoga  towards  the  brig  and  an  oflScer  boarded  her.     Thus,  you 

Serceive  the  Saratoga  attempts  to  maintain  the  police  of  this  port  in 
erogation  of  the  territorial  rights  of  Nicaragua,  treating  vessels  in 
our  harbor  precisely  as  if  they  were  on  the  high  seas.  I  cannot  think 
that  your  government  authorizes  such  palpable  wrong  and  injustice. 
The  same  day  several  officers  from  the  Saratoga,  not  in  uniform, 
came  into  my  camp  regardlesss  of  the  hail  of  the  sentinel  and  with- 
out permission  from  the  officer  of  the  day.  They  were  informed  that 
should  they  do  so  again,  the  sentry  would  be  instructed  to  fire  on 
them.  On  the  following  morning,  I  was  surprised  to  receive  by  the 
hands  of  Lieutenant  Cilley,  the  following  communication : 

"United  States  Ship  Saratoga, 
'^  San  Juan  del  Norte,  December  1,  1857. 

"  Sir  :  Lieutenant  Cilley,  the  bearer  of  this,  is  one  of  the  officers  to 
whom  you  offered  yesterday  the  gross  indignity  of  threatening  to 
shoot  them.  Now,  such  an  insult  to  officers  of  the  United  States 
navy  is  a  national  offence.  You  certainly  act  with  very  little  policy, 
for  surely  if  you  were  to  dare  to  touch  one  of  my  officers,  I  would  feel 
justified  to  retaliate  in  the  extreme,  and  would  not  hesitate  to  do  so. 
I  will  lay  the  matter  before  the  commodore  when  he  arrives,  and  no 
doubt  he  will  feel  the  insult  more  deeply  than  myself.  I  received 
your  despatch,  and  will  forward  it  to  him.

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A  few  hours  after  this  note  was  sent,  several  boats  filled  with 
armed  men,  and  with  a  boat  howitzer  in  one  of  them,  were  seen  pall- 
ing from  the  Saratoga  to  the  upper  portion  of  the  point  where  a  com- 
pany of  my  men  were  quartered.  The  United  States  officer  in  charge 
of  the  boats  immediately  began,  without  notice,  to  practice  his  mea 
in  firing,  whilst  the  Nicaraguan  officer  deployed  his  command  as 
skirmishers  to  resist  any  encroachment  upon  nis  camp.  Under  such 
circumstances  a  chance  shot  might  have  brought  about  a  collision  be- 
tween the  two  forces.  Seeing  from  the  conduct  of  the  commander  of 
the  Saratoga  that  he  was  criminally  seeking  to  produce  a  collision,  I 
deemed  it  prudent  to  order  the  company  near  where  his  boats  landed 
into  my  main  camp.  I  can  assure  you  it  is  only  by  constant  watch- 
fulness and  caution  on  my  part  that  an  actual  confiict  has  been  pre- 
vented. 

Although  I  had  treated  the  previous  notes  of  Commander  Chatard 
with  the  contempt  they  merited,  by  refusing  to  answer  them,  he  sent 
me  this  morning,  by  the  handt^  of  an  officer,  another  communication, 
of  which  the  following  is  a  copy  : 

"U.  S.  Sloop  Saratoga,  December  2, 1857. 

^'  Sik:  As  I  am  entirely  opposed  to  harming  any  one,  unless  I  know 
I  have  full  right  and  very  good  reasons  to  do  so,  I  wish  to  notify  you 
in  time  that  your  men  on  the  Point  are  in  the  way  of  any  shot  I  may 
have  to  fire  to  bring  vessels  to ;  for  I  am  determined  to  bring  all 
vessels  to  that  I  may  fully  inquire  into  their  character.  Of  course  I 
do  not  admit  your  claim  to  that  soil,  nor  can  you  yourself,  in  earnest, 
imagine  that  any  nation  in  the  civilized  world  can  do  so  either.

You  will  see  that  this  note  re-asserts  the  right  of  a  United  States 
vessel  to  maintain  the  police  of  this  port.  The  commander,  too,  after 
having  admitted  my  claim  to  exercise  the  functions  of  government,  by 
accusing  me  of  offering  an  indignity  to  the  United  States,  now  denies 
our  right  to  the  soil  of  Nicaragua.  But  it  is  useless  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  childish  follies  of  these  notes,  as  they  are  apparent  to 
the  most  casual  observer.  Were  they  not  signed  by  an  United  States 
officer  they  should  not  be  dignified  by  notice  on  my  part.

Unitbd  States  Flag-ship  Wabash, 
Off  San  Juan  del  NortCj  December  7,  1857. 
Sir:  Your  letter  of  November  30  was  received  at  Aspinwall  and 
sent  with  my  despatches  to  the  government.     That  of  December  2 
came  to  my  hands  yesterday. 

These  letters  surprised  me  with  their  tone  of  audacity  and  falsifi- 
cation of  facts. 

Tour  rude  discourtesy  in  speaking  of  Captain  Chatard,  of  the  Sar- 
atoga,  I  pass  without  comment.  The  mistake  he  made  was  in  not 
driving  yon  from  the  Point  Arenas  when  you  landed  there  in  defiance 
of  his  guns. 

In  occupying  the  Point  Arenas,  and  assuming  it  to  be  the  head- 
quarters of  the  army  of  Nicaragua,  and  you  its  commander-in-chief, 
ou  and  your  associates  being  lawless  adventurers,  you  deceive  no  one 
y  the  absurdity. 

Lieutenant  Cilley,  of  the  Saratoga,  informs  me  that  he  was  in  uni- 
form, and  you  say  he  was  in  plain  clothes,  when  you  threatened  to 
shoot  him. 

Whilst  you  use  such  threats,  it  may  be  of  some  importance  for  j^ou 
to  know,  that  if  any  person  belonging  to  my  command  shall  receive 
injury  from  your  lawless  violence,  the  penalty  to  you  shall  be  a  tribute 
to  humanity. 

Now,  sir,  you  and  your  followers  are  here  in  violation  of  the  laws 
of  the  United  States,  and  greatly  to  its  dishonor  ;  making  war  upon 
a  people  with  whom  we  are  at  peace  ;  and  for  the  sake  of  humanity, 
public  and  private  justice,  as  well  as  what  is  due  to  the  honor  and  in- 
tegrity of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  I  command  you,  and 
the  people  associated  here  with  you,  to  surrender  your  arms  without 
delay,  and  embark  in  such  vessels  as  I  may  provide  for  that  purpose.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  you  my  different  communica- 
tions with  Walker  since  he  has  been  on  shore  at  Punta  Arenas.  In 
the  first  place,  by  letter  to  you  of  the  30th  ult.,  you  saw  that  I  noti- 
fied him  to  leave  Scott's  property,  and  in  no  way  to  interfere  with 
anything  under  his  agency,  all  of  which  I  considered  American  pro- 
perty, and,  also,  that  I  would  protect  the  people  of  Oreytown. 

On  the  27th  ult.,  some  fears  having  been  expressed  to  me  by  Mr. 
Wood,  an  American  citizen  on  shore  at  Greytown,  that  supposed  em- 
issaries from  Walker  were  trying  to  dispossess  him  of  a  printing  press 
he  had,  and  also  that  he  conceived  his  person  in  jeopardy,  I  sent  my 
first  Lieutenant  to  Walker  to  say  to  him  that  if  he  interfered  with 
said  Wood,  or  the  property  of  any  American  citizen  in  Greytown,  or 
grossly  outraged  the  people  there,  that  I  would  open  upon  him  with 
shot  and  shell.     The  following  are  the  subsequent  written  messages 
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to  him,  to  all  of  which  he  gave  verbal  answers,  disavowing  the  charges 
in  the  best  way  he  conld  imagine.

Sir:  My  letter  of  the  12th  [11th]  instant  informed  the  depart- 
ment that  I  had  broken  up  the  camp  of  General  Walker,  at  Punta 
Arenas,  disarmed  his  lawless  followers,  and  sent  them  to  Norfolk  in 
the  "Saratoga."  The  general  came  here  with  me,  and  will  take 
passage  in  one  of  the  steamers  for  New  York,  where  he  will  present 
himself  to  the  marshal  of  the  district. 

The  department  being  in  possession  of  all  the  facts  in  relation  to 
Walker's  escape  with  his  followers  from  the  United  States,  as  well  as 
the  letters  of  Captain  Chatard  and  Walker  to  me  after  he  landed  at 
Point  Arenas,  the  merits  of  the  whole  question  will,  I  presume,  be 
Mly  comprehended. 

I  could  not  regard  Walker  and  his  followers  in  any  other  light  than 
as  outlaws  who  had  escaped  from  the  vigilance  of  the  officers  of  the 
government,  and  left  our  shores  for  the  purpose  of  rapine  and  murder, 
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and  I  saw  no  other  way  to  vindicate  the  law  and  redeem  the  honor  of 
our  country  than  by  disarming  and  seDding  them  home. 

In  doing  so  I  am  sensible  of  the  responsibility  that  I  have  incurred ^ 
and  confidently  look  to  the  government  for  my  justification. 

Regarded  in  its  true  light,  the  case  appears  to  me  a  clear  one,  the 
points  few  and  strong. 

Walker  came  to  Point  Arenas  from  the  United  States,  having,  in 
violation  of  law,  set  on  foot  a  military  organization  to  make  war  upon 
a  people  with  whom  we  are.  at  peace.  He  landed  there  with  armed 
men  and  munitions  of  war,  in  defiance  of  the  guns  of  a  ship-of-war 
placed  there  to  prevent  his  landing. 

With  nothing  to  show  that  he  acted  by  authority,  he  formed  a 
camp,  hoisted  the  Nicaraguan  flag,  called  it  the  ^^  headquarters  of  the* 
army  of  Nicaragua,"  and  signed  himself  the  commander-in-chief. 

With  this  pretension  he  claimed  the  right  of  a  lawful  general  over 
all  persons  and  things  within  sight  of  his  flag.  Without  right  or 
authority  he  landed  fifty  men  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  Colorado, 
seized  the  fort  of  Castillo,  on  the  San  Juan,  captured  steamers  and 
the  goods  of  merchants  in  transit  to  the  interior,  killed  men^  and 
made  prisoners  of  the  peaceful  inhabitants,  sending  to  the  harbor  of 
San  Juan  del  Norte  some  thirty  or  forty  men,  women,  and  children 
in  the  steamer  "  Morgan." 

In  doing  these  thmgs  without  the  show  of  authority,  they  were 
guilty  of  rapine  and  murder,  and  must  be  regarded  as  outlaws  and 
pirates.     They  can  have  no  claim  to  be  regarded  in  any  other  light. 

Humanity,  as  well  as  law  and  justice,  and  national  honor,  de- 
manded the  dispersion  of  these  lawless  men. 

The  remnant  of  the  miserable  beings  who  surrendered  at  Rivas 
were  conveyed  in  this  ship  last  summer  to  New  York,  and  their  suffer- 
ings are  yet  fresh  in  the  memory  of  all  on  board. 

Besides  the  sufferings  that  would  necessarily  be  inflicted  upon  an 
innocent  and  unoffending  people,  these  lawless  followers  of  General 
Walker,  misguided  and  deceived  into  a  career  of  crime,  would  doubt- 
less have  perished  in  Central  America,  or  their  mutilated  and  fester- 
ing bodies  have  been  brought  back  to  their  friends  at  the  expense  of 
their  country. 

For  the  above  reasons,  which  appear  to  my  mind  quite  sufficient,  I 
have  disarmed  and  sent  to  the  United  States  Gkneral  William  Walker 
and  his  outlawed  and  piratical  followers  for  trial,  or  for  whatever 
action  the  government  in  its  wisdom  may  think  proper  to  pursue. 

Captain  Ommanny,  of  H.  B.  M.  ship  "Brunswick,"  offered  to 
co-operate  with  me  in  removing  the  party  from  Point  Arenas,  but  as 
they  were  my  countrymen  I  deemed  it  proper  to  decline  the  participa- 
tion of  a  foreign  flag.

Sir:  The  steamer  '^  Morgan"  arrived  in  the  port  of  San  Juan  Del 
Norte  from  Castillo,  on  the  San  Juan  river,  on  the  day  of  the  dis- 
arming of  General  Walker. 

The  steamer  had  been  seized  by  the  party  of  Walker  that  went  up 
the  Colorado,  and  the  captain,  agent  and  others  employed  on  board, 
had  been  placed  in  their  positions  by  the  anthority  of  General  Walker. 
She  had  on  board  about  forty  priaonersj  men,  women,  and  children, 
and  a  person  whom  I  was  inu>rmed  was  condemned  to  death. 

I  caused  them  all  to  be  sent  on  shore  at  liberty,  and  placed  the 
steamer  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Cotrell,  our  commercial  agent  until  she 
should  be  claimed  by  the  owner.

Sir  :  I  have  ordered  Captain  Engle  to  proceed  to  Washington  and 
place  in  your  hands  the  despatches  I  have  entrusted  to  his  care.  Any 
information  that  I  may  have  omitted  can  be  communicated  by  him. 

I  have  the  honor  to  commend  Captain  Engle  to  your  high  consider- 
ation as  an  officer  who  has  no  superior  in  the  navy  for  skill  and  intel- 
ligence in  the  command  of  his  ship. 

The  admirable  dicipline  of  the  crew  of  the  Wabash  is  creditable  to 
him  and  the  navy. 

The  marines  and  seamen  were  landed  at  Point  Arenas  under  cir- 
cumstanoes  of  great  difficulty,  whilst  the  ship,  in  a  heavy  sea-way,  was 
rolling  her  scuppers  to  the  water. 

The  work  of  netting  out  the  boats  and  arming  was  attended  with 
^reat  labor  and  almost  insuperable  difficulty,  yet  everything  was  done 
m  so  seamanlike  and  skillful  a  manner,  that  it  was  accomplished  in 
the  shortest  possible  time  without  loss  or  accident. 

Lieutenant  Sinclair,  to  whom  Captain  Engle  and  myself  are  much 
indebted  for  his  untiriu^  zeal  and  industry^  superintended  the  general 
duty  of  the  ship^  and  when  the  marines  and  seamen  were  embarked 
in  the  '^  Fulton,''  took  command  and  direction  of  the  howitzer  barges 
and  deployed  them  in  their  position  in  the  harbor  on  the  left  of 
Walker's  camp. 

The  marines  of  the  squadron,  commanded  by  Lieutenants  Lewis  and

Payne,  and  three  divisions  of  seamen  from  the  Wabash,  with  small 
arms,  and  commanded  by  Lieutenants  Fairfax,  Beaumont  and  Pauldinff, 
landed  and  displayed  in  order  of  battle  on  the  right  and  rear,  all 
exhibiting  the  skill  and  tactics  of  practiced  troops — amounting  in 
number  to  about  three  hundred  and  fifty. 

When  these  arrangements  had  been  made  and  the  broadside  of  the 
Saratoga  sprung  to  bear  on  the  front,  there  was  no  chance  of  suc- 
cessful resistance. 

Captain  Engle  proceeded  to  the  camp,  and  in  person  presented  my 
letter  to  General  Walker,  demanding  the  surrender  of  his  arms  and 
his  embarkation  with  his  followers,  and  saw  the  flag  hauled  down. 

To  the  excellent  discipline  and  fine  bearing  of  the  officers  and  men 
I  am  indebted,  in  the  performance  of  this  most  unpleasant  sendee,  for 
the  exemption  of  all  casualty  or  accident.  There  was  no  one  injured, 
and  no  loss  of  any  kind  sustained. 

No  commanding  officer  was  ever  supported  by  a  body  of  officers 
and  men  in  a  manner  more  highly  to  command  his  admiration  and 
respect. 

Lieutenant  Commanding  Almy,  of  the  Fulton,  performed  his  part 
of  the  service  exceedingly  well,  as  I  am  assured  he  will  do  at  all 
times  and  under  all  circumstances.

Greytoumj  December  6,  1857. 

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  this  date,  I  respectfully  submit 
the  following  statement : 

On  November  30th,  ultimo,  between  meridian  and  1  p.  m.,  Hid- 
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Bhipmen  Mathews,  Porter,  and  myself,  all  in  uniform,  left  the  ship  in 
a  canoe  and  paddled  to  Mr.  Craig's  landing,  on  Point  Arenas.  On 
nearing  the  wharf  a  sentry  hailed  us  and  ordered  us  not  to  land  there. 
I  replied  that  we  were  American  officers,  and  that  we  would  land  there, 
which  we  did,  securing  our  canoe  to  the  wharf,  and  then  entered  Mr. 
Craig's  store.  He  was  not  in,  but  a  Mr.  Mills,  who  lires  with  him,  an 
American  citizen,  I  think,  supplied  his  place.  A  desultory  conversation 
ensued  between  us.  About  ten  or  fifteen  minutes  after  entering  the  store, 
a  person  with  a  sword  came  in  and  addressed  me,  stating  that  General 
Walker  said  we  must  leave,  and  not  land  there  without  a  pass  from  him. 
I  told  him  I  did  not  recognize  General  Walker's  right  to  order  us  away 
from  there^  and  that  I  had  permission  from  the  executive  officer  of  our 
ship  to  land,  and  should  not  leave  without  I  was  forcibly  expelled,  or 
if  the  order  was  reiterated  I  would  consider  it  equivalent  to  a  forci- 
ble expulsion,  as  General  Walker  had  the  force  on  the  spot,  and  could 
compel  us  to  leave.  He  left  me,  and  in  a  few  minutes  returned,  saying 
it  was  General  Walker's  order  for  us  to  leave,  and  if  we  attempted  to 
land  again  without  a  jpass  from  him  we  would  be  fired  into.  I  told 
him  that  he  had  the  force  on  the  spot  and  could  compel  us  to  leave, 
and  that  I  protested,  and  would  report  the  matter  to  the  commander 
of  the  Saratoga,  and  called  upon  our  officers  to  bear  witness  and  re- 
member the  remarks  that  had  been  made.  I  returned  to  the  ship  and 
reported  the  matter  to  Mr.  Bryson,  the  commander  beins  absent.  I 
was  despatched  forthwith  to  make  my  report  to  Commander  Chatard, 
who  was  on  board  the  B.  M.  ship  Dee.  I  made  my  report  to  him  and 
returned  to  the  ship. 

I  would  state  that  Mr.  Craig  keeps  a  public  store  and  bar,  and  he 
allows  Walker  to  keep  some  of  his  stores  there,  the  storage  being  paid. 

We  did  not  leave  Mr.  Craig's  store,  or  put  our  feet  on  the  ground^ 
and  neither  of  us  possessed  a  weapon  of  any  description. 

The  following  morning  I  received  orders  from  Captain  Chatard  to 
take  charge  of  the  4th  cutter,  and  deliver  a  document  to  General 
Walker. 

About  8h.  30m.  a.  m.,  I  left  in  the  boat  Midshipman  Porter  and 
the  boat's  crew  being  frilly  armed.  On  approaching  Craig's  wharf 
we  were  hailed  by  a  seutry  and  told  to  keep  off  and  not  to  land.  I 
told  him  ^^I  was  ordered  to  land  and  would,"  aud  kept  on  in  the  boat 
until  alongside  the  wharf;  the  sentry  approached  nearer  to  the  boat, 
bringing  his  piece  to  a  ready,  and  cocking  it,  and  said  keep  the  boat 
off  or  he  would  fire.  I  told  him  if  he  fired  a  shot  I  would  fire  a  vol- 
ley at  him ;  that  I  had  a  document  for  General  Walker  and  would 
deliver  it,  and  jumped  on  the  wharf,  giving  orders  to  the  boat's  crew 
to  cock  their  nieces  and  be  ready  to  fire.  Two  officers  hurried  from 
General  Walker's  quarters,  and  one  approached  me  as  I  reached  the 
head  of  the  wharf,  saying  I  had  General  Walker's  permission  to  land. 
I  told  him  it  was  unasked,  and  that  I  wished  to  be  shown  to  General 
Walker's  quarters,  as  I  had  a  document  to  place  in  his  hands.  He 
conducted  me  to  his  quarters,  and  I  entered  and  delivered  the  docu- 
ment to  General  Walker.  He  inquired  my  name ;  I  gave  it  to  him, 
and  said  that  it  would  be  found  in  the  letter. 

After  perusing  it,  he  turned  to  me  and  said  :  ^^  I  meant  no  personal 
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indignity  to  you,  Lieutenant  Cilley,  in  ordering  you  away  yesterday." 
I  replied,  that  I  did  not  consider  it  a  personal  indignity,  and  that  he 
could  not  offer  me  one  while  in  my  uniform,  and  that  I  viewed  it  en* 
tirely  as  an  official  indignity. 

General  Walker  then  said:  '^As  regards  the  indignity  offered  to 
the  United  States,  I  am  ready  to  account  for  it  to  the  Commodore." 
I  left^  returned  to  the  ship,  and  reported  the  matter  to  the  com- 
mander. 

To  the  best  of  my  recollection,  the  foregoing  is  all  that  ensued  rel- 
ative to  the  indignities  offered  me.

Sir  :  Your  despatches,  (Nos.  134, 135,  137, 138,  and  139,)  not  here- 
tofore acknowledged,  have  been  received. 

The  department  enjoins  upon  you  particular  vigilance  in  carrying 
out  the  instructions  heretofore  given  you  in  relation  to  unlawfiil  ez- 

5 seditions.  In  doing  so  you  will  be  careful  not  to  interfere  with  law- 
iil  commerce.  But  where  you  find  that  an  American  vessel  is  mani- 
festly engaged  in  carrying  on  an  expedition  or  enterprise  from  the 
territories  or  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  against  the  territories 
of  Mexico,  Nicaragua,  or  Costa  Bica,  contrary  to  the  6th  section  of 
the  act  of  Congress  of  April  20,  1818,  already  referred  to,  you  will 
cause  the  force  under  your  command  to  prevent  it,  and  will  not  per- 
mit the  men  or  arms  engaged  in  it,  or  destined  for  it,  to  be  landea  in 
any  part  of  Mexico  or  Central  America. 

The  three  points  which  it  is  most  important  to  guard  are,  Aspin- 
wall,  Chiriqui,  and  San  Juan  del  Norte,  and  with  this  view  you  will 
dispose  of  the  forces  under  your  command  to  the  best  advantage.  The 
President  directs  me  to  inform  you  that  he  considers  it  all-important 
that  you  should  not  leave  the  neighborhood  of  these  points  until  fur- 
ther instructions  by  the  department,  which  you  are  hereby  ordered 
not  to  do  under  any  circumstances. 

Should  the  Saratoga  not  have  left  before  you  receive  this,  you  will 
suspend  Commander  Chatard  from  his  command  and  order  him  to 
return  to  the  United  States,  to  await  the  further  action  of  the  depart- 
ment. You  will  then  place  Lieutenant  George  T.  Sinclair  in  com- 
mand of  the  Saratoga,  with  directions  to  carry  out  the  instructions  to 
Commander  Chatard  of  the  16th  ultimo,  to  proceed  to  Norfolk. 

The  Jamestown,  Commander  Kennedy,  will  leave  Philadelphia 
early  next  week  to  join  you  at  San  Juan.

Sir  :  When  the  Jamestown,  under  your  command,  is  ready  for  sea^ 
you  will  proceed  with  her  to  San  Juan  del  Norte,  Nicaragua,  and 
report  to  Flag  Officer  Paulding,  should  he  be  there,  as  a  part  of  the 
squadron  under  his  command.  In  his  absence  you  will  report  to  any 
senior  officer,  should  one  be  present,  and  by  letter  to  Flag  Officer 
Paulding. 

In  view  of  the  illegal  expeditions  that  have  been,  or  may  be,  set  on 
foot  in  this  country  against  Mexico,  Nicaragua,  and  Costa  Bica,  and 
the  possible  absence  of  an  American  man-of-war  from  San  Juan  upon 
your  arrival  there,  I  deem  it  proper  to  transmit  for  your  guidance  a 
copy  of  a  circular  upon  the  subject  from  the  State  Department,  the 
instructions  contained  in  which  you  will  regard  as  addressed  to  your- 
self, and  in  carrying  out  which  the  department  enjoins  upon  you  par- 
ticular vigilance. 

In  doing  so  you  will  be  careful  not  to  interfere  with  lawful  com- 
merce. But  when  you  find  that  an  American  vessel  is  manifestly 
engaged  in  carrying  on  an  expedition  or  enterprise  from  the  territo- 
ries or  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  against  the  territories  of

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  my  arrival  at  the  earliest  moment 
by  order  of  Commodore  Paulding.  I  am  nineteen  days  from  G-rey- 
town,  having  on  board  General  Walker's  party  ;  of  the  circumstances 
of  their  capture,  &c.,  Commodore  Paulding's  despatches,  borne  by 
Lieutenant  Ghirardi,  will  acquaint  you.  Herewith  enclosed  is  a  list 
of  their  names,  and  also  a  list  of  stores  taken  on  board  belonging  to 
that  party,  of  which  I  expended  as  much'  as  necessary  to  aid  m  sub- 
sisting them  ;  parts  of  the  ration  I  was  obliged  to  expend  from  the 
ship.  Liquor  I  did  not  allow  to  any  of  them.  The  whole  party  are 
very  destitute  of  means  and  clothing  ;  much  of  what  they  have  on 
was  given  by  the  oflScers  and  crew  of  the  ship  ;  they  belong  generally 
to  the  southern  States — many  are  quite  young.     It  is  very  painful  for 
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US  to  know  their  wants,  and  to  see  their  total  inability  to  leave  tliiB 
place.  If  they  are  not  to  be  set  at  liberty  immediately,  I  reapectfally 
suggest  that  they  may  be  removed  to  the  **  Pennsylvania/'  where 
they  will  be  more  comfortable  ;  no  stoves  being  on  this  ship  they 
must  suffer  much  from  cold. 

[The  part  of  the  despatch  here  omitted  relates  to  the  officers,  crew, 
and  condition  of  the  ship.]

Sir  :  I  hasten  to  reply  to  yout  fetter  of  the  15th  instttnt,  which  1 
received  by  yesterday's  mail. 

A  telegraphic  despatch  fronk  Nfew  York,  published  in  our  papers  on 
the  9th  or  19th  instant,  stating  that  Walker  was  expected  to  leave 
this  city  in  ^he  course  of  Ihat  week,  with  fifteen  hundred  men,  for 
Nicaragua,  was  what  fir^  turned  the  public  attention  towards  that 
individual.  Up  to  tha%  1;ime,  I  verily  believe  that  it  was  known  but 
to  few  persons  that  he  "^as  in  New  Orleans. 

On  the  evening  of  "the  10th  of  November  I  met,  in  consultation,  the 
collector  of  the  port,  the  United  States  attorney,  and  the  naval  officer. 
A  warrant  of  arrest  for  Walker,  based  upon  an  affidavit  made  by  cer- 
tain officers  of  the  customs,  was  placed  in  my  hands  at  about  10 
o'clock  that  night,  and  before  twelve  he  was  brought  before  the  judge 
of  the  United  States  district  court,  and  gave  bond  for  his  appearance 
the  next  morning.  He  appeared  accordingly,  when  his  recognizance 
was  renewed,  and  a  period  fixed  for  his  examination.  On  that  very 
day,  as  I  afterwards  was  informed,  he  took  the  mail  boat  for  Mobile, 
not  by  the  Pontchartrain  railroad,  which  is  that  universally  chosen 
by  persons  travelling  east,  but  by  a  circuitous  route. 

The  steamer  FasMoriy  then  in  port,  was  the  only  vessel  to  which 
anything  like  suspicion  seemed  to  attach.  I  went  with  a  custom- 
house officer,  despatched  by  the  collector,  to  seize  that  vessel,  under 
the  act  of  Congress  in  such  case  made  and  provided,  taking  with  me 
a  sufficient  number  of  men  to  render  him  efficient  aid  in  case  -of  re- 
sistance. So  far  from  that,  however,  the  captain  accompanied  us, 
without  hesitation,  to  the  collector  on  the  night  in  question,  and  ex- 
hibited his  clearance  for  Mobile,  which,  with  the  other  papers  usually 
taken  out  on  such  occasions,  were  found  to  be  in  due  form.  After  this 
the  vessel  was  thoroughly  examined  by  some  of  the  officers  of  the 
customs,  who,  by  order  of  the  collector,  released  her  from  seizure, 
having  found  on  board  a  regular  cargo,  and  nothing  like  arms  or 
munitions  of  war.  She  was  subsequently  overhauled  at  the  passes  by 
Captain  Brushwood,  of  the  revenue  cutter,  who  reported  a  precisely

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similar  state  of  things  to  the  United  States  attorney.     It  appears  that 
at  Mobile  she  took  out  a  clearance  for  Greytown. 

With  reference  to  the  men  who  went  from  here  with  Walker,  they 
are  said  to  have  proceeded  to  the  Mobile  steamer  by  various  routes,  in 
order  to  attract  no  attention.  Their  number  is  said  to  have  been 
small,  his  principal  force  having  met  him  at  some  point  on  Mobile 
bay.  In  this  matter  particularly,  after  receiving  a  despatch  from  the 
Secretary  of  State  directing  me  *'  to  carry  out  whatever  instructions  I 
might  receive  from  the  district  attorney,"  I  looked  upon  myself  as  a 
mere  instrument  to  accomplish,  as  far  as  I  could,  the  views  of  the  ad- 
ministration^  communicated  through  the  proper  officer.  I  beg  you  to 
be  assured,  sir,  that  had  any  such  instructions  been  given  to  me,  they 
would  have  been  executed,  if  within  the  range  of  practicability.

salary  for  the  last  half  of  the  year  1855.  That  draft  was  refused 
payment,  but  it  was  promised  by  your  predecessor  that  it  should  be 
estimated  for.  I  have  inquired  at  the  proper  o£Sce  and  learn  that  it 
had  been  overlooked.  The  draft  was  for  $850,  the  loss  on  exchange 
being  $350,  as  shown  by  the  necessary  vouchers  at  the  time.  The 
draft  is  still  held  by  Messrs.  Fogg  &  Co.,  of  New  York,  to  whom  it 
was  sent  by  Messrs.  Fogg  &  Co.,  of  Shanghae,  for  collection.  There 
is  still  due  me  the  salary  for  the  year  1856,  one  thousand  doUarSj  to 
which  I  also  call  your  attention,  and  request,  if  possible,  that  both  be 
paid  without  any  further  delay.  I  lose  the  exchange  in  drawing  my 
salary  here,  which  is  an  additional  hardship  when  you  consider  that 
the  judicial  salary  was  always  swallowed  up  m  the  contingent  expenses 
of  the  court,  and  for  which  no  allowance  was  made  by  law. 

I  feel  encouraged  that  you  will  aid  me  in  this  matter,  as  it  is  pecu- 
liarly meritorious,  and  I  most  respectfully  submit  it  to  your  considera- 
tion.

States  and  his  Majesty  the  ^ng  of  Denmark  for  the  discontinuance 
of  the  Sound  dues,  the  ratificatione  of  which  were  exchanged  in  this 
city  on  the  12th  instant,  and  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be 
made  to  enable  the  Executive  seasonably  to  carry  into  effect  the  stipu- 
lations in  regard  to  the  sums  payable  to  his  Danish  Majesty's  govern- 
ment.

Cofiven^um  hetween  the  United  States  and  Ms  Majesty  the  King  of  Den- 
mark for  the  disoonHnuance  of  {he  Sound  dues  ;  done  at  Washington 
the  deventh  day  of  Aprily  eighteen  hundred  andf^y-seoen. 

The  United  States  of  America  and  his  Majesty  the  King  of  Denmark, 
1)eing  desirous  to  terminate  amicably  the  differences  which  have 
arisen  between  them  in  regard  to  the  tolls  levied  by  Denmark  on 
American  vessels  and  their  cargoes  passing  through  the  Sound  and 
Belts,  and  commonly  called  the  Sound  dues,  have  resolved  to  con- 
clude a  convention  for  that  purpose,  and  have  named  aa  their 
plenipotentiaries,  that  is  to  say,  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
Jjewis  Cass,  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States,  and  his  Majesty 
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the  King  of  Denmark,  Torben  Bille,  esquire,  Knight  of  the  Danne- 
brog,  and  decorated  with  the  Cross  of  Honor  of  the  same  order,  his 
said  Majesty's  charg6  d'affaires  near  the  government  of  the  United 
States,  who,  after  having  communicated  to  each  other  their  full 
powers  in  due  form,  have  agreed  to  and  signed  the  following 


articles : 


Abtiglb  I. 


His  Majesty  the  Kins  of  Denmark  declares  entire  freedom  of  the 
navigation  of  the  Sound  and  the  Belts  in  favor  of  American  vessels 
and  their  cargoes  from  and  forever  after  the  day  when  this  convention 
shall  go  into  effect,  as  hereinafter  provided.  And  it  is  hereby  agreed 
that  American  vessels  and  their  cargoes,  after  that  day,  shall  not  be 
subject  to  any  charges  whatever  in  passing  the  Sound  or  the  Belts,  or 
to  any  detention  in  the  said  waters ;  and  both  governments  will  con- 
cur, if  occasion  should  require  it,  in  taking  measures  to  prevent  abuse 
of  the  free  flag  of  the  United  States  by  the  shipping  of  other  nations 
which  shall  not  have  secured  the  same  freedom  and  exemption  from 
charges  enjoyed  by  that  of  the  United  States. 

Abticle  n. 

His  Danish  Majesty  further  engages  that  the  passages  of  the  Sound 
and  Belts  shall  continue  to  be  lighted  and  buoyed  as  heretofore,  with- 
out any  charge  upon  American  vessels  or  their  cargoes  on  passing  the 
Sound  and  the  Belts,  and  that  the  present  establishments  of  Danish 
pilots  in  these  waters  shall  continue  to  be  maintained  by  Denmark. 
His  Danish  Majesty  agrees  to  make  such  additions  and  improvements 
in  regard  to  the  lights,  buoys,  and  pilot  establishments  in  these  waters 
as  circumstances  and  the  increasing  trade  of  the  Baltic  may  require. 
He  further  engages  that  no  charge  shall  be  made,  in  consequence  of 
such  additions  and  improvements,  on  American  ships  and  their  car- 
goes passing  through  the  Sound  and  the  Belts. 

It  is  understood,  Iiowever,  to  be  optional  for  the  masters  of  Ameri- 
can vessels  either  to  employ  in  the  said  waters  Danish  pilots,  at  rea- 
sonable rates  fixed  by  the  Danish  government,  or  to  navigate  their 
vessels  without  such  assistance. 

Abtiglb  III. 

In  consideration  of  the  foregoing  agreements  and  stipulation  on  the 
part  of  Denmark,  whereby  the  free  and  unincumbered  navigation  of 
American  vessels  through  the  Sound  and  the  Belts  is  forever  secured, 
the  United  States  agree  to  pay  to  the  government  of  Denmark,  once 
for  all,  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  seventeen  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  twenty-nine  rix  dollars,  or  its  equivalent,  three  hundred  and 
ninety-three  thousand  and  eleven  dollars  in  United  States  currency, 
at  London,  on  the  day  when  the  said  convention  shall  go  into  full 
effect,  as  hereinafter  provided. 
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Article  IV. 

It  18  further  asreed  that  any  other  or  further  privileges,  rights,  or 
advantages  which  may  have  heen  or  may  he  granted  by  Denmark  to 
the  commerce  and  nayigation  of  any  other  nation  at  the  Sound  and 
Belts,  or  on  her  coasts  and  in  her  harbors,  with  reference  to  the  transit 
by  land  through  Danish  territory  of  merchandise  belonging  to  the 
citizens  or  subjects  of  such  nation,  nhall  also  be  fully  extended  to,  and 
enjoyed  by,  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  by  their  vessels  and 
property  in  that  quarter. 

Artiolb  V. 

The  general  convention  of  friendship,  commerce,  and  navigation 
concluded  between  the  United  States  and  his  Majesty  the  King  of 
Denmark,  on  the  26th  of  April,  1826,  and  which  was  abrogated  on 
the  16th  of  April,  1866,  and  the  provisions  contained  in  each  and  all 
of  its  articles,  the  fifth  article  alone  excepted,  shall,  after  the  ratifica- 
tion of  this  present  convention,  again  become  binding  upon  the  United 
States  and  Denmark ;  it  being,  however,  understood  that  a  year's 
notice  shall  suffice  for  the  abrogation  of  the  stipulations  of  the  said 
convention  hereby  renewed. 

Abticlb  VI. 

The  present  convention  shall  take  effiect  as  soon  as  the  laws  to  carry 
it  into  operation  shall  be  passed  by  the  governments  of  the  contracting 
parties,  and  the  sum  stipulated  to  be  paid  by  the  United  States  shall 
be  received  by  or  tendered  to  Denmark: ;  and  for  the  fulfilment  of  these 
purposes,  a  period  not  exceeding  twelve  months  from  the  signing  of 
this  convention  shall  be  allowed. 

But  if,  in  the  interval,  an  earlier  day  shall  be  fixed  upon  and  car- 
ried into  effect  for  a  free  navigation  through  the  Sound  and  Belts  in 
favor  of  any  other  power  or  powers,  the  same  shall  simultaneously  be 
extended  to  the  vessels  of  the  United  States  and  their  cargoes,  in  an- 
ticipation of  the  payment  of  the  sum  stipulated  in  Article  III ;  it 
being  understood,  however,  that  in  that  event  the  government  of  the 
United  States  shall  also  pay  to  that  of  Denmark  four  per  cent,  interest 
on  the  said  sum  from  the  day  the  said  immunity  shall  have  gone  into 
operation  until  the  principal  shall  have  been  paid  as  aforesaid. 

Article  VII. 

The  present  convention  shall  be  duly  ratified  and  the  exchange  of 
ratifications  shall  take  place  in  Washington  within  ten  months  from 
the  date  hereof,  or  sooner  if  practicable. 

In  faith  whereof,  the  respective  plenipotentiaries  have  signed  the 
present  convention,  in  duplicate,  and  have  thereunto  affixed  their  seals. 

Done  at  Washington  this  eleventh  day  of  April,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  and  of  the  inde- 
pendence of  the  United  States  the  eighty-first.
